"  The  collection  of  original  documents,  like  any  other  collection,  is  a  matter 
of  slow,  careful,  and  systematic  labour.  In  no  place  is  there  a  greater  division 
of  positive  work.  The  accumulation  of  a  mass  of  any  material,  say  money,  and 
then  theorize  upwards  or  downwards  as  you  will,  is  an  art  of  itself  requiring 
special  capeu;ity. 

"When  the  eflfort  is  a  collection  of  National  Archives  you  have  to  establish 
what  is  required,  what  is  indispensably  necessary,  to  know  where  to  seek  for  it 
and  to  take  the  means  to  obtain  it,  and  to  be  careful  not  to  pay  twice  over  for 
the  same  commodity.  The  second  stage  is  to  assort  all  this  matter,  to  classify 
it,  to  place  it  in  such  a  form,  and  to  give  it  such  reference  that  on  necessity 
immediately  it  can  be  found.  The  third  condition  is  to  draw  up  a  calendar  of  it, 
describe  it,  and  in  short  make  it  available  to  the  ordinary  inquirer."

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While  the  year  190G  does  not  present  any  striking  feature  with  respect  to 
the  material  collected  by  the  Bureau  of  Archives,  several  valuable  additions  have 
been  obtained,  notably  tlie  Hamilton  Mehriit  Fa I'ERs,  donated  by  Dr.  Merritt. 
St.  Catharines ;  a  collection  of  paper.s,  pamphlets  and  books  made  by  the  late 
Hon.  J.  G.  Currie,  St.  Catharines,  donated  by  Mrs.  Currie;  and  papers  of 
l_exceptif«nal  value  from  the  Rev.  A.  E.  JoNES,  St.  Mary's  College,  Montreal. 

Fix>m  other  outside  sources  interesting  documents  have  been  received,  to 
which  have  been  added  a  considerable  quantity  of  records  that  have  passed  out 
of  current  use,  by  transfer  from  the  Government  Departments. 

As  the  safe  preservation  of  the  Archives  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  Bureau 
is  of  first  importance,  the  following  letter  from  the  Government  Aj-cbltect  is 
given  as  an  assurance  of  such  safety.

Dear  Sir:  In  reply  to  your  favor  of  this  date  iri  which  you  aay  you 
are  often  asked  whether  the  vault  recently  constructed  for  your  Department  in 
the  basement  of  the  Parliament  Buildings  is  fire  and  damp  proof,  I  am 
pleased  to  be  in  a  position  to  state  that  it  is  fire-proof  and  perfectly  dry,  as 
special  care  was  taken  in  the  construction  to  ensure  both  results.  The  ceiling 
is  built  entirely  independent  of  the  ceiling  and  Hoor  above  it,  of  concrete  one 
and  half  a  foot  in  thickness,  reinforced  with  expanded  metal,  forming  one  solid 
slab,  which  is  supported  on  steel  beams  encased  with  concrete.  The  strength  of 
the  floor  is  such  that  in  case  of  fii'e  there  would  not  be  an^'  danger  fi-om  falling 
beams  or  other  materials  breaking  through,  the  concrete  being  able  ot  sustaining 
a  load  of  275  lbs.  to  the  super  foot.  This  is  the  only  type  of  construction  which 
satisfactorily  stood  the  test  in  the  comparatively  recent  fire  in  Baltimore. 
Heavy  brick  and  stone  walls  form  the  .Mdes.  The  entrances  are  enclosed  with 
double  fire-proof  do<jr8  and  the  windows  with  wrought  iron  shutters.  To 
prevent  dampness,  the  floor  was  constructed  by  first  laying  a  layer  of  concrete 
4  in  in  thick ne&s  on  top,  As  a  further  precaution  against  dampness  the  outer 
wall  has  been  plastered  with  cement  on  the  outside ;  attention  has  also  been 
paid  to  the  heating,  sutBcient  steam  pipes  being  left  to  keep  the  temperature  at 
about  65  degrees.  You  will,  of  course,  understand  that  what  I  have  said  applies 
wholly  to  protection  from  the  outside;  the  protection  with  the  inside  rests  with 
yourself.

The  disposition  of  material  in  the  vault  is  as  followa : 

North  Side,  A.,  contains  printed  documents  originating  with  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  Ontario;  the  Ontario  Government  Departments;  PuVilic 
Institutions  of  Ontario.  East  Side,  B.,  contains  two  series  of  shelving,  one  for 
material  relating  to  the  counties  and  cities  of  Ontario,  aud  the  other,  for 
material  relating  to  Ontario  townships,  villages  and  school  sections.  South 
Side,  C.  contains  contributions  from  private  collections  relating  to  Ontario; 
Dominion  and  Imperial  Government  paf>ers  relating  to  Ontario.  West  Side.  ))., 
miscellaneous  paper.^.  Centre,  E.,  extended  through  the  centre  of  the  vault,  is 
a  large  -stand  of  specially  htted  drawers  and  shelving  for  the  accommodation  of 
newspaper  fyle.s,  &c.,  and  the  safe  and  convenient  disposal  of  maps.  The  vault  is 
well  lighted  from  outside,  and  is  supplied  with  desk  and  writing  convenience, 
for  the  public,  in  casen  where  open  documents  are  being  examined  or  copied. 

Scope  of  the  Bureau  of  Archives  .-  [Reproduced  from  First  Report.] 

(1)  The  Bureau  is  equally  related  and  attached  to  all  the  Government 
Departments,  and  will  receive  papers  and  documents  of  historical 
interest,  not  in  current  use  from  all  branches  of  the  public  ser- 
vice. When  possible  these  documents  will  be  classified  and  cal- 
endared. 

The  Bureau  will  devote  attention  to  : — 

(2)  The  copying  and  printing  of  important  Ontario  records  lying  in  the 

Canadian  Archives  at  Ottawa,  in  the  State  Departments  there  and 
elsewhere. 

(3)  The  collection  of  documents  having,  in  the  widest  sense,  a  bearing  upon 
the  political  or  social  history  of  Ontario,  and  upon  its  agricultural, 
industrial,  commercial,  and  financial  development 

(4)  The  collection  of  municipal,  school  and  church  records. 

(5)  The  collection  and  preservation  of  pamphlets,  maps,  charts,  manuscripts, 
papers,  regimental  muster  rolls,  etc.,  bearing  on  the  past  or  pre-sent 
history  ni  Ontario. 

(6)  The  collection  and  preservation  of  facts  illustrative  of  the  early  settle- 
ments of  Ontario  pioneer  experience — customs,  mode  of  living — 
prices — wages — boundaries — areas  cultivated — homes,  etc, 

(7)  The  collection  and  preservation  of  corraspondence — letters  from  and  to 
settlers,  documents  in  private  hands  pertaining  to  public  and  social 
atfairs,  etc.,  reports  of  local  e\euts  and  historic  incidents  in  the 
family  or  public  life. 

(8)  The  rescuing  from  oblivion  of  the  ineraory  of  the  piimeer  seltk'i"s,  to 
ohtttin  ami  preserve  narratives  of  their  early  exploits,  and  of  the 
part  they  took  in  opening  up  the  country  for  occupation. 

(9)  Co-oi)eration  with  the  Historical  Societies  of  Ontario  and  societies 
kindred  to  them,  to  help  to  cimaolidate  and  classify  their  work,  and, 
as  far  a.s  practicable,  direct  local  etTort  on  given  line.s. 

The  following  plan  of  work  has  been  adopted  as  one  on  which  the  various 
Archives  can  be  easily  classified  and  catalogued,  viz.  :  To  divide  the  historj'  of 
Ontario  until  Confederation,  1867,  into  its  pL>litical  periods,  arranging  the 
mati-rial  .secured  in  chronological  order,  and  giving'  each  period  a  series  of  Re- 
ports. Thus,  the  work  can  be  carried  on  in  all  the  divisions  simidtaneoualy,  and 
when  .sufBcient  material  will  have  accumuUted  in  any  one  of  them,  it  can  be 
utilized  either  by  the  publication  of  documents  or  calendars  in  the  annual  re- 
Ijorts  without  undue  delay.     From  Confederation  onward,  the  larger  quantity  of 
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(I) 


material  to  he  dealt  with,  and  the  probable  absence  of  sweeping  constitutional 
changes  to  mark  eras,  .sugge.st  a  chronological  rather  than  a  political  basis  of 
division.     The  perioda  are : —

Discovery. 
To  the  organization  of  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada. 
To  the  Legislative  Union  of  Upper  and  Lower  Canada.

In  each  of  these  Divisions  there  is  much  work  to  be  done, 
own  distinctive  feature,  and  there  is  abundance  of  minor  incident. 

(1)  The  French  Regime  includes  the  study  of  official  records,  printed  and 

MS.  books,  pamphlets,  correspondence,  the  reports  and  maps  of  early 
French  and  British  explorei-s,  traders  and  missionaries,  soldiers  and 
surveyors,  down  to  the  U.  E.  Loyalist  immigration. 

(2)  In  the  period  between  1763  to  1791  the  feature  i.s  the  Loyalist  immigra- 
tion, with  its  accomponying  settletuent,  and  the  conditions  and  cir- 
cumstances influencing  the  form  of  government  adopted  for  Upper 
Canada. 

(3)  From  the  organization  of  the  Province  to  18*1.    Here  we  have  properly 
the  commencement  of  our  Provincial  history,  the  introduction  of  con- , 
atitutioiial  government ;  the  work  of  the  Legi.slature,  some  of  whose^ 
early  records  are  lost ;  the  outbreak  of  the  War  of  1812 ;  the  progress 
of  settlement,  and  the  development  of  municipal,  educational,  and 
commercial  institutions ;  the  rentivencss  leading  to  the  rising  of  1S37, 

.  and  the  concessions  made  to  Responsible  Government. 

(+)  The  periods  of  Legislative  Union.  Iramigiation,  .settlement,  and  migra- 
tion are  prominent  events,  while  the  introduction  of  railways,  the 
improvement  of  waterways,  the  settlement  <if  many  great  political, 
educational,  and  ecclesiastical  (|uestion8,  lend  to  this  period  unusual 
importance. 

(5)  From  Confederation  onwards  the  periods  suggested  are  fruitful  of  doc- 
umentary history,  but  at  such  short  range  it  is  unnecessary  to  indi- 
cate the  special  events  of  unusual  interest. 

The  extent  and  character  of  the  documents  thus  collected  would  determine 
le  arrangement  of  material  for  annual  publication. 

The  documents  publi.ihed  in  this  Report  consist  of  Proclamations  is-sued  by 
^Ihe  Governors  and  Lieutenant  Governors  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  from  1760 
to  1791,  and  of  the  Lieutenant  Governors  of  Upper  Canada,  from  A.D.  1792  to 
1840,  when  Upper  and  Lower  Canada  were  united. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  collection  here  given  does  not  include  all  such 
Proclamations,  so  as  to  make  it  complete,  and  further  search  will  be  necessary  ini 
order  to  trace  the  missing  ones. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  repositories  of  official  documents,  the  Quebec 
Gazettfi,  the  BritLsh  Parliamentary  Papers  pertaining  to  Canada,  and  the  early 
newspapers  of  Canada  were  examined,  with  the  view  of  extracting  the  Proclama- 
tions therein.  1  he  enquiry  will  be  continue*!  in  whatever  Held  offers,  and  the 
Bureau  will  gratefully  receive  any  helpful  information  on  the  subject. 
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The  value  of  these  Proclatimtions  is  not  only  historical  but  official  also,  aud 
that  even  one  should  be  unproduclble  is  a  rather  serious  matter.  It  is  therefore 
to  be  hoped  that  librarians  or  others  pos.sessiug  any  of  these,  will  deposit  them 
in  the  Bureau  of  Archives,  or,  at  least,  permit  authenticated  tran-scripts  to  be 
made.  Copie.s  of  tlie  Upper  Canada  Gazelles  woalil  be  valuable  contributions 
to  the  Provincial  Archives.  Complete  Rets  are  not  known  to  be  in  existence,  and 
as  the  Gazettes  were  the  chief  media  of  official  publication  in  this  Province,  it 
will  be  easily  understood  how  great,  in  this  respect,  is  the  loss.  The  library 
of  the  Ontario  Legislature  pod.ses.ses  the  largest  number  of  volumes  of  the 
Upper  Canada  Gazettes,  but  the  issue-s  for  many  years  are  entirely  awariting. 
The  following  tables  have  been  compiled,  and  are  here  given  to  assist  in  tlie  work 
of  completing,  if  possible,  the  collectiun,  It  will  also  be  of  service  to  the 
investigator.  From  1809  to  1821  there  are  no  entries;  and  those  within  that 
period  bringing  statutes  into  operation  or  dealing  with  other  public  business 
are   meagrely  rtpre.sented  in  this  vtiluine  : — 

The  Upper  Canada  Gazette  or  American  Oracle,  are  in  the  Legi.slative 
Library  from  18th  April,  1793^  to  25th  April,  1807. 

The  York  Gazette,  from  2nd  May,  1S07,  to  24th  June,  1809. 

The  Upper  Canada  Gazette  and  U.  E.  Loyalist,  printed  together  from 
3rd  June,  1826,  to  24th  May,  1828,  when  they  continued  separately. 

The  Loyalist,  from  7th  June,  1828,  to  27th  December,  1828. 

The  Upper  Canada  Gazette,  from  May  29th,  1828,  to  May  1st,  1845.

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The  four  volumes  of  the  Upper  Canada  Gazette,  beginning  Vol.  XI.,  No.  1, 
May  19th,  1836,  to  the  7th  May,  1840,  in  the  library  of  the  Ontario  Legislature, 
from  which  the  Proclamations  in  this  Report  for  that  period  have  been  taken, 
are  complete,  and  therefore  the  details,  as  above,  are  tiot  given.

Gazette,  published  at  York,  VM,  viz..  No.  56.  dated  lith  March,  1822  ;  No.  57, 
18th  March,  1822  ;  and  No.  61.  15th  April,  1822. 

Also  numbers  of  the  first  four  volumes  of  the  Ujyper  Canada  Gazette  (New 
Series)  and  Weekly  Register  combined,  published  at  Yoric,  U.  C,  viz.  :—

The  Proclamations  found  in  these  volumes  have  been  copied  and  published 
in  this  Report. 

After  the  re-union  of  Upper  and  Lower  Canada  into  the  Province  of  Canada, 
the  Canada  Gazette  was  issued,  beginning  with  No.  1  dati  d  2nd  October,  l«4l, 
and  was  published  at  Kingston,  U.C.  The  Upper  Caniuia  GazH'e,  however, 
was  continued  for  some  years,  when  the  official  and  legal  notices  were  withdrawn 
from  it. 
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In  1849  an  Act  (120,  Victoria,  chap.  26),  was  passed  to  provide  for  the  in- 
sertion of  certain  Official  auJ  Lefjai  Notices  in  the  Canada  Gazette  only,  in 
the  following  terms  : — 

WHEREAS  it  would  be  more  for  the  public  convenience,  if  the  Advertise- 
ments and  Notices  hereinafter  mentioned  were  all  inserted  in  the  Canada  Oazfitte, 
the  circulation  whereof  is  great  and  co-extensive  with  the  Province,  instead  of 
some  of  them  being  inserted  as  they  are  now,  in  the  said  Canada  Gazftte,  ami 
others  in  the  Quebec  Gazette,  published  by  Authority,  or  in  tlie  Upjjer- Canada 
Gazette,  published  by  Authority,  the  circnlation  of  both  of  which  is  limited  and 
locjil :  Ke  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Queen's  Most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Canada,  constituted  and  assembled  by  virtue 
of  and  under  the  authority  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Parliament  of  the 
LTnited  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  intituled,  An  Act  to  re-unite 
the  Provinces  of  Cfpper  and  Lower-Cannda,  and  for  the  Goiiermnerd 
of  Canada,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
from  and  after  such  day  as  shall  be  fixed  by  Proclamation  for  this  Act 
to  come  into  force,  as  hereinafter  provided,  all  advertisements,  notices  or 
publications,  wliich  by  any  Act  or  Law  in  force  in  this  Province  or  in 
any  part  thereof,  are  required  to  be  inserted  by  the  Provincial  Government  or 
imy  Department  thereof,  or  by  any  Sheriff  or  other  Officer,  or  by  any  Municipal 
authority  or  in  the  Upper-Cajuida  Gazette  by  Authority,  shall  nob  be  inserted 
therein,  but  shall  be  inserted  in  the  Canvda  Gazette,  and  being  so  inserte<l  shall 
have  the  same  effect  to  all  intents  and  purposes  whatsoever,  as  without  this  Act 
they  would  have  had  if  insertf'd  in  the  Quebec  Gazette  by  Authority  or  in  the 
Vpper-Caiuula  Gazette  by  Authority,  for  Vjoth  of  which  the  said  Canada 
Ittzette  is  liereby  substituted,  and  to  which  the  provisions  of  such  Act  or  Law 
aforesaid  shall  apply,  as  if  it  had  been  mentione<l  therein  instead  of  the 
Gazettes  aforesaid,  or  either  of  them  ;  and  if  upon,  or  before  the  said  day,  any 
such  advertisement,  notice  or  publication  shall  have  Vjeen  inserted  either  in  the 
aaid  Quebec  Gazette  by  Authority  or  the  said  Upper-Cavuiia  Gazette  by  Author- 
ity, for  any  period  or  number  of  times,  and  its  insertion  should  be  required  under 
such  Act  or  Law  as  aforesaid  fur  a  louj^er  period  or  a  greater  numljer  of  times, 
tlien  it  shall  be  inserted  in  the  said  Canada  Gazette  for  the  remaining  perio<l  or 
the  remaining  number  of  times,  so  as  to  make  up  the  period  or  number  of  time« 
retpiired  by  such  Act  or  Law. 

II  And  it  shall  be  enacted,  That  this  Act  shall  come  into  force,  u|)on  from 
and  after  such  day  as  shall  be  appointed  for  that  purpos^e  in  and  by  any  Pro- 
clamation under  the  Great  Seal  that  shall  or  may  be  issued  for  that  purpose, 
and  not  before.

for  that  purpose,  and  not  before;  And  whereas  We  have  thoiight  tit.  by  and  with 
the  advice  of  Our  Executive  Council,  of  and  fur  Our  said  Province,  to  Hx  Monday, 
the  B'ii-st  day  of  October  next,  for  such  purpose,  NOW  KNOW  YE,  that  by 
and  with  such  advice  »vs  aforesaid.  We  have  tixed  ami  appointed,  and  by  these 
presents  do  fix  and  appoint  MONDAY,  the  first  day  of  OCTOBER  next,  as  the 
day  upon,  from  and  after  which  the  said  Act  shall  come  into  FUI.L  FOHCE  and 
ErFECT;  and  We  do  hereby  declare  that  upon,  from  and  alter  the  said  first  day 
of  October  aforesaid,  the  said  Act  of  Parliament  shall  be  and  remain  in  full  force 
and  effect;  Of  all  which  prenrtses  all  Our  loving  subjects,  and  all  others  whom 
it  doth  or  may  in  any  wise  concern,  are  hereby  required  to  take  notice  and  to 
govern  themselves  accordingly. 

In  TKSTrMONY  WHEREOF,  We  have  cansed  these  Our  Letters  to  be  made 
Patent,  nnd  the  Great  Seal  of  OUi-  Said  Province  of  Canada  to  be  hereunto 
affixed;  WITNESS,  Our  Right  Trusty  and  Right  Well-Beloved  C:.usin  James. 
Earl  of  Eloin  and  Kincardine,  Knight  of  the  Most  Ancient  and  Most  Noble 
Order  of  the  Thistle,  Governor-General  of  British  North  America,  and  Captain- 
General  and  Grovernor-ip -Chief  in  and  over  Our  Provinces  of  Canada,  Nova 
Scotia,  New  Brun.^wick  and  the  Island  of  Prince  Edward,  and  Vice-Admiral  of 
the  same',  &c.,  &c,  &c.  At  Our  {'loverument  House,  in  Our  City  of  Montreal,  in 
Our  .said  Province,  this  FOURTH  day  of  SEPTEMBER,  in  the  year  of  Our  Lord, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine,  and  in  the  thirteenth  day  of  Our 
Reign.

A  number  of  portraits  are  given  of  Governors-General  and  Lieutenant- 
Governors  by  whom  most  of  the  proclamations  in  this  volume  were  issued.  Of 
these.  Governor-General  James  Murray  acted  as  Military  Governor  from  1760 
to  1763,  and  as  Governor-General  from  1763  to  1767.  Lord  Dorchester  was 
appointed  Lieutenant-Governor  and  Acting  Governor-General  in  1766,  and 
Governor-General  in  1768,  continuing  until  1777,  and  resuming  in  1786  to 
1796.  Governor-General  Sir  Frederick  Haldimand  was  appointed  Governor- 
General  in  1778,  and  held  office  until  1784.  Lieutenant-Governor  Simcoe,  as 
first  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Upper  Canada,  issued  his  first  Proclamation 
from  Quebec  on  the  7th  February,  1792.  The  others,  whose  portraits  follow, 
acted  as  administrators  or  as  Lieutenant-Governors  until  1841,  when  after  the 
re-union  of  Upper  and  Lower  Canada,  Lord  Sydenham  resigned  office.

^^B  Proclamation. 

^^  (31  Oct.,  1760.) 

I  By  His  Excelleacy  Mr.  -lamea  Murnij,  Goveruor  of  Quelec,  etc. 
I  Our  chief  object  having  been,  in  the  government  which  it  has  pleased 
'His  Majesty  to  entrust  to  us,  to  ensure  the  administration  of  Justice  to  his 
new  subjects,  Canadian  as  well  as  French,  settled  in  the  town  and  neigb- 
bourhotnl  of  this  Government,  we  have  likewi.se  thought  it  necessary  tii 
establish  the  form  of  procedure;  to  fix  the  day  for  our  audiences,  as  well 
as  those  of  our  military  council,  which  we  have  established  in  this  town  : 
to  the  end  that  every  one  may  conform  to  it,  in  the  causes  that  they  may 
r©<iuiro  to  have  judged  at  our  courts,  or  such  as  we  may  think  necessary 
to  send  to  the  said  Council.  For  this  reason,  we  have  ruleil  and  ordered 
by  the  present  regulations  as  follows : 

1*'  Ar(icle.~All  complaints,  or  matters  of  civil  or  criminal  interest 
.shall  \\e  brought  l)efore  us  by  petitions,  or  requests,  addressed  to  us,  which 
shall,  however,  be  delivered  to  M'  H.  Cramahe,  our  secretary,  who  shall 
^('turn  thi'm,  so  (hat  the  summons  may  then  be  delivered  to  the  defeud.mts 
by  the  first  bailiff,  so  that  they  may  appear  to  defend  themselves  in  our 
Court,  at  the  time  appointed,  regard  being  paid  to  the  distance  of  the  places. 

2^  Article. — The  Court  days  shall  be  Tuesday  in  each  week,  from  ten 
in  the  morning  till  noon,  and  they  shall  be  held  at  our  residence,  beginning 
with  next  Tuesday,  the  4''''  of  November. 

3"*  Arti«'le.--The  petitions,  or  requests  which  shall  have  been  returned 
Hiy  our  secretary,  in  the  manner  explained  in  the  first  article,  having  been 
[«erved   on   the  defendants,  and   the  term  allowed  in  the  summons   having 
expired,  shall  be  re-delivered  to  our  secretary,  on  the  day  before  the  hear- 
ing, that  is  to  say,  on  the  ilouday,  for  the  hearing  of  Tuesday;  failing  this, 
they  shall  not  be  judged,  but  shall  be  postponed  till  the  next  sitting. 

4''''  Article. — The  defendants,  who  sh;ill  have  any  papers  or  writings 
available  for  the  defence  of  their  cause,  shall  likewise  be  obliged  to  deliver 
them  to  our  secretary,  on  the  day  before  the  hearing,  otherwise  judgment 
will  l)e  given  on  the  demand  of  the  plaintiff. 

6""  Article. — If  the  parties  aumiiKinod  have  uo  writing  to  produce  they 
shall  be  obliged  to  appear  at  our  Court,  cm  (he  day  fixed,  either  in  person  or 
through  an  attorney,  otherwise  no  plea  will  be  allowed  them  in  default, 
and  i)i  like  manner  judgment  will  1e  giv«'n.  on  the  single  summons  which 
shall  have  been  served  on  them,  in  order  to  avoid  long  lawsuits,  and  the 
increase  of  costs. 

G'*"   Article. — If    the   excessive  amount   of  business   does   nut    allow  the" 
judging  of  all  cases  at  a  single  sitting,  they  shall  be  postponed  till  the  next 
one,  and  the  parties  shall  be  obliged  to  appear,  without  other  summons. 

7''*  Article. — Judgments  which  shall  be  delivered  at  our  Residence  at 
the  Court,  shall  be  executed  without  appeal,  and  (he  parties  shall  be  com- 
pelled to  give  salLsfaction  according  to  what  shull  be  decreed,  with  the 
exception  of  such  cases  as  wo  may  think  fit  to  send  to  the  Xlilitary  Council 
to  be  tried;  which  shall  be  delivered  to  one  of  the  Councillors  whom  we 
shall  name,  who  will  make  his  report  to  the  Council,  so  that  judgment  may 
bt-  given  on  the  same  for  him  to  whom  it  shall  belong. 
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S'**  Article. — The  Council  of  War  shall  assemble  on  the  Wednes(la\.s 
»ocl  Saturdays  of  each  week,  ami  shall  be  held  in  the  house  of  M.  de  Bcau- 
jeu,  rue  .^t.  Louis, 

i)^^  Article. — Judgments  giv^en  in  our  Courts,  as  well  as  the  militarj' 
doci'ces,  skull  be  iusuril;ed  on  the  rej^ister,  by  the  registrar  whom  we  havi- 
appointed  for  this  purpose,  and  copies  delivered  by  him  to  the  parties. 

lf)">  Article. — All  the  above  shall  be  executed,  as  well  for  the  town  as 
for  the  country;  with  the  exception  however  of  disputes  that  the  habitants 
of  the  di.stri«'t  may  have  amongst  ihemselves,  with  rt'spcct  to  enclosures, 
damages,  or  other  provisional  cases,  of  which  we  authorize  the  commandant 
of  the  troops  to  take  cognizance  in  each  locality  and  try  summarily,  reserv- 
ing appeals  to  the  Military  Couticil,  if  the  case  pertains  thereto,  and  thi-re 
i.s  reason  for  it. 

And  the  present  regulation  shall  be  read,  published  and  posted  in  ihe 
usual  i>laoes  and  precincts  of  this  town,  as  well  as  in  every  part  of  this 
government,  that  no  one  may  urge  the  plea  of  ignorance,  and  that  all  shall 
be  compelled  to  conlorin  to  it;  and  we  interdict  all  other  courts  and  juris- 
dictions which  may  have  been  established  as  well  in  the  lown,  as  in  the 
suburbs  and  country.

GEORdE  U.  (7    Oct..   17G3.) 

WHKllKAS  We  have  taken  into  Our  noya<l  consideration  tlip  extensive 
and  valuable  acquisitions  in  America,  secured  to  Our  Crown  by  the  late 
definitive  Treatj  of  Peace,  concluded  at  Paris  the  tenth  day  of  February  last; 
and  being  dt-sirous  that  all  our  loving  subjects,  as  well  as  of  our  Kingdoms  aa 
of  .our  Colonics  in  America,  may  avail  themselves,  with  all  convenient  spee<l, 
of  the  great  Iwnefits  and  advantages  which  must  accrue  therefrom  to  their 
commerce,  manufactures,  and  navigation;  We  have  thought  hi,  with  the 
advice  of  our  Privy  Council,  to  issue  this  our  Rojal  Proclamation,  hereby  to 
publish  and  declare  to  all  our  loving  subjects,  that  We  have,  with  the 
adviee  of  our  said  Privy  Council,  granted  our  Letters  Patent,  under  our  (ireat 
Seal  of  Great  Britain,  to  erect  within  the  Countries  and  Lsjands,  ceded  and 
confirmed  to  Us  by  the  said  Treaty,  four  distinct  and  separate  (TO\eruments, 
stiled  and  called  by  the  names  of  QUEBEC,  EAST  FLORIDA,  WEST 
FLORIDA,  and  tjRENADA,  and  limited  and  bounded  as  follows,  viz.: 

Firslly.  The  Oovernment  of  Quebec,  bounded  on  the  Lnbrador  Coast  by 
the  River  Saivt  John,  and  from  thence  by  a  line  drawn  from  the  head  of 
that  River,  through  thf  Lake  Smnl  John,  to  the  south  end  of  the  Lake 
Aipifsim;  from  whence  the  said  line  crossing  the  River  Saint  Lawrence, 
and  the  Lake  C/mnipLiin  in  forty-five  degrees  of  north  latitude,  passes  along 
the  high  lands  whi^h  divide  the  rivers  that  empty  themselves  into  the  said 
River  Sw7tt  Latmncr,  from  those  which  full  into  the  sea,  and  also  along  the 
north  con.«t  of  the  Dai/  ries  Chohurs,  and  the  roast  of  the  Gulf  of  Saint  Law- 
rence to  Cape  TiosifT^,  and  from  thence  crossing  the  mouth  of  the  River 
Saint  Ldu-rcncf  h\  the  west  end  of  the  Islarul  of  Anticoiti,  terminates  at  the 
jresaid  River  Snitit  John. 
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'  Secondly.  The  Government  of  Eaut  Florida,  bounded  to  the  westward  by 

the  Gulf  of  Mexico  and  the  Apolorhicula  Kiver;  to  the  northward  by  a  iiue 
drawn  from  that  part  of  the  s;iid  river  where  the  Cutiiliomhcr  and  Fhnt 
Ilivers  meet,  to  the  source  of  Smnt  Marys  River,  and  by  the  course  of  the 
8aid  river  to  the  Atlantic  Ocean  and  to  the  East  and  South  l>y  the  Atlaotic 
Ocean,  and  the  Gulf  of  Florida,  including  all  the  islands  within  six  leagues 
of  file  sea  ^onst. 

Thirdly.  The  Government  of  WttH  Florida,  bounded  to  the  southward 
by  the  Gulf  of  Mcrira,  includiiy?  all  islands  within  six  leagues  of  the  coas' 
from  the  River  Apalachicola  to  Lake  Ponchartrain,  to  the  westward  by  the 
said  lake,  the  Lake  Mmirepax,  and  the  River  Mississippi,  to  the  northward  by 
a  line  drawn  East  from  that  part  of  the  River  Mississipj/i  which  lies  in  thirty- 
ono  degree  North  latitude  to  the  River  Apalachicola  or  Catahonchee,  and 
to  the  K.iKtward  by  the  said  river. 

Fourthly.  The  Government  of  Grenada,  comprehending  the  islands  of 
that  name,  tiifj<'ther  with  the  Grdnudin^s,  and  the  Islands  of  Dominico,  Saint 
Vincent,  and  J HImiijo. 

And  to  the  end  that  the  open  and  free  Fishery  of  our  subjects  may  be 
extended  lo,  and  carried  on,  upon  the  coast  of  Labrador  and  the  adjacent 
islands,  we  have  thought  Kt,  with  the  udsice  of  our  said  Privy  Council,  to  ])ut 
all  that  coast  from  the  River  Saint  John's  to  Hiidsoti's  Slrcights,  together 
with  the  Islands  of  Atiticosti  and  the  Maydeleine,  and  all  smaller  islands 
IviuK  upon  the  said  coast,  under  the  care  and  inspection  of  onr  Governor 
of  N ewfoundland. 

We  have  also,  with  the  advice  of  our  Privy  Council,  thought  fit  lo  annex 
tlie  Islamls  of  f^nittt  John  and  Cape  Breton,  or  Isle  IfoyaJe,  with  the  lesser 
ialandn  adjacent  thereto,  to  our  Government  of  Nova  Scotia. 

We  have  also,  with  the  advice  of  our  Privy  Council  aforesaid,  annexed 
to  our  Province  of  Georgia  all  the  lands  lying  l»etween  the  Rivers  Attamaha 
and  Saint  Mnnf  s. 

And  whereas  it  will  greatly  contribute  to  the  speedy  settling  our  said 
new  Govern mi^nt.*!,  that  our  loving  subjects  should  be  informed  of  our 
Paternal  care  for  the  security  of  the  lilierty  and  properties  of  those  who  are 
nud  shall  become  inhabitants  thereof;  we  have  thought  fit  to  publish  and 
declare,  by  thi.n  our  Proclamation,  that  we  have,  in  the  Letters  Patent  under 
our  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain,  by  which  the  said  Governments  are  consti- 
tuted, given  express  power  and  direction  to  our  Governors  of  our  snid  colonien 
respectively,  that  so  soon  as  the  state  and  circumstances  of  the  said  colonies 
will  admit  thereof,  they  shall,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  members 
of  nur  Council,  summon  and  call  gejieral  assemblies  within  the  snid  Govern- 
ment.'! respectively,  in  such  manner  and  form  as  is  used  and  directed  in  those 
colonies  and  provinces  in  America  which  are  under  our  immediate  govern- 
ment; and  we  have  also  given  power  tn  the  said  tioveruors,  with  the  consent 
of  our  said  Councils,  and  the  Representatives  of  the  people,  so  to  be  sum- 
moned as  aforesaid,  in  make,  constitute,  and  ordajn  Laws,  Statutes,  and 
f^rdinances  for  the  public  peace,  welfare  and  good  government  of  our  said 
colonies,  and  of  the  people  and  inhabitants  thereof,  as  near  as  may  be  agree- 
able to  the  Laws  of  England,  and  under  .-such  regulations  and  restrictions  as 
are  used  in  other  colonies;  and  in  the  meantime,  and  until  such  assemblies 
can  be  called  ns  aforesaid,  all  ))fr<iOnB  inhabiting  in  or  resorting  to  our  said 
colonies  may  confide  in  our  royal  protection  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  benefit 
iif  the  Laws  nf  our  R^Milm  of  Kiuihind;  for  whi»"h  purpose  we  have  ffiven 
power  under  our  Great  Real  to  the  Governors  of  the  said  colonies  re.spectively, 
to  erect  and  constitute,  with   the  advice  of  our  snid   Councils  respectively.

courts  of  Judicature  and  public  juatico  witluD  our  said  colonicu,  for  tho  hear- 
ing and  determining  all  causes,  as  well  criminal  as  civil,  according  to  Law 
and  Equity,  and,  as  near  as  may  be,  agreeable  (ti  the  Laws  of  England,  with 
liberty  to  all  jiersons,  who  ma-y  think  themselves  aggrieved  hy  the  sentence 
of  such  courts,  in  all  civil  cases,  to  aiipeal,  under  tlie  usual  limitations  and 
restrictions,  to  ub,  in  our  Privy  Cuuncil. 

We  have  also  thought  fit,  with  the  advice  of  our  Privy  Council  as  afore- 
fiuid,  to  give  unto  the  (iovernors*  and  Councils  of  our  said  three  new  colonies 
upon  the  continent,  full  power  and  uulliority  to  settle  and  agree  with  the 
inhabitants  of  our  said  new  colonies  or  any  other  person  who  shall  resort 
thereto,  for  such  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments  as  are  now,  or  here- 
after shall  be,  in  our  power  to  dispose  of,  and  to  grant  to  any  such  per.*on 
or  persons^  upon  such  terms  and  under  such  moderate  quit  rents,  services, 
and  acknowledgements  as  have  been  appointed  and  settled  in  other  colonies, 
and  under  such  other  conditions  as  shall  appear  to  us  to  be  necessary  and 
expedient  for  the  advantage  of  the  grantees  and  the  improvement  and  settle- 
ment of  our  said  colonies. 

And  whereas  we  are  desirous  upon  all  oc<:a8ions  tn  testify  our  Royal 
sense  and  approbation  of  the  conduct  and  bravery  of  the  officers  and  soldiers 
of  our  armies,  and  to  reward  the  same.  We  do  hereby  command  and  impower 
our  Governors,  of  our  said  three  new  colonies,  and  other  o\ir  Governors  of 
our  several  provinces  of  the  Continent  of  North  America,  to  grant,  without 
fee  or  reward,  lo  such  reduced  officers  and  soldiers  as  have  served  in  North 
America  during  the  late  war,  and  are  actually  residing  there,  and  shall  per- 
Bonully  apply  for  the  same,  the  following  quantities  of  land,  subject  at  the 
expiration  of  ten  years,  to  the  same  quit  rents  as  other  lands  are  subject  to 
in  the  province  within  which  they  are  granted,  as  also  subject  to  the  same 
oonditionB  of  cultivation  and  improvement,  viz.  . 

To  every  person  having  the  rank  of  a  Field  Officer  5,000  acrf-s 

To  every  Captain    3,000  acres 

To  every  Subaltern  or  Staff  Officer  ,.... 2,000  acres 

"^^o  eVery  Non-commissioned  Officer  7 200  acres 

To  every  Private  Man 50  acres 

We  do  likewise  authorize  and  rocjuire  the  Governors  and  Commanders- 
in-Chief  of  all  our  said  colonies  upon  the  Continent  of  Xorth  America,  to 
grant  the  like  quantities  of  land,  and  upon  the  same  conditions,  to  such 
reduced  officers  of  our  navy  of  like  rank  as  served  on  board  our  ships  of  war 
in  North  America  at  the  times  of  the  reduction  of  Lonistbourg  and  Quebec,  in 
the  late  war.  and  who  shall  personallv  apply  to  our  respective  Governors  for 
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And  whereas  it  is  jnst  and  reasonable,  and  essential  to  our  interest,  and 
the  security  of  our  colonics,  thnt  the  several  nations  or  tribes  of  Indians 
with  whom  we  are  connected,  and  who  live  under  our  protection,  should  not 
be  niidested  or  disturbed  in  the  possession  of  such  parts  of  our  dominions 
and  territories  as.  not  having  l)een  ceded  to  us,  are  reserved  to  them,  or  any  of 
them,  n.s  their  bunting  groujids;  we  do  therefore,  with  the  advice  of  our 
Privv  Council,  declare  if  to  be  our  Royal  will  and  pleasure  that  no  Governor 
or  Commander-in-Chief,    in  any  of    our  Colonies    of  Quebec,  EaH  Florida 

I  or  West  Florida,  do  presume  upon  any  pretence  whatever,  to  grant  warrants 
of  survey,  or  pass  any  Patents  for  lands  beyond  the  bounds  of  their  respec- 
tive Governments,  a«  described  in  their  commissions;  as  al.so  that  no  Governor 
Or  Commander-in-Chief  of  our  other  eolonies  or  plantations  in  Am^-rica    do 
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presume  for  the  present,  and  until  our  further  pleasure  be  known,  to  gr&nt 
warrants  of  survey  or  pass  any  Patent  for  lands  beyond  the  heads  or  sources 
of  any  of  the  rivers  which  fall  into  the  Atlantic  Ocean  from  the  West  or 
North-west;  or  upon  any  lands  whatever  which  not  having  been  ceded  to,  or 
purchaaed  by  us.  as  aforesaid,  are  reserved  to  the  said  Indians,  or  any  of 
them.  .  , 

And  we  do  further  declare  it  tu  be  our  lloyal  will  and  pleasure,  for  the* 
present  as  aforesaid,  to  reserve  under  our  sovereignty,  protection,  and' 
dominion,  for  the  use  of  the  said  Indians,  all  the  land  and  territories  not 
included  within  tlie  limits,  and  territory  granted  tu  the  Hudgau's  Ban  Com- 
pany \  as  also  all  the  lands  and  territories  lying  to  the  Westward  of  the 
sources  of  the  rivers  which  fall  into  the  sea  from  the  West  and  North-west  aa 
aforesaid;  and  we  do  hereby  striotly  forbid,  on  pain  of  our  displeasure,  all 
our  loving  subjects  from  making  any  purchases  or  settlements  whatsoever, 
or  taking  possession  of  any  of  the  lands  above  reserved  without  our  special 
It'rtve  and  license  for  that  purpose  lirst  obtained. 

And  we  do  further  strictly  enjoin  and  require  all  persons  whatsoever, 
who  have  either  wilfully  or  inadvertently  seated  themselves  upon  any  lands 
within  the  countries  above  de8cril>ed,  or  upon  any  other  lauds,  which,  not 
having  Ix'cn  ceded  to  or  purchased  by  us,  are  still  reserved  to  the  said  Indians 
as  aforesaid,  forthwith  to  remove  themselves  from  such  settlements. 

And  whereas  great  frauds  and  abuses  have  been  committed  in  the  pur- 
chasing lands  of  the  Indians,  to  the  great  prejudice  of  our  interests,  and  to 
the  groat  dissatisfaction  of  the  said  Indians;  in  order,  therefore,  to  prevent 
Lauch  irregularities  for  the  futurt-,  and  to  tlu-  end  that  the  Indians  may  be 
'convinced  of  our  justice  and  determined  resolution  to  remove  all  reasonable 
1-a.UHe  of  discontent,  we  do,  with  the  advice  of  our  Privy  Council,  strictly 
••iijf>in  and  require,  that  no  private  person  do  presume  to  make  any  purchase 
frcmi  the  said  Indians  of  any  lands  reserved  to  the  said  Indians  within  those 
parts  of  our  colonies  where  we  had  thought  proper  to  allow  settlement;  but 
if  at  any  time  any  of  the  said  Indians  should  be  inclined  to  dispose  of  the 
sitid  Lands,  the  same  shall  l)e.  purchased  only  for  us,  in  our  name  at  some 
public  meeting  or  assembly  of  the  said  Indians,  to  be  held  for  that  purpose 
by  the  Governor  or  Commander-in-Chief  of  our  colony  respectively  within 
whirh  they  shall  lie;  and  in  case  ihey  shall  lie  within  the  limits  of  anv 
|)roprietaries,  conformable  to  such  directions  and  instructions  as  we  or  they 
shall  think  proper  to  give  for  that  purpose:  and  we  do,  by  the  advice  of  out 
Privy  Council,  declare  and  enjoin,  tha.t  the  trade  with  the  said  Indians 
!»hall  be  free  and  open  to  all  our  subjects  whatever;  provided  that  every 
person  who  may  incline  to  trade  with  the  said  Indians  do  take  out  a  license 
for  carrying  such  trade  from  the  Governor  or  Commander-in-Chief  of  any  of 
our  colonies  respect ivel.v,  where  such  person  shall  reside,  and  also  give 
security  to  olserve  such  regulations  as  we  shall  at  any  time  think  fit,  by 
iiurs'lves  or  commissaries,  to  l)e  appointed  for  this  purpose,  to  direct  and 
appoint  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  trade;  and  we  do  hereby  authorize,  enjoin, 
and  reriuire  the  (joveniors  and  Commanders-in-Chief  of  all  «)ur  colonies 
respectively,  as  well  those  under  our  immediate  government,  us  those  under 
the  government  and  direction  of  proprietaries,  to  grant  such  licenses  without 
fee  or  reward,  taking  especial  care  to  insert  therein  a  condition  that  such 
license  shall  be  void,  and  the  security  forfeited,  in  case  the  person  to  whom 
the  same  is  granted  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  observe  such  regulations  an  we 
«hall  think  proper  to  prescribe  as  aforesaid. 

And  we  do  further  expressly  enjoin  and  require  all  officers  whatever,  aa 
well  military  ix*   those   employed  in   the  management   and    direotic\\\  \>i    v.\^st 
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Indian  affairs  within  tlu-  territories  reserved,  as  aforesaid,  for  the  use  of 
the  said  Indians,  to  seize  aiul  apprehend  all  persons  whatever,  who  standing 
charged  with  treason,  misprision  of  treason,  murder,  or  other  felonies  or 
misdemeanors,  shall  fly  from  justice  and  take  reiuge  in  the  said  tt'rrilory, 
and  to  send  them  under  a  proper  piiard  to  tho  colony  where  the  crime  was 
committed  of  which  they  shall  stnnd  accused,  in  order  to  take  their  trial  for 
the  8a.me.

(7  n.t..  I7f)'l.) 
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Whereas  His  Majesty,  by  his  Eoyal  Proclamation,  given  at  St.  James's, 
the  seventh  day  of  October,  one  thousand  seven  bundled  and  sixty-three,  in 
the  third  year  of  his  Reign,  hath  tlought  fit  to  declare  and  enjoin,  That  the 
Trade  with  the  severa.1  nations  or  Trilx's  of  Indians  with  whom  he  is  connected, 
and  who  live  under  his  protection,  should  be  free  and  open  to  all  his  subjects 
whatever:  Provided  thai  every  Person  who  may  incline  to  trade  with  the  said 
Indians  do  take  out  a  license  for  Cairying  on  such  a  trade  from  the  Governor 
or  Commander-in-Chief  of  His  Majesty's  Colonies  respectively,  where  such 
person  shall  reside;  and  also  give  security  to  observe  such  regulations  as  Hia 
Majesty  shall  at  any  time  think  fit  bv  His  Royal  Order,  or  by  His  Commis- 
saries, to  le  appointed  for  that  purpose,  to  direct  and  .n-ppnint  for  the  Benefit 
of  the  same  Trade;  and  that  the  Governors  or  Commanders-in-Chief  of  His 
said  Colonii'S  respectively  sliould  grant  such  Licenses  without  fee  or  reward, 
taking  especial  care  to  insert  therein  a  Condition  that  such  license  .shall  be 
void  and  the  scrurity  forfeited  in  case  the  Person  to  whom  the  same  is 
graiited  shall  refuse  or  necleot  to  observe  such  regulations  as  His  Majesty 
shall  think  proper  to  prescribe  as  aforesaid.  And  whereas  all  Hostilities  with 
the  several  Indian  nations  who  lately  appeared  in  arms  against  His  Majesty 
are  ceased,  and  a  friendly  intercourse  between  His  Majesty's  subject?*  and 
them  is  thereby  happily  restored; 

I  have  therefore  thought  fit,  with  the  advice  of  His  Majesty's  Council 
to  issue  this  Proclamation,  thereby  notifying  the  Same,  and  Strictly  Enjoin- 
ing and  Commanding  all  His  Majesty's  subjects  of  this  Province  to  forbear 
any  Act  of  Hostility  on  the  said  Indians,  or  any  or  either  of  them.  Hereby 
also  declaring  all  intercourse  and  trade  with  the  several  Indian  Nations 
living  under  His  Majesty's  Protection,  free  and  ojien  to  nil  His  Subjects, 
undiT  the  restrirtions  mentioned  in  His  Majesty's  said  Royal  Proclamation, 
and  subject  to  such  other  regulations  as  shall  hereafter  be  established  by  His 
Majesty,  or  Hi.M  Commissaries,  to  be  appointed  for  that  Purpose.  Provided 
that  no  person  or  persons  whatsoever,  until  His  Majesty's  further  pleasure 
be  known,  do  trade  or  traffic,  vend  or  dispose  of  any  Goods,  Wares,  or  Mer- 
chandize,  of  any  kind   whatsoever,  to  any  Indian    or    Indians  within    the 


!^ountry  reserved  ior  the  linUiins  by  Royal  Proclamation,  except  in  such 
Forts  or  Posts  alrpaJy,  or  which  shall  hereafter  be  established  by  His 
Majesty,  and  Garrisoned  by  His  Troops,  for  which  purpose  Licenses  will  b<' 
granted  a<  the  Secretary's  (Jffice  in  Quebec,  and  at  that  of  his  deputy  at 
Montreal :  For  the  due  observance  thereof,  ever^'  Trader  is  re(iuired  to 
enter  into  Bond  for  double  the  Value  of  the  Goods  upou  Oath,  and  Specify 
the  (Quantity  nf  Arms  and  Ammunition  they  shall  carry  with  them.

Iiistructiiius  to  Our' Trusty  and  Wellbeloved  Jaubs  MunnAY. 
Esq.'',  Our  Captain  General  and  Governor  in  Chief  in  and 
over  Our  Province  of  Quebec  in  America,  and  of  nil  Our 
Territories  dependent  thereupon.  Given  at  Our  Court  at 
S'  James's  the  .Seventh  Day  of  December  176^^  in  the 
Fourth  Tear  of  Our  Reign. 
With  these  Our  Instructions  You  will  receive  Our  Commissioti 
Our  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain,  constitutinj;  You  t?)ur  Captain 
General  and  Governor  in  Cliief  in  an<l  over  Our  Province  of  Quebec  in 
America,  Iwunded  on  the  Labrador  Coast  by  the  River  S'  John,  and  from 
thouce  by  a  Line  drawn  from  the  Head  of  that  River  throuifh  the  Lake  S* 
John  to  the  South  End  of  the  Lake  Nipissjn;  from  whence  the  said  Lin** 
croiJsiugr  the  River  S'  La«Tence  and  the  Lake  f'hamplain  in  forty  five 
Degrees  of  North  Latitude,  passes  along  the  Hiph  Lands,  which  divide  the 
Rivers  that  empty  themselves  into  the  said  River  S'  Lawrence,  from  those 
which  fall  into  the  Sea;  and  also  along  the  North  Coast  of  the  Baye  des 
Chaleurs  and  the  Coast  of  the  Gulph  of  S^  Lawrence  to  Cape  Rosiorps,  and 
from  thence  crossing  the  Mouth  of  the  River  S*^  La^^*^ence  by  the  West  End 
of  the  Island  of  Anticosti,  terminatps  at  the  aforesiid  River  S'  John:  You 
are  therefore  to  take  upon  You  the  Execution  of  the  Office  and  Trust  We 
have  reposed  in  You,  and  the  Administration  of  Government,  and  to  do 
and  execute  all  Things  in  due  manner  that  shall  belong  to  your  Command, 
according  to  the  several  Powers  and  Authorities  of  Our  said  Commission 
under  f>iir  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain,  and  these  Our  Inatiuctions  to  You, 
or  according  to  such  further  Powers  and  Instructions  as  shall  at  any  Time 
hcrcjifler  be  granted  or  appointed  You  under  Our  Signet  and  Sign  Manual, 
or  by  Our  Order  in  Our  Privy  Council. 

2.  And  You  are,  with  all  due  Solemnity,  to  cause  Our  said  Commission 
to  be  published  at  Quel>ec.  which  We  do  appoint  to  be  the  Place  of  your 
He.«idence  and  the  principal  Seat  of  Government,  in  the  Districts  of  Mont- 
real and  Trois  Rivieres,  and  in  .tuch  other  parts  of  your  Government  as 
You  shall  think  necessary  and  expedient,  as  soon  as  possible:  which  being 
done.  You  are  in  the  next  place  to  nominate  and  estal)lish  a  Council  for 
Our  snid  Province,  to  nsnist  You  in  the  Administration  of  Government, 
which  Council  is,  for  the  present,   to  lie  composed   of  the  Persons,  whom 
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We  have  appointed  to  be  Our  Lieittenant  Ctovernors  of  Montreal  and  Trois 
Rivi<»rcs,  Our  Chiff  Justice  of  Our  said  Province,  and  the  Surveyor  General 
of  Our  Customs  in  America  for  the  Northern  District,  and  eight  other 
Persons  to  be  chosen  by  You  from  amongst  the  moat  considerable  of  the 
Inhubitantg  of,  or  Persona  of  Property  in  Our  said  Province;  which  Persons* 
so  nominated  and  appointed  by  You  as  aforesaid,  (Five  of  which  We  do 
hereby  appoint  to  be  a  (Quorum),  are  to  bo  Our  Council  for  Our  said  Pro- 
vince, and  to  have  and  enjoy  all  the  Powers,  Privilege  and  Authority 
usually  exercised  and  enjoyed  by  the  Members  of  Our  Councils  in  Our  other 
Plantations,  and  also  such  others  as  are  contained  in  (^ur  said  Commiasion 
under  Our  Groat  Seal  of  Great  Britain,  and  in  these  Our  Instructions  tv 
You ;  and  tliey  shall  meet  together  at  such  Time  or  Times,  Place  or  Places, 
as  You,  in  your  Discretion,  shall  think  necessary  and  expedient:  It  is 
nevertheless  Our  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  the  said  Chief  Justice,  or  Surveyor 
General  of  Our  Customs,  shnll  not  be  capable  of  taking  the  Administration 
of  the  Government  upon  the  Death  or  Absence  of  You  Our  Governor,  or  the 
Connuander  in  Chief  for  the  Time  being. 

3.  And  You  are  forthwith  to  call  Our  said  Council  together,  or  such 
of  them  as  cmu  be  conveniently  assembled,  and  to  cause  Our  said  Commis- 
sion to  You  to  be  read  at  such  Meeting;  which  being  done,  You  shall  then 
take  yourself,  and  also  administer  to  Our  Lieutenant  Governors  respectively, 
and  to  the  Members  of  Our  said  Council,  the  Oaths  mentioned  in  an  Act, 
passed  in  the  tirst  Year  of  the  Iteign  of  His  Majesty  King  George  the  First, 
intituletl.  "An  Act  for  the  further  Security  of  His  Majesty's  Person  and 
"Government,  and  the  Succession  of  the  Crown  in  the  Heirs  of  the  late 
"Princess  Sophia,  being  Protestants,  and  for  extinguishing  the  Hopes  of 
"the  pretended  Prince  of  Wales,  and  his  open  and  secret  Abettors:" — as 
also  to  make  and  subscribe,  and  cause  them  to  make  and  subscribe  the 
Declaration  mentioned  in  an  Act  of  Parliament  made  in  the  Twenty  fifth 
Year  of  the  Iteign  of  King  Charles  the  Second,  intituled,  "An  Act  for 
preventing  Dangers  which  may  happen  from  Popish  HecuRanta."  And 
You  and  every  one  of  Them  arc  likewise  to  take  an  Oath  for  the  duo  Execu- 
tion of  your  and  their  Places  and  Trusts,  with  regard  to  your  and  their 
equal  and  impartial  Administration  of  Justice; — and  You  are  also  to  take 
the  Oath  required  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  Years  of  the 
Reign  of  King  Willinm  the  Third  to  be  taken  by  Governors  of  Plantations, 
to  do  their  utmost  that  the  Laws  relating  to  the  Plantations  be  observed. 

4.  And  Y'^ou  are  forthwith  to  transmit  unto  Our  Commissioners  for 
Trade  and  Plantations,  in  order  to  be  laid  l>pfore  Us  for  Our  Approbatlrui 
or  Disallowance,  the  Names  of  the  MenilK^rs  of  the  Council  so  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  Y'ou.  as  aforesaid;  as  also  a  List  of  (he  Names  and  Characters 
of  Eight  other  Persons  in  Our  said  Province,  whom  You  judge  properly 
qualified  to  serve  in  that  Station;  to  the  l''nd  that,  if  any  of  the  Persona 
appointed  by  You,  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  V>e  approved  and  confirmed  by 
Us,  under  Our  Signet  and  Sign  Manual,  (he  Place  or  Places  of  such  Per- 
sons 80  disapproved  may  he  forthwith  supplied  from  the  said  List,  or  other- 
wise, as  We  shall  think  fit. 

6.  And  if  it  shall  at  any  time  happen,  that,  by  the  Death,  Departure 
out  of  Our  said  Province,  Suspension  of  any  of  Our  said  Councillors,  or 
otherwise,  there  shall  be  a  Vacancy  in  Our  said  Council,  Our  Will  and 
Pleasure  is,  that  Y'ou  signify  the  same  to  Our  Commissiouera  for  Trade 
and  Plantations  by  the  first  Opportunity,  that  We  may,  under  Our  Sign 
Manual,  constitute  and  appoint  Others  in  their  Stead;  to  which  End,  You 
I  are,  whenever  such  Vacancy  happens,  to  transmit  to  Our  said  Commisaion- 
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era,  iu  unk-r  Id  lie  laid  before  Ua,  the  Names  of  three  or  luarv  I'vrsuiir', 
Inhalitants  of  (Mir  said  Proviu<.e,  whom  You  shall  eateeni  l>est  ([Udlified 
for  such  Trust. 

(j.  But-  that  Our  affairs  may  not  suffer  for  want  of  a  due  Number  of 
Cuuucillurs,  if  ever  it  shall  happen,  that  there  be  less  than  Seven  residing 
in  Our  said  Proviiue,  We  do  hereby  give  and  grant  unto  You,  the  said 
JameH  Murray,  full  Power  and  Authority  to  chuse  as  many  Persons  out  of 
the  principal  luliabitants  of  Our  said  Province,  as  will  make  up  the  full 
Number  of  the  Countil  to  be  Seven,  and  no  more;  which  Persons,  so  chosen 
and  appointed  b3-  You,  shall  be,  to  all  Intents  and  Purposes,  Councillors 
in  Our  said  Province,  till  either  they  shall  be  confirmed  by  Us,  or,  by  the 
Nomination  of  Others  by  Us,  under  Our  Signet  and  Sign  Manual,  Our 
said  Council  shall  have  Seven  or  more  Persons  in  it. 

7.  And  it  i»  thir  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  You  do,  and  You  are  hereby 
authorized  and  impowereel  to  suspend  and  remove  any  of  the  Members  of 
Our  said  Council  from  sitting,  voting,  and  assisting  therein,  if  You  shall 
find  just  Cauao  for  so  doing;  (and  also  iu  like  manner  to  suspend  any  of 
Our  Lieutenant  Governors  of  Our  said  Province  from  the  Execution  of 
their  Commands),  and  to  appoint  Others  in  their  Stead,  until  Our  Pleasure 
.shall  he  known.  It  is  nevertheless  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  that  You  do 
not  suspend  or  remove  any  of  the  Lieutenant  Governors  of  Our  said  Pro- 
vince respectively,  or  any  of  the  Members  of  Our  Council,  when  they  shall

S,  Whereas  W<*  are  sensible,  that  effectual  Care  ought  to  bo  taken  to 
oblige  the  Members  of  the  Council  to  a  due  Attendance  therein,  in  order 
to  prevent  the  many  Inconveniences  that  may  happen  from  the  Want  of 
»i  Uuorum  of  the  Council,  to  transact  business  as  ()ccaaion  may  require;  It 
i"  Our  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  if  any  of  the  Memlers  of  tJur  said  Council 
shall  here:ifler  absent  themselves  from  the  said  Province,  and  continue 
ukseht  above  the  Space  of  six  Months  together,  without  Leave  from  You. 
or  from  Our  Commander  in  Chief  of  Our  said  Province  for  the  time  being.- 
first  obtained  under  your  or  his  hand  and  seal;  or  shall  remain  absent  foi 
the  Space  of  one  Year,  without  thir  Leave  given  (hem  under  Our  Royal

province  will  admit  thereof,  You  shall,  with  the  Advice  of  Our  Council 
Rummon  and  call  a  General  Assembly  of  the  Freeholders  in  Our  said  Pro- 
N-ince,  You  are  therefore,  as  soon  a.-^  the  more  pressing  Affairs  of  Government 
will  allow  to  give  all  possible  attention  to  the  currying  of  this  iiu[>ortant 
tJbject  into  Ksecution  :  But,  as  it  may  be  impracticable  for  the  present 
to  form  such  an  Kstablishmeut,  You  are  in  the  mean  lime  to  make  .such 
Uuk'8  and  liegulatious,  -by  the  Advice  of  Our  said  Council,  as  shall  ap]K'ar 
to  l>p  necessary  for  the  Peace,  Order  and  good  Government  of  Our  said 
Province,  taking  Car^  that  nothing  be  passed  or  done,  that  shall  any  way* 
tend  to  affect  the  Life,  Limb  or  Liberty  of  the  Subject,  or  to  (he  imposing 
any  Duties  or  Taxes;  and  that  all  such  Hules  and  Ueguliitious  Ixt  trans 
mitled  to  Us,  by  the  first  Oppoi-tunity  after  they  are  passed  and  made,  for 
Our  Ai)piobation  or  Disallowiince.  And  it  is  Our  Will  and  Ploiisure,  that 
when  an  Assembly  shall  havo  been  summoned  and  met,  in  such  manner  as 
You,  in  your  Discretion,  shall  think  most  proper,  or  as  shall  W<  hereafter 
directed  and  appointed,  the  following  Regulations  be  carefully  observed 
in  the  framing  and  passing  all  such  Laws,  .Statutes  and  (Ordinances,  as  are

That  no  Clause  bo  inserte*!  in  any  Act  or  IJrdiuance,  which  .shall  be 
foreign  to  what  the  Title  of  it  imports;  and  that  no  perpetual  Clause  be 
part  of  any  temporary  Law;-- 

That  no  Law  or  Ordinance  whatever  be  suspended,  altered,  continued, 
revived,  or  repealed  by  geueral  Words;  but  that  the  Title  and  Date  of  such 
Law  or  Ordinance  be  particularly  mentioned  in  the  enacting  part; — 

That  no  Law  or  Ordinance,  respecting  private  Properly,  be  passed 
without  a  Clause  suspending  it's  Jlxecution,  until  (Jur  Royal  Will  and 
Pleasure  is  known ;  nor  without  a  Saving  of  the  Right  of  Us,  Our  Heirs 
and  Successors,  and  of  all  Bodies  politic  and  corporate,  and  of  all  Persons, 
except  such  as  are  mentioned  in  the  said  Law  or  Ordinance,  and  those 
claiming  by.  from,  and  under  them;  and  before  such  Law  or  Ordinance  is 
passed.  Proof  must  be  made  before  You,  in  Council,  and  entered  in  the 
Council  Books,  that  public  Notification  was  made  of  the  Party's  Intention 
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to  apply  for  euch  Act  in  the  several  Parish  Churches,  where  the  Lands  in 
Question  lie.  fnr  throe  Sundays  at  least  successively  before  any  such  Lhw 
or  Ordinance  shall  be  proposed;  and  You  are  to  transmit,  and  annex  to  the 
said  Law,  or  Ordinance,  a  Certificate  under  your  hand,  that  the  Siime 
pisaed  thronsrh  all  Forms  ahovementioned: — 

That  in  all  Laws  or  Ordinances  for  levyinp  Money,  or  imposing  Fines. 
Forfeitures  or  Penalties,  express  mention  be  made,  thai  the  same  is  granted 
or  reserved  to  Us,  Our  Heirs  and  Successors,  fnr  the  public  Uses  of  tho 
siiid  Provinre,  and  the  Siipport  of  the  Government  thereof,  us  by  the  said 
Law,  or  Ordinance  shall  V)e  directed;  and  that  a  Clause  be  inserted,  declar- 
ing, that  the  Money  arisinpr  by  the  Operation  of  the  said  Law,  or  Ordin- 
ance shall  he  areounted  for  iinio  Us  in  this  Kiiipdom,  and  to  Our  Commis- 
sioners of  Our  Treasury,  or  Our  High  Treasurer  for  the  time  bciug^,  and 
audited  by  Our  Auditor  General  of  Our   Plintations,   or  hia  Deputy;-- 

That  all  such  Laws,  Statutes  and  Ordinames  be  transmitted  hy  You 
within  three  Mouths  after  their  pnssinj,',  or  sooner,  if  Opportunity  offirs, 
to  Our  Commissinn«^rs  for  Trade  and  Plantations;  that  they  be  fairly 
abstracted  in  the  Margents,  and  accompanied  with  very  full  and  particular 
Observations  upon  each  of  them,  that  is  to  say,  whether  the  same  is  intro- 
ductive  of  a  new  Law,  declaratory  of  a  former  Law.  or  does  repoal  a  Law 
then  before  in  bein^;  and  you  are  also  to  transmit,  in  the  fullest  manner, 
tile  Reasons  and  Occasion  for  enacting  such  Laws,  or  Ordinances,  together 
with  fair  Copies  of  the  Journals  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Council  and 
Assembly,  which  You  are  to  require  from  the  Clerks  of  the  said  Council 
and  Assembly. 

12.  And  to  the  end  that  nothing  may  be  passed  or  done  to  (ho  Pre- 
judice of  the  true  Interests  of  this  Our  Kingdom,  the  just  Rights  of  Us, 
Our  Heirs  and  Successors,  or  the  Property  of  Our  .Suljents;  it  is  Our  rx- 
prc8s  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  no  Law  whatever,  which  shall  in  any  winf 
tend  to  affect  the  Commerce  or  Shipping  of  this  Kingdom,  or  which  shall 
any  ways  relate  to  the  Rights  and  Prerogative  of  Our  Crown,  or  the  Prop- 
erty of  Our  Subjects,  or  which  shall  be  of  an  unusual  or  exlraordinur.\ 
Nature,  be  finally  ratified  and  assented  to  by  You,  until  You  shall  havt» 
first  transmitted  a  Draught  of  such  Law,  and  shall  have  received  Our 
Directions  thereupon,  unless  You  tuke  care,  that  a  Clause  be  inserted.  8u«- 
prnding  and  deferring  the  Execution  thereof,  until  Our  Pleasure  i«  known 
concerning  the  same. 

1'3.  And  whei-cas  Laws  have  formerly  been  enacted  in  several  of  Our 
Plantations  iii  America  for  so  short  a  time,  that  Our  Royal  Assent  nr 
Refusal  thereof  could  not  be  had  before  the  Time,  for  which  such  Laws 
were  enacted,  did  expir<';  You  sliall  not  give  your  Assent  to  any  Law.  that 
shall  be  enacted  for  a  less  Time  than  two  Years,  except  in  Cases  of  imminent 
Necessity,  or  immediate  temporary  Expediency;  and  You  shall  not  reenact 
any  Law,  to  whirh  Onr  Assent  shall  ha\e  been  once  refused,  without  ex- 
press Leave  for  that  purpose  first  obtained  from  Us,  upon  n  full  Repre- 
sentation by  YoTi  to  be  UKide  to  Our  Commissioners  for  Trade  and  Planta- 
tions, in  order  to  be  laid  liefore  Cs,  of  the  Reasons  arid  Necessity  for  pass- 
ing such  Law:  nor  give  your  Assent  tn  any  Law  for  repealing  any  other 
Law,  which  shall  have  passed  in  your  Government,  and  shall  Have 
received  Our  Royal  Approbation.  unle<»s  You  take  Care  that  there  be  u 
Clause  inserted  therein,  suspending  and  deferring  the  Execution  tnereof, 
until  Our  Pleasure  shall  Vf  known  concerning  the  same. 

14.  Ami  We  do  particularly  require  You  to  take  Care,  that  fair  Hiniks 
of  AccniintA  of  all   Receipts  and  Payments  of  all   Pnblick  Money  be  duly 
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kept,  and  ihe  Tnilli  thereof  atteisted  upon  Oath;  and  thiit  all  auoh  Accounla 
be  audited,  and  attested  by  Our  Auditor  General  of  Our  Plantations,  or 
his  Deputy,  who  is  to  transmit  Copies  thereof  to  Our  CommissionerB  nf 
Our  Treasury,  or  to  Our  High  Treasurer,  for  the  time  being;  and  that  You 
df>,  every  half  Ycir  or  oft<'ner,  seiul  aiiothir  I'ojiy  thereof,  attested  by 
yourself,  to  Our  Commissioners  for  Trade  and  Plantations,  and  Duplicate;- 
thereof  by  the  next  Conveyance;  in  which  Books  shall  be  specified  every 
particular  Sum  raised  or  disposed  of,  together  with  the  Names  of  the  Per- 
sons to  whom  any  Payment  shall  be  made;  to  the  end  We  may  be  satisfied 
of  the  right  and  due  Application  of  the  Revemio  of  Our  said  Province, 
with  the  Probability  of  the  Increase  or  Diminution  of  it  under  every  Head 
luid  Article  thereof. 

Ifi.  And  whereas  the  Members  of  several  Assemblies  in  the  Plantations 
have  frequently  assumed  to  themselves  Privileges  no  ways  belonging  tc» 
tiiem,  especially  of  b«iug  protected  from  Suits  at  Law  during  the  Term 
they  remain  of  the  Assembly,  to  the  great  Prejudice  of  their  Crod'itors  and 
the  Obstruction  of  Justice;  and  some  Assemblies  have  presumed  to  ad- 
journ themselves  at  Pleasure,  without  Leave  from  Our  Uovernor  first 
(ibtained;  and  Other  have  taken  upon  them  the  sole  framing  of  Money 
Bills,  refusing  to  IH  the  Council  alter  or  amend  the  flame;  all  which  Prac- 
tices are  very  detrimental  to  Our  Prerogative;  If  therefore  You  Hud,  that 
the  Members^  of  the  Assembly  of  Our  Province  of  Quebec  insist  upon  any 
of  the  fiaid  Privileges,  You  are  to  signify  to  them  that  it  is  (.)ur  express 
Wilt  and  Pleasure,  that  You  dn  not  allow  any  Pnitei.lion  to  any  Member 
of  the  Council  or  Assembly,  further  than  in  their  Persons,  and  that  only 
during  the  Sitting  of  the  Assembly;  and  that  You  do  not  allow  them  to 
adjourn  themselves  otherwise  than  de  die  in  diem,  except  Sundays  and 
Holy-days,  without  Leave  from  You,  or  the  Commander  in  Chief  for  the 
lime  l>eing,  first  obtained;  It  is  also  our  further  Pleasure,  that  the  Council 
have   the  like   Power  of  framing  Money   Bills  as  the   Assembly. 

16.  And  whereas  by  Our  aforesaid  Commission  under  Our  Great  Seal 
of  Great  Britain,  Y'ou  are  aiithortzed  a'ud  impowered,  with  the  Advice  and 
C«»n8ent  of  Our  Council,  to  constitute  and  appoint  Courts  of  Judicature 
and  Justice'  it  i.n  tliorcforo  Our  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  Y^ou  do,  as  soon 
iis  possible,  apply  your  Attention  to  these  great  and  important  Objects;  and 
that,  in  forming  the  necessary  Establishments  for  this  purpose,  You  do 
consider  ivhat  has  taken  place  in  this  respect  in  Our  other  Colonies  in 
America,  more  particularly  in  Our  Colony  of  Nova  Scotia. 

IT.  And  whereas  it  is  for  the  Ease,  Satisfaction  and  Benefit  of  all  Our 
Subjects,  that  Appeals  should  be  allowed,  in  all  Civil  Cuuses,  from  the 
Courts  in  Our  Plantations;  it  is  therefore  Our  Will  and  Pleasure,  that, 
when  the  several  Courts  and  Offices  necessary  for  the  Administration  of 
Justice  shall  have  been  settled,  appointed  and  confirmed,  in  Consequence 
of  the  Power  vested  in  You  by  Our  Commission  under  Our  (ireat  Seal  and 
by  these  Our  In.structions,  You  do.  as  near  as  different  Circumstances  will 
admit,  conform  yourself  to  the  Regulations  prescribed  in  the  Instructions 
given  to  Our  Governor  of  Nova  Scotia  in  respect  to  ouch  Appeals.  Copies  of 
which   Instructions  are  hereunto  annexed. 

18.  You  are,  with  the  Advice  and  ("ousont  of  Our  C<iuncil  in  the  Pro- 
vince under  your  Government,  to  take  especial  Care  to  regulate  all  Salaries 
and  Fees  belonging  to  Places,  or  paid  upon  Emergencies,  that  they  be 
within  the  Bounds  of  Moderation,  and  that  no  Exaction  be  made  on  any 
nccasioo  whatsoever;  as  also  that  Tables  of  all  Fees  be  publickly  hung  up 
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in  all  Places  where  euch  Fees  ar**  to  be  paid;  and  You  are  to  transmit 
Copies  of  all  such  Tables  of  Fees  to  (►ur  Commissioners  for  Trade  and 
Plantations,  in  order  to  be  laid  before  Us. 

19.  It  is  Our  express  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  You  do,  by  the  first 
Opportunity,  and  with  all  convenient  Speed,  transmit  unto  Us,  by  Our 
Commissiouera  for  Trade  and  I'luntations,  authentic  Copie.-*  of  all  Acts, 
Orders,  Grants,  Cummisaions  or  other  Powers,  by  Virtue  of  which  any 
Courts,  Offices,  Jurisdictions,  Pleas,  Authorities,  Fees  and  Privil*»jfes  have 
been  settled  or  ^^^tablishfd,  for  Our  Confirmation  or  Disallowance;  and  in 
case  all  or  any  of  them  shall,  at  any  time  or  times,  be  disallowed  and  not 
approved,  then  such  and  so  many  as  shall  bo  so  disallowed  and  not  approv- 
ed, and  so  signified  by  Us,  shall  cease,  determine,  and  .be  no  longer  con- 
tinued or  put  in  Practice. 

20.  You  shall  not  appoint  any  Person  to  be  a  Judge  or  .Justice  of  the 
Peace,  without  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Majority  of  the  Members  ol 
Our  Council,  present  in  Council ;  nor  shall  Y'ou  execute  yourself,  or  by 
Deputy,  any  of  the  said  Offices;  and  it  is  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure, 
that  all  Commissions,  to  be  granted  by  You,  to  any  Perh>m  or  Persons  to 
be  Judges  or  Justices  of  the  Peace,  or  other  necessary  Officers,  he  granted 
during  Pleasure  only.  " 

21.  You  shall  not  displace  any  of  the  Judges.  Justices  of  Peace,  «>*• 
other  Officers  or  Ministers,  without  good  and  sufficient  Cause,  which  You 
shall  signify  in  the  fullest  and  most  distinct  manner  to  Our  Commissioners 
for  Trade  and  Plantations,  in  order  to  be  laid  before  Us,  by  the  .first 
Opportunity  after  such  Removals. 

22.  And  whereas  frequent  Complaints  have  heretofore  been  made  of 
great  Delays  and  undue  Proceedings  in  the  Courts  of  Justice  in  several  of 
Our  Plantations,  whereby  many  of  Our  good  Subjects  have  very  much 
suffered;  and  it  being  of  the  greatest  Imi»orlance  to  Our  Service,  and  to  tht? 
Welfare  of  Our  Plantations,  that  Justice  be  every  where  speedily  and  duly 
administered,  and  that  all  Disorders,  Delays,  and  other  undue  Practices  in 
the  Administration  thereof,  be  effectually  prevented;  We  do  particularly 
require  You  to  take  especial  Care,  that  in  all  Courts,  where  You  are  author- 
ized to  preside.  Justice  be  impartially  administered;  and  that  in  all  other 
Courts,  established  within  Our  said  Province,  all  Judges,  and  other  Per- 
sons therein  concerned,  do  likewise  perform  their  several  Duties  withoiii 
any  Delay  or  Partiality. 

23.  You  are  to  take  Care,  that  all  Writs  be  issued  in  Our  Name 
throughout  the  Province  under  your  Uovernmcnt. 

2'1.  Whereas  there  are  several  Offices  in  Our  Plantations  granted  under 
the  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain,  and  Our  Service  may  be  very  much  pre- 
judiced by  reason  of  the  Absence  of  the  Patentees,  and  by  their  appointing 
Deputies  not  fit  to  officiate  in  their  Stead;  You  are  therefore  to  inspect 
such  of  the  said  Offices  as  are  in  the  Province  under  your  Government,  and 
to  enquire  into  the  Capacity  and  Behaviour  of  the  Persons  exercising  them, 
and  to  report  thereupon,  to  Our  t'oniniissionera  for  Trade  and  Plantationn, 
what  you  think  fit  to  be  done  or  altered  in  relation  thereto;  and  you  are. 
upon  the  Mi»l)ehaviour  of  any  of  the  said  Patentees  or  their  Deputif^a,  to 
suspend  theiu  from  the  Kxecution  of  their  Office,  till  you  shall  have  repre- 
sented the  whole  Matter  unto  Us,  and  received  Our  Directions  therein;  And 
in  case  of  the  Death  of  any  such  Deputy,  it  is  Our  express  Will  and  Pleas- 
ure, that  You  take  Care  that  the  Person  appointed  to  execute  the  Place, 
nntil  the  Patentee  can  be  Informed   thereof  and  appoint  another  Deputy,

<lo  give  sufficient  Security  to  the  Patent**,  or,  iu  rase  of  Suspension,  to  tlin 
l^ersoii  suspended,  to  be  answerable  to  him  for  the  rrofits  accruing  during- 
such  Interval  by  Death,  or  during  such  Suspenslun,  in  cuse  We  shall  think 
fit  to  reatore  the  Person  suspended  to  his  Place  again.  It  is  nevertheless 
Uur,  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  th«  Person  executing  the  Place  during  such 
Interval  by  Uoath  or  Suppenaion,  shall,  for  his  Encouragement,  receive 
the  samr  ProKts  as  the  Person  dead,  or  suspended  did  receive,-  And  it  is 
Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure,  that,  in  case  of  a  Suspension  of  a  Patentee, 
the  Person  appointed  by  you  to  exercise  the  Office  during  such  Suspension, 
shall  rpc<ivo  a  Moifty  of  the  I'rotits  which  would  otherwise  become  due  to 
such  Patentee,  giving  Security  to  such  Patentee  to  be  answerable  to  him 
for  the  other  Moiety,  in  case  We  shall  think  fit  to  restore  him  to  his  Office 
^gaiu;  and  it  is  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  you  do  countenance 
and  give  all  duo  Encouragement  to  all  Our  Patent  Officers  in  the  Enjoy- 
ment of  their  legal  and  accustomed  Fees,  Rights,  Privileges  and  Emolu- 
ments, according  to  the  true  Intent  and   Meaning  of  their  Patents.  » 

25.  You  are  not,  by  Colour  of  any  Power  or  Authority  hereby  or  other- 
wise granted,  or  mentioned  to  be  granted  unto  you,  take  upon  you  to  give, 
grant  or  di.spose  of  any  Office  or  Place  wifliiti  Our  said  Province,  which 
now  is  or  shall  be  granted  under  the  txreat  Seal  of  this  Kingdom,  or  to 
which  aiy  Person  is  or  shall  be  appuinted  by  Warrant  under  Our  Signet 
and  Sign  Manual,  any  further  thin  that  you  may.  upon  the  Vacancy  of 
any  such  Office  or  Place,  or  upon  the  Suspension  of  any  such  Oflicer  by  You, 
as  aforesaid,  put  in  any  fit  Person  to  officiate  in  the  interval,  till  you  shall 
have  presented  the  Matter  unto  Our  t'ommissioners  for  Trade  and  Planta- 
tions, in  order  to  be  laid  before  Us,  as  aforesaid,  (which  You  are  to  do  by 
the  first  Opi)ortunity,)  and  till  the  said  Office  or  Place  be  disposed  of  by  Vs, 
Our  Heirs  or  .Successors,  under  tlie  Great  Seal  of  this  Kingdom,  or  until 
Bome  Person  shall  be  appointed  thereto  by  Warrant  under  Our  Signet  and 
Sign  ^fanual,  or  Our  further  Directions  be  given  therein. 

2(i.  And  whereas  several  Cnuiidiiiiits  have  been  made  l)y  the  Surveyor 
General,  and  other  Officers  of  Our  Customs  in  Our  PLintatious  in  America, 
that  they  have  frofjuently  been  oldiged  to  serve  fis  Jurors,  and  personally 
to  appear  in  Arms  whenever  the  Militia  is  drawn  out,  and  thereby  are  much 
hindered  in  the  Execution  of  their  Employments;  Our  Will  and  Pleasure 
is,  that  Yoti  take  effectual  Care,  and  give  the  necessary  Directions,  that  the 
several  Officers  of  Our  Customs  be  excused  and  exempted  from  serving  on 
any  Juries,  or  personally  appearing  iu  Arms  iti  the  Xfilitia,  unless  in  case 
of  absolute  Necessity,  or  serving  any  p.irochial  Offices,  which  may  hinder 
them  in  the   Execution   of  their  Dutv. 

27.  And  whereas  the  Surveyor  Oeneral  of  Our  Custouis  in  the  Planta- 
tions are  impowered.  in  case  of  the  Vacancy  of  any  of  Our  Offices  of  the 
Customs  by  Death,  Pemoval,  or  otherwise,  to  appoint  other  Persons  fo 
execute  sxich  Offices,  until  they  receive  Directions  from  (Jur  Commissioners 
of  the  Tretisnry,  or  Our  Hijjh  Treasurer,  or  Commissioners  of  Our  Ctistoms. 
for  the  time  Vicing;  hut  in  regard  the  Districts  of  Our  said  Surveyors  Gen- 
eral arc  very  extensive,  and  that  they  are  retjuired  at  proper  times  to  visit 
the  Offices  in  the  several  fioveruments  under  their  Inspection;  and  that  it 
might  happen  that  some  of  the  Officers  of  Our  Customs  in  the  Province 
under  your  Government  may  die.  at  the  Time  when  the  Surveyor  General 
is  absent  in  some  distant  Part  of  his  District,  so  that  he  cannot  receive 
Advice  of  such  Officer's  Death  within  a  reasonable  Time,  and  thereby  make 
Provision  for  carrying  on  the  Service,  by  appointing  some  other  Person 
in  the  room  of  such  Officer  who  may  happon  to  die;  therefore,  that  there  be 
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no  Delay  Riven  on  such  Occasion  to  <he  Masters  of  Ships  or  Merchants  in 
their  Dispjitrhes,  it  is  Our  further  Will  :in<l  Pleasure,  in  rase  of  such  Ab- 
sence of  the  Surveyor  General,  or  if  ho  should  happen  to  die,  and  in  8u<h 
Casei  only,  that,  upon  the  Death  of  any  Collector  of  Our  Customs  within 
Our  said  Province,  You,  or,  in  your  Ahsence,  our  Lieutenant  Governor  ur 
Commander  in  ("hief,  shall  make  Choice  of  a  Person  of  known  Loyally, 
Experience,  Dilipence  and  Fidelity,  to  be  Employed  in  such  Collector's 
room,  for  the  Purpases  aforesaid,  until  the  Surveyor  General  of  Our  Cus- 
toms Nhall  l»e  advised  thereof,  imd  appoint  another  to  jiucceed  in  such  Place, 
and  ihaf  further  Directions  shall  be  jjiven  therein  by  Our  Commissioners 
of  Our  Treasury,  or  Our  High  Treasurer,  or  by  the  Commissioners  of  Our 
Customs,  for  the  time  being,  which  shall  be  first  signified;  taking  care  that 
You  do  not,  under  any  Pretence  of  this  Instruction,  interfere  with  the 
Powers  and  Authorities  given  by  the  Commissioners  of  Our  Customs  to 
the  said  Surveyors  Geuoral,  wlieu  they  are  able  to  put  the  same  in  Execu- 
tion. 

28.  And  whereas  Wo  have  stipulated,  by  the  late  Definitive  Treaty 
of  Peace  concluded  at  Paris  the  lOt'h  Day  of  JFebruary  1763,  to  grant  the 
Liberty  of  the  Catholick  Religion  tn  the  Inhabitants  of  Cinada,  and  that 
Wc  will  consequently  give  the  most  precise  and  most  effectual  Orders,  that 
Our  new  Roman  Catholick  Subjects  in  that  Province  may  profess  the  Wor- 
ship of  their  Religion,  according  to  the  Rites  of  the  Romish  Church,  as 
fnr  as  the  Laws  of  Great  Britain  permit ;  It  is  therefore  Our  Will  and 
Pleasure,  that  you  do,  in  all  things  regarding  the  said  Inhabitants,  con- 
form with  great  Exactness  to  the  Stipulations  of  the  said  Treaty  in  this 
respect. 

29.  You  are,  as  soon  as  possible,  to  summon  the  Inhabitants  to  meet 
together,  at  such  Time  or  Times,  Place  or  Places,  as  you  shall  find  most 
convenient,  in  order  to  take  the  Oath  of  Allegiance,  and  make  and  sub- 
scriW  the  Declaration  of  Abjuration  mentioned  in  the  aforesaid  Act  passed 
in  the  first  Year  of  the  Roign  of  King  George  the  First,  foT  the  further 
Security  of  His  Majesty's  Person  and  Govornment,  and  the  Succession  of 
the  Crown  in  the  Heirs  of  the  late  Princess  Sophia,  b^eing  Protestants,  and 
for  extinguishing  the  hopes  of  the  pretended  Prince  of  Wales,  and  his 
open  and  secret  Abettors;  %vhich  Oath  shall  be  administered  to  them  by 
such  Person  or  Persons  as  you  shall  coramissinnate  for  such  Purpose;  and 
in  case  any  of  the  said  French  Inhabitants  shall  rcfust<  to  take  the  said 
Oath,  and  make  and  subscribe  the  Declaration  of  Abjuration,  ha  aforesaid, 
Ytiu  are  lo  cause  them  forthwith  to  depart  out  of  ')ur  said  Government. 

yO,  And  it  is  Our  further  Will  and  Plea.sure.  that  all  such  Inhabitants, 
professing  the  Religion  of  the  Romish  Church,  do,  at  all  such  Meetings, 
or  at  such  other  Time  or  Times  ,is  You  shall  think  proper,  and  in  the  Man- 
ner you  shall  think  least  alnruiing  and  inconvenient  to  the  said  Inhabit- 
ants, deliver  in  upon  t^ath  an  exact  Account  of  all  Arms  and  Ammunition, 
of  every  Sort  in  their  actual  Possession,  and  so,  from  time  to  time,  of  what 
fhcv  shall    receive  int<<  their  Possession,  as  aforesaid. 

31.  Yoii  are  as  soon  as  possible  to  transmit  lo  Us,  by  Our  Commission- 
ers for  Trade  and  Plantations,  an  exact  and  particular  Account  of  the 
Nature  and  Constitution  of  the  several  Religious  Communities  of  the 
Romish  Church,  their  Rights,  Claims,  Privileges  and  Property,  and  also 
the  Number.  Situation  and  Revenue  of  the  several  Churcht^s  heretofore 
estjiblishcd  in  Our  said  Province,  together  with  the  Number  of  Priests  or 
Curates  officiating  in  such  Churches. 
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32.  You  are  not  to  admit  of  any  Ecclesiastical  Jurisdiction  of  the  See 
of  Iloiiic,  or  any  other  Ecclesiastical  Jurisdiction  whatsoever  in  the  Pro- 
vince under  your  Government. 

3ti.  And  to  the  End  that  the  Church  of  England  may  be  established 
both  in  Principles  and  Practice,  and  that  th«  said  Inbabitants  may  by 
Degrees  be  induced  to  embrace  the  Protestant  Religion,  and  their  Children 
be  brought  up  in  (he  Principles  of  it ;  We  do  hereby  declare  it  to  be  Our 
Inlciitiou,  when  the  said  Province  shall  have  been  accurately  surveyed, 
and  divided  into  Townships,  Districts,  Precincts  or  Parishes,  in  such  man- 
ner as  shall  be  hereinafter  directed,  all  possible  Encouragement  shall  be 
given  to  the  erecting  Protestant  Schools  in  the  said  DiHtricts,  Townxhipb 
and  Priicincts,  by  settling,  appointing  and  allotting  proper  (Quantities  of 
Land  for  that  Purpose,  and  also  for  a  Glebe  and  Maintenance  for  a  -Protest- 
ant Minister  and  Protestant  School-Masters;  and  you  are  to  consider  and 
report  to  Us,  by  Our  Commissioners  for  Trade  and  Plantations,  by  what 
other  Means  the  Protestant  Religion  may  be  promoted,  established  and 
encouraged  in  Our  Province  under  your  Government. 

I  34.  And  You  are  to  take  especial  Care,  that  Gtid  Almightly  be  devoutly 
and  duly  served  throughout  your  Government,  the  Book  of  Couinion  Prayer, 
;w»  by  Law  established,  read  each  Sunday  and  Holyday,  .lud  the  blessed 
Sacrament  administered  according  to  the  Rites  of  the  Church  of  England. 

35.  You  are  not  to  prefer  any  Protestant  Minister  to  any  Ecclesiastical 
Henefice  in  the  Province  under  your  Government,  without  a  Certificate 
from  ihe  Right  Reverend  "Father  in  God  the  Lprd  Bishop  of  London,  of 
his  being  conformable  to  the  Doctrine  and  Discipline  of  the  Church  of 
England,  and  of  a  good  Life  luul  Conversation  ;  And  if  any  Person  hereafter 
preferred  to  be  a  ]3enefi('e  shall  appear  to  you  to  give  Scandal,  either  by 
his  Doctrine  or  Manners,  you  are  to  use  the  best  Means  for  his  Removal. 

36.  You  are  to  give  Orders  forthwith,  that  every  Orthodox  Minister 
within  your  Government  be  one  of  the  Vestry  in  his  respective  Parish;  and 
that  no  Vestry  be  held  without  him,  except  in  case  of  Sickness,  or,  after 
Notice  of  a  Vestry  summoned,  he  omit  to  come. 

37.  And  to  the  End  that  the  Ecclesiastical  Jurisdiction  of  the  Lord 
Bishop  of  Loudon  may  take  place  in  Our  Province  under  your  Government, 
as  far  as  conveniently  may  be.  We  do  think  fit,  that  You  give  all  Counten- 
ance and  Encouragement  to  the  Exercise  of  the  same,  excepting  only  the 
collating  to  Benefices,  granting  Licenses  for  Marriage,  and  Probates  of 
Wills,  which  We  have  reserved  to  You,  Our  Governor,  and  to  the  Com- 
mander in  Chief  of  Our  said  Province  for  the  time  being. 

38.  And  We  do  ftirther  direct,  that  no  Schoolmaster,  who  shall  arrive 
in  Our  said  Province  from  this  Kingdom,  be  henceforward  permitted  to 
keep  School,  without  the  Licence  of  the  said  Lord  Bishop  of  London;  and 
that  no  other  Person  now  there,  or  that  shall  come  from  other  Parts,  shall 
be  admitted  to  keop  School  in  your  Government,  without  your  License  first 
obtained. 

39.  And  You  are  to  take  especial  Care,  that  a  Table  of  Marriages, 
established  by  the  Canons  of  the  Church  of  England,  be  hung  up  in  all 
Places  of  publick  Worship,  according  to  the  Rites  of  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land. 

40.  And  it  is  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure,  that,  in  order  to  sup- 
press, us  much  as  in  you  lies,  every  Species  of  Vice  and  Immorality,  You 
forthwith,  do  cause  all  Laws  already  made  against  Blasphemy,  Profane- 
ness.  Adultery,  Fornication,   Polygamy,   Incest,    Profanation  of  the  Lord's 
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Day,  Swearing'  and  Driinkeuness,  to  he  vigorously  put  in  Execution  in 
?ery  part  of  your  Government;  And  that  yon  tak«  due  Care  for  the  Punisli- 
lent  of  these,  and  every  other  Vice  and  Iinmnrality,  by  Presentment  upon 
Oath  to  be  made  to  the  Temporal  Courts,  by  the  Church  Wardens  of  th«i 
several  Parishes,  at  proper  Times  of  the  year  to  be  appointed  for  that  Pur- 
pose; and,  for  the  further  Discouragement  of  Vice,  and  Encouragement 
of  Virtue  aud  good  living,  (that  by  such  Examples  the  Infidels  may  be 
invited  and  persuaded  to  embrace  the  Christian  lieligioii,  You  are  not 
to  admit  any  Persons  to  pub[ick  Trusts  »md  Employmeuts  in  the  Proviac« 
under  your  Government,  whose  Ill-Fame  and  Conversation  may  occasion 
Scandal. 

41.  And  whereas  it  is  stipulated  by  the  aforesaid  Treaty  concluded  at 
Paris  the  10""  Day  (of  February  1763,  that  the  French  Inhabitants,  or 
Others,  who  have  been  Subjects  of  the  Mf)st  Christian  King  in  Canada,  may 
retire  with  all  Freedom  and  Safetj'  wherever  they  shall  think  proper,  and 
may  sell  their  Estates,  provided  it  be  to  Our  Subjects,  and  bring  away 
their  Effects,  ne  well  as  their  Persons,  without  being  restrained  in  their 
Emigration  under  any  Pretence  whatsoever,  except  that  of  Debts,  or 
criminal  Prosecution,  and  that  the  Time  limited  for  the  Emigration  shall 
be  fixed  to  the  Space  of  Eighteen  Months,  to  be  computed  from  the  Day  of 
the  Exchange  of  the  Ratifications  of  the  Treaty;  You  are  therefore  in  all 
tkings  to  conform  yourself  to  this  Stipulation,  and  to  take  care,  that  such 
of  the  French  Inhabitants  as  intend  to  remove  within  the  Time  limited,  be 
not  obstructed  or  impeded,  provided  they  do  not  sell  their  Estates  to  Others 
than  His  Majesty's  Subjects,  and  that,  ao  long  as  they  remain  under  your 
Government,  they  do  in  all  tkinga  conform  thereto  in  like  manner  as  Our 
other  Subjects. 

42.  And  it  is  Our  further  Will  aud  Pleasui^,  that  all  aud  every  the 
French  Inhabitants  in  Our  said  Province,  xvho  are  now  possessed  of  Lands 
within  the  said  Province,  in  virtue  of  Grants  or  Concessions  made  before 
the  signing  of  the  Preliminary  Articles  of  Peace  on  the  Third  Day  of 
November  1762;  do,  within  such  limited  Time  as  you  in  your  Discretion 
shall  think  fit,  register  the  several  Grants,  or  other  Deeds  or  Titles,  by 
which  they  hold  or  claim  such  Lands,  in  the  Secretary's  Office;  which 
said  Grants,  Deeds  or  other  Titles,  shall  be  entered  at  large  in  the  said 
Office,  so  that  the  particular  Quantity  of  Land,  it's  Site  and  Extent,  the 
Conditions  upon  which  it  is  granted,  either  as  to  B^nls,  Services,  or  Culti- 
vation, may  appear  fully  and  at  length. 

43.  And  in  case  it  shall  appear,  upon  a  strict  and  accurate  Examina- 
tion of  the  said  Grants  and  Title  Deeds,  lo  be  taken  in  such  manner  as  You 
shall  think  proper,  that  any  of  the  Grantees,  or  Persons  claiming  Lands 
under  such  Grants  and  Title  Deeds,  are  in  Possession  of  more  Laud  than 
is  contained  within  such  Grants  or  other  Concessions;  or  that  the  Terms 
and  Conditions,  upon  which  the  Lands  were  granted,  have  not  been  com- 
plied with,  agreeable  to  what  is  stipulated  in  such  Grants  or  Concessions; 
It  is  Our  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  you  forthwith  represent  the  same  to  Us, 
by  Our  Commissioners  for  Trade  and  Plantations,  to  the  End  that  you  may 
reeeivc  such  Directions  thereupon,  a.«  the  Nature  and  Ciicuinstuncps  nf  the 
Case  shall  appear  to  require. 

44.  And  whereas  it  is  necessary,  in  order  to  the  advaiitajfeous  and 
effectual  Settlement  of  Our  said  Province,  that  the  true  State  of  it  should 

Ae  fully  known ;  Yoii  are  therefore,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be.  to  cause 
sWn  accurate  Survey  to  be  made  of  the  said  Province  by  such  able  and  skil- 
ful  Person  as  is  or  shall  be  appointed  for  that   Service,  who  is  to  report 
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to  you  in  writing,  for  y 

general  pursue  for  the  making  of  Settlements,  not  only  the  Nature  anc 
Quality  of  the  Soil  and  Climate,  the  Uivers.  Bays  and  Harbours,  and  every 
other  Circumstances  attending  the  natural  State  of  it ;  bxit  also  his  opinion, 
in  what  manner  it  may  be  most  conveniently  laid  out  into  Counties,  and  to 
annex  to  bis  Heport  a  Map  of  such  Survey,  with  the  several  Divisions  pro- 
posed marked  upon  it :  But  as  the  Making  siieh  Survey  will  be  u  Work  of 
great  Length,  You  are  in  the  meantime  to  carry  on  Settlements  upon  that 
Plan,  which  shall  appear  to  you  to  be  moet  expedient  from  the  Wst  In- 
formation You  can  collect. 

45.  And  whereas  it  hae  been  found  by  Experience,  that  the  settling 
Planters  in  Townships  hath  very  much  redounded  to  Iheir  Advantage,  not 
only  with  respect  to  the  Assifitance  they  have  been  able  to  atford  Each  other 
in  their  civil  Concerns,  but  likewise  with  regard  to  the  Security  they  have 
thereby  acquired  against  the  Insults  and  Incursions  of  ueighlxiuring  In- 
dians, or  other  Enemies;  You  are  therefore  to  lay  nut  Townships  of  a  con- 
venient Size  and  Extent  in  sucli  Plares,  as  you,  in  your  Discretion,  shall 
judge  most  proper.  And  it  is  Our  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  each  Township 
do  consist  of  about  Twenty  Thousand  Acres,  having,  as  far  as  may  be. 
natural  Boundaries  extending  up  into  the  Country,  and  comprehending 
a  necessary  Part  of  the  Iliver  S^  Lawrence,  where  it  can  be  conveniently 
had. 

46.  You  are  also  to  cause  a  proper  Place  in  the  most  convenient  Part 
of  each  Township,  to  be  marked  out  for  building  a  Town  sufficient  to  con- 
tain such  a  Number  of  Families  as  you  shall  judge  proper  to  settle  there, 
with  Town  and  pasture  Lots  convenient  to  each  Tenement,  taking  Care, 
that  the  said  Town  be  laid  out  upon,  or,  as  near  as  conveniently  may  be. 
to  some  navigable  River,  or  the  Sea  Coast;  And  you  are  also  to  reserve  lo 
Us  proper  Quantities  of  Land  in  each  Township  for  the  following  Purposes, 
viz;  For  erecting  Fortifications,  and  Barracks,  where  necessary,  or  for 
other  military  or  naval  Services,  and  more  particularly  for  the  Growth 
and  Production  of  Naval  Timber,  if  there  are  any  Wood-Lands  lit  for  that 
Purpose. 

47.  And  it  is  Uur  further  Will  and  I^lea.<5ure,  that  a  particular  Spot, 
in,  or  as  near  each  Town  as  possible,  be  set  apart  for  the  building  a  Churcn, 
and  four  Hundred  Acres  adjacent  thereto  allotted  for  the  Maintenance  of 
a  Minister,  sind   Iwo   Hun<lred  for  a  Schoolmaster. 

48.  And  yon  are  to  give  strict  Orders  to  the  Surveyors,  whom  you 
aball  employ  to  mark  out  the  said  Townships  and  Towns,  to  make  Returns 
to  you  of  their  Surveys  as  soon  as  possible,  with  a  particular  Description  of 
each  Township,  and  the   Nature  of  the  Soil  within   the  same. 

49.  And  You  are  to  oblige  all  such  Persons  as  shall  be  appointed  to 
be  Surveyors  of  the  said  Lands  in  each  Township,  to  lake  an  Oath  fur  the 
due  Performance  of  their  Offices,  and  for  obliging  them  to  make  exact  Sur- 
veys of  all  Lands  required  to  be  set  out. 

50.  And  whereas  nothing  can  more  effectually  tend  to  the  speedy 
settling  Our  said  Colony,  the  Security  of  the  Property  of  Our  Subjects,  and 
the  Advancement  of  Our  Revenue,  than  the  disposing  of  such  Lands  as  are 
Our  Property  upon  reasonable  Terms,  and  the  establishing  a  regular  and 
proper  method  of  proceeding  with  respect  to  the  passing  of  Grants  of  such 
Land;  It  is  therefore  Our  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  all  and  every  Person 
and  Persons,  who  shall  apply  to  You  for  any  Grant  or  Grants  of  Land, 
shall,  previous  to  their  obtaining  the  same,  make  it  appear  before  you  in 
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Council,  that  they  are  iu  n  CoTnlition  In  «niltivi»tp  and  improve  the  same, 
by  aettlin>7  thereou.  in  Proportion  to  the  Quantity  of  Acres  Jesired,  a  suffi- 
cient Number  of  While  Persons  and  Negroes;  And  in  case  you  shall,  upon 
a  Consideration  of  the  Circumstances  of  the  Person  or  Persons  applyiiifj 
for  such  Grants,  think  it  adnsahlc  to  pass  the  same,  in  such  Case  You  are 
to  cause  a  Warrant  to  l>e  dravni  up,  directod  tu  the  Surveyor  General,  or 
other  proper  Officers,  inipovreririij?  him  or  them  to  make  a  faithful  and 
esact  Survey  of  the  Lands  so  pelitinned  for,  and  to  return  the  said  Warrant 
mthin  six  Months  at  furthest  fnim  (Ut*  Date  thereof,  with  a  Plot  or  De- 
scription of  the  Lands  so  surveyed  thereunto  annexed;  Provided  that  you 
do  take  Care,  that  before  any  such  Warrant  is  issued,  as  aforesaid,  a  Doc- 
quet  thereof  l>e  entered  in  the  Auditor's  and  Register's  Office:  Xnd  when 
the  Warrant  shall  be  returned  by  the  said  Surveyor,  or  other  proper  Oiticer, 
the  Grant  shall  be  made  out  in  due  Form,  and  the  Terms  and  Conditions 
rerjuired  by  these  Our  Instructions  be  particularly  and  expressly  mentioned 
in  the  respective  (Trants.  And  it  is  Our  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  the  said 
Grants  shall  he  registered  within  six  Months  from  the  date  thereof  in  the 
Begister'a  Office  there,  and  a  Docquet  thereof  be  also  entered  in  Our 
Auditor's  Office  there,  in  Case  such  Establishment  shall  take  Place  in  Our 
said  Province,  or  that,  in  Default  thereof,  such  Grant  sliall  Tie  void:  Copies 
of  all  such  Entries  shall  be  returned  regularly,  by  the  proper  Officer,  to 
Our  Commissioners  of  Our  Treasury. and  to  Our  CommissionerH  for  Trade 
and   Plantations,  within  six  Months  from  the  Date  thereof. 

51.  And  whereas  great  Inconveniences  have  arisen  in  many  of  Our 
Colonies  in  America  from  the  granting  excessive  QuantitieR  of  Land  to 
particular  Persons,  who  have  never  cultivated  or  settled  it,  and  have  there- 
by prevented  Others  more  industrious  from  improving  the  same;  in  order 
therefore  to  prevent  the  like  Inconveniences  for  the  future,  You  are  to  takei 
especial  Care,  that  in  all  Grants  to  he  made  by  you,  by  and  with  the  Advic* 
and  Consent  of  Our  Council,  to  Persons  applying  for  the  same,  the  Quantity 
be  in  Proportion  tu  their  Ability  to  cultivate;  And  you  nre  hereby  directed 
to  observe  the  following  Directions  and  Regulations  in  all  Grants  to  be 
made  by  you;  Viz^ 

That  one  hundred  Acres  of  Land  be  granted  to  every  Person  being 
Master  or  Mistress  of  a  Family,  for  himself  or  herself,  and  fifty  Acres  for 
every  while  or  black  Man,  Woman  or  Child,  of  which  such  Person's  Family 
shall  consist,  at  the  actual  Time  of  making  the  Grant;  and  in  case  .any 
Person  applying  to  you  for  Grants  of  Land  shall  be  desirous  of  taking  up 
a  larger  Quantity  than  the  actual  Number  of  Persons  in  his  or  her  Family 
would  intitle  such  Persons  to  take  up;  it  is  Our  Will  and  Plea.sure.  and  you 
are  hereby  allowed  and  permitted,  to  grant  unto  every  such  Person  or  Per- 
sons, such  further  Quantity  of  Land  as  they  may  desire,  not  exceeding  one 
Thousand  Acres  over  and  above  what  they  are  intitled  to  by  the  Number  of 
Persona  in  their  respective  Families; — Provided  it  shall  appear  to  you.  that 
they  are  in  a  Condition  and  Intention  to  cultivate  the  same;  and  provided 
LflJso,  that  they  do  pay  to  the  Receiver  of  Our  Quit  Rents,  or  to  such  other 
pOfficer  as  shall  be  appointed  to  receive  the  same,  the  Sum  of  five  Shillings  ' 
only  for  evef.y  fifty  Acres,  so  granted,  on  the  Day  of  the  Date  of  the 
Grant; — 

I  That  all  Grantees  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  two  Shillings  Sterling 
for  every  Hundred  Acres,  to  commence  at  the  Expiration  of  two  years  from 
the  Date  of  such  Grant,  and  to  be  paid  yearly  and  every  Year,  or  in  Default 
of  such  payment,  the  Grant  ia  to  be  void; —  i 
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That  every  Grantee,  upon  giving-  Proof  tJiat  be  or  she  has  fulfilled  the 
Terms  and  Conditions  of  his  or  her  Grant,  shall  he  entitled  to  another 
Grant,  in  the  Proportion  and  upnu  the  conditions  abovementioned ; — 

That  for  every  Fifty  Acres  of  Land  accounted  plantable,  each  Patentc*? 
shall  be  obliged,  within  three  years  after  the  Date  of  his  Patent,  to  clear 
and  work  three  Acres  at  the  least,  in  that  part  of  his  Tract  which  he  shall 
jadjre  most  convenient  and  advantageous;  or  else  to  clear  and  drain  three 
Acres  of  swampy  or  sunken  Grounds,  or  drain  three  Acres  of  Marsh,  if  any 
such  be  within  the  Bounds  of  his  Griint; — 

That  for  everj-  Fifty  Acres  of  Land  accounted  barren,  every  Patentee 
shall  be  obliged  to  put  and  keep  on  his  Land,  within  three  years  alter  the 
Date  of  his  Grant,  three  neat  Cattle;  which  Number  he  shall  be  obliged, 
to  continue  on  his  Land,  until  three  Acres  for  every  Fifty  be  fully  cleared, 
and  improved; — 

That  if  any  Person  shall  take  up  a  Tract,  of  Land,  wherein  there  shall 
be  no  Part  fit  for  present  Cultivation  without  manuring  and  improving  the 
same,  every  such  Grantee  shall  be  obliged,  within  three  years  from  the 
Date  of  his  Grant,  to  erect  on  some  part  of  his  Land  one  good  Dwelling- 
House,  to  contain  at  least  twenty  Feet  in  Length,  and  sixteen  Feet  in 
Breadth;  and  also  to  put  on  his  Land  the  like  Number  of  three  neat  Cattle, 
for  every  fifty  Acres; — 

That  if  any  Person,  who  shall  take  up  any  stony  or  rocky  Grounds  not 
fit  for  planting  or  pasture,  shall,  within  three  years  jifter  the  passing  of 
his  Grant,  begin  to  employ  thereon,  and  so  continue  to  work,  for  thi'e* 
years  then  next  ensuing,  in  digging  any  Stone  Quarry  or  other  Mine,  one 
good  and  able  Hand  for  every  hundred  Acres  of  such  Tract,  it  shall  be 
accounted  a  sufficient  Cultivation  and  Improvement; — 

That  every  three  Acres,  which  shall  be  cleared  and  worked,  as  afore- 
said, and  every  three  Acres,  which  shall  be  cleared  ami  drained,  as  afore- 
said, shall  be  accounted  a  sufficient  Seating,  Planting,  Cultivation  and 
Improvement,  to  save  for  ever  from  Forfeiture  Fifty  Acres  of  Land  in  any 
Part  of  thf  Tract  contained  within  the  same  Patent;  and  the  Patentee 
shall  be  at  liberty  to  withdraw  his  Stock,  or  to  forbear  working  in  any 
Quarry  or  Mine,  in  proportion  to  such  Cultivation  and  Improvement,  a» 
shall  le  made  upon  the  plantaHle  Lands,  or  upon  the  Swamps,  sunken 
Grounds  and  Marshes,  which  shall  be  included  in  the  same  Patent : — 

That  when  any  Person,  who  shall  hereafter  take  up  and  patent  any 
Lands,  shall  have  seated,  planted  and  cultivated,  or  improved  the  said 
Land,  or  any  part  of  it,  according  to  the  Direction*  and  Conditions  above- 
mentioned,  such  Patentee  may  make  Proof  of  such  Seating,  Planting,  Cul- 
tivation and  Improvement  in  the  general  Court,  or  in  the  Court  of  the 
County,  District  or  Precinct,  where  such  Lands  "^shall  lie,  and  have  such 
Proof  certified  to  the  Register's  Office,  and  there  entered  with  the  Record 
of  the  said  Patent,  a  Copy  of  which  shall  be  admitted,  on  any  Trial,  to 
prove  the  seating  and  planting  of  such  Land; — 

And  lastly,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  true  Quantity  of  plantable  and 
barren  Land  contained  in  each  Grant  hereafter  to  be  made  within  Our  said 
Province,  you  are  to  take  especial  Care,  that,  in  all  Surveys  hereafter  to 
be  made,  every  Surveyor  be  required  and  enjoyned  to  take  particular  Notice, 
according  to  the  best  of  his  Judgment  and  Understanding,  how  much  of 
the  Land  so  surveyed  is  plantable.  and  how  much  of  it  is  barren  and  unfit 
for  Cultivation;  and  accordingly  to  insert  in  the  Survey  and  Plott  by  him 
to  l)e  returned  into  the  Regicter's  Office,  the  tru<-  Quantity  of  each  kind  of 
Land. 
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r  62.  And  it  is  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  iu  all  Grants  of 
Land  to  be  made  by  You,  as  aforesaid,  regard  be  had  to  the  profitable 
and  unprofitable  Acres,  so  that  each  Grantee  may  have  a  propoi-tionable 
Numl)er  of  one  Sort  and  the  other;  as  likewise  that  the  Breadth  of  each 
Tract  of  Land,  to  be  hereafter  granted,  be  one  Third  of  the  Length  of  such 
Tract;  and  that  the  Length  of  each  Tract  do  not  extend  along  the  Banks 
of  any  River,  but  into  the  main  Land,  that  thereby  the  said  Grantee  may 
have  auch  a  convenient  Share  of  what  Acoommodatiou  the  said  TJiver  may 
nfford  for  Navigation  or  otherwise. 

53.  And  whereas  it  hath  been  represented  to  lis,  that  many  I'arts  of 
the  Province  under  your  Government  are  partieularly.  adapted  to  the 
Growth  and  Culture  of  Hemp  and  Flax;  It  is  therefore  Our  Will  and 
Pleasure,  that,  in  all  Surveys  of  Land  for  Settlement,  the  Surveyor  be 
directed  to  report,  whether  there  is  any,  or  what  Quantity  of  Lands,  con- 
tained within  such  Survey,  fit  for  the  Production  of  Hemp  and  Flax;  And 
You  are  to  take  particular  Care  to  insert  a  Clause  in  every  Grant  of  Land, 
where  any  part  hereof  is  fit  for  such  Production,  obliging  the  Grantee  an- 
nually to  sow  a  proportionable  Part  of  his  Grant  with  Hemp  or  Flax  Seed.       i 

p  54.  And  whereas  it  hath  been  further  represented  to  Ub,  that  a  greaii^| 
part  of  the  Country  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Lake  Champlain.  and  be- 
tween that  liake  and  the  River  S*^  Lawrence,  abounds  with  Woods  produc- 
ing Trees  fit  for  Masting  for  Our  Royal  Navy,  and  other  u.seful  and  neoes- 
Bary  Timber  for  Naval  Construction;  You  are  therefore  expressly  directed 
and  required  to  cause  such  .Parts  of  the  said  Country,  or  any  other  within 
yoxir  Government,  that  shall  appear  upon  a  Survey  to  abound  with  such 
Trees,  and  shall  lye  convenient  for  Water  Carriage,  to  be  reserved  to  Us, 
and  to  use  your  utmost  Endeavour  to  prevent  any  Wa.ste  being  committed 
apon  the  said  Tracts,  by  punishing  in  due  Course  of  Law  any  Persons  who 

Ishall  cut  down  or  destroy  any  Trees  growing  thereon;  and  you  are  to  con- 
sider and  advise  with  Our  Council,  whether  some  Regulation  that  shall 
prevent  any  Saw  Mills  whatever  from  V>eing  erected  within  your  Govern- 
ment, without  a  Licence  from  you,  or  (he  Commander  in  Chief  of  Our  said 
Province  for  the  Time  being,  may  not  be  a  Means  of  preventing  all  Waste 
and  Destruction  in  such  Tracts  of  Laud  as  shall  be  reserved  to  Us  for  the 

,  Purposes  aforesaid. 

I  65.  And  whereas  it  appears  from  the  Representatitms  of  Our  Governor 
of  the  District  of  Trois  Rivieres,  that  the  Iron  Works  at  "S'  Maurice  in 
that  District  are  of  great  Consequence  to  Our  Service;  It  is  therefore  Our 
further  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  no  part  of  the  Lands,  upon  which  the  said 
Iron  Works  were  carried  on,  or  from  which  the  Ore  used  iu  such  Works 
are  procured,  or  which  shall  appear  to  be  necessary  and  convenient  for  that 
Establishment,  either  in  respect  to  a  free  Passage  to  the  River  S'  Lawrence, 
or  for  producing  a  necessary  Supply  of  Wood,  Corn  and  Hay,  or  for 
Pasture  for  Cattle,  be  granted  to  any  jirivate  Person  whatever;  and  also 
that  as  lars"e  a  Di.strirt  of  Land  as  conveniently  may  be,  adjacent  to  and 
lying  round  the  said  Iron  Works,  over  and  above  what  may  be  necessary 
for  the  above  Purposes,  be  reserved  for  Out  Use.  to  be  disposed  of  in  such 
manner  as  We  shall  hereafter  direct  and  appoint. 

I         56.   And  whereas  it  is  necessary,  that  all  Persons  who  may  be  desirous 

pi  settling  in  Our  said  Province,   should  be   fully  informed  of  the  Termn 

Ifcnd  Conditions,  upon  which  Lands  will  lie  granted  in  Our  said  Province; 

Ton  are  therefore,  as  soon  as  possible,  to  cause  a  Publication  to  be  made, 

bv  Proclamation  or  otherwise,  as  vou  in  your  Discretion  shall  think  luoai 
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advisable,  of  all  and  every  the  foregoing  Terms,  Conditions  and  Regula- 
tions of  ever}'  kind,  respecting  the  Grants  of  Lands;  in  which  Proclamation 
it  may  he  expedient  to  add  some  short  Description  of  the  natural  Advant- 
ages of  the  Soil,  and  Climate,  and  it's  peculiar  Conveniences  for  Trado  and 
Navig.ition  ;  and  you  are  to  take  such  Steps  as  you  shall  think  proper  for 
the  publishing  such  Pmclamation  in  all  the  Colonies  in   Xorth  America. 

57.  And  it  is  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  all  the  foregoing 
Instructions  to  you,  as  well  a**  any  which  You  may  hereafter  receive,  relative 
to  the  Form  and  Method  of  pas,sing  Grants  of  Lands,  and  the  Terms  and 
Conditions  to  be  annexed  to  such  Grants,  be  entered  upon  Record,  with  the 
Grants  themselves,  for  the  Information  and  Satisfaction  of  all  Parties 
whatever,  that  may  be  concerned  therein. 

58.  And  it  is  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  you  do  consider  of 
a  pr«per  and  effectual  Method  of  collecting,  receiving  and  accounting  for 
Our  Quit  Rents,  whereby  all  Fraud,  (.^oncealmcut.  Irregularity  or  Neglect 
therein  may  be  preveuted.  and  whetcby  the  Reoeipt  thereof  may  be  effect- 
ually checked  and  controlled  ;  And  if  it  shall  appear  necessary  to  pass  au 
Act  for  the  mare  offectualy  a.scertaining,  and  the  more  speedily  and  re- 
gularly collecting  Our  Quit  Rents,  you  are  to  prepare  the  Heads  of  such 
a  Bill,  as  you  shall  think  may  most  effectuaHy  conduce  to  the  procuring 
the  good  Ends  piopoifed,  and  lo  transmij  the  same  to  Our  Commissioners  for 
Trade  and  Plantations,  in  order  to  be  laid  before  Us  for  Our  further  Direc- 
tions (herein. 

59.  And  it  is  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  the  Surveyor  Gen- 
eral, or  surh  other  Person  or  Persons  as  you  shall  think  proper  to  appoint, 
do,  once  in  every  year  or  oftener  as  Occasion  may  require,  inspect  the  State 
of  all  Grants  of  Lands  made  by  j'ou,  and  make  report  thereof  to  you  in 
Writing,  specifying  whether  the  Conditions  therein  contained  have  or  have 
not  been  comi>lied  with,  oi'  that  Progress  has  bw^ii  made  towards  fulfilling 
the  same;  and  you  are  annually  to  transmit  Copies  of  such  Reports  to  Our 
Commissioners  for  Trade  and  Plantations. 

60.  And  whereas  Our  Province  of  Quebec  is  in  part  inhabited  and  pos- 
sesspfl  by  several  Nations  and  Tribes  of  Indians,  with  whoni  it  is  both  neces- 
sary and  expedient  lo  cultivate  and  maintain  a  strict  Friendship  iuid  good 
Correspondence,  so  that  they  may  Im?  induced  by  Degrees,  not  only  to  lie  good 
Neighbours  to  Our  Subjects,  but  likewise  themselves  to  liecome  good  Sub- 
jects to  Us;  You  are  therefore,  as  sotm  as  you  conveniently  can,  to  appoint 
a  proper  Person  or  Persons  to  assemble,  and  treat  with  the  said  Indians, 
promising  and  assuring  thorn  of  Protection  and  Friendship  on  Our  pari. 
and  delivering  ihem  such  Presents,  as  shall  be  sent  to  you  for  that  purpose. 

61.  And  you  are  to  inform  yourself  with  the  greatest  Exactness  of 
the  Number,  Nature  and  Disposition  of  the  several  Bodies  or  Tribejj  of  In- 
dians, of  the  manner  of  their  lives,  and  the  Rules  and  Constitutions,  by 
which  they  are  governed  or  regulited.  And  You  are  upon  no  Account  to 
molest  or  disturb  them  in  the  Possession  of  sucli  Parts  of  the  said  Province, 
as  fhoy  at  present  occupy  or  possess;  but  to  use  the  l)est  means  You  can  for 
conciliating  thoir  Affections,  and  uniting  them  to  Our  Government,  report- 
ing to  Us,  by  Our  Commissioners  for  Trade  and  Plantations,  whatever  In- 
formation you  can  collect  with  respect  to  these  People,  and  the  whole  of 
your  Proceedings  with  them. 

62.  Whereas  Wc  have,  by  i)ur  Proclamation  dated  the  .seventh  day  of 
October  in  the  Third  year  of  Our  Reign,  strictly  forbid,  on  pain  of  Our 
Displeasure,  all   Our  Subjects  from   making  any   Purchases  or   Settlements 
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whatever,  or  taking  Possession  of  any  of  the  Lands  reserved  to  the  several 
Nations  of  Indians,  with  whom  We  are  connected,  and  who  live  under  Our 
Protection,  without  Our  especial  Leave  for  that  Purpose  first  obtained;  It 
is  Our  express  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  you  take  the  most  effectual  Care 
that  Our  lloyal  Directions  herein  he  punctually  complied  with,  and  that  the 
Trade  with  such  of  the  said  Indian*  as  depend  upon  your  riovernment  b*« 
carried  on  in  the  Manner,  and  under  the  Regulations  prescribed  in  Our 
Biid  Proclamation. 

GiJ.  You  are  to  use  your  best  Endeavours  in  improving  the  Trade  of 
those  Parts  by  settling  such  Orders  and  Regulations  therein,  with  the  Advice 
of  Our  said  Council,  as  may  be  most  acceptable  to  the  Generality  of  the 
Inhabitants.  And  it  is  Our  express  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  you  do  not, 
upon  any  Pretence  whatever,  ujwn  pain  of  Our  highest  Displeasure,  give 
your  Assent  to  any  Law  or  Laws  for  setting  up  any  Manufactures  and  carry- 
ing on  any  Trades,  which  are  hurtful  and  prejudicial  to  this  Kingdom; 
and  that  You  do  use  your  utmost  Endeavours  to  discourage,  discountenance 
and  restrain  any  Attempts  which  may  be  made  to  set  up  such  Manufactures, 
or  establish  any  such  Trades. 

64.  Whereas  by  the  6'*'  and  G'**  Articles  of  the  Treaty  of  Peace  and 
Neutrality  in  America,  concluded  between  England  and.  France  the  C"^-16 
Day  of  November,  1686,  the  Subjects  and  Inhabitants  of  each  Kingdom  are 
prohibited  to  trade  and  fish  in  all  Places  possessed,  or  which  shall  be  pos- 
sessed by  the  other  in  America j  and  if  any  Ships  shall  }te  found  trading 
contrary  to  the  said  Treaty,  upon  the  due  Proof  the  said  Ships  shall  be  con- 
fiscated; but  in  case  the  subjects  of  either  King  shall  \te  forced  by  Strewi 
of  Weather,  Enemies,  or  other  Necessity  into  the  Ports  of  the  other  in 
America,  they  shall  be  treated  with  Humanity  and  Kindness,  and  may 
provide  themselves  with  Victuals,  and  other  Things  necessary  for  their 
Sustenance,  and  the  Reparation  of  their  Ships,  at  reasonable  Rates;  pro- 
vided they  do  not  break  bulk,  nor  carry  any  Goods  out  of  their  Ships, 
exposing  them  for  Sale,  nor  receive  any  Merchandize  on  board,  under 
Penalty  of  Confiscation  of  Ship  and  Goods;  It  is  therefore  Our  Will  and 
Pleasure,  that  You  signify  to  Our  Subjects  under  your  Goverumenl  the 
Purport  and  Intent  of  the  abovesaid  two  Articles;  and  that  you  take  par- 
ticular Care,  that  none  of  the  French  Subjects  be  allowed  to  trade  from 
their  said  Settlements  to  the  Province  under  your  Government,  or  to  fish 
upon  the  Coast  thereof. 

Co.  And  it  is  Our  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  You  do  not  dispose  of  any 
Forfeitures  or  Escheats  to  any  Person,  until  <he  Sheriff,  or  other  proper 
Oflicer.  have  made  Enquiry,  by  a  Jury  upon  their  Oaths,  into  the  true 
Value  thereof,  nor  until  you  have  transmitted  to  Our  Commissioners  of 
Our  Treasury,  and  to  Our  Commi.ssioners  for  Trade  and  Plantations,  a  par- 
ticular Account  of  such  Forfeitures  and  Escheat",  and  the  Value  thereof. 
And  you  are  to  take  Care,  that  the  Produce  of  such  Forfeitures  and  Escheats, 
in  case  We  shall  think  proper  to  give  You  Directions  to  dispose  of  the  same, 
be  duly  paid  to  Our  Treasurer  or  Receiver  General  of  Our  said  Province, 
and  a  full  Account  transmitted  to  Our  Commissioners  of  Our  Treasury,  or 
Our  High  Treasurer  for  the  'I'ime  being,  and  to  Our  Commissioners  for 
Trade  and  Plantations,  with  the  Names  of  the  Persons  to  whom  disposed. 
66.  And  whereas  Commissions  have  Ik'pu  granted  imlo  several  Persona 
in  Our  respective  Plantations  in  America  for  the  trying  of  Pirates  in  those 
Parts,  pursuant  to  the  Acts  for  the  more  effectual  Suppression  of  Piracy; 
and  by  a  Commission  alreaily  sent  to  Our  Province  of  New  York,  Our 
tiovornor  there   is  impowered,  together  with  Others   therein  mentioned,  to 
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proL'eed  uccnrtlingly  in  Reference  to  Our  Buid  I'rnviuoe;  Our  AVill  and 
Pleasure  is,  tliiit  you  ilo  use  your  best  Endeavours  to  apprehend  all  Persons 
wliatever  wLo  may  have  been  gxiilty  ol  Piracy  within  your  Government,  or 
who  having  committed  such  Crimes  at  other  Places,  ma.f  come  within  your 
Jurisdiction;  and  until  we  shall  think  proper  to  direct  the  like  Commission 
to  be  established  for  Our  (jovernmeut  of  Quel)pc,  Ynu  are  to  send  such 
Pirates,  with  what  Proofs  of  their  Uuilt  You  can  procure  or  collect,  tn  Our 
Governor  of  New  York  to  be  tried  and  punished  under  the  Authority  of 
the  Commission  established  for  those  Parts. 

67.  And  whertas  you  will  receive  from  Our  Commissioners  for  execut- 
ing the  Office  of  High  Admiral  of  Great  Uritain  and  of  Our  Plantations, 
a  Commission  constituting  you  Vice  Admiral  of  tJur  said  Province;  You 
are  hereby  rofjuired  and  directed  carefully  to  put  into  Execution  the  several 
Powers  thereby  granted  to  you. 

68.  Whereas  great  Inconveniences  have  happened  heretofore  by  Mer- 
chant Ships  and  other  Vessels  in  the  Plantations  wearing  the  Colours  borne 
by  Our  Ships  of  War,  under  Pretence  of  Commissions  granted  to  them  by 
the  Governors  of  the  said  Plantations,  and,  by  trading  tinder  those  ('olours, 
not  only  amongst  (Jnr  own  Subjects,  but  also  tliose  of  other  Princes  and 
States,  and  committing  divers  Irregularitys,  they  may  very  much  dishonor 
Our  Service;  For  preventing  thereof  You  are  to  (tblige  the  Commanders  of 
all  such  Ships,  to  which  you  shall  grant  Commissions,  to  wear  no  other 
Colours  than  such  as  are  described  in  an  Order  of  Council  of  the  seventh 
of  January  1730,  in  relation  to  Colours  to  be  worn  by  all  Ships  and  Vessels, 
except  Uur  Ships  of  War. 

(}9.  And  wliereas  there  have  leen  great  Irrcgularifys  in  the  manner  of 
granting  Commissions  in  the  Plantations  to  private  Ships  of  War,  You  are 
to  govern  yourself,  whenever  there  shall  be  Occasion,  according  to  the  Com- 
missions and  Instructions  granted  in  this  Kingdom:  But  you  are  not  to 
grant  Commissions  of  Marque  or  Peprizal  against  any  Prince  or  State,  or 
their  Subjects,  in  Amity  with  us,  to  any  Per.son  whatsoever,  without  Our 
special  Command. 

70.  Whereas  We  have  been  informed  that,  during  the  time  of  War, 
Our  Enemies  have  frequently  got  Intelligence  of  the  State  of  Our  Planta- 
tions by  Letters  from  private  Persons  to  their  I'orreBpondents  in  Great 
Britain,  taken  on  board  Ships  coming  from  the  Plantations,  which  has  been 
of  dangerous  Consequence;  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  therefore  is,  that  you 
signify  to  all  Merchants,  Planters  and  Others,  that  they  be  very  cautious, 
iu  time  of  War.  whenever  that  shall  happen,  in  giving  any  Accounts  by 
Letters  of  the  public  State  and  Condition  of  Our  Province  under  your 
Government;  And  you  ore  further  to  give  Directions  to  all  Masters  of 
Ships,  or  other  Persons  to  whom  you  mny  entrust  your  Letters,  that  they 
put  such  Letters  into  a  Bag,  with  n  sufficient  weight  to  suit  the  same 
immediately  in  Case  of  imminent  danger  from  the  Enemy:  And  you  are  also 
to  let  the  Merchants  and  Planters  know,  how  greatly  it  is  for  their  Interest 
that  their  Letters  should  not  fall  into  the  Hands  of  the  Enemy,  and  there- 
fore that  they  should  give  like  Orders  to  Masters  of  Ships  in  relation  to 
their  Letters;  And  you  are  further  to  advise  all  Masters  of  Ship?,  that  they 
do  sink  all  Letters,  in  case  of  Danger,  in  the  Manner  before  mentioned. 

71.  And  whereas,  in  Time  of  War.  the  Merchants  and  Planters  in  Our 
Plantations  in  America  did  correspond  and  trade  with  Our  Enemies,  and 
carry  Intelligence  to  them,  to  the  great  Prejudice  and  Hazard  of  Our  said 
Plantations;  You  are  therefore  by  all  possible  Methods  to  endeavour  to 
hinder  such  Trade  and  Correspondence  in  Time  of  War. 
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P  72.  And  You  aro  to  report  lo  Us,  by  Our  ComniisHinDfrs  for  Trade  and 
Plantations, — 

What  is  the  Nature  of  the  Soil  and  Climate  of  the  Province  under  your 
Government.  If  it  differs  in  these  Circumstances  from  Our  other  Northern 
Colonies,  in  what  that  Difference  consists?  And  what  heiiefioial  Articles 
of  Commerce  the  different  Parts  of  it  are  capable  of  producing? 

What  Rivers  there  are,  and  of  what  Extent  and  Convenience  to  the 
Planters  ? 

What  are  the  principal  Harbours;  how  situated,  of  what  Extent;  and 
what  is  the  Depth  of  Water,  and  Nature  of  the  Anchorage  in  each  of  them? 

What  Quantify  of  Land  is  now  under  actual  Improvement  and  Settle- 
tnent?  What  are  the  chief  Articles  of  Produce  and  Culture;  the  annual 
Amount  of  the  Quantity  of  each;  and  upon  what  Terms  and  Conditions  the 
Inhabitants  hold  their  Lands,  either  of  Cultivation,  Rent,  or  Personal 
Service? 

What  is  ihe  Quantity,  Nature  and  Property  of  the  Land  uncultivated; 
how  much  of  it  i«  capable  of  Culture;  and  what  part  thereof  is  privato 
Property? 

What  is  the  NumVcr  of  Inhabitants,  Whites  and  Blacks,  distinguish- 
ing eich?  What  Number  of  the  Former  is  capable  of  bearing  Arms,  and 
what  Number  of  the  Latter  is  annually  necessary  to  be  supply' d  in  propor- 
tion tn  the  Land  cultivated? 

What  was  the  Nature,  Form  and  Constitution  of  the  Civil  Government: 
what  .ludicatures  were  there  established,  and  under  what  Pepulations  did 
the  French  Inhabitants  carry  on  their  Commerce? 

73.  You  are  from  time  to  time  to  send  unto  Us,   by  Uur  Couiniissionerti 
for  Trado  and    Plantations,  as  aforesaid,   an  Account   of   the  Increase  and 
Decrease  of  the  Inhabitants,  Whites  and  Blacks,   and  also  an  Account  of 
jiill  Persona  bom,  christened  and  buried. 

f  74.  Whereas  it  is  absolutely  necessary,  that  We  be  exactly  informed 
of  the  State  of  Defence  of  all  Our  Plantations  in  America,  as  well  in 
relation  to  the  Stores  of  War  that  are  in  each  Plantation,  as  to  the  Forts 
and  Fortifications  there;  and  what  more  may  be  necessary  to  be  built  for 
the  Defence  and  Security  of  the  same;  You  are  as  soon  as  possible  to  pre- 
par«!  an  Account  thereof  with  relation  to  Our  said  Province  in  the  most 
particular  manner;  And  You  are  therein  to  expre.ss  the  present  State  of 
the  Arms,  Ammunition  and  other  Stores  of  War,  belonging  to  the  said 
Province,  either  in  public  Magazines,  or  in  the  Hands  of  privato  Persons; 
together  with  the  State  of  all  Places,  either  already  fortified,  or  that  you 
judge  necessary  to  be  fortified  for  the  Security  of  Our  .said  Province;  And 
you  are  to  transmit  the  said  Accounts  to  Our  Commissioners  for  Trade  and 
Plantations,  as  also  a  Duplicate  thereof  to  Our  Master  General  or  prin- 
cipal Officers  of  Our  Ordinance;  Which  Accounts  arc  to  express  the  Par- 
ticulars of  Ordinance,  Carriages,  Balls,  Powder,  and  other  Sorts  of  Arms 
and  Ammunition  in  Our  public  Stores,  and  so  from  time  to  time  of  what 
shall  be  sent  you,  or  bought  with  the  public  Money,  and  to  specify  the 
Time  of  the  Disposal,  and  the  Occasion  thereof :  And  You  are  half  yearly 
III  transmit  a  general  Account  of  the  State  of  the  Fortifications  and  War- 
like Stores,  specify'd  in  the  manner  above  mentioned. 

75.  You  are  from  time  to  time  to  give  an  Account,  what  Strength 
your  Neighbours  have  by  Sea  and  Land,  and  of  the  Condition  of  their 
Plantations,  and  what  Correspondence  You  keep  with  them. 
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76.  And  in  case  of  any  Distress  of  any  other  of  Our  Plantations,  You 
«hall,  upon  Application  of  the  respective  Governors  thereof  unto  you.  assist 
them  with  what  Aid  the  Condition  and  Safety  of  Our  Province  under  Your 
Government  can  spare. 

77.  If  anything  shall  happen,  which  may  be  of  Advantage  or  Security 
to  Our  Province  \inder  your  Government,  which  is  not  herein,  or  by  your 
Commission  provided  for,  We  do  hereby  allow  unto  you,  with  the  Advice 
and  Consent  of  Our  Council,  to  take  Ordor  for  the  present  therein,  giving 
unto  Our  Conimissiouera  for  Trade  and  Plantations  speedy  Notice  thereof, 
in  order  to  be  laid  before  Us,  that  you  mwy  receive  Our  Eatificatiou,  if  We 
shall  approve  the  same: — provided  always,  that  you  do  not,  by  Colour  of 
any  Power  or  Authority  hereby  given  you,  eonimence  or  declare  War  with- 
out Our  Knowledge  and  particular  Commands  therein. 

78.  And  whereas  We  have,  by  the  second  Article  of  these  Our  Instruc- 
tions to  you,  directed  and  appointed  that  your  chief  K«sidence  shall  be  at 
Quebnc;  you  are  nevertheless  frequently  to  visit  the  other  parts  of  your 
Government,  in  order  to  inspect  the  Management  of  all  public  Affairs,  and 
thereby  the  better  to  take  Care,  that  the.  Government  be  so  administered, 
that  no  disorderly  Practices  may  grow  up  contrary  to  Our  Service  and  the 
Welfare  of  Our  Subjects. 

79.  And  whereas  great  Prejudice  may  happen  to  Our  Service,  and  the 
Security  of  the  Province,  by  your  Absence  from  those  Parts,  You  are  not, 
upan  any  Pretence  whatsoever,  to  come  into  Europe,  without  having  first 
obtained  Leave  for  so  doing  from  Us  under  Our  Sign  Manual  and  Signet, 
or  by  Our  Order  in  Our  Privy  Council;  Yet  nevertheless  in  case  of  Sicknesa, 
You  may  go  to  South  Carolina,  or  any  other  of  Our  Southern  Plantations, 
ciud  tlierc  stay  for  such  Space  as  the  Recovery  of  j-our  Health  may  absolutely 
require. 

80.  And  whereas  We  have  thought  fit  by  Our  Commission  to  direct, 
that  in  case  of  your  Death  or  Absence,  and  the  Death  or  Absence  of  Our 
Lieutenant  Governors  of  Montreal  and  Trois  Hivieres,  and  in  Case  there 
he  at  that  tim«(  no  Person  withiji  Otir  sai<l  Province,  commissionated  or 
appointed  by  Us  to  be  Commander  in  Chief,  that  the  Eldest  Councillor, 
who  shall  be  at  the  time  of  your  Death  or  Absence,  or  at  the  Death  or 
Absence  of  Our  Lieutenant  Governors,  as  aforesaid,  residing  within  Our 
said  Province  under  your  Government,  shall  take  upon  him  the  Adminis- 
tration of  Government,  and  execute  Our  said  Commission  and  lu.structions, 
and  the  several  Powers  and  Authorities  therein  directed;  It  is  nevertheless 
Our  express  Wfll  and  Pleasure,  that  in  such  Case  the  said  President  shall 
forbear  to  pass  any  Act  or  Acts,  but  what  are  immediately  necessary  for 
the  Peace  and  Welfare  of  the  said  Province,  without  Our  particular  Order 
for  that  purpose;  And  that  he  shall  not  remove  or  suspend  any  of  the 
Members  of  Our  Council,  nor  any  Judges,  Justices  of  the  Peace,  or  other 
Officers  Civil  or  Military,  without  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  at  least  Seven 
of  the  Meml)ers  of  Our  said  Cnuiu.il,  nor  evfn  then  without  good  and  suflS- 
cient  Reasons  for  the  .same,  which  the  said  President  is  to  transmit,  signed 
by  himself  and  the  rest  of  Our  said  Council,  to  Our  Commissioners  for 
Trade  and  Plantations,  by  the  first  Opportunity  in  order  to  be  laid  be- 
fore UiS. 

81.  And  whereas  We  are  willing  in  the  best  manner  to  provide  for  the 
Support  of  the  Government  of  Our  Province  aforesaid,  of  which  You  are 
Governor,  by  setting  apart  sufficient  Allowances  to  such  as  shall  be  Our 
Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  residing  for  the  time  being  within  t!i« 


same;  Our  WilJ  and  Pleasure  is.  that  when  it  shall  happen  that  you  are 
absent  from  Our  said  Province,  One  full  Moiety  of  the  Salary,  and  all 
Perquisites  and  Emoluments  whatsoever,  which  would  otherwise  become 
due  unto  You,  shall,  during  the  time  of  your  Absence,  be  paid  and  satis- 
fied unto  Our  Commander  in  Chief,  who  shall  be  resident  within  Out  said 
Province  for  the  Time  beijig;  which  We  do  hereby  order  and  allot  unto 
him  for  his  Maintenance,  and  for  the  better  Support  of  the  Dignity  of  thai 
Our  Government. 

82.  And  You  are  upon  all  Occasions  to  send  unto  Our  Commissioners 
for  Trade  and  Plantations  only,  u  particular  Account  of  all  your  Proceed- 
ings, and  of  the  Condition  of  Affaire  within  Your  Government,  in  order 
to  be  laid  before  Us :  provided  nevertheless,  whenever  any  Occurrences 
shall  happen  within  youf  Government  of  such  a  Nature  and  Importance  as 
may  require  Our  more  immediate  Directions  by  One  of  Our  Principal 
Secretaries  of  State,  and  also  upon  all  Occasions  nnd  in  all  Aifairs  wherein 
you  may  receive  Our  Orders  by  One  of  Our  Principal  Secretaries  of  State, 
you  shall  in  all  such  Cases  transmit  to  Our  Secretary  of  State  only  an 
Account  of  all  such  Occurrences,  and  of  your  Proceedings  relative  to  such 
Orders.

Whereas  the  King,  by  His  Royal  Instructioab,  has  Comma.nded  me  to 
issue  a  Proclamation  to  make  known  the  terms  and  conditions  on  which  all 
persons  may  obtain  (irants  of  Lands  in  the  said  Province  :  I  do,  in  obedience 
to  His  Majesty's  said  instructions,  issue  this  my  Proclamation,  and  make 
known  t<i  all  persons.  That  they  niaj'  on  application  to  me  in  Council  at 
Quebec  obtain  grants  of  Land  in  the  said  Province  in  the  following  quanti- 
ties and  on  the  following  Terms  and  Conditions : 

That  One  Hundred  Acres  of  Land  will  be  granted  to  every  person  being 
Master  or  Mistress  of  a  Family,  for  himself,  or  herself,  and  fifty  acres  for 
every  white  or  black  man,  woman  or  child,  of  which  such  person's  family 
shall  consist  at  the  actual  time  of  making  the  grant. 

And  in  ca.^e  any  person  applying  as  aforesaid  shall  be  desirous  to  take 
up  a  la-rger  quantity  of  Land  than  the  family  right  entitles  such  person  to. 
upon  showing  a  probability  of  Cultivation,  an  additional  number  of  acres 
not  exceeding  One  Thousand,  may  be  obtained,  upon  paying  to  the  Receiver 
of  the  Quit  Rents  the  sum  of  Five  Shillings  Sterling  for  every  Fifty  AcreB 
of  such  additional  grant. 

That  all  Grantees  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  Two  Shillings  Sterling 
for  every  Hundred  acres,  to  commence  at  the  -expiration  of  two  years  from 
the  date  of  such  grant,  and  to  be  paid  yearly,  and  every  year;  or  in  default 
of  ftuch  payment  the  grant  tn  be  void. 

That  in  all  grants  of  Land  to  be  made,  regard  will  bo  had  to  the  profit- 
able and  unprofitable  acres,  so  that  such  Grantee  may  have  a  proportionable 
Qumber  of  one  sort  and  the  other,  as  likewise  that  the  Breadth  of  each  Tract 
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of  Land  be  one-third  of  the  length  of  Such  Tract,  and  that  the  length  of 
each  tract  do  not  extend  along  the  Banks  of  any  Eiver,  hut  into  tHe  Main- 
land, that  thereby  the  said  Grantees  may  have  each  a  Convenient  share  of 
what  awumodation  the  Said  River  may  afford  either  for  navigation  or  other- 
wise. 

That  all  persons,  on  fulfilling  the  terms  of  .their  first  Grant,  may  have 
11  further  grant  of  the  like  quantity  of  Lands,  on  the  Terms  and  Conditions 
aforesaid. 

That  for  every  fifty  acres  of  Plantable  land,  each  Grantee  shall  be  obliged 
within  three  years  u.fter  the  Date  of  his  or  her  grant  to  clear  and  work  Three 
acres  at  least  on  that  part  of  his  or  her  tract  which  he  or  she  shall  think 
most  convenient  or  advantageous,  or  else  to  clear  and  drain  three  acres  of 
Swampy  or  sunk  in  Ground,  or  drain  three  acres  of  Marsh  if  any  such  be 
within  his  or  her  grant. 

That  for  Every  Fifty  Acres  of  Land  accounted  barren  every  person  shall 
be  obliged  to  put  on  his  or  her,  within  three  .years  after  the  date  of  his  or  her 
grant,  three  Neat  Cattle,  which  number  every  person  shall  be  obliged  to  con- 
tinue on  his  or  her  Lauds,  till  three  acres  for  Every  Fifty  be  fully  cleared 
and  improved. 

That  if  any  person  shall  take  up  a  tract  of  Land  wherein  there  shall  b« 
no  part  fit  for  present  cultivation,  without  manuring  and  improving  the 
same,  every  such  Grantee  shall  be  obliged,  within  three  years  from  the  date 
of  his  or  her  grant,  fn  Erect  upon  some  part  of  his  or  her  Land  one  good 
dwelling  house,  at  least  Twenty  feet  in  length  and  Sixteen  feet  in  Breadth, 
and  also  put  on  his  or  her  land  the  like  Number  of  three  Neat  Cattle  for 
Every  Fifty  Acres. 

That  if  any  person  who  shall  take  up  any  stony  or  rocky  Ground*?,  not 
fil  for  Culture  or  Pasture,  shall  within  three  years  after  passing  his  or  her 
grant,  begin  to  Employ  thereon  and  so  continue  to  work,  for  three  years  then 
next  ensuing,  in  digging  any  stone  quarry  or  other  mine,  one  good  and  able 
hand  for  every  hundred  acres  of  such  Tract,  it  shall  be  accounted  a  Sufficient 
Cultivation  and  Improvement. 

That  every  three  acre.s  which  shall  be  cleared  and  worked  as  aforesaid, 
and  every  three  acres  that  shall  be  drained  as  aforesaid  shall  be  accounted 
as  sufficient  Seating,  Planting.  Cultivation  and  Improvement  to  save  for 
ever  from  forfeiture  Fifty  Acres  of  land,  in  any  part  contained  within  the 
said  Grant :  And  the  Grantee  shall  be  at  liberty  to  withdraw  his  or  her  stock, 
or  to  forbear  working  in  any  quarry  or  mine  in  proportion  to  Such  Cultiva- 
tion and  improvement  as  shall  be  made  on  the  plant  able  Lands,  or  upon  the 
Swampy  or  sunk-in  grounds  or  marshes  which  shall  be  included  in  the  same 
grant. 

That  when  any  person  who  shall  hereafter  t;ike  up  and  patent  any  Land 
shall  have  seated,  planted,  and  cultivated  or  improved  the  said  Land  or  any 
part  of  it  according  to  the  conditions  and  directions  above  mentioned,  such 
Patentee  may  make  proof  of  such  seating,  planting  and  cultivation  or 
improvement  in  any  Court  of  Record  in  the  said  Province  or  in  the  Court 
of  the  County.  District  or  Precinct  where  such  land  shall  be,  and  have  such 
proof  certified  to  the  Register  and  Office  and  there  entered  with  the  Record 
of  the  said  Patent  a  Copy  of  which  ehall  be  admitted  on  any  Tryal  to  prove 
the  seating  and  planting  of  such  land. 

And  whereas  this  Province  has  been  represented  barren  and  incapable  of 
improvement  from  the  length  and  severity  of  the  Winter,  it  becomes  neces- 
sary in  this  Proclamation  to  remove  these  Errors. 


The  Lands  in  General  are  fertile,  producing  Wheat  and  every  other 
European  Grain  at  the  rate  of  Ten  for  one  from  the  Canadian  culture,  which 
is  perhaps  the  worst  that  is  practiced  by  any   Civilized  I^eople. 

The  Meadows  in  a  state  of  nature  yield  amazing  quantities  of  Hay,  and 
the  Droughts  so  frequent  in  the  more  Southern  Colonies  are  not  known  here. 

The  Frost  and  Snow  so  much  dreaded  by  those  who  are  ignorant  of 
their  effects,  yield  a  peculiar  happiness  to  this  Province.  They  not  only  con- 
tribute to  fertilize  the  soil,  but  they  certainly  render  Land  Carriage  three- 
fourths  cheaper  here  than  in  other  countries.  Hence  none  of  the  colonies 
are  in  a  Situation  to  vie  with  this  in  the  Articles  of  Lumber,  Pot-ash,  Iron 
and  Ship  timber,  as  the  whole  country  abounds  with  the  proper  materials, 
and  is  every  way  intersecte*!  with  Rivers  capable  to  convey  them  to  the 
great  River  St.  Lawrence,  the  navigation  of  which  River  is  now  known  to  be 
easy  and  safe :  And  the  Advantages  which  the  lower  parts  of  it  afford  to 
Adventurers  in  the  Whale  and  Cod-fishing  should  induce  them  to  settle  in 
the  Bays  of  Gaspe,  Chalenr  and  Places  adjacent. 

Seven  Islands  where  there  is  an  excellent  harbour  are  also  convenient 
for  fishing  establishments. 

Nature  has  bestowed  more  than  an  equal  share  of  the  Fur  trade  upon 
this  Province.  The  Populous  Towns  of  Quebec  and  Montreal  afford  Markets 
for  every  thing  the  industrious  farmer  can  raise :  and  it  may  be  asserted 
that  the  air  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  is  as  .healthy  as  any  under  the  sun, 
for  in  no  country  do  people  live  to  a  greater  age  with  more  uninterrupted 
good  health.

Whereas  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  made  in  the  fourth  year  of  the  Reign 
of  His  Pre^pnt  Majesty  King  George  the  Third,  certain  Duties  are  granted 
to  His  Majesty  in  the  British  Colonies  and  Plantations  in  America  for  the 
purposes  therein  mentioned.  In  Order  therefor  Effectually  to  enforce  a  due 
I  bedience  thereto  in  this  Province,  and  that  the  several  duties  thereby  granted 
may  be  duly  and  properly  collected  and  also  that  the  several  Acts  of  Par- 
H.  rr.^nt  concerning  Trade  and  Navigation  may  be  duly  observed  and  Com- 
ply: il  with,  and  that  no  one  may  plead  ignorance  thereof,  I  have  therefor 
though!  fit  to  issue  this  Proclamation,  hereby  requiring  and  Commanding 
all  Masters  of  Ships  or  other  Vessels  (except  Hi'?  Majesty's  Ships  or  Vessels 
of  War)  whether  in   His  Majesty's  service  or    not,    immediately  on    their 
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arrival  at  and  before  their  departure  from  the  Port  of  Quebec  to  any  other 
Port  or  place  in  this  Province  to  make  Report  of  their  Vessels,  and  at  the 
same  time  to  bring  Two  true  manifests  of  their  cargoes,  one  whereof  to  be 
delivered  to  the  Collector  of  His  Majesty's  Customs  of  this  Province,  and 
the  other  to  the  Comptroller  or  Searcher:  And  that  all  Merchants  or  others 
importing  or  expoiiing  goods  and  Merchandize  into  or  out  of  this  Province 
do  for  tlie  future  make  proper  entries  thereof  at  the  Custom  House,  agree- 
able to  the  farms  to  be  there  put  up  for  that  purpose,  before  lading  or  unlad- 
ing surh  goods  and  merchandize,  delivering  one  copy  to  the  Collector  and 
another  to  the  Comptroller  or  Searcher :  And  that  all  Masters  of  VeHsels, 
Merchants  or  other  persons  whom  it  doth  or  may  concern,  do  comply  with 
and  yield  Strict  Obedience  to  the  Several  acta  of  Trade  and  Navigation,  par- 
ticularly the  Acts  of  the  14th  of  Cha  :  II.  Chap  :  11,  and  the  7  and  8  of  Wil- 
liam III.  Chap.  22,  and  the  several  other  Acts  of  Parliament  since  made 
for  the  increasing  and  securing  revenues  of  the  Crown,  under  penalty  of 
incurring  the  Several  Forfeitures  in  the  Said  Acts  respectively  mentioned.

Whereas  at  the  Court  of  St.  -lames's,  the  22nd  Day  of  November,  1765, 
present  the  King's  Most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council,  the  report  of  the 
Ri}?ht  Honorable  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  of  Council  for  Plantation 
Affairs,  dated  the  19th  day  of  the  gaid  month  of  November,  in  the  same  year, 
was  read  at  the  Board  (amongst  other  things,  setting  forth),  That  whilst  the 
Colony  of  Quebec  wah  under  the  Uomiuiou  of  the  French  King,  certain 
revenues  were  raised  therein,  which  if  coutiiiued  would  probably  produce 
more  than  sufficient  to  defray  the  expense  of  the  Civil  Government  of  said 
colony;  it  being  most  certain.  That  all  the  Duties  payable  to  the  French  King 
before  the  Conquest  and  cession,  are  now  due  and  payable  to  and  vested  in 
His  Majesty  by  right  of  Conquest  at  t'ommon  Law,  which  Report  His 
Majesty  having  taken  into  consideration  was  pleased,  with  the  advice  of  His 
Privy  Council  to  approve  thereof,  and  to  order  that  the  Right  Honorable  the 
Lords  Commissioners  of  His  Majesty's  Treasury  do  give  instrurtions  to  the 
Receiver-General  of  the  Colony  of  Quebec  tn  receive  and  to  collect  uU,  or 
such  part  of  tlie  said  Revenues  (to  be  applied  to  defray  the  charges  of  Civil 
Government  of  the  said  Colony  and  to  any  other  use)  as  they  shall  think 
proper  and  expedient.  And  whereas  the  Right  Honorable  the  Lords  Com- 
missioners of  His  Majesty's  Treasury  have  by  their  instructions,  dated  at  the 
Treiisury  Chambers  at  Whitehall,  the  10th  day  of  March  last,  directed 
riuimtts  Mills,  Esq.,  His  Majesty's  Reorivcr-General  and  Collector  of  all  his 
Revenues  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  Ac,  to  receive  and  collect  all  Buch 
Duties  and  IJevenues  as  were  collerted  in  this  colony  when  under  the  Domin- 
ion of  the  French  King,  to  be  applied  to  defray  the  charges  of  the  Civil 
Government  thereof.

Council  of  this  Province,  do  hereby  strictly  cnjoine  and  Command  all  the 
inhabitants  of  the  same  to  avoid  every  occasion  of  giving  the  Indians  offence, 
and  to  treat  them  as  friends  and  brothers,  entitled  to  His  Majesty's  Royal 
Protection,  &  if  any  of  the  Said  inhabitants  have  made  any  Settlements  on 
the  Indian  Grounds,  to  abandon  them  without  delay,  under  pain  in  case  of 
failure  herein  of  being  prosecuted  as  Disturbers  of  the  Peace  of  the  Pro- 
vince, with  the  utmost  Rigour  of  the  Law.. 

And  to  the  end  that  the  persons  guilty  of  the  above  meuti'oned  Violencea 
may  be  speedily  discovered  &  brought  to  Justice,  His  Excellency  the  Lieu- 
teuant-Govemor  and  Council  of  the  Province  do  hereby  give  public  notice, 
[hat  ii  any  will  make  Discovery  of  any  Murther  or  Imprisonment,  or  other 
illegal  Violence,  committed  upon  any  of  the  Indians  on  the  Borders  of  this 
Province,  or  of  any  destruction  made  of  their  Houses,  Settlements,  or  Goods, 
or  of  any  violent  interruption  of  them  in  their  hunting  upon  the  grounds 
allotted  to  them  by  His  Majesty's  Royal  Proclamation,  dated  at  Saint 
James's,  the  Tth  Day  of  October,  1763,  or  of  any  Settlement  illegally  made 
by  any  of  His  Majesty's  Subjects  of  this  Province  on  the  said  grounds,  so 
that  any  of  the  said  Offenders  may  be  convicted  of  such  offence  upon  a  legal 
Prosecution,  the  Person  making  such  discovery  shall  upon  the  conviction  of 
the  Offender  receive  a  Reward  of  Fifty  Pounds.

INSTRUCTIONS  TO  GOVERNOR  CARLETON. 

(A.D.  1768.) 

Insthtctions  to  Our  Trusty  and  Well  beloved  Guy  Carleton  Esquire,  Our 
Captain  General  and  Governor  in  Chief  in  and  over  Our  Province  of 
Quebec  in  America  and  of  all  Our  Territories  Dependent  thereupon 
Given 

First — With  these  Instructions  You  will  receive  Our  Commission 
under  Our  Groat  Seal  of  Great  Britain,  constituting  You  Ovir  Captain 
General  and  Governor  in  Chief  in  and  Over  Our  Province  of  Quebec  in 
America,  bounded  on  the  Labrador  Coast  by  the  River  S*  John,  and  from 
thence  by  a  Line  drawn  from  the  Head  of  that  River  through  the  lake  S* 
John  to  the  South  End  of  the  Lake  Nipisson ;  from  whence  the  said  Line 
crossing  the  River  S'  Lawrence  and  the  Lake  Champlain  in  forty-five 
Degrees  of  North  Lalitude,  passes  along  the  Highlands  which  divide  the 
Rivers  that  Empty  themselves  into  the  said  River  S'  Lawrence  from  those 
which  fall  into  the  Sea,  and  also  along  the  North  Coast  of  the  Bay  des 
Chaleurs  and  the  Coast  of  the  Gulph  of  S*^  Lawrence  to  Cape  Rosieres  and 
from  thence  crossing  the  Mouth  of  the  River  S'  Lawrence  by  the  West  End 
of  the  Isl.Tnd  of  Anticosti,  terminates  at  the  aforesaid  River  S*'  John.  You 
arc  therefore  to  take  upon  you  the  Execution  of  the  Office  and  Trust  W© 
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have  reposed  in  You,  and  the  Administration  of  Government,  and  to  do 
and  Execute  all  things  in  due  manner  that  shall  belong  to  Your  Command 
accordinjj^  to  the  several  powers  and  Authorities  of  Our  said  Commission 
under  Our  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain  and  these  Our  Instructions  to  You, 
or  accordinpr  to  such  further  powers  and  Instruction  as  shall  at  any  time 
hereafter  be  Granted  or  appointed  Y'^ou  under  Our  Signet  and  Sign  Manual 
or  by  Our  Orders  in  Our  Privy  Council,  and  you  are  to  call  together  at 
Quebec,  which  We  do  appoint  to  be  the  place  of  Your  residence,  and  the 
principal  Seat  of  Government  the  followiufi;  persona  whom  We  do  hereby 
appoint  to  be  Our  Council  for  Our  said  Province  of  QueVec  viz^.  William 
Hey,  Our  Chief  Justice  of  Our  said  Province,  Hector  Theophilus  Cramahe, 
James  Goldfrap,  Hugh  Finlay,  Thomas  Mills,  Thomas  Dunn,  Walter 
Murray,  Samuel  Holland,  Francis  Mounier,  Benjamin  Price,  and  Colin 
Drumond  Esquires — It  is  nevertheless  Our  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  Our 
Chief  Justice  or  Chief  Justice  for  the  time  being  shall  not  be  capable  of 
taking  upon  him  the  Administration  of  the  Government  upon  your  Death 
or  Absence,  or  (he  Death  or  Absence  of  the  Commander  in  Chief  for  our 
said  province  for  the  time  being — 

2.  And  You  are  with  all  due  and  usual  Solcinuily  to  cause  Our  said 
Commission  to  be  read  and  published  at  the  said  meeting  of  Our  Council 
which  being  done,  You  shall  then  take  and  also  administer  to  each  of  the 
members  of  Our  said  Council,  the  Oaths  mentioned  in  an  Act  passed  in  the 
first  year  of  the  Reign  of  His  Majesty  King  George  the  first,  intitled  "An 
"Act  for  the  further  Security  of  His  Majeslys  person  and  Government, 
"and  the  Succession  of  the  Crown,  in  the  Heirs  of  the  late  Princess  Sophia 
"being  Proteatanta,  and  for  extinguishing  the  hopes  of  the  pretended 
"Prince  of  Wales  and  his  Open  and  secret  abettors,"  And  in  an  Act  passed 
in  the  sixth  Year  of  Our  Reign,  intitled,  "An  Act  altering  the  Oath  of 
"Abjuration  and  the  Assurance,  and  for  amending  so  much  of  An  Act  of 
"the  seventh  year  of  Her  late  Majesty  Queen  Anne,  Intituled,  An  Act  for 
"the  Improvement  of  the  Union  of  the  two  Kingdoms,  as,  after  the  time 
"therein  Limited  requires  the  Delivery  of  certain  Lists  and  Copies  therein 
"mentioned  to  r>ersons  Indicted  of  High  Treason  or  Misprision  of  Treason;'* 
as  also  make  and  Subscribe,  and  cause  them  to  make  and  Subscribe,  the 
Declaration  mentioned  in  an  Act  of  Parliament  made  in  the  25^*"  year  of 
the  Reign  of  King  Charles  the  second  intituled  "An  Act  for  preventing 
"Dangers  which  nvay  happen  from  Popish  Recusants" — And  You  and  every 
one  of  them  are  likewise  to  take  au  Oath  for  the  due  Execution  of  Your 
and  their  places  and  Trusts,  with  regard  to  Your  and  their  equal  and 
impartial  Administration  of  Justice;  And  You  are  also  to  take  the  Oath 
required  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  Years  of  the  Reign 
of  King  William  the  third  to  be  taken  by  Governors  of  Plantations  to  do 
their  Utmost  that  the  Laws  relating  to  the  plantations  be  observed. 

3.  And  that  We  may  be  always  Informed  of  the  Names  and  Characters 
of  persons  fit  to  Supply  the  Vacancies  w^hich  shall  happen  in  Our  said 
Council,  You  are  to  transmit  to  Us  by  One  of  Our  principal  Secretaries  of 
State  the  Names  and  Characters  of  three  persons  Inhabitants  of  Our  said 
province  who  You  shall  esteem  the  best  Qualified  for  (hat  Trust  and  You  are 
also  to  Transmit  a  Duplicate  of  the  said  Account  to  Our  Commissioners  for 
Trade  and  plantations  for  their  Information. 

4.  And  if  it  shall  at  any  time  happen,  that  by  the  Death,  Departure 
out  of  Our  said  province,  suspension  of  any  of  Our  said  Councellors,  or 
otherwise,  there  shall   be   a  Vacancy  in   Our  said   Council,   Our  Will  and 

^Pleasure  is  that  You  signify  the  same  to  Us,  by  One  of  Our  principal  Seo- 
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retariea  of  State,  by  the  first  Opportunity,  tliat  We  may  under  Our  Sign 
Manual,  constitute  and  appoint  othera  in  their  Stead;  to  which  end  You 
are  whenever  such  Vacancy  happens,  to  transmit  unto  Ua  by  One  of  Our 
principal  Secretaries  of  State,  the  Names  of  three  or  more  persons,  Inhabit- 
ants of  Our  said  province  whom  you  shall  esteem  best  Qualified,  for  such 
Trust,  and  you  are  also  to  Transmit  duplicates  of  such  Accounts  to  Our 
Commissiuners  for   Trade   and  plantations   for   their  Information. 

5.  But  that  Our  Affairs  may  not  Suffer  for  want  of  a  due  number  of 
Councillors;  if  ever  it  shall  happen  that  there  be  less  than  Seven  residing 
in  Our  said  province.  We  do  hereby  give  and  grant  unto  You  the  said 
Guy  Corleton  full  power  and  Authority  to  chuse  as  many  persons  out  of 
the  principal  Inhabitants  of  our  said  province,  as  will  make  up  the  full 
number  of  the  Council  to  be  seven  and  no  more,  which  persons  so  chosen 
and  appointed  by  You,  shall  be  to  all  Intents  and  purposes,  Councillors 
in  Our  said  Province  'till  either  they  shall  be  confirmed  by  Us,  or,  by  the 
Nomination  of  others  by  Us  under  Our  Sign  Manual  and  Signet,  Our  said 
Council  shall  have  seven,  or  more  persons  in  it. 

6.  And  it  is  Our  Will  and  Pleas\ire,  that  You  do,  and  You  are  hereby 
Authorized  and  Impowered  to  Suspend  and  amove  any  of  the  Members  of 
Our  said  Council,  from  Sitting,  Voting,  and  Assisting  therein,  if  You  shall 
find  just  Cause  for  so  doing,  and  to  appoint  othera  in  their  Stead  until  Our 
pleasure  shall  be  known,  It  is  nevertheless  Our  Will  and  Pleasure,  that 
You  do  not  Suspend  or  Remove  any  of  the  Members  of  Our  Council  when 
they  shall  have  been  Confirmed  by  Us  as  aforessaid,  without  good  and  suffi- 
cient cause,  nor  without  the  Consent  of  the  Majority  of  the  said  Council, 
signified  in  Council,  after  due  Examination  of  the  Charge  tigainst  such 
Councillor,  and  his  Answer  thereunto;  and  in  Case  of  suspension  of  any  of 
them.  You  are  to  cause  Your  Reasons  for  so  doing,  together  with  the 
Charges  and  proofs  against  such  person,  and  his  Answer  thereto  be  duly 
entered  upon  the  Council-Books,  And  forthwith  to  transmit  Copies  thereof 
to  Us,  by  one  of  Our  principal  Secretaries  of  State,  and  also  Duplicates  to 
Our  Commissioners  for  Trade  and  Plantations  for  their  Information  never- 
theless if  it  should  happen  that  You  should  have  Reasons  for  Suspending 
any  of  the  said  Persons,  not  fit  to  be  communicated  to  the  Council,  You 
may  in  that  Case  suspend  such  person  without  the  Consent  of  Our  said 
Council ;  but  You  are  thereupon  immediately  to  send  to  Us  by  One  of  Our 
principal  Secretaries  of  State  An  A.ccount  of  Your  proceedings  therein, 
together  with  Your  Reasons  at  large  for  such  suspension  as  also  your 
Reasons  at  large  for  not  communicating  the  same  to  the  Council  and 
Duplicates  thereof  by  the  first  opportunity  and  you  are  also  to  transmit 
a  Duplicate  of  such  Account  to  Our  Commissioners  for  Trade  and  planta- 
tions for  their  Information. 

7.  Whereas  We  are  Sensible  that  Effectiml  Care  ought  to  be  taken  to 
oblige  the  Members  of  Our  Council  to  a  due  attendance  therein,  in  order 
to  prevent  the  many  Inconveniences  that  may  happen  for  the  want  of  a 
Quorum  of  the  Council  to  transact  business  as  occasion  may  require;  It  is 
Our  Will  and  Pleasure  that  if  any  of  tho  Members  of  Our  said  Council 
shall  hereafter  absent  themselves  from  the  said  Province  and  Continue 
alwent  above  the  Space  of  Six  Months  together,  without  leave  from  you, 
or  from  Our  Commander  in  Chief  of  Our  said  Province  for  the  time  being 
first  obtained,  under  your  or  his  Hand  and  Seal,  or  shall  remain  absent  for 
the  Space  of  One  Year  without  Our  Leave  given  them  under  Our  Royal 
Signet  and  Sign  Manual  their  place  or  places  in  the  said  Council  shall 
immediately  thereupon  become  Void ;   and  that  if  any  of  the  members  of 
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^M  Our  said  Council,  then   residing  in  the  province  under  Your  {fovemment 

^B  shall  hereafter  wilfully  absent  themselves  when   duly  summoned,    without 

^P  a  just  and  lawful  Cause    and    shall   persist  therein    after  admonition,  you

^M  pleasure  be  known  giving    Us  timely  notioe    thereof ;  And  We    do  hereby 

^1  Will  and  Eequire  You   that  this  Our  Royal  Pleasure  be  Signified  to  the 

^B  several    Members   of  Our   Council  aforesaid,  and   entered    in  the    Council- 

^M  Books  of  the  province  under  Your  Government  as  a  Standing  rule — 

^M  8.  You  are  forthwith  to  communicate  «uch  and  so  many  of  these  Our 

^B  Instructions  to  Our  said  Council,   wherein  their  Advice   and  Consent  are 

^H  mentioned  to  be  requisite,  as  likewise  all  such  others,  from  time  to  time, 

^1  as  You  shall  find  Convenient  for  Our  Service  to  be  Imparted  to  them — 

^m  9.  You  are  to  permit  the  Members  of  Our. said  Council  to  have  and 

^B  Enjoy  freedom  of  Debate  and  Vote  in  all  Affairs  of  publick  concern  that 

^B  may  be  debated  in  Council— 

H  10.  And  Whereas  it  is  directed  by  Our  Commission  to  You  under  Our 

H  Great  Seal,  that  as  soon  as  the  Situation  and  Circumstances  of  Our  said 

H  Province  will  admit  thereof  You   shall  with  the  Advice  of  Our  Council, 

H  Summon  and  call  a  general  Assembly  of  the  Freeholders  of  our  said  pro- 

H  vince,  You  are  therefore  as  soon  as  the  more  pressing  Affairs  of  Govem- 

H  meut  will  allow,  to  give  all  possible  attention  to  the  carrying  this  Import- 

^^  ant  Object  into  Execution,  but  as  it  may  be  Impracticable  for  the  present 

H  to  form  such  an   Establishment  You  are  in  the  mean  time  to  make  such 

H  Rules  and  Regulations  by  the  Advice  of  Our  said  Council  as  shall  appear 

^B  to  be  necessary  for  the  peace.  Order  and  good  government  of  our  said  pro-

H  appointed,  the  following  Regulations  be  carefully  observed  in  the  framing

H  That  the  Stile  of  Enacting  the  said  Laws.  Statutes  and  Ordinances  be  by

H  matter  be  provided  for  by  a  different  Law  without  including  in  one  and  the 

H  same    Act,    such    things     as    have    no     proper    relation    to    each    other; — 

H  That  no  Clause  be  inserted  in  any  Act  or  Ordinance  which  shall  lie  foreign 

H  to  what  the  title  of  it  Imports  and  that  no  perpetual  Clause  be  part  of  any 

H  temporary  Law ; — That  no  Law  or  Ordinance  whatever  be  suspended,  alter- 

H  ed   Continued,  revived  or  repealed   by  general   Words;  but   that   the  title 

H  aad  Date  of  such  Law  or  Ordinance  bo  particularly  mentioned  in  the  enact- 

H  ine  part; — That  no  Law  or  Ordinance  respecting  private  property  be  passed 

^  without  a   Clause  suspending   it's    Execution,    until  Our    Royal  Will  and 
pleasure  is  known,  nor  without  a  Saving  of  the  Right  of  Us,   Our  Heirs 

I  and  Successors,  and  of  all  Bodies  Politick  and  Corporate,  and  of  all  other 
persons  except  such  as  are  mentioned  in  the  said  Law  or  Ordinance,  and 
those  claiming  by,  from,  or  under  them,  and  before  such  Law  or  Ordinance 
is  passed,  proof  must  be  made  before  You  in  Council  and  Entered  in  the 
Council-Books,  that  Publick  Notification  was  made  of  the  partys  Intention 
to  apply  for  such  Act  in  the  several  parish  Churches,  where  the  Lands 
/a   Queation  lye  for   three  Sundays  at   least  auccessively  before   any  such 
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Law  or  Ordinance  shall  be  proposed;  and  you  ure  to  triiasmit  and  Annex 
to  the  said  Law  or  Ordinance  a  Certificate  under  your  Hand  that  the  same 
passed  through  all  the  Forms  above  mentioned;  That  in  all  Laws  or  Ordin- 
ances for  the  Levying  Money,  or  Imposing  Fines,  forfeitures  or  penalties, 
express  mention  be  made,  that  the  same  is  granted  or  reserved  to  Us  Otir 
Heirs  and  Successors  fur  the  Publick  Uses  of  the  said  province,  and  the 
Support  of  the  Government  thereof,  as  by  the  said  Law  or  Ordinance 
shall  be  directed;  and  that  a  clause  be  Inserted,  declaring  that  the  Money 
arising  by  the  Operation  of  the  said 'Law  or  Ordinance  shall  be  accounted 
for  unto  Us  in  this  Kingdom,  and  to  Our  Commissioners  of  the  Treasury 
or  Our  High  Treasurer  for  the  Time  being  and  audited  by  Our  Auditor 
General  of  our  Plantations  or  his  Deputy — That  all  such  Laws,  Statutes  > 
and  Ordinances  be  transmitted  by  You  within  three  Months  after  their 
passing  or  sooner  if  opportunity  oflFers,  to  Us,  by  One  of  Our  principal 
Secretaries  of  State  and  Duplicates  thereof  to  Our  Commissioners  for  Trade 
and  plantations  for  their  Information — That  they  be  fairly  abstracted  in 
th6  Margenls  and  accompanied  with  very  full  and  particular  observations 
upon  each  of  them  (that  is  to  say)  whether  the  same  is  Introductive  of  a 
new  Law,  Declaratory  of  a  former  Law,  or  does  repeal  a  Law  then  in  being 
And  you  are  also  to  transmit  in  the  fullest  manner  the  Reasons  and 
Occasion  for  Enacting  such  Laws  or  Ordinances  together  with  fair  Copies 
of  the  Journals  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  and  Assembly  which  You 
are  to  require  from  the  Clerks  of  the  said  Council  and  Assembly ' 

11.  And  to  the  End  that  nothing  may  be  passed  or  done  to  the  pre- 
judice of  the  true  Interests  of  this  Our  Kingdom  the  Just  Rights  of  Us  Our 
Heirs  and  Successors  or  the  property  of  Our  Subjects  It  is  Our  Express 
Will  and  pleasure,  That  no  Law  whatsoever  which  shall  in  any  wise  tend 
to  Affect  the  Commerce  or  Shipping  of  this  Kingdom,  or  which  shall  any  ' 
ways  relate  to  the  Rights  and  prerogative  of  Our  Crown  or  the  property  of 
Our  Subjects  or  which  shall  be  of  an  Unusual  or  Extraordinary  Nature 
be  finally  ratified  or  Assented  to  by  You,  until  You  shall  have  first  trans- 
mitted unto  Us  by  one  of  Our  principal  Secretaries  of  State,  and  to  Our 
Commissioners  for  Trade  and  plantations  for  their  Information  a  Draught 
of  such  Law,  and  shall  have  received  Our  Directions  thereupon  Unless  You 
take  Care  that  a  Clause  be  luserted  therein,  suspending  and  Deferring  the 
Execution  thereof  until  Our  pleasure  is  known  concerning  the  same. — 

12.  And  Whereas  Laws  have  formerly  been  Enacted  in  several  of  Our 
Plantations  in  America  for  so  short  a  time  that  Our  Royal  Assent  or  Re- 
fusal thereof  could  not  bo  had  before  the  time  for  which  such  Laivs  wert* 
Enacted  did  expire.  You  shall  not  give  Your  Assent  to  any  Law  that  shall 
be  Enacted  for  a  less  time  than  two  Years,  except  in  Cases  of  imminent 
Necessity,  or  imminent  temporary  expediency  and  You  shall  not  re-enact 
any  Law  to  which  Our  Assent  shall  have  been  once  refused,  without  Ex- 
press leave  for  that  purpose  first  obtained  from  Us  upon  a  full  representa- 
tion by  You  to  be  made  to  Us  by  One  of  Our  principal  Secretaries,  and  to 
Our  Commi-ssiouers  for  Trade  and  Plantations  for  their  Information,  of 
th«  Reasons  and  necessitj-  for  passing  siich  Law;  nor  give  Your 
Assent  to  any  Law  for  repealing  any  other  Law,  which  shall  have  passed 
in  Your  Government,  and  shall  have  n'ceived  Our  Royal  Approbation  unless 
Yiiu  take  Care  that  there  be  a  Clause  inserted  therenu  "i^uspending  and 
Deferring  the  Execution  thereof  until  Our  pleasure  shall  be  known  con- 
cerning the  same — 

13.  And  We  do  particularly  re'fuire  you  to  tukv  eaxv?,  WivV  \wit  "^^«:3%.% 
of  Account*  of  all  lieceipU  and   Payments  oi  a\\  pv\\A\cV  "^owe^j  "Vs^t  ^"<^"^ 
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kept,  and  the  truth  thereof  attested  upon  Oath  and  tliat  all  such  Accounta 
be  audited  and  attested  by  Our  Auditor  General  of  our  plantations  or  Lis 
Deputy,  who  is  to  Trunsruit  Copies  thereof  to  Our  Commisaionere  of  Our 
Treasury,  or  to  Our  High  Treasurer  for  the  time  being  And  that  You  do 
every  half  Year  or  ofteuer,  send  another  Copy  thereof.  Attested  by  Your- 
self to  Our  Commissioners  for  Trade  and  plantations,  and  duplicates  thereof 
by  the  next  Conveyance;  in  which  Books  shall  be  specified,  every  particular 
Sum  raised  or  Disposed  of  together  with  the  Names  of  the  persons  to  whom 
any  payment  shall  be  made,  to  the  Ehd  We  may  be  satisfied  of  the  Right 
and  due  application  of  the  Revenue  of  Our  said  province  with  the  probability 
of  the  Increase  or  diminution  of  it  under  every  head  and  Article  thereof. 

14.  And  Whereas  the  Members  of  several  Assemblies  in  the  planta- 
tions have  frequently  Assumed  to  themselves  privileges  no  ways  belonging 
to  them  especially  of  being  protected  from  Suits  at  Law  during  the  Term 
they  remain  of  the  Assembly  to  the  great  prejudice  of  their  Creditors 
and  the  Obstruction  of  Justice;  and  some  Assemblies  have  presumed  to 
adjourn  themselves  at  pleasure  without  leave  from  Our  Governor  first 
obtained;  and  others  have  taken  upon  themselves  the  sole  framing  of 
Money  Bills,  refusing  to  let  the  Council  Alter  or  amend  the  same;  all  which 
practices  are  very  detrimental  to  Our  Prerogative.  If  therefore  you  find 
that  the  Members  of  Our  Province,  of  Quebec  Insist  upon  any  of  the  said 
Privileges,  You  are  to  .signify  to  them  that  it  is  Our  Express  Will  and 
Pleasure,  that  You  do  not  allow  any  protection  to  any  member  of  the  Coun- 
cil or  Assembly  further  than  in  their  persons,  and  that  only  during  the 
sitting  of  the  Assembly,  and  that  You  do  not  allow  them  to  adjourn  them- 
selves otherwise  than  de  diem,  except  Sundays  and  Holidays,  without 
Leave  from  you  or  the  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  time  being  first  obtain- 
ed:  It  is  also  Our  further  pleasure  that  the  Council  have  the  liie  power 
of  framing  Money  Bills  as  the  Assembly. — 

15.  And  Whereas  by  Our  aforesaid  Commission  under  Our  Great  Seal 
nf  Great  Britain,  You  are  authorized  and  impowered  with  the  Advice  and 
Consent  of  Our  Council  to  Constitute  and  appoint  Courts  of  Judicature  and 
Justice;  It  is  therefore  Our  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  You  do  as  soon  as 
possildc  apply  Your  attention  to  these  great  and  Important  Objects  and 
that  in  forming  the  nece.ssary  Establishments  for  this  purpose.  You  do  con- 
sider what  has  been  Established  in  this  respect  in  Our  other  Colonies  in 
America  more  particularly  in  Our  Colony  of  Nova  Scotia — 

16.,  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  is,  that  You  or  the  Commander  in  Chief 
for  the  time  b-eing  do  in  all  civil  Cases,  on  application  being  made  to  You 
or  the  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  time  being  for  that  purpose,  permit 
and  allow  appeals  from  any  of  the  Courts  of  Common  Law  in  Our  said  Pro- 
vince until  You  or  the  Commander  in  Chief,  and  the  Council  of  the  -said 
Province,  and  You  are  for  that  purpose  to  Issue  a  Writ  in  the  manner 
which  has  been  usually  arrustomed,  returnable  before  Yourself  and  the 
Council  of  the  said  province,  who  are  to  proceed  to  hear  and  Determine 
such  Appeal,  wherein  such  of  the  said  Council,  as  shall  be  at  that  Time 
Judges  of  the  Court  from  whence  such  appeal  shall  be  made  to  You  Our 
Captain  General,  or  to  the  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  time  being  and  to 
Our  said  Council  as  aforesaid  shall  not  be  admitted  to  Vote'  upon  the  suid 
Appeal,  but  they  may  nevedheless  bo  present  at  the  hearing  thereof,  to 
give  the  R<»ason8  of  the  Judgment  given  by  them,  in  the  Causes  wherein 
such  Appeal  shall  be  made  provided  nevertheless  that  in  all  such  appeals 
the  Sum  or  Value  appealed  for  do  exceed  the  sum  of  three  hundred  pounds 
iSterling,  and  that  Security  be  first  duly  given  by  the  Appellant  to  Answer 
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such  Charges  as  shall  be  awarded  in  Case  the  first  Sentence  be  affirmed; 
and  if  either  party  shall  not  rest  satisfied  with  the  Judgment  of  You  or  the 
Commander  in  Chief  for  the  time  being  and  Council  as  aforesaid,  Our  Will 
and  Pleasure  is  that  they  may  then  appeal  unto  Us  in  Our  Privy  Council; 
Provided  the  Sum  or  Value  so  appealed  for  unto  Ca  do  exceed  five  hundred 
pounds  Sterling,  and  that  such  appeal  be  made  within  fourteen  Days  after 
Sentence  and  good  secxirity  given  by  the  Appellant,  that  he  will  Efi'ectually 
prosecute  the  same  and  answer  the  Condemnation  as  also  pay  such  Costs 
and  Damages  as  shall  be  awarded  by  Us  in  Case  the  sentence  of  Tou  or  the 
Commander  in  Chief  for  the  time  being  and  Council  be  affirmed;  provided 
nevertheless  where  the  matter  in  Question  relates  to  the  taking  or  Demand- 
ing any  Duly  payable  to  Us  or  to  any  Fee  of  Office,  or  annual  Rents  or 
other  such  like  matter  or  thing  where  the  Rights  in  futurje  may  be  bound 
iu  all  such  Cases  You  are  to  iidmit  An  Appeal  to  Us  in  Our  privy  Council, 
though  the  Immediate  Sum  or  Value  appealed  for  be  of  less  Value;  And  it 
is  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  in  all  places  where,  by  Your  In- 
structions you  are  to  admit  Appeals  unto  Ua  in  Our  privy  Council,  execu- 
tion be  suspended  until  the  final  Determination  of  such  Appeal,  unless 
good  and  sufficient  Security  be  given  by  the  Appellee  to  make  ample  Resti- 
tution of  all  that  the  Appellants  shall  have  lost  by  means  of  such  Decree 
or  Judgment  in  Case  upon  the  Determination  of  such  Appeal  such  Decree 
or  Judgment  should  be  reversed  and  restitution  ^warded  to  the  Appellant. 

17.  You  are  also  to  admit  Appeals  unto  Us  in  Our  privy  Council  in 
all  Cases  of  Fines  Imposed  for  Misdemeanours  provided  the  Fines  so 
Imposed,  Amount  to  or  Exceed  One  hundred  pounds  Sterling;  the  Appell- 
ant first  giving  good  Security,  that  he  will  Effectually  prosecute  the  same, 
and  aus%ver  the  Condemnation  If  the  Sentence  by  which  such  fine  was 
Imposed  in  Quebec  shall  be  Confirmed. 

18.  You  are.  with  the  advice  and  Consent  of  Our  Council  in  the  Province 
under  Your  government  to  take  Especial  care  to  regulate  all  Salaries  and 
fees  belonging  to  places,  or  paid  upon  Emergencies,  that  they  be  within 
the  bounds  of  Moderation,  and  that  no  Exaction  be  made  on  any  Occasion 
whatsoever;  as  also  that  Tables  of  all  Fees  be  publickly  hung  up  in  all  places 
where  such  Fees  are  to  be  paid  and  You  are  to  transmit  Copies  of  all  such 
Tables  of  Fees  unto  Us  by  One  of  o\ir  principal  Secretaries  of  State  and 
duplicates  thereof  to  Our  Commissioners  for  Trade  and  Plantations  for  their 
Information — 

19.  It  is  Our  Express  Will  and  Pleasure  that  Y''ou  do  by  the  first  Oppor- 
tunity and  with  all  convenient  Speed  transmit  unto  Us  by  One  of  Our  prin- 
cipal Secretaries  of  State  and  duplicates  thereof  to  Our  Commissioners  for 
trade  and  plantation  for  thoir  Information  Authentick  Copies  of  all  Acts, 
Orders,  Grants,  Comrais-sions  or  other  powers  by  virtue  of  which  any  Courts, 
Offices,  Jurisdiclinns,  pleas,  Authorities,  Fees  and  privileges,  have  been 
Settled  or  Established,  for  our  Confirmation  or  Disallowance;  and  in  case  all 
or  any  of  them  shall  at  any  time  or  times  be  disallowed  and  not  approved 
then  such  and  so  many  as  shall  be  disallowed  and  not  approved,  and  so 
Signified  by  Us  shall  cease,  determine  and  be  no  longer  continued  or  put  in 
practice. — 

20.  You  shall  not  appoint  any  person  to  be  a  judge  or  Justice  of  the 
peace,  without  the  advice  and  Consent  of  the  ^fajority  of  the  Members  of 
Our  Council,  present  in.  nor  shall  Y''ou  Execute  yourself  or  by  Deputy  any 
of  the  said  Offices;  and  it  is  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure  that  all  Com- 
missions to  be  Granted  by  Y'^ou  to  any  person  or  persons  to  be  Judges  or 
Justices  of  the  peace,  or  other  necessary  officers,  be  granted  during  pleasure 
onlv — 
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21.  You  shall  not  displace  any  of  the  Judges  Justices  of  the  peace  or 
Other  Officers  or  Ministers  without  good  and  sufficient  Cause,  which  You 
shall  Signify  in  the  fullest  and  most  Distinct  manner  to  Us  by  one  of  our 
principal  Secretaries  of  State  and  to  Our  Commissioners  for  Trade  and 
Plantations  for  their  Information — 

22.  And  Whereas  frequent  Complaints  have  heretofore  been  made  of 
Great  Delays  and  undue  proceedings  in  the  Courts  of  Justice  in  several  of 
Our  plantations,  whereby  many  of  Our  Good  Subjects  have  very  much 
Suffered,  And  it  being  of  the  greatest  Importance  lo  Our  Service* and  to 
the  Welfare  of  Our  Plantations  that  Justice  be  every  where  speedily  and 
Duly  administered,  and  that  all  Disorders  Delays  and  other  undue  practices, 
in  the  administration  thereof  be  Effectually  prevented;  We  do  particularly 
require  You  to  take  Especial  Care,  that  in  all  Courts,  where  you  are  Author- 
ized to  preside,  Justice  be  Impartially  administered,  and  that  in  all  other 
Courts,  established  within  Our  said  Province  all  Judges  and  other  persons 
therein  concerned  do  likewise  perform  their  several  Duties  without  any 
Delay  or  partiality. 

23.  You  are  to  take  Care,  that  all  Writs  be  issued  in  Our  Name  through- 
out  the  Province  under  Your  Government. 

24.  Whereas  there  are  several  Offices  in  Our  plantations  Granted  under 
the  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain,  and  Our  Service  may  be  very  much  pre- 
judiced by  reason  of  the  abeence  of  the  Patentees,  and  by  their  appointing 
Deputies  not  fit  to  officiate  in  their  Stead,  You  are  therefore  to  Inspect 
Buch  of  the  said  Offices  as  are  in  the  province  under  Your  Government,  and 
to  Enquire  into  the  Capacity  and  behaviour  of  the  persons  exercising  them, 
and  to  report  thereupon  to  Us  by  One  of  Our  principal  Secretaries  of  State 
and  to  Our  Commissioners  for  Trade  and  Plantations  what  You  think  fit  to 
be  done  or  Altered  in  Relation  thereunto;  and  You  are  upon  the  misbe- 
haviour of  any  of  the  said  Patentees  of  their  Deputies  to  Suspend  them 
from  the  Execution  of  their  Office  '(ill  You  shall  have  represented  the  whole 
matter  unto  Us  as  aforesaid  and  received  our  Directions  therein  And  in  Case 
of  the  Death  of  any  such  Deputy,  It  is  Our  Express  Will  and  pleasure, 
that  you  take  Care,  that  the  person  appointed  to  Execute  the  place  until 
the  patentee  can  be  Informed  thereof  and  appoint  another  Deputy,  do  givw 
sufficient  Security  to  the  patentee,  or,  in  Case  of  Suspension  to  the  person 
Suspended  to  bo  answerable  to  him  for  the  profit"  accruing  during  such 
Interval  by  death  or  during  Suspension,  in  Case  We  shall  think  fit  to  restore 
the  person  Suspended  to  his  place  again — It  is  nevertheless  Our  Will  and 
pleasure  that  the  person  Executing  the  place  during  such  Interval,  by  Death 
or  Suspension  .shall  for  his  Encouragement  receive  the  same  Profits  as  the 
person  suspended  or  dead  did  receive;  And  it  is  Our  further  Will  and 
Pleasure,  that,  in  Case  of  a  Suspension  of  a  patentee,  the  person  appointed 
by  You  to  Execute  the  office  during  such  Suspension  shall  receive  a  Moiety 
of  the  profits  which  would  otherwise  become  due  to  such  patentee,  giving 
Security  to  such  patentee  to  be  answerable  to  him  for  the  other  Moiety,  in 
Case  We  shall  think  tit  to  restore  him  to  his  Office  again,  And  it  is  Our 
further  Will  and  pleasure,  that  You  do  countenance  and  give  all  due  En- 
couragement to  all  Our  Patent  Officers  in  the  Enjoyment  of  their  legal  and 
Accustomed  Fees,  Rights  privileges  and  Emoluments  according  to  the  true 
Intent  and  meaning  of  their  patents — 

25.  You  shall  not  by  Colour  of  any  power  or  Authority  hereby  or  other- 
wise Granted  or  mentioned  to  bo  Granted  unto  You,  take  upon  You  to  give, 
grant  or  Dispose  of  any  office  or  plare  within  Our  Raid  Province  which  now 
U  or  shall  le  Granted  iCnder  the  Great  Seal  of  this  Kingdom,  or  to  which 
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any  person  is  or  shall  lie  appuintod  by  Warrant  under  Our  Signet  and  Sign 
Munual,  any  further  than  that  You  may,  upon  the  Vacancy  of  any  such 
Offire  or  place,  or  upon  Ihe  Suspension  of  any  such  Officer  hy  you,  as  afore- 
said put  in  any  fit  person  to  Officiate  in  the  Interval  'till  You  shall  have 
represented  the  matter  unto  Us  by  one  of  our  principal  Secretaries  of  State; 
and  to  Our  Commissioners  for  Trade  and  Plantations,  for  their  Information 
ns  aforesaid,  which  You  are  to  do  by  the  first  Opportunity,  and  'till  the  said 
Office  or  place  be  disposed  of  by  Ua  Our  Heirs  or  Successors  under  the  Great 
Seal  of  this  Kingdom,  or  until  some  person  nhall  be  ai)pointed  thereto  by 
Warrant  under  Our  Signet  and  Sign  Manual  or  Our  further  Directions  he 
given  therein — 

26.  And  Whereas  several  Complaints  have  been  made  by  the  Officers 
of  Our  Customs  in  Our  plantations  in  America,  that  they  have  frequently 
been  obliged  to  serve  as  Jurors,  and  personally  to  Appear  in  Arms  when- 
ever the  Militia  is  drawn  Out  and  thereby  are  much  hindred  in  the  I'^xecii- 
tion  of  their  Employments,  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  is  that  You  take  Effectual 
Care  and  give  the  necessary  Directions  that  the  several  officers  of  Our 
Customs  be  Excused  and  exempted  from  serving  on  any  Juries,  or  perstmally 
appearing  in  Arms  in  the  Militia,  unless  in  Cases  of  absolute  Necessity  or 
8er\-ing  any  parochial  Offices  which  may  hinder  them  in  the  Execution  of 
their  Duty — 

27.  And  Whereas  We  have  Stipulated  by  the  late  Definitive  Treaty 
of  Peace  concluded  at  Paris  the  10'*»  Uay  of  February  1763  to  Grant  the 
Liberty  of  the  Cntholick  Religion  to  the  Inhabitants  of  Canada,  and  that 
We  will  consequently  give  the  most  precise,  and  most  Effectual  Orders, 
that  Our  New  Roman  Caitholick  Subjects  in  that  Province  may  profess  the 
Worship  of  their  Religion  according  to  the  Rites  of  the  Romish  Church, 
as  far  as  the  Laws  of  Great  Britain  permit;  It  is  therefore  Our  Will  and 
Pleasure  that  You  do  in  all  things  regarding  the  said  Inhabitants  Conform 
with  Great  Exactness  to  the  Stipulations  of  the  said  Treaty  in  this  respect — 

28.  You  are  ae  soon  as  possible  to  Summon  the  Inhabitants  to  meet 
together  at  such  time  or  times,  place  or  places,  as  You  shall  find  Convenient 
in  Order  to  take  the  Oath  of  Allegiance,  and  make  and  Subscribe  the  Declara- 
tion of  Abjuration  mentioned  in  the  aforesaid  Act  passed  in  the  first  Year 

'of  the  Reign  of  King  George  the  1"  for  the  further  Security  of  His  Msijestys 
'person  and  Government,  and  the  Succession  of  the  Crown  in  the  Heirs  of 
the  late  Princess  Sophia,  being  Pmtestants,  and  for  Extinguishing  the 
Hopes  of  the  pretended  Prince  of  Wales  and  his  Open  and  Secret  Aliettors, 
and  in  the  aforesaid  Act  passed  in  the  Sixth  Year  of  Our  Reign  for  Altering 
the  Oath  of  Abj\iration  and  the  Assurance  and  for  amending  so  much  of  an 
Act  of  the  seventh  Year  of  her  late  Majesty  Queen  Anne  Intitled  An  Act  for 
the  Improvement  of  the  Union  of  the  two  Kingdoms  as  after  the  time  therein 
Liniitted  requires  the  Delivery  of  certain  Lists  and  Copies  therein  men- 
tionetl  to  persons  Indicted  of  High  Treason,  or  Misprision  of  Treason;  which 
Oath  shall  be  Administered  to  them  by  such  person  or  persons  as  Y'ou  shall 
Com  mission  ate  for  that  purpose,  and  in  Case  any  of  the  said  French  Inhabit- 
ants shall  refuse  to  take  the  said  Oath  and  make  and  Subscribe  the  Declara- 
tion of  Abjuration  as  aforesaid,  You  are  to  cause  them  forthwith  to  Depart 
out  of  Our  said  Government — 

29.  And  it  is  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure  that  all  such  Inhabitants 
professing  the  Religion  of  the  Romish  Church,  do  at  all  meetings,  or  at 
nu'h  other  time  or  times  You  shall  think  proper  and  in  the  manner  you  shall 
think  least  alarming  and  Inconvenient  to  the  said  Inhabitants  Deliver  in 
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upon  Oafh  an  Exact  Account  of  all  Arms  and  Ammunition  of  every  sort 
in  their  Actual  possession,  and  so  from  time  to  time,  of  what  they  shall 
receive  into  their  Possession  as  aforesaid — 

30.  You  arc  as  soon  as  possible  to  Transmit  lo  Us  by  one  of  Our  prin- 
cipal Serrelaries  of  State,  and  to  Our  Commissioners  for  Trade  and  planta- 
tions for  their  Information,  an  Exact  and  particular  Account  of  the  Nature 
and  Constitution  of  the  several  Relijifious  Coram\inities  of  1he  Romish 
Church,  their  Rights  claims  privileges  and  property,  and  also  the  Number 
Situation  and  Revenues  of  the  several  Churches  heretofore  established  in 
Our  said  province  together  with  the  Number  of  Priests  or  Curates  Officiat- 
ing in  such  Churches — 

31.  You  are  not  in  admit  of  any  Ecclesiastical  Jurisdiction  of  the  See 
of  Rome  or  anj'  other  foreign  Eodesiasiical  Jurisdiction  whatever  in  the 
province  under  Your  Government  — 

32.  And  to  the  End  that  the  Church  of  England  may  be  Established 
both  in  principles  and  practice,  and  that  the  said  Inhabitants  may  by  Degrees 
be  Induced  to  Embrace  the  Protestant  Religion,  and  that  their  Children 
be  brought  up  in  the  principles  of  it  We  do  hereby  declare  it  to  be  Our 
Intention,  when  the  said  Province  shall  have  been  accurately  Surveyed 
and  Divided  in  Townships,  Districts  precincts  or  parishes  in  such  manner 
as  shall  be  herein  after  directed,  all  possible  Encouragement  shall  be  given 
t«)  the  Erecting  protestant  Schools  in  the  said  Districts  Townships  and  pre- 
cincts by  Settling  appointing  and  Allotting  proper  Quantities  of  Land  for 
that  purpose;  and  also  for  a  Glelie  and  maintenance  for  a  Protestant  Minister 
and  protestant  SchoolMasters;  and  You  are  to  Consider  and  to  Report  to 
Us.  by  one  of  Our  principal  Secretaries  of  State  and  to  Our  Commissioners 
for  Trade  and  Plantations  for  their  Information,  by  what  other  means  the 
Protestant  Religion  may  lie  promoted,  established,  and  Encouraged  in  Our 
said  province  under  Your  Government. 

33.  And  You  are  to  take  especial  Care  that  God  Almighty  be  devoutly 
and  duly  served  throughout  Your  Government ;  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer 
as  by  Law  Established  read  each  Sunday  and  Holiday;  and  the  blessed 
Sacrament  administered  according  to  the  Rights  of  the  Church  of  England — 

34.  You  are  not  to  prefer  any  Protestant  Minister  to  any  Eccltfsiastical 
Benefice  in  the  Province  under  your  Government  without  a  Certificate  from 
the  Right  Revtrend  Father  in  God  the  Lord  Bisliop  of  London,  of  his  being 
Conformable  to  the  Doctrine  and  Discijdinc  of  the  Church  of  England,  and 
of  good  Life  and  Conversation — And  if  any  person  hereafter  preferred  to  a 
Benefice  shall  appear  to  You  to  give  Scandal  either  by  his  Doctrine  and 
aianners  You  are  to  use  the  best  means  for  his  Removal. 

35.  You  are  to  give  Orders  forthwith  that  every  Orthodox  Minister 
within  Your  Governjnent  be  one  of  the  Vestry  in  his  respective  parish,  anil 
that  no  Vestry  lie  held  without  him,  except  in  Case  of  Sickness  or  after 
Notice  of  a  Vestry  Summoned  he  omit  to  come — 

36.  And  to  the  End  that  the  Ecclesiastical  Jurisdictitm  of  the  Lord 
Bishop  of  Loudon  may  take  place  in  Our  Province  under  your  Government 
as  far  us  conveniently  may  be,  We  do  think  fit  that  You  give  all  Counten- 
ance and  Encouragement  lo  the  Exercise  of  the  same,  excepting  only  the 
collating  to  Benefices,  granting  Licenses  for  Marriage  and  probates  of  Wills 
which  We  have  reserved  to  You  our  Governor  and  to  the  Commander  in 
Chief  uf  Our  said  province  for  the  time  being — 

37.  And  We  do  further  Direct  that  no  Schoolmaster  who  shall  arrive 
in  Our  said  Province  from   this   Kingdom,  be   henceforward   premitted   to 

Aeep  School,  without  the    License  of  the  said  Lord  Bishop  of  London,  and 
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that  no  other  person  now  there  or  that  shall  come  from  other  parte  shall  be 
admitted  to  keep  School  in  Your  Government  without  Your  Licence  first 
obtained. 

38.  And  Yo\i  are  to  take  Especial  Care,  that  a  Table  of  Marriages, 
established  by  the  Cannons  of  the  Church  of  England  Imj  hung  up  in  all 
places  of  Publick  Worship  according  to  the  Rites  of  the  Church  of  England, 

39.  And  it  is  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  in  Order  to  Suppress 
as  much  as  in  You  lies,  every  Species  of  Vice  and  Immorality,  You  forth- 
with do  cause  all  Laws  already  made  against  Blasphemy,  Prophaneuess, 
Adultery,  Fornication,  Polygamy,  Incest,  profanation  of  the  Lord's  Day, 
Swearing  and  Drunkenness  to  be  rigorously  put  in  Execution  in  every  part 
of  Your  Government,  and  that  You  take  due  care  for  the  punishment  of 
these,  and  every  other  Vice  and  Immorality  by  presentment  upon  Oath, 
to  be  made  to  the  Temporal  Courts  by  the  Church  Wardens  of  the  several 
parishes,  at  proper  times  of  the  Year  to  be  appointed  for  that  Purpose;  and 
for  the  further  Discouragement  of  Vice,  and  Encouragement  of  Virtue  and 
good  living  (that  by  such  Examples  the  Infidels  may  be  Invited  and  per- 
suaded to  Embrace  the  Christian  Eeligion).  You  are  not  to  admit  any  per- 
sons to  publick  Trusts  and  Employments  in  the  Provitice  under  Your  Gov- 
ernment whose  ill  Fame  and  Conversation  may  Occasion  Scandal — 

40.  And  it  is  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  all  and  every  the 
French  Inhabitants  in  Our  said  Province  who  are  now  possessed  of  Lands 
within  the  said  Province  in  Virtue  of  Grants  or  Concessions  made  before 
thf«  Signing  of  the  preliminary  Articles  of  Peace  on  the  S"""  Day  of  Nov', 
1762.  within  such  Limilted  time  as  You  in  Your  Discretion  shall  think  fit, 
Registpr  the  several  Grants  or  other  Deeds,  or  Titles,  by  which  they  hold 
or  Claim  such  Lands,  in  the  Secretarys  Office  which  said  Grants,  Deeds  or 
other  Titles,  shall  be  Entered  at  large  in  the  said  Office,  so  that  the  parti- 
cular Quantity  of  Land,  it's  Scite  and  Extent,  the  Conditions  upon  which 
it  is  Granted,  either  as  1o  Rente,  Services,  or  Cultivation,  may  appear  fully 
and  at  length — 

41.  And  in  Case  it  shall  Appear,  uivon  a  Strict  and  Accurate  Exam- 
ination of  the  said  Grants  and  Title  Deeds,  to  be  taken  in  such  manner  as 
You  shall  think  proper,  that  any  of  the  Grantees  or  Persons  claiTnincr  Lands 
under  eueb  Grants  and  Title  Deeds,  are  in  Possossion  of  more  Land  than 
is  contained  within  sueh  Grants  or  other  Coneessinns,  or  that  the  Terms  and 
Conditions  upon  which  the  Lands  were  Granted  have  not  been  complied 
with  agreable  to  what  is  Stipulated  in  such  Grants  or  Concessions,  It  is  Our  h 
Will  and  Pleasure,  that  You  forthwith  represent  the  same  to  Us,  by  One  ™ 
of  Our  principal  Secretaries  of  State  to  the  End  You  may  receive  sueh 
Directions  thereupon  as  the  nature  and  circumstances  of  the  Case  shall 
appear  to  refjuire,  and  You  are  to  send  a  Duplicate  of  such  Representation 

to  Our  CoramissionerB  for  Trade  and  plantations  for  their  Information —       ^ 

42.  And  Whereas   it    is    necessary  in  Order   to    the  advantageous  and  ™ 
Effectual  Settlement  of  Our  said  Province,  that  the  true  State  of  it  should 

be    fully    known;   You  are  .therefore   as  soon   as  conveniently  may  be,    to 
cau*;?  an  Accurate  Survey  to  be  made  of  the  said  Province,  by  such  Able 
and  Skilful  person  as  is  or  sh:\ll  be  appointed  for  that  Service,   who  is  to 
Report  to  You  in  Writing  for  Your  Judgment  in  the  measures  which  You 
mav  in  General  pursxie  for  the  making  of  Settlements,  not  only  the  Nature  fl 
anil  Quality  of  the  Soil  and  Climate,  the  Rivers.  Bays  and  Harbours,  and  ™ 
©very  other  Circumstance  attending  the  Natural    State  of  it;  but  also  his 
opinion  in  what  manner  it  may  he  most  convemeTvU-j  \^\^  ^w\-\t\v\  ^viviT^vis., 
and  to  aj)ncx  to  hi^  Report  a  Map  of  such  Survey,  ml^i  t\i.e  s.cnctiA'^ViH.*"^^"^''^ 
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proposed  marked  upon  it.  But  as  the  making  eacli  Survey,  with  the  several 
Divisions  proposed  will  be  a  Work  of  Great  Length,  Tou  are  in  the  mean 
time  lo  carry -on  Settlements  upon  tliat  plan,  which  shall  appear  to  you  to 
be  most  Expedient  from  the  best  Information  You  can  collect— 

•i3.  And  Whereas  it  has  been  found  by  Experience,  that  the  Settling 
Planters  in  Townships  hath  very  much  redounded  to  their  Advantage,  not 
only  with  respect  to  the  Assistance  they  have  been  able  to  Aflford  each  other 
in  their  Civil  Concerns,  but  likewise  with  regard  to  the  Security  they  have 
thereby  acquired  against  the  Insults  and  Incursions  of  neighbouring  Indians 
or  other  Enemies;  You  are  therefore  to  lay  out  Townships  of  a  Convenient 
Size  and  Extent  in  such  places  as  You  in  Your  Discretion  shall  Judge  moat 
proper;  And  it  is  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  that  each  Township  do  consist 
of  alinut  twenty  thousand  Acres,  having  as  far  as  may  be  natural  Boundar- 
ies, extending  up  into  the  Country,  and  comprehending  a  necessary  part  of 
the  Hiver  S*  Lawrence  where  it  can  be  conveniently  had — 

44.  You  are  also  to  cauee  a  proper  place  in  the  most  convenient  part  of 
each  Township  to  be  marked  out  for  building  a  Fort  sufficient  to  contain 
such  a  Number  of  Families  as  You  shall  judge  proper  to  Settle  there,  with 
Town  and  ifasture  Lots  convenient  to  each  Tenement,  taking  Care  that  the 
said  Town  be  laid  out  upon,  or  as  near  as  conveniently  may  be  to  some 
Navigable  River  or  the  Sea  Coast,  and  You  are  also  to  reserve  to  Us  proper 
Quiintities  of  Land  in  each  Township  for  the  following  purposes,  Viz*  For 
Erecting  Fortifications  and  Barracks  where  necessary  or  for  other  Military 
or  Naval  Services,  and  more  particularly  for  the  Growtli  and  Produce  of 
Naval  Timber,  if  there  are  any  Wood  Lands  fit  for  that  purpose — 

45.  And  it  is  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure  that  a  particular  Spot  in 
or  as  near  each  Town  as  possible  be  set  apart  for  the  Building  a  Church, 
and  four  hundred  Acres  adjacent  thereto,  allotted  for  the  Maintenance  of  a 
Minister  and  two  hundred  Acres  for  a  Schoolmaster. 

46.  And  You  are  to  give  Strict  Orders  to  the  Surveyors  whom  You 
shall  Employ  to  mark  out  the  said  Townships  and  Towns,  to  make  returns 
to  you  of  their  Surveys  as  soon  as  possible  with  a  particular  Description  of 
each  Township,  and  the  Nature  of  the  Soil  within  the  same. 

47.  And  You  are  to  oblige  all  such  persoTis,  as  shall  be  appointed  to  b€ 
Surveyors  of  the  said  Lands  in  each  Township,  to  take  an  Oath  for  the  due 
performance  of  their  Offices  and  for  obliging  them  to  make  extra  Surveys 
of  all  Lands  required  to  be  set  out — 

48.  And  AVhereas  nothing  can  more  effectually  tend  to  the  Speedy 
settling  our  said  Colony,  the  Security  of  the  property  of  Our  Subject*  and 
the  advancement  of  Our  Revenue  than  the  disposing  of  such  Lands  as  are 
our  property  upon  Reasonable  Terms,  and  the  establishing  a  i-egular  and 
proper  method  of  proceeding  with  respect  to  the  passing  of  Grants  of  such 
Land;  It  is  therefore  0\ir  Will  and  Pleasure  that  all  and  every  person  and 
persons  who  shall  apply  to  you  for  any  Grant  or  Grants  of  Land  shall  pre- 
vious to  their  obtaining  the  same  make  it  appear  before  You  in  Council, 
that  they  are  in  a  Condition  to  Cultivate  and  Improve  the  same  by  settling 
thereon  in  proportion  to  the  Quantity  of  Acres  desired,  a  sufficient  Number 
of  white  persons  and  Negroes;  and  in  Case  You  shall  upon  a  C^onsideration 
of  the  Circumstances  of  the  person  or  persons  applying  for  such  Grants, 
think  it  advisable  to  pass  the  same,  in  such  Case  You  are  to  cause  a  Warrant 
to  be  drawn  up,  directed  to  the  Surveyor  Geni-ral  or  other  proper  Officers, 
empowering  him  or  them  to  make  a  faithful  and  Exact  Survey  of  the  Lands 

^o  petitioned  for,    and  to  return  the  said  Warrant   within  six    Months  at 
W^fiest  from  the  date  thereof,  with  a  plot  or  Description  of  the  Lands  so 
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Surveyed  thereunto  annexed,  provided  tRat  You  do  take  Care,  that  before 
any  such  Warrant  is  Issued  as  aforesaid,  a  Docquet  thereof  be  entered  in 
the  Auditors  and  Registers  Office,  and  when  the  Warrant  shall  be  returned 
by  the  said  Surveyor  or  other  proper  Officer,  the  Graut  shall  be  made  out 
in  due  fonn,  and  the  Terms  and  Conditions  required  by  these  Our  Instruc- 
tions be  particularly  and  Expressly  mentioned  in  the  respective  Grants : 
And  it  is  Our  Will  and  pleasure,  that  the  said  tirants  shall  be  rej?istered 
within  Six  Months  from  the  date  thereof  in  the  Registers  Office  there,  and 
Docquet  thereof  be  also  entered  in  Our  Auditors  Office  there,  in  case  such 
Establishment  shall  take  place  in  Our  said  Province,  or  that  in  Default 
thereof  such  Grant  shall  be  Void,  Copies  of  all  which  Entries  shall  be 
returned  regularly  by  the  proper  Officer  to  Our  Commissioners  of  Our 
Treasury  and  to  Our  Commissioners  for  Trade  and  plantations  within  six 
Months  from  Date  thereof. 

49.  And  Whereas  great  Inconveniences  have  arisen  in  many  of  Our 
Colony-  in  America  from  the  granting  excessive  Quantities  of  Land  to  par- 
ticular persons  who  have  never  cultivated  or  Settled  it,  and  have  thereby  . 
Prevented  others  more  Industrious  from  Improving  the  same;  in  Order  there- 
fore to  prevent  the  like  Inconveniences  for  the  future.  You  are  to  take 
especial  Care,  that  in  all  Grants  to  be  made  by  You,  by  and  with  the  Advice 
and  Consent  of  Our  Council,  to  persons  applying  for  the  same,  the  Quantity 
be  in  proportion  to  their  Ability  to  Cultivate:  And  You  are  hereby  directed 
to  observe  the  following  Directions  and  Regulations  in  all  Grants  to  be 
made  by  You  Viss : 

That  One  hundred  Acres  of  Land  be  granted  to  every  person  being 
Master  or  Mistress  of  a  Family  for  himself  or  herself  and  fifty  Acres  for     ] 
every  White  or  Black  Man  Woman  or  Child  of  which  such  persons  Family 
shall  consist,   at  the  Actual  time  of  making  the  Grant,   and  in  Case  any 
Person  applying  to  You  for  Grants  of  Lands  shall  be  desirous  of  taking  up  ,  J 
a  larger  Quantity  than  the  Actual  Number  of  Persons  in  his  or  her  Family 
would  Intitle  such  persons  to  take  up,   It  is  Our  Will   and  Pleasure  and      I 
Yon  are  hereby  allowed  and  permitted  to  graut  unto  every  such  person  or     j 
persons  such  further  Quantity  of  Land  as  they  may  desire,  not  exceeding 
one  thousand  Acres  over  and  above  what  they  are  entitled  to,  by  the  number 
of  persons  in  their  respective  Families,  provided  it  shall  appear  to  you  that 
they  are  in  a  Condition  and  Intention  to  Cultivate  the  same;  and  provided 
also  that  they  do  pay  to  the  Receiver  of  Our  Quit  rents  or  to  such  other     | 
Officer  as  shall  be  appointed  to  receive  the  same  the  Sum  of  five  Shillings 
only  for  every  fifty  Acres  so  Granted  on  the  Day  of  the  Date  of  the  Grant — 

That  all  Grantees  be  Subject  to  the  payment  of  two  Shillings  Sterling 
for  every  hundred  Acres  to  commence  at  the  expiration  of  two  Years  from 
the  Date  of  such  Grant  and  to  be  paid  Yearly  and  every  Year,  or  in  Default 
of  such  payment  the  Grant  to  be  void  — 

That  every  Grantee  upon  giving  proof  that  he  or  she  has  fulfilled  the 
Terms  and  Conditions  of  his  or  her  Grant,  shall  be  Entitled  to  another 
Grant  in  the  proportion  and  upon  the  Conditions  above  mentioned. —  j 

That  for  every  fifty  Acres  of  Land  accounted  plantable  each  patentee     | 
ahall  be  Obliged  within  three  Years  after  the  Date  of  his  patent  to  clear 
and  Work  three  Acres  at  the  least  in  that  part  of  his  Tract  which  he  shall 
Judge  most  Convenient  and  Advantageous,  or  else  to  clear  and  drain  three     , 
Acres  of  Swampy  or  sunken  Grounds  or  drain  three  Acres  of  Marsh  if  any 
such  l>e  within  the  Bounds  of  His  Grant — 

That  for  every  fifty  Acres  of  Land  accounted  Barren,  ever^  •^la.VKW^Bftt 
■hall  be  obliged  to  put  and  keep  on  his  Land  wllYiVn  l\iTeft  -^'e^TS  ft.\\.«x  ^* 
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Date  of  his  Grant  three  neat  CattJo  which  number  shall  le  obliged  to  con- 
tinue on  his  Land  until  three  Acres  for  every  fifty  be  fully  cleared  and 
[m  proved. 

That  if  any  person  shall  take  up  a  tract  of  Land  wherein  there  shall 
be  no  part  fit  for  present  Cultivation  without  manuring  and  improvinfy  the 
Bume  every  such  Uraoteo  shall  be  obliged  within  three  years  from  the  D:ite 
of  his  Grant,  to  Erect  on  some  part  of  his  Land  one  Good  Dwelling  House 
to  contain  at  least  twenty  feet  in  length  and  Sixteen  Feet  in  Breadth  and 
also  to  put  on  his  Land  the  like  Number  of  three  neat  Cattle  for  every  fifty 
Acres — 

That  if  any  person  who  shall  take  up  any  Stony  or  Rocky  Grounds  not 
for  planting  or  pasture  shall,  within  three  years  after  the  passing  of  his 
Grant  begin  to  Employ  thereon,  and  so  continue  to  work  for  three  years 
then  next  ensuing  in  Digging  any  Stone  Quarry  or  other  Mine  one  good 
able  Hand  for  every  hundred  Acres  of  such  Tract,  it  shall  be  accounted  a 
sufficient  Cultivation  and  Improvement. 

That  every  three  Acres  which  shall  be  Cleared  and  Worked  as  afore- 
said, and  every  three  Acres  which  shall  be  Cleared  and  Drained  as  afore- 
said, shall  be  accounted  a  sufficient  Seating,  plantation,  Cultivation  and 
Improvement  to  save  for  ever  from  Forfeiture  fifty  Acres  of  Land  in  any 
part  of  the  Tract  contained  within  the  same  patent;  and  the  patentee  shall 
be  at  Liberty  to  withdraw  his  Stock,  or  to  forbear  working  in  any  Quarry 
or  mine,  in  proportion  to  such  Cultivation  and  Improvement,  as  shall  be 
made  upon  the  Swamps,  sunken  Grounds  and  Marshes  which  shall  be 
Includetl  in  the  same  patent — 

That  when  any  person  who  shall  hereafter  take  up  and  patent  any 
Lands,  shall  have  seated  planted  nnJ  Cultivated,  or  Improved  the  said  Land 
or  any  p5rt  of  it  according  to  the  Directions  and  Conditions  above  mentioned 
such  patentee  may  make  proof  of  such  Seating  planting  Cultivation  and 
Improvement  in  the  General  Court,  or  in  the  Court  of  the  County,  District 
or  precinct  where  such  lands  shall  lie,  and  have  such  proof  certified  to  the 
Registers  Office  and  there  entered  with  the  Record  of  the  said  patent,  a 
Copy  of  which  shall  be  admitted  on  any  Trial  to  prove  the  Seating  and 
planting  of  such  Land. 

And  Lastly  to  ascertain  the  true  Quantity  of  Plantable  and  Barren 
Land  contained  in  each  Grant  hereafter  to  be  made  within  Our  said  pro- 
vince You  are  to  take  especial  Care  that  in  all  Surveys  hereafter  to  be  made 
every  Surveyor  be  required  and  eujoyned  to  take  particular  Notice  accord- 
ing to  the  best  of  his  Judgment  and  understanding  how  much  of  the  Land 
90  Surveyed  is  plantable  and  how  much  of  it  is  Barren  and  unfit  for  Culti- 
vation, and  according  to  Insert  in  the  Survey  and  plot  to  him  to  be  returned 
into^  the  Registers  Office  the  true  Quantity  of  each  kind  of  Land. 

50.  And  Whereas  it  halh  been  represented  to  TTa  that  the  Governors 
of  several  of  Our  Colonies  in  America  have  Granted  Lands  away  close  to 
the  Forts  belonging  to  Us  by  which  means  the  Garrisons  of  such  Forts  have 
been  obliged  to  pay  the  proprietors  of  those  Lands  extravagant  pricea  for 
Wood  cut  for  a  necessary  supply  of  Fuel,  and  thereby  a  great  and  Unreason- 
able Expense  has  been  brought  upon  the  Military  Contingencies  It  is  Our 
Express  Will  and  Pleasure  that  You  do  take  Especial  Care,  that  in  all 
Warrants  for  Surveying  of  Lands  adjacent  or  Contiguous  to  a  Fort  or 
Fortification,  whether  such  Warrant  be  Granted  upon  an  Original  Petition 
to  you  in  Council,  or  upon  Our  Order  in  Our  privy  Council  there  be  an 
£jr/)ress  Direction  to  the  Surveyor  that  he  do  reserve  to  Us  Our  Heirs  and 
Surcessor/i  for  the  Use  of  the  Fort,  near  to  which  the  Lands  shall  lye  such 
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a  part  of  the  Laud  petitioned  for  (beiuj?  Woodland)  and  in  such  a  situation 
as  the  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  said  Fort  (with  whom  he  is  to  be  required 
lo  Consult  and  Advise  in  all  such  Cases)  shall  Judge  Convenient  and  suffi- 
cient for  a  permanent  and  Certain  Supply  of  Fuel  for  such  a  Garrison  as 
the  said  Fort  may  l>e  able  to  Contain.  And  it  is  Our  further  pleasure, 
that  a  regular  plot  of  such  reserved  Land,  describing  the  Bounds,  expressing 
the  Quantity  of  Acres,  and  properly  signed  and  attested  by  such  Surveyor, 
be  delivered  to  the  Comanding  Officer  of  each  Fort,  to  be  there  publickly 
hung  up  and  u  Duplicate  thereof  also  Recorded  in  the  Secretary's  Office  or 
other  proper  Office  of  Record  in  Our  province  under  Your  Government;  and 
aa  we  judge  the  due  Execution  of  this  Our  Order  to  be  essential  to  Our 
Service,  You  are  hereby  required  to  take  Care,  that  the  Regulations  above 
proscribed  bu  duly  entered  upon  the  Council  Books  of  Our  said  Province, 
as  a  standing  Order  to  all  persons,  who  may  be  Intrusted  with  the  powers 
to  which  they  refer — 

5L  And  it  is  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure  that  in  all  Grants  of 
Lands  to  be  made  by  You  as  afon^said,  regard  be  had  to  the  profitable  and 
unprotitrtble  Acres  so  that  each  Grantee  may  have  a  proportionable  Number 
of  One  Sort  and  the  other;  as  likewise  that  the  Breadth  of  each  Tract  of 
Laud  to  be  hereafter  Granted  be  one  third  of  the  Length  of  such  Triirt.  and 
that  the  Length  of  each  Tract  do  not  Extend  along  the  Banks  of  any  River 
but  into  the  Main  Laud  that  thereby  the  said  Grantees  may  have  each  a 
Convenient  Share  of  what  accommodation  the  said  River  may  Afford  for 
Navigation  or  otherwise — 

52.  And  Whereas  it  hath  been  represented  to  Us,  that  many  Parts  nf 
the  Province  under  your  Government  are  particularly  adapted  to  the 
Growth  and  Culture  of  Hemp  and  Flax,  It  is  therefore  Our  Will  and 
pleasure  that  in  all  Surveys  of  Land  for  Settlement,  the  Surveyor  be  directed 
to  Report  whether  there  is  any  or  what  (Quantity  of  Lands  contained  within 
such  Survey,  fit  for  the  production  of  Hemp  and  Flax  and  you  are  to  take 
particular  Care  to  insert  a  Clause  in  every  Grant  of  Land  where  any  part 
thereof  is  fit  for  such  production,  obliging  the  Grantee  annually  to  sow  a 
proportionable  part  of  his  Grant  with  Hemp  or  Flax  Seed — 

53.  And  Whereas  it  hath  Imsou  further  represented  to  Us  that  a  great 
part  of  the  Country  in  the  Neighbourhood  of  Lake  Champlain,  and  between 
that  Lake  and  the  River  S'  Lawrence,  abounds  with  Woods,  producing 
Trees  tit  for  masting  for  Our  Royal  Navy,  and  other  Useful  and  necessary 
Timber  for  naval  Construction ;  You  are  therefore  expressly  directed  and 
required  to  cause  such  parts  of  the  said  Country  or  any  other  within  Your 
Government,  that  shall  appear  upon  a  Survey  to  abound  with  such  Trees 
and  shall  lye  convenient  for  Water  Carriage,  to  be  reserved  to  Us,  and  to 
Use  YouT  best  Endeavour  to  prevent  any  Wikste  being  Committed  upon  the 
said  Tracts  by  punishing  in  due  Course  of  Law  any  persons  who  shall  Cut 
Down  or  Destroy  any  Trees  growing  thereon,  and  You  are  to  Consider  and 
advise  with  Oiir  Council,  whether  .some  Regiilation  that  shall  prevent  any 
Saw  Mills  whatever  from  being  Erected  within  your  Government  without  a 
Lieens?  from  you  or  the  Commander  in  Chief  of  Our  said  Province  for  the 
lime  being,  may  not  be  a  pieans  of  preventing  all  Waste  and  Destruction 
in  such  Tracts  of  Land  as  shall  be  reserved  to  Us  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said— 

54.  And   Whereas   it   appears  from   the  Representations  of   Our  late 
Oovernnr  of  the  District  of  Trois  Rivieres  that  the  Iron  Works  at  S*  Maurice 
in   (hat  District  are  of  great  Constiquence  to  Our  Service*,  It  v%  V.\\!&t%\«t% 
Our  Will  and  Pleasure  that  no  part  of  the  Lands,  upon.  'w\v\c\l  \\vfc  «,iaA^  Vcci-a. 
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Works  were  carried  on,  or  from  wkich  the  Ore  Used  in  such  Works  was 
procured,  wkich  shall  appear  to  be  necessary  and  Convement  for  that  Estab- 
lishment, either  in  respect  to  a  free  passage  tn  the  Hiver  S*  Lawrence,  or 
for  producing  a  necessary  Supply  of  Wood,  Corn  and  Hay,  or  for  pasture 
for  Cattle,  Ix*  Granted  to  any  private  person  whatever,  and  also  that  as 
large  a  District  of  Laud,  as  conveniently  may  be  adjacent  to  and  lying 
round  the  said  Iron  Works,  over  and  above  what  may  be  necessary  for  the 
above  purposes  be  reserved  for  Our  Use  to  be  disposed  of  in  such  manner 
as  We  shall  hereafter  direct  and  appoiut^ — 

55.  And  Whereas  it  is  necessary  that  all  Persons  who  may  be  desirous 
of  Settling  in  Our  said  province,  should  be  fully  Informed  of  the  Termt" 
and  Conditions  upon  which  Lands  will  bo  granted  in  Our  said  province,  You 
are  therefore  as  soon  as  possible  to  cause  a  publication  to  be  made  by  pro- 
clamation or  otherwise  as  you  iu  Your  Discretion  shall  think  most  advis- 
able of  all  and  every  the  aforeg^oing  Terms,  Conditions  and  Regulations 
of  every  kind  respecting  the  Grants  of  Lands,  in  which  proclamation  it 
may  be  Expedient  to  add  some  short  Description  of  the  natural  Advantages 
of  the  Soil  and  Climate,  and  its  peculiar  Advantages  for  Trade  and  Navi- 
gation; and  you  are  to  take  such  Steps  as  You  shall  think  proper  for  the 
publishing  such  proclamation  in  all  the  Colonies  in  North  America— 

56.  And  it  is  Our  further  Will  atid  Pleasure  that  all  the  foregoing 
Instructions  to  You  as  well  as  any  which  Y'ou  may  hereatfer  receive  relative 
to  the  form  and  method  of  passing  Grants  of  Lands,  and  the  Terms  and 
Conditions  to  be  annexed  to  such  Grants  be  entered  upon  Record  with  the 
Grants  themselves  for  the  luforiuatiou  and  Satisfaction  of  all  parties  what- 
ever that  may  be  concerned  therein. 

57.  And  it  is  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure  that  \'"ou  do  consider  of 
a  proper  and  EfTectual  Method  of  C-ollecting  receiving  and  accounting  for 
(^ur  Quit  Itents  whereby  all  Frauds  Couconlmeut  Irregularity  or  Neglect 
therein  may  be  prevented  and  whereby  the  lleceipt  thereof  may  be  Effect- 
ually chequed  and  Controlled,  and  if  it  shall  appear  necessary  to  pass  An 
Act  for  the  more  effectually  ascertaining  and  the  more  speedily  and  regularly 
collecting  Our  Quit  Eents,  You  are  to  prepare  the  Heads  of  such  a  Bill, 
as  you  shall  think  may  most  Effectually  conduce  to  the  procuring  the  good 
Ends  proposed,  and  to  Transmit  the  same  to  Us  by  one  of  Our  principal 
Secretaries  of  State,  for  Our  further  Divert  ions  therein,  and  Y^ou  are  also 
to  Transmit  a  Duplicale  thereof  to  Our  Commissioners  for  Trade  and 
plantations  for  their  Information — 

58.  And  it  is  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure  that  the  Surveyor  General 
or  such  other  jwrson  or  persons  as  you  shall  think  proper  to  Appoint,  do, 
once  in  every  Year  or  oftener,  as  Occasion  may  require,  inspect  the  State 
of  all  Grants  of  Land  made  by  you,  and  make  Report  thereof  to  You  in 
Writing,  Specifying  whether  the  Conditions  therein  contained  have  or  have 
not  been  complied  with,  or  what  Progress  has  been  made  towards  fulfilling 
the  same;  and  you  are  annually  to  transmit  Copies  of  such  Reports  to  Us 
by  One  of  Our  principal  Secretaries  of  State,  and  Duplicates  thereof  to  Our 
Commissioners  for  Trade  and   Plantations  for  their  Information — 

59.  And  Whereas  Our  Province  of  Quebec  is  in  part  Inhabited  and 
Possessed  by  several  Nations  and  Tribes  of  Indians,  with  whom  it  is  both^ 
necess'iry  and  Expedient  to  cultivate  and  maintain  a  Strict  Friendship  an( 
good  Correspondence,  so  that  they  may  be  Induced  by  Degrees  not  only  to 
be  good  Neighbours  to  Our  Subjects,  but  likewise  to  be  good  Subjects  to 
Ub,  Tou  are  therefore  as  soon  as  You  conveniently  can.  to  appoint  a  proper 
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person  or  persons  to  AsaemMe  and  treat  with  the  said  Indians,  promising 
and  Assuring  them  of  Protection  anS  Friendship  on  our  part  and  deliver- 
ing them  such  presents  as  shall  be  sent  to  You  for  that  purpose — 

GO.  And  You  are  to  Inform  yourself  with  the  greatest  Exactness  of  the 
Numljer,  Nature  and  Disposition  of  the  several  Bodies  or  Trihe^s  of  Indians, 
of  the  manner  of  their  Lives,  and  the  Rules  and  Constitutions  by  which  they 
are  governed  and  regulated,  and  You  are  upon  no  Account  to  molest  or  dis- 
turb them  in  the  possession  of  the  said  province  as  they  at  present  Occupy, 
or  Possess,  but  to  Use  the  best  means  You  can  for  Conciliating  their  Affec- 
tions and  Uniting  them  to  Our  Ijovernment,  reporting  to  Us,  by  One  of 
Our  principal  Secretaries  of  State,  and  to  Our  Commissioners  for  Trade 
and  Plantations  whatever  Information  You  can  collect  with  respect  to  these 
people,  and  the  whole  of  Your  proceedings  with  them. — 

61.  Whereas  We  have  by  Our  proclamation  dated  the  T"*  Day  of 
October  in  the  S'^  Year  of  Our  Keign,  strictly  forbid,  on  pain.of  Displeasure, 
all  our  Subjects  from  making  any  purchases  or  Settlements  whatever,  or 
taking  possession  of  any  of  the  Lands  reserved  to  the  several  Nations  of 
Indians,  with  whom  we  are  connected,  and  who  live  under  our  protection 
without  our  especial  leave  for  that  purpose  first  obtained  It  is  Our  Express 
Will  and  Pleasure  that  you  take  the  most  Effectual  Care,  that  Our  Royal 
Directions  herein  Ije  punctually  complied  with,  and  that  the  Trade  with 
such  of  the  said  Indians  as  depend  upon  Your  Government  be  carried  on 
in  the  manner  and  under  the  Regulationa  prescribed  in  Our  said  proclama- 
tion— 

i}2.  Y'^ou  are  to  use  Your  best  Endeavours  in  Improving  the  Trade  of 
those  parts  by  settling  such  Orders  and  Regulations  therein,  with  the  Advice 
of  our  said  Council  as  may  be  most  acceptable  to  the  Generality  of  the 
Inhabitants.  And  it  is  Our  Express  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  Y''ou  do  not 
upon  any  pretence  Whatever,  upon  pain  of  Our  Highest  Displeasure,  give 
Your  Assent  to  any  Law  or  Laws  for  setting  up  any  Manufactures  and 
carrying  on  any  Trades  which  are  hurtful  and  prejudicial  to  this  Kingdom, 
and  that  You  do  Use  Your  Utmost  F^ndeavours  to  discourage,  discounten- 
ance and  restrain  any  Attempts  which  may  be  made  to  set  up  such  Manu- 
factures or  establish  any  such  Trades — 

63.  And  it  is  Our  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  You  do  not  dispose  of  any 
Forfeitures  or  Escheats  to  any  Person,  until  the  Sheriff  or  other  proper 
Ofhrer  have  made  Enqxiiry  by  a  Jury  upon  their  Oaths,  into  the  true  Value 
thereof,  nor  until  Y'^ou  have  transmitted  to  Our  Comuussioners  of  Our 
Treasury  a  particular  Account  of  such  Forfeitures  and  Escheats,  and  the 
Value  thereof.  And  Y'nu  are  also  to  take  Care  that  the  produce  of  such 
Forfeitures  and  Escheats,  in  Case  We  think  proper  to  give  You  Directions 
to  dispose  of  the  same,  be  duly  paid  to  Our  Treasurer  or  I^eceiver  General 
of  Our  said  province,  and  a  full  Account  transmitted  to  Our  Commissiioners 
of  Our  Treasury,  or  Our  High  Treasurer  for  the  Time  being  with  the  Names 
of  the  persons  to  whom  disposed. 

G4.  And  Whereas  Commissions  have  been  Granted  unto  several  persons 
in  Our  Respective  Plantations  in  America  for  the  Trying  of  pirates  in  those 
parts  pursuant  to  tho  Acts  for  the  more  Effectual  Suppression  of  Piracy. 
And  by  a  Commission  already  sent  to  Our  province  of  New  York  Our  Gov- 
ernor there  is  Impowcred  together  with  others  therein  mentioned  to  pro- 
coed  accordingly  in  Reference  to  Our  said  Province;  Our  Will  and  pleasure 
•  is  that  you  dii  I.'se  Your  best  Endeavours  to  ay)prehcnd  all  persons  whatever 
who  may  h^ve  Veen  guilty  of  Piracy  within  Your  Government  or  who  hav- 
ing Committed  aiich  Crimes  at  other  places  may  come  within  j'our  Juris- 
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diction;  and  until  we  sliall  think  proper  to  direct  the  like  Comuiissiou  to  be 
Established  for  Our  Government  of  Queboc,  You  are  to  sciiu  such  pirates 
with  what  prcxjfs  of  their  (iuilt  Ynu  can  procure  or  Collect,  to  Our  (iuvernor 
of  New  York  to  be  tryed  and  punished  under  the  Authority  of  the  Com- 
mission established  for  those  parts - 

60.  And  Whereas  You  will  Receive  from  our  Commissioners  for  Execut- 
ing the  Office  of  High  Admiral  of  Great  Britain,  and  of  Our  Plantations,  a 
Commission  constituting  You  Vice  Admiral  of  Our  said  Province,  You  are 
hereby  required  and  Directed  Carefully  to  put  in  Execution  the  several 
powers  thereby  Granted  you — 

66.  Whereas  great  Inconveniences  have  happened  heretofore  by  Mer- 
chant Ships  and  other  Vessels  in  the  Plantations,  wearing  the  Colours  born 
by  Our  ships  of  War  under  pretence  of  Commissions  granted  to  them  by 
the  Governors  of  the  said  plantations,  and  by  trading  under  those  Colours 
not  only  amongst  Our  Own  Subjects,  but  also  those  of  other  priuces  and 
States,  and  committing  divers  Irregularities,  they  may  very  much  dishonor 
Our  Service;  for  preventing  thereof  You  are  to  oblige  the  Commanders  of 
all  such  Ships,  to  which  You  shall  grant  Comuiissions,  to  wear  no  other 
Colours  tlian  such  as  are  described  in  an  Order  of  Council  of  the  1^^  of 
January  17-JO  in  relation  to  Colours  to  l>e  Worne  by  all  Ships  and  Veesela, 
Except  Our  Ships  of  War. 

67.  And  Whereas  there  have  been  some  great  Irregularities  in  the 
manner  of  Granting  Commissions  in  the  plantafions  to  private  Ships  of 
War,  You  are  to  govern  Yourself,  whenever  there  shall  be  Occasion  accord- 
ing to  the  Commission  and  Instructions  granted  in  this  Kingdom  but  You 
are  not  to  grant  Commissions  of  Marque  or  Ileprisal  against  any  prince  or 
State  or  their  Subjects  in  Amity  with  Us  to  any  person  whatsoever  without 
Our  Kspecial  Command. 

68.  Whereas  We  have  been  Informed  that  during  the  time  of  War  Our 
Enemys  have  frequently  got  Intelligence  of  the  State  of  our  plantatious  by 
Letters  from  private  persons  to  their  (.'orrespondonce  in  Great  Britain, 
taken  on  board  Ships  coming  from  the  plantations,  which  has  been  of 
Dangerous  Consequence;  Our  AVill  and  Pleasure  therefore  is,  that  You 
signify  to  all  Merchants,  Planters  and  others,  that  they  be  very  Cautious 
in  time  of  War  whenever  that  shall  happen  in  giving  any  Account  by  the 
Letters  of  the  publick  State  and  Condition  of  Our  province  under  your 
Government;  And  You  are  further  to  give  directions  to  all  masters  of  Ships 
or  other  persons  to  whom  you  may  Entrust  Your  Letters,  that  they  put 
such  Letters  into  a  Bag,  with  a  SufBtient  Weight  to  sink  the  same  Immed- 
iately in  ca.se  of  Imminent  Danger  from  the  Enemy,  and  You  are  also  to 
let  the  Merchants  and  Planters  know,  how  greatly  it  is  for  their  Interest 
that  their  Letters  should  not  fall  into  the  Hands  of  the  Enemy;  and  there- 
fore that  they  should  give  like  Orders  to  Masters  of  Ships  in  Relation  to 
their  Letters;  and  You  are  further  to  advise  all  Masters  of  Ships  that  they 
do  sink  all  Letters  in  Cnse  of  Danger  in  the  manner  before  mentioned — 

69.  And  Whereas  the  Merchants  and  Planters  in  Our  plantations  in 
America  have,  in  time  of  War,  Corresponded  and  traded  with  our  Enemies, 
and  carried  Intelligence  to  them,  to  the  great  Prejudice  and  Hazard  of  Our 
said  plantations;  You  are  therefore  by  all  possible  Methods,  to  endeavour  to 
hinder  such  Trade  and  Correspondence  in   time  of  War — 

TO.  And  You  are  to  Report  to  Us,  by  one  of  Our  principal  Secretaries 
of  State:  What  is  the  Nature  of  the  Soil  and  Climate  of  the  province  under 
your  Government;  if  it  differs  in  those  Circumstances  from  Our  other  North- 
ern Colonies,  in  what  that  Difference  consists,  and  what  beneficial  Articles 
o/  Cnzntnerce  the  difffrenf  parts  of  it  are  capable  of  producing? — 
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What  Bivers  there  are,    and   of  what   exteut  and  oonvenience   to  the 

[planters  P 

What  are  the  principal  Harbours,  how   situated,  of  what  extent,  and 

[what  is  the  Depth  of  Water  and  Nature  of  the  Anchorage  in  each  of  them? 
What  quantity  of  Land  is  now  under  actual  Improvement  and  Settle- 

'ment?  what    are  the  chief    Articles  of   produce   and  Culture,   tho    annual 
amount  of  the  Quantity  of  each,  and  upon  what  Terms  and  Conditions  th« 
Inhabitants    hold   their    Lands,    either    of    Cultivation,    Rent,    or   personal^ 
Service?  — 

What  is  the  Quantity,  Nature  and  property  of  the  Land  uncultivated, 
how  much  of    it  ie  capable  of   Culture,  and    what  part    thereof  is  private 

,  property  ?— 

•  What  is  the  number  of  Inhabitants,  Whites  and  Blacks  distinguishing 
each;  what  number  of  the  former  is  capable  of  bearing  Arms,  and  what 
number  of  the  latter  is  annually  necessary  to  be  supplied  in  proportion  to 

ithe  Laud  Cultivated. 

What  was  the  nature,  form  and  Constitution  of  the  Civil  Government; 
what  Judicatures   were  there   Established,   and   under  the   Regulations   did 

[the  French  Inhabitants  carry  on  their  Commerce,  and  You  are  to  transmit 
a  Duplicate  of  such  Account  to  Our  Commisaioners  for  Trade  and  pJanla- 

ttions  for  their  Information. 

71.  You  are  from  time  to  time  to  send  unto  Us  by  One  of  Our  principal 

I  Secretaries  of  State  as  aforesaid ;  An  account  of  the  Increase  and  Decrease 

I  of  the  Inhabitants,  Whites  and  Dlack.s;  And  also  an  Account  of  all  persona. 
Born,  Christened  and  Buried  and  You  are  to  Transmit  duplicates  of  such* 
Accounts  to  Our  Commissioners  for  Trade  and  plantations  for  their  Informa- 
tion. 

72. — Whereas  it  is  absolutely  necessarj'  that  We  be  exactly  Informed 

I  of  the  State  of  Defence  of  all  our  plantations  in  America,  as  well  in  Relation 

[to  the  Stores  of  War,  that  are  in  each  plantation,  as  the  Forts  and  Forti- 
fications there,  and  what  more  may  be  necessary  to  be  built  for  the  Defence 
and  Security  of  the  same.  You  are  as  soon  as  possible  to  prepare  an  Account 
thereof  with  Relation  to  Our  said  province  in  the  most  particular  manner, 
and  You  are  therein  to  Express  the  present  State  of  the  Arms,  Ammuni- 
tion, and  other  Stores  of  War,  belonging  to  the  said  Province,  either  in 
publick  Magazines,  or  in  the  Hands  of  private  persons;  together  with  the 
State  of  all  places,  either  already  forfeited  or  what  you  Judge  Necessary  to 
be  forfeited  for  the  Security  of  Our  said  province;  and  You  are  to  transmit 
the  said  Accounts  to  Us  by  tJne  of  Our  principal  Secretaries  of  State,  and 
also  Duplicates  thereof  to  Our  Commissioners  i^^T  Trade  and  Plantations, 
for  their  Information,  and  also  a  Duplicate  thereof  to  Our  Master  General 

[or  Principal  OfiBcers  of  Our  Ordnance;  which  Accounts  are  to  Express  the 
particulars  of  Ordnance,  Carriages,  Balls,  Powder,  and  other  Sorts  of  Arms, 
and  Ammunition  in  Our  publick  Stores,  and  so  from  time  to  time  of  what 

^haLl  be  sent  to  you,  or  bought  with  the  publick  Money,  and  to  Specify  the 
time  of  the  disposal  and  the  Occasion  thereof;  and  You  are  half  yearly  to 

I  transmit  a  General  Account  of  the  State  of  the  Fortifications  and  Warlike 

.Stores,  specified  in  the  manner  above  mentioned — 

73,  You  are  from  time  to  time  to  give  an  Account  what  Strength  your 
'Neighbours  have  by  Sea  and  Land,  and  of  the  Condition  of  their  planta- 
[tions,  and  what  Correspondence  You   keep  with  them — 

74.  And  in  Case  of  any  Distress  of  any  other  of  Our  plantations,  You 

I  shall,  upon  application  of  thf  respective  Governors  theteoi  wa^.o  ■5o>!>.>  uv^.'sv^'v. 
them  with  what  aid  the  Condition  and  Safety  oi  Out  pTON\wce  "wci^«x  "\«sv!kT 
Cnvfrnm'!';/  'V(/i  spare. 
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75.  If  any  thing  shall  liappea  ivhuh  may  be  of  advantage  or  SBCurity 
to  Our  pionui'e  under  Your  (joverninent,  which  is  not  herein,  or  by  Your 
Commission  provided  for,  We  do  hereby  allow  unto  You  with  the  Advice 
and  Consent  of  Our  Council,  to  take  Order  for  the  present  therein,  giving 
unto  Us  by  One  of  Our  principal  Secretaries  of  State  Speedy  Notice  thereof, 
that  You  may  receive  Our  Hatificatiou,  if  We  shall  approve  the  same;  Pro- 
vided always  that  You  do  not,  by  Colour  of  anj*  power  or  Authority  hereby 
given  You,  Commence  or  Declare  War  without  Our  Knowledge  and  parti- 
cular Commands  therein;  and  you  are  also  to  Transmit  duplicate  of  such 
Notice,  as  aforesaid,  to  Our  Commissioners  for  Trade  and  plantations  for 
their  Information — 

76.  And  Whereas  We  have  by  the  first  Article  of  these  Our  Instructions 
to  You  directed  and  Appointed,  that  Your  Chief  Eesidence  shall  be  at 
Quebec,  You  are  nevertheless  frequently  to  Visit  the  other  parts  of  Your 
Government,  in  Order  to  Inspect  the  Manajareroent  of  all  publick  Affairs  and 
thereby  the  l>etter  to  take  care,  that  the  Government  be  so  administered,' 
that  no  disorderly  practice  may  grow  up  contrary  to  Our  Service  and  the 
welfare  of  Our  iSubjects — 

77.  And  Whereas  great  Prejudice  may  happen  to  Our  service,  aud  the 
security  of  the  Province  by  Your  absence  from  those  parts,  You  are  not 
upon  any  pretence  whatsoever  to  come  into  Europe,  without  having  first 
obtained  leave  for  so  doing  from  Us  under  Our  Sign  Manual  and  Signet 
or  by  Our  Order  in  Our  privy  Council;  Yet  nevertheless  in  Case  of  Sick- 
ness, You  may  go  to  South  Carolina,  or  any  other  of  Our  Southern  planta- 
tions, and  there  Stay  for  such  Space  as  the  Recovery  of  Your  Health  may 
absolutely  require — 

78.  And  Whereas  We  have  thought  fit  by  Our  Commission  to  direct, 
that  in  Case  of  Your  Death  or  absence  from  Our  said  province,  and  in  Case 
there  h-e  at  that  time  no  person  within  Our  said  province  Commissionated 
or  Appointed  by  Us  to  be  Our  Lieut«nant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief 
that  the  Eldest  Councillor,  who  shall  be  at  the  time  of  Your  Death  or 
absence  residing  within  Our  said  Province  under  Your  Government,  shall 
take  upon  him  the  Administratiou  of  Government,  und  execute  our  said 
Commission  aud  Instructions,  and  the  several  powers  and  Authorities  therein 
directed — It  is  nevertheless  Our  AV^ill  and  Pleasure  that  in  such  Case  the 
said  President  shall  forbear  to  pass  any  Act  or  Acts  but  what  are  immed- 
iately necessary  for  the  peace  aud  Welfare  of  the  said  Province,  without 
our  particular  Orders  for  that  purpose,  and  that  he  shall  not  remove  or 
Suspend  any  of  the  Members  of  Our  Council,  nor  any  Judges,  Justices  of 
the  peace,  or  other  Officers  Civil  or  Military,  without  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  at  least  .Se%'en  of  the  Members  of  Our  said  Ccninoil,  nor  even  then 
without  good  and  sufficient  Eeasons  for  the  same  which  the  said  President 
ia  by  the  first  Opportunity  to  transmit  Signed  by  himself  and  the  rest  of 
Our  said  Council,  to  Us  by  One  of  Our  principal  Secretaries  of  State,  and 
he  is  also  to  transmit  a  Duplicate  of  such  Reasons  to  Qur  Commissioners 
for  Trade  and  plantations  for  their  Information — 

79.  And  Whereas  We  are  willinj;  in  the  best  manner  to  provide  for 
the  Support  of  the  Government  of  Our  Province  aforesaid,  of  which  You 
are  Governor,  by  setting  apart  sufficient  allowances  to  such  as  shall  be  Our 
Governor  or  Commandpr  in  Chief  residing  for  the  time  being  within  the 
same,  Our  Will  and, Pleasure  is,  that  when  it  shall  happen,  that  You  shall 
be  Absent  from  Our  said  Province,  One  full  Moiety  of  the  Salary  and  all 
perquisites  and  Emoluments  whatsoever,  which  would  otherwise  become  due 
unto  you,  shall  during  the  time  of  Your  absence,  be  paid  and  satisfied  unto 
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Our  Commander  in  CLief,  who  shall  be  resident  witJiin  our  said  province 
for  the  time  being,  which  we  do  hereby  Order  and  allot  to  him  for  his  Main- 
tenance and  for  the  better  Support  of  the  Dignity  of  that  Our  Government. 
80.  And  You  are  upon  all  Occasions  to  send  unto  Ua  by  One  of  Our 
principal  Secretaries  of  State  a  particular  Account  of  all  Your  proceedings, 
and  of  the  Condition  of  Affairs  within  Your  Government,  and  also  a 
Duplicate  thereof  to  Our  Commissioners  for  Trade  and  plantations,  for 
th<^ir  Tnfoin»ntioii.  except  in  cases  of  a  Secret  Nature.

Whereas  there   was  read  this  day  at   Ihe  Board    a     Report    from    the 
!ght  Honorable  the  Lords   of   the   Committee    of  Council   for   Plantation 
Affairs,  dated  the  12th  of  this  Instant,  in  the  words  following,  viz. :  — 

Your  Majesty  having  been  pleased  by  your  order-in-Council  of  the  3rd 
of  December  last,  to  refer  unto  this  Committee  the  humble  petition  of 
Anthony  Merry,  of  London.  Merchant,  in  behalf  of  himself,  George  Alsopp, 
Joseph  Howa.rd,  and  Edward  Chinn,  Merchant's,  and  Inhabitants  of  Your 
Majesty's  Province  of  Canada  in  North  America,  setting  forth  among  other 
things  that,  in  consequence  of  Yonr  Majesty's  Royal  Proclamation  of  the 
7th  of  October,  176-3,  and  of  another  Proclamation  issued  in  Your  Majesty's 
Name,  by  His  Excellency  General  Murray.  Governor  of  Quebec,  on  the  Slst 
of  .lanunry.  17C-'S.  the  Petitioners  were  Encouraged  to  load  a  Vessel  with 
sundry  Merchandize,  provide  Canoes,  and  everything  necessary  and  proper 
for  carrying  on  the  Trade  with  the  Indians  at  a  place  called  the  King's 
Po»t(»  of  Tadousae  Chegotiini,  on  the  River  Saguenay,  in  the  neighbourhood 
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of  Lake  St.  John,  and  having  built  a  Shed  or  Warehouse  for  the  reception 
of  their  Goods  and  at  a  very  considerable  expense,  established  themselves, 
gained  the  Indians  to  their  Interest,  and  made  a  Settlement  on  Lake  St. 
John,  they  were  prohibited  from  prosecuiing  their  plan,  by  Your  Majesty's 
Receiver-General  and  the  President  and  Council  of  Quebec ;  and  humbly 
praying.  That  your  Majesty  will  be  graciously  pleased  to  grant  them  an 
order  for  liberty  to  dispose  of  such  goods  as  they  had  sent  up,  or  your 
Maj^'sty's  Royal  Mandate  for  a  grant  of  such  Lands  a.s  are  mentioned  in  a 
Petition  presented  by  them  to  Governor  Murray,  or  to  be  otherwise  relieved 
in  the  Premises. 

The  Lords  of  the  Committee,  in  obedience  to  Your  Majesty's,  said  order 
of  reference,  this  day  took  the  said  petition,  together  with  a  Report  made 
thereon  by  the  Lords  Commissioners  for  Trade  &  Phmtations,  dated  the  2nd 
of  this  in^tant,  into  their  Consideration,  and  do  agree  humbly  to  report  to 
Your  Majesty,  as  their  opinion  that  the  Petitioners  had  no  right,  by  Your 
Majesty's  Proclamation  of  the  Tth  of  Octol>er  1763,  to  trade  at  the  Posts  of 
the  Royal  domain  at  Tadousac  &  Chigotimi,  on  the  River  Saguenay,  in  the 
Province  of  Canada,  or  to  erect  any  Magazines,  or  make  any  Establishment 
for  the  purpose  of  Trade  there,  and  that  Your  Majesty's  right  thereto  ought 
to  be  Considered  as  excluded  from  the  general  right  of  Free  Trade,  granted 
r-by  the  said  Proclamation,  &  ought  to  be  carried  on  only  by  Your  Majesty'aj 
■Lessees,  under  your  particular  License  for  that  purpose,  and  the  Buildings 
and  MagHj?ines  erected  at  the  said  Posts  by  the  Petitioners  should  be  demol- 
ished, and  that  the  goods  sent  there  by  the  Petitioners  be  returned  to  them, 
notwithstanding  the  manner  in  which  they  conveyed  them  thilher.  And 
their  Lordships  humbly  submit  to  Your  Majesty  that  the  said  petition  of 
Anthony  Mt'rry  and  others  should  be  dismissed. 

.His  Majesty  taking  the  same  into  Consideration,  was  pleased  with  the 
advice  of  his  Priw  Council,  to  approve  thereof,  &  to  order,  as  it  is  hereby 
ordered,  that  the  Buildings  and  Magazines  erected  at  the  said  Posts  by  the 
Petitioners  be  demolished,  and  that  the  goods  sent  there  by  the  Petitioners 
be  returned  to  them. 

And  it  is  hereby   fuj-ther  ordered  that  the    said    petition  of    Anthonjj 
Merry  and  others  be  dismissed  this  Board,  whereof  the  Governor,  Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, or  Commander-in-Chief  of  His  Majesty's  Province!  of  Quebec 
for  the  time  being,  and  all  others  whom  it  may  Concern,  are  to  take  notice 
and  govern  themselves  accordingly.

(3  January,  1775.) 


Instructions  to  Our  Trusty  and  Welbeloved  Guy  Carleton 
Esquire,  Our  Captain  General  and  Governor  in  Chief  in, 
and  over  Our  Province  of  Quebec  in  America  and  of  all 
Our  Territories  dependent  thereupon.  Given  at  Out 
Court  at  S'  James's  the  Third  Day  of  January  1775.  In 
the  Fifteenth  year  of  Our  Reign. 

First,  With  these  Our  Instructions  you  will  receive  our  Commission 
under  Our  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain,  constituting  you  Our  Captain 
General  and  Governor  in  Chief  in,  and  over  Our  Province  of  Quebec  in 
America,  and  all  Our  Territories  thereunto  belonging,  as  the  said  Pro- 
vince and  Territories  are  bounded  and  described  in,  and  by  the  said  Com- 
mission. You  are  therefore  to  take  upon  you  the  Execution  of  the  Office 
and  Trust  We  have  reposed  in  you,  and  the  Administration  of  the  Govern- 
ment, and  to  do  and  execute  all  things  in  due  manner,  that  shall  belong  to 
vour  Command  according  to  the  several  Powers  and  Authorities  of  our  said 
'ommjssion  under  Our  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain,  and  these  Our  Instruc- 
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tions  to  you,  or  according  to  sucli  furifier  Powers  and  Instructions,  as  shall 
at  any  time  hereafter  be  frranted  or  appointed  yiiu  under  Our  Siffnot  and 
Sign  Manual,  or  by  Our  Order  in  Our  Privy  Council;  uud  you  are  to  call 
together  at  Quebec,  (Which  We  do  hereby  appoint  to  be  the  place  of  your 
ordinary  Residence,  and  the  principal  Seat  of  Government,)  the  following 
persons  whom  We  do  hereby,  with  the  Advice  of  Our  Privy  Council,  con- 
stitute and  appoint  to  be  Our  Council  for  the  Affairs  of  Our  said  Province  of 
'^Quebec,  and  the  Territories  thereunto  Wlonging;  Viz,  Hector  Theophilua 
Cramahe  Esquire,  Our  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Our  said  Province  or  Our 
Lieutenant  Governor  of  Our  said  Province  for  the  time  being,  Our  Chief 
Justice  of  Our  Province  for  the  time  being,  Hugh.  Finlay,  Thomas  Dunn, 
James  Cuthbert,  Colin  Dnimmond,  Francis  Les  Vesques;  Edward  Harrison, 
John  Collins,  Adam  Mabean. — De  I^ry, —  S^  Ours,  Picodyde  Contrecoeur, 
Our  Secretary  of  Our  said  Province  for  the  time  being,  George  A.lsopp, — 
De  La  Naudiere,  La  Corne  .S'  Luc,  Alexander  Johnstone,  Conrad  Gugy, — 
Bellestres, — Rigauville,  and  John  Fraser  Esquires  j  All  and  every  of  which 
Person  atid  Persons  shall  hold  and  enjoy  his  &  their  Office  and  Offices  of 
Councillor  or  Councillors  for  Our  said  Province  of  Quebec,  for  and  during 
Our  Will  and  Pleasure,  and  his  or  their  Residence  within  Our  said  Pro- 
vince, and  not  otherwise. 

2.  It  is  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  any  five  of  the  said  Coun- 
cil shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Council  for  transacting  all  Business,  in  which 
their  Advice  and  consent  may  be  requisite.  Acts  of  Legislation  only  ex- 
cepted, (in  which  Case  you  are  not  to  act  without  a  Majority  of  the  whole,) 
And  it  is  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  the  Members  of  Our  said 
Council  shall  have  and  enjoy  nil  the  Powers,  Privileges  and  Emoluments 
enjoyed  by  the  Members  of  Our  Councils  in  Our  other  Plantations;  and 
also  such  others  as  are  contained  and  directed  in  Our  said  Commission  under 
Our  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain,  and  in  these  Our  Instrustions  to  you ;  and 
that  ihey  shall  meet  together  at  such  time  and  times,  place  and  places,  as 
jou  in  your  discretion  shall  think  necessary,  except  when  they  meet  for  the 
purpose  of  Legislation,  in  which  Case  they  are  to  be  assembled  at  the  Town 
of  Quebec  only. 

3.  And  You  are  with  all  due  and  iisual  Solemnity  to  cause  Our  said 
Commission  to  be  read  and  published  at  the  said  Meeting  of  Our  Council, 
which  being  done,  you  shall  then  take  and  also  administer  to  each  of  the 
Meqibers  of  Our  said  Council,  ("not  being  a  Canadian,  professing  the  Religion 
of  the  Church  of  Home,)  the  Oaths  mentioned  in  an  Act  passed  in  the  first 
yeir  of  the  Reign  of  His  Majesty  King  George  the  first,  intituled.  "An  Act 
"for  the  further  Security  of  His  Majesty's  Person,  and  Government,  and 
"the  Succession  of  the  Crown  in  the  Heirs  of  the  late  Princess  Sophia,  being 
"Protestants;  and  for  extinguishing  the  hopes  of  the  pretended  Prince  of 
"Wales,  and  his  open  and  secret  Abettors,"  as  altered  and  explained  by  an 
Act  passed  in  the  sixth  year  of  Our  Reign,  intituled,  ''An  Act  for  altering 
"the  Oath  of  Abjuration,  and  the  Assurance  and  for  amending  so  mtich  of 
"an  Act  of  the  seventh  year  of  Her  late  Majesty  Queen  Anne,  intituled, 
"An  Act  for  the  Improvement  of  the  Union  of  the  two  Kingdoms,  as,  after 
"the  time  therein  limited,  requires  the  delivery  of  certain  Lists  and  Copies, 
"therein  mentioned,  to  persons  indicted  of  High  Treason,  or  Misprision  of 
"Treason*;"  as  also  make  and  subscribe,  and  cause  them  to  make  and  sub- 
scribe the  declaration  mentioned  in  an  Act  of  Parliament  made  in  the 
twenty  fifth  Year  of  the  Reign  of  King  Charles  the  second,  intituled,  "An 
"Act  for  preventing  Dangers,  which  may  happen  from.  I*o\>\?\v  "R,et\\wvwV».-" 
and  yon  and  every  nne  nf  ihem  are  likewise  to  V.aVe  aw  C^'aVV  ^<a"t  *Cft»  ^s^aa 
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Execution  of  your  and  their  Places  and  Trusis,  with  repfard  to  your  and 
their  equal  and  impartial  Administration  of  Justice;  and  you  are  also  to 
take  the  Oath  required  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  seventh  and  ei)^hth  years 
of  the  lieign  of  King  William  the  third,  to  he  taken  by  Governors  of  Planta- 
tions to  do  their  utmost,  that  the  Laws  relating  to  the  Plantations  be 
observed. 

4.  And  Whei'oas  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  fourteenth  year  of  Our 
Reign,  intituled,  "An  Art  for  making  more  effectual  provision  for  the 
"Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  in  North  America,"  it  is  enacted 
and  provided,  that  no  person,  professing  the  Religion  of  the  Church  of 
Rome,  and  residing  in  the  said  Province,  shall  be  obliged  to  take  the  Oath 
of  Supremacy  required  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  first  year  of  the  Reigu  of 
Queen  Klizabeth.  or  any  other  Oaths  substituted  by  any  other  Act  in  the 
place  thereof;  but  that  every  such  Person,  who  by  the  said  Statute  is  required 
to  take  the  Oaths  therein  mentioned,  shall  be  obliged,  and  is  thereby 
required,  under  certain  Penalties,  to  take  and  subscribe  au  Oath  in  the 
form  and  Words  therein  prescribed,  and  set  down;  It  is  therefore  Our  Will 
and  Pleasure,  that  you  do  administer  to  each  and  every  Member  of  Our  said 
Council,  being  a  Canadian,  and  professing  the  Religion  of  the  Church  of 
Rome,  and  cause  each  of  them  severally  to  take  and  subscribe  the  Oath 
mentioned  in  the  said  Act  passed  in  the  fourteenth  j'ear  of  Our  Reign,  in- 
tituled; "'An  Act  for  making  more  effectual  provision  for  the  Government 
"of  the  Province  of  Quebec  in  North  America;"  and  also  cause  them  sever- 
ally to  take  an  Oath  for  the  due  Execution  of  their  places  and  Trusts,  and 
for  their  equal  and  impartial  administration  of  Justice. 

5.  And  that  We  may  be  always  informed  of  the  Names  and  Characters 
of  Persons  fit  to  supply  the  Vacancies,  which  may  happen  in  Our  said 
Council,  You  are  from  time  to  time  to  transmit  to  Us,  by  one  of  Our  Prin- 
cipal Secretaries  of  iStale,  the  Names  and  Characters  of  such  persons,  In- 
habitants of  Our  said  Colony,,  whom  you  shall  esteem  the  best  qualified  for 
that  Trust:  And  you  are  also  to  transmit  a  duplicate  of  the  svid  Account 
to  Our  Commissioners  for  Trade  and  Plantations,  for  (heir  Information. 

6.  And  if  it  shall  at  any  time  happen,  that  Viy  the  rleath  or  departure 
out  of  Our  said  Provirice,  of  any  of  Our  said  Councillors,  there  shall  be  a 
Vacancy  in  Our  said  Council,  Our  W^ill  and  Pleasure  is;  that  you  signify  the 
same  to  Us  by  one  of  Our  principal  Secretaries  of  Slate,  and  to  Our  Com- 
missioners for  Trade  and  Plantations,  bj'  the  first  Opportunity,  that  we 
may  by  Warrant  under  Our  Signet  and  Sign  Manual,  and  with  the  Advice 
of  Our  Privy  Council,  constitute  and  appoint   others  in  their  stead. 

7.  You  are  forthwith  to  communicate  such  and  so  many  of  these  Our 
Instructions  to  Our  said  Council,  wherein  their  Advice  and  Consent  are 
mentioned  to  be  requisite,  as  likewise  all  such  others  from  time  to  time, 
as  you  shall  find  convenient  for  Our  Service  to  be  imparted  to  them. 

8.  You  are  to  permit  the  Members  of  Our  said  Council  to  have  and 
Enjoy  Freedom  of  Debate  and  vote  in  all  Affairs  of  Public  Concern,  that 
may  be  debated  in  Council. 

9.  And  Whei-eas  by  the  aforesaid  Act  passed  in  the  fourteenth  year  of 
Our  Reign,  intituled,  "An  Act  for  making  more  effectual  Provision  for 
"the  Government  of  the  Province  nf  Quebec  in  North  America,"  It  is 
further  enacted  and  Provided,  that  the  Council  for  the  Affairs  of  the  said 
Province,  to  be  constituted  and  appointed  in  Manner  therein  directed,  or 
the  Major  Part  thereof,  shall  have  power  and  Authority  to  make  Ordinances 
for  the  peace,    Welfare,   and   good   Government   of   the   said   Province   with 

'ff  Consent  of  Our  Governor,  or,  in  his  absence,  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor, 
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or  Commauder  in  Chief  for  iLe  liaie  I.eiug;  provitleJ,  that  no  Oniinanoe 
shall  be  passed,  unless  upon  some  urgent  Occasion  at  any  Meeting  of  the 
Council,  except  between  the  first  day  of  January  and  the  first  day  of  May. 
(And  Whereas  the  State  and  condition  of  Our  said  Province  do  require, 
that  immediate  provision  should  be  made  by  Law  for  the  Great  Varioiy  of 
Arrangements  and  Regulations  essentially  necessary  ti)  the  Government 
thereof;  It  is  therefore  Our  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  you  do  within  a  con- 
venient time  issue  Summons  for  the  Assembling  of  our  said  Council  in  their 
Legislative  Capacity  either  on  the  first  day  of  April  next,  or  as  soon  after 
us  may  be  convenient,  in  Order  to  deliberate  upon,  and  frame  such  Ordin- 
ances, as  the  Condition  of  Afl'airs  within  Our  said  Province  shall  require, 
and  as  «hall.  in  your  and  their  Judgement,  be  fit  and  necessary  for  the 
Welfare  of  Our  said  Province,  and  the  Territories  thereunto  belonging.) 

I         10.  You  are  nevertheless  to  take  espe<ial  Care, 

That  no  Ordinance  be  passed  at  any  Meeting  of  the  Council,  where  less 
than  a  Majority  of  the  Council  is  present,  or  at  any  time,  except  between 
the  first  day  of  January  and  the  first  day  of  May,  as  aforesaid,  unless  upon 
some  urgent  Occasion;  in  which  Case  every  Member  thereof  resident  at 
Quebec,  or  within  fifty  Miles  tTiereof  shall  be  personally  summoned  to 
attend  the  same. 

That  no  Ordinance  be  passed  tor  laying  any  Taxes  or  Duties,  such 
Rates  and  Taxes  only  excepted,  as  the  Inhabitants  of  any  Town  or  District 
may  be  authorized  to  assess,  levy,  and  apply  within  the  said  Town  or  Dis- 
trict, for  the  making  Eoads,  erecting  and  repairing  public  Buildings,  or  fur 
any  other  purpose  respecting  the  Local  Convenience  and  Oeconomy  of  such 
Town  or  District. 

That  no  Ordinance  touching  Religion,  or  by  which  any  punishment 
may  be  inflicted  greater  than  Fine  or  Imprisonment  for  three  Mouths,  \>c. 
made  to  take  effect,  until  the  same  shall  have  received  Our  Approbatinn. 

That  no  Ordinance  be  passed  relative  to  the  Trade,  Commerce,  or  Fish- 
eries of  the  said  Province,  by  which  the  Inhabitants  thereof  shall  be  put 
upon  a  more  advantageous  fodting,  than  any  other  His  Majesty's  Subjects 
either  of  this  Kingdom,  or  the  Plantations. 

That  no  Ordinance  respecting  private  property  be  passed  without  a 
Clause  suspending  its  Execution,  until  Our  Royal  Will  and  Pleasure  is 
known;  nor  without  a  saving  of  the  Right  of  Us,  Our  Heirs,  and  Success- 
ors, and  of  all  Bodies  politic  and  corporate,  and  of  all  other  persons,  except 
such  as  are  mentioned  in  the  said  Ordinance,  and  those  claiming  by,  from, 
and  under  them;  And,  before  such  Ordinance  is  passed,  proof  mu.st  l:e  made 
before  you  in  Council,  and  entered  in  the  Couucil-Boolis,  that  public  Noti- 
fication was  made  of  the  Party's  Intention  to  apply  for  such  Ordinance  in 
the  several  Parish  Churches,  where  the  Lands  in  Question  lye,  for  three 
Sundays  at  least  successively,  before  any  such  Ordinance  shall  be  proposed; 
and  you  are  to  transmit  and  annex  to  the  said  Ordinance  a  Certificate  under 
your  hand  that  the  sunie  jiassed  through  all  the  Forms  aboveraentioned. 

That  no  Ordinance  shall  be  enacted  for  a  less  time  than  two  years,  ex- 
cept in  Cases  of  imminent  Necessity,  or  immediate  temporary  Expediency; 
and  you  shall  not  reenaot  any  Ordinance,  to  which  Our  Assent  shall  have 
been  once  refused,  without  express  leave  for  that  purpose  first  obtained 
from  Us,  upon  a  full  Representation  by  you  to  be  made  to  Us  by  one  of 
Our  Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  and  to  Our  Commissioners  for  Trade 
and  Plantations,  for  tfapir  Infurmation,  of  the  Reasons  and  Necessity  for 
piix)«ing  Auch  Ordinance;  tior  givu  your  Assent  to  any  Ordinance  for  re\>eal- 
ing  any  other  Onlinance,  which  hath  passed  iu  yowt  GoN^TTvtOkSwV, -a-iA.  ^vNs. 
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have  received  Our  Royal  Approbation,  unless  you  take  Care,  that  there  be 
a  Clause  inserted  suspending  and  deferring  the  Execution  thereof,  until 
Our  Pleasure  shall  be  known,  coucciuiiig^  the  Same. 

That  in  all  Ordinances  imposing  Fines,  Forfeitures,  or  Penalties, 
express  Mention  be  made,  that  the  same  is  granted,  or  reserved  to  Us,  Our 
Heirs,  and  Successors  for  the  public  Uses  of  the  said  Province,  and  the 
Support  of  the  Government  thereof,  as  by  the  said  Ordiuanc-e  shall  lie 
directed;  and  that  a  Clause  be  inserted  declaring,  that  the  Money,  arising 
by  the  Operation  of  the  said  Ordinance,  shall  be  accounted  for  unto  Us  in 
thJa  Kingdom,  and  to  Our  Commissioners  of  Our  Treasury  for  the  time 
being;  and  audited  by  Our  Auditor  General  of  Our  Plantations,  or  his 
Deputy. 

That  all  such  Ordinances  be  lransm,itted  by  you  within  Six  Months 
after  their  passing,  or  sooner,  if  opportunity  offers,  to  Us  by  One  of  our 
Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  and  iJuplicatpa  thereof  to  Our  Commisfiiouers 
for  Trade  and  Plantations,  for  their  Information,  that  they  be  abstracted 
ill  the  Margents,  and  accompanied  with  very  full  and  particular  Observa- 
tions upon  each  of  them,  that  is  to  say,  whether  the  same  is  iniroductive 
to  a  new  Law,  or  does  repeal  a  Law  then  before  in  being;  and  you  are  also 
to  transmit  in  the  fullest  manner  the  Reasons  and  Occasion  for  enacting 
buch  Ordinances,  together  with  fair  Copies  of  the  Journals  of  the  proceed- 
ing«  of  the  Council,  which  you  arc  to  require  from  the  Clerk  of  the  said 
Council. 

IL  In  the  Consideration  of  what  may  be  necessary  to  be  provided  for 
by  Law  within  Our  said  Province,  as  created  and  established  by  the  afore- 
said Act,  intituled,  "an  Act  for  making  more  effectual  Provision  for  the 
"Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  in  North  America,"  a  Great 
Variety  of  impor<ant  Objects  hold  themselves  forth  to  the  Attention  of  the 
Legislative  CoiuiciL 

12.  The  Establishment  of  Courts,  and  a  proper  Mode  of  administering 
Civil  and  Criminal  Justice  throughout  the  whole  Extent  of  Our  Province, 
according  to  the  Principles  declared  in  the  said  Act  '^'for  making  more 
"effectual  provision  for  the  Government  thereof,"  demand  the  greatest 
Care  and  Circumspection;  for,  as  on  the  one  hand  it  is  Our  Gracious  pur- 
pose, conformable  to  the  Spirit  and  Intention  of  the  said  Act  of  Parliament, 
that  Our  Canadian  Subjects  should  have  the  benefit  and  use  of  their  own 
Laws,  Usages,  and  Customs  in  all  Controversies  respecting  Titles  of  Land, 
and  the  Tenure,  descent,  Alii'uatiim,  Inonmbrauces,  and  Settlement  of  Real 
Estates,  and  the  distribution  of  the  personal  property  of  Persons  dying 
intestate;  so  on  the  other  hand,  it  wilt  he  the  duty  of  the  Legislative  Coun- 
cil to  consider  well  in  framing  such  Ordinances,  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  Establishment  of  Courts  of  Justice,  and  for  the  better  Administration 
of  Justice,  whether  the  Laws  of  England  may  not  be,  if  not  altogether,  at 
least  in  part  the  Rule  for  the  decision  in  all  Cases  of  pergonal  Actions 
grounded  upon  Debts,  Promises,  Contracts,  and  Agreements,  whether  of  a 
Mercantile  or  other  Nature:  and  also  of  Wrongs  proper  to  be  compensated 
in  damages;  and  more  especially  where  Our  natural-born  Subjects  of  Great 
Britain,  Ireland,  or  Our  other  Plantations  residing  at  Quebec,  or  who  may 
resort  thither,  or  have  Credits,  or  Property  within  the  same,  may  happen 
to  be  either  Plaintiff  or  defendant  in  any  civil  Suit  of  such  a  nature. 

13.  Security  to  personal  Liberty  is  a  fundamental  Principle  of  Justice 
in  all  free  Governments,  and  the  making  due  provision  for  th»t  purpose  is 
AB  nhjert  the  Le;5rislatxire  of  Quebec  ought  never  to  lose  Sight  of;  nor  can 
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they  follow  a  better  Example  tlian  that,  which  the  Common  Law  of  this 
Kinf?dom  hath  set  in  the  Provision  made  for  a  Writ  of  Habeas  Corpus, 
which  is  the  Right  of  every  British  Subjoct  in  this  Kinj^dom. 

14.  With  Eegard  to  the  Nature  and  number  of  the  Courts  of  Justice, 
which  it  may  be  proper  to  establish,  cither  for  the  whole  Province  at  lurge, 
or  Beparately  for  its  dependencies,  and  the  times  and  places  for  holdinjf 
the  said  Courta,  no  certain  Rule  can  be  laid  down  in  a  Case,  in  which  the 
Judgement  must  in  many  Ilespecta  at  least  be  altogether  guided  by  Cir- 
cumstances of  local  Convenience  and  Consideration. 

16.  Tn  Genera]  it  may  be  proper,  that  there  should  be  a  Superior  or 
Supreme  Court  of  criminal  Justice  and  Jurisdiction  for  the  Cognizance  of 
.all  Pleas  of  the  Crown,  and  for  the  Trial  of  all  manner  of  Offences  what- 
Doever,  to  be  held  before  the  Chief  Justice  for  the  time  being  at  such  times 
^and  places,  as  shall  be  most  convenient  for  the  due  and  speedy  Administra- 
tion of  Justice,  and  the  preventing  long  Imprisonments;  the  said  Court 
to  be  called  and  known  by  the  name  of  the  Court  of  Ring's  Bench;  That, 
for  the  more  orderly  establishment  and  Regulation  of  Courta  of  Civil  Juris- 
diction, the  Province  of  Quebec,  ac  limited  and  bounded  by  th«  aforesaid 
Act  of  Parliament  "for  making  more  effectual  Provision  for  the  Govern- 
"ment  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  in  North  America,"  be  divided  into  two 
iDistricts  by  the  names  of  Quebec  and  Montreal ,  each  district  to  be  limited 
Hind  bounded  in  .such  manner,  as  shall  he  thought  best  adapted  to  the  01)ject 
of  the  Jurisdiction  to  be  established  therein;  That  there  be  established  in 
each  of  the  said  Districts  a  Court  of  Common  pleas  to  be  held  at  surh  times 
and  places,  as  shall  be  judged  most  convenient,  and  to  have  full  power. 
Jurisdiction  and  Authority  to  hear  and  determine  all  Civil  Suits  and 
Actions  cognizable  by  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in  Westminster  Hall, 
according  to  the  Rules  prescribed  by  the  said  Act  of  Parliament  "for  mak- 
"ing  more  effectual  Provision  for  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec 
"in  North  America,"  and  according  to  such  Laws  and  Ordinances,  as  shall 
from  time  to  time  bo  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  said  Province  in 
manner  therein  directed;  that  there  be  throe  Judges  in  each  of  the  said 
Courts  of  Common  Pleas,  that  is  to  say,  two  of  Our  natural-born  Subjects 
of  Great  Britain,  Ireland,  or  Our  other  Plantations,  and  one  Canadian; 
and  also  one  Sheriff'  appointed  for  each  district;  That  besides  the  foregoing 
Courts  of  Criminal  and  Civil  Jurisdiction  for  the  Province  at  large,  there 
be  also  an  Inferior  Court  of  Criminal  and  Civil  Jurisdiction  in  each  of  the 
Districts  of  the  Illinois,  S^  Vincenne,  Detroit,  Jlissilimakinac,  and  Gasp^e 
by  the  Names  of  the  Court  of  Kinp's  Bench  for  such  districi.  to  be  held  at 
such  times,  as  shall  be  thought  most  convenient,  with  Authority  to  hear 
and  determine  in  all  Matters  of  Criminal  Nature  according  to  the  Laws  of 
England,  and  the  Laws  of  the  Province  hereafter  to  bo  made  and  passed; 
and  in  all  Civil  matters  according  to  the  Rules  prescribed  by  the  afore- 
said Act  of  Parliament  "for  making  more  effectual  Provision  for  the  Qov- 
"ernraent  of  Quebec  in  North  America;"  That  each  of  the  said  Courts  shall 
consist  of  one  judge,  being  a  natural-born  Subject  of  Great  Britain,  Ire-  i 
land,  or  Our  other  Plantations,  and  of  one  other  Person,  being  a  Canadian, 
by  the  name  of  Assistant  or  Assessor,  to  givo  advice  to  the  Judge  in  any 
Matter,  when  it  may  be  necessary;  but  to  have  no  Authority  or  Power  to  \ 
attest  at  issue  any  Process,  or  to  give  any  Vote  in  any  order.  Judgment,  or  i 
decree:  that  the  said  Judges,  so  to  be  appointed,  as  aforesaid,  for  each  Div 
trict,  shall  have  the  same  power  and  Authority  in  Criminal  Cases,  as  is 
vested  in  the  Chief  Justice  of  Our  said  Province:  and  also  the  same  Power 
and  Authority  in  Civil  Cases,  as  any  other  Judge  of  Common  Pleas  wUKItl 
Our  said  Province,   excepting  only  that,  in  Caftfts  ol  Tte^?.«^v,  ^wt^e:?,  o^ 
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other  Capital  Feloiiics,  the  said  Judges  shall  have  no  Authority,  than  that 
of  Arrest  and  t'omniitinent  to  the  Gaols  o^  Quebec,  or  of  Montreal,  where 
alone  Offenders  in  such  Cases  shall  be  tried  before  Our  Chief  Justice;  That 
a  Sheriff  be  appointed  in  each  of  the  said  Dislricts  for  the  Execution  of 
Civil  and  Criminal  Process;  That  the  Governor  and  Council  (of  which,  in 
the  absence  of  the  Governor  and  Lieutenant  Governor,  the  Chief  Justice 
is  to  be  President,)  shall  be  a  Court  of  civil  Jurisdiction  for  the  hearing 
and  determining  all  Appeals  from  the  Judgement  of  the  other  Courts, 
where  the  matter  in  dispute  is  above  (he  value  of  Ten  Pounds;  That  any 
Five  of  the  said  Council,  with  the  Governor,  Lieu'  Governor,  or  Chief 
Justice  shall  constitute  a  Court  for  that  purpose;  and  that  their  Judgment 
shall  be  tinul  in  all  Cases  not  exceeding  the  Value  of  i.'500  sterling,  in 
which  Cases  an  Appeal  from  their  Judgement  is  to  be  admitted  to  Us  in 
Our  Privy  Council.  It  is  however  Our  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  no  Appeal 
be  allowed,  unless  security  be  first  duly  given  by  the  Appellant,  that  be 
will  effectually  prosecute  the  same,  and  answer  the  Condemnation,  as  also 
pay  such  Costs  and  Damages,  as  shall  be  awarded  by  Us,  in  case  the  Sen 
tence  be  affirmed;  Provided  nevertheless,  where  the  matter  in  question 
relates  to  the  taking  or  demanding  any  Duty  paj-able  to  Us,  or  to  any  Fee 
of  OfiBce,  or  annual  Rents,  or  other  such  like  matter  or  thing,  where  the 
Rights  in  future  may  be  bound,  in  all  such  Cases  appeal  to  Us,  in  Our 
Privy  Council  is  to  be  admitted,  tho'  the  immediate  .sum  or  value  appealed 
for  be  of  less  value. — And  it  la  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  iu  all 
Cases,  where  Appeals  are  admitted  unto  Us  in  Our  Privy  Council,  execution 
be  suspenilod  until  the  final  determination  of  such  Appeal,  unless  good  and 
sufficieut  security  be  given  by  the  Appellee  to  make  ample  restitution  of 
all,  that  the  Appellant  shall  have  Inst  by  means  of  such  decree  or  judg- 
ment, in  case,  upon  the  determination  of  such  Appeal,  such  decree  or  judg- 
ment should  be  reversed,  and  restitution  awarded  to  the  Ar>pellant. 
Appeals  unto  Us  iu  Our  Privy  Council  are  also  tu  be  admitted  in  all  on.ses 
of  Fines  imposed  for  misdemeanors;  Provided  the  fines,  so  imposed,  amount 
to,  or  exceed  the  sum  of  £100  sterling,  the  Appellant  first  giving  good 
Security,  that  he  will  effectually  pro.secute  the  same  and  answer  the  Con- 
demnation, if  the  sentence,  by  which  such  Fine  was  imposed  in  Quebec,  be 
affirmed. 

16.  It  is  Our  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  all  Commis-sions  to  be  granted  by 
you  to  any  person  or  persons  to  be  judges  or  justices  of  the  peace,  or  other 
necessary  Officers,  be  granted  during  pleasure  only. 

17.  You  shall  not  displace  any  of  the  Judges,  Justices  of  the  peace  or 
other  OfiBcers  or  Ministers  without  good  and  sufficient  cause,  which  you 
nhall  signify  in  the  fullest  and  most  distinct  manner  to  Us  by  one  of  tjur 
principal  Secretaries  of  State,  and  to  Our  Commissioners  for  Trade  and 
Plantations,  for  their  information. 

18.  And  whereas  fre<]Uent  complaints  have  heretofore  been  made  of 
great  delays  and  undue  proceedings  in  (he  Courts  of  Justice  in  several  of 
Our  PI  mtatiiins.  whei-eby  many  of  Our  good  Subjects  have  very  much 
flutVered;  and  it  Wing  of  the  greatest  importance  to  Our  Service,  and  to  the 
welfare  of  (  hir  Pluntiitions.  thiit  J\islic-e  l>p  everv  where  s]>eedily  and  duly 
administered;  and  that  all  disorders,  delays,  and  other  undue  Practises  in 
the  administration  thereof  be  effectually  prevented;  We  do  particularly  re- 
quire you  to  take  especial  Care,  that  in  all  Courts,  where  you  are  or  shall 
l>p  authorized  to  preside,  justice  l>e  impartially  administered:  find  that  in 
»]]  other  Courts  established,  or  to  l>e  e?«tablished  within  Our  said  Province,

_all  -ludfjes  and  utiier  Persons  thereiu  concerned  do  likewise  perform  their 
"^fvcral  Duties  without  any  delay  or  partiality. 

I'J.  You  arc  to  take  cure,  that  all  Writs  be  issued  in  Our  >'arQe 
throughout  the   Province  under  your    Government. 

20.  The  establishment  of  ]>ro|)er  rej^ulations  in  matters  of  ecclesiastical 
conoerti  is  an  Object  of  very  great  importance,  and  it  will  be  your  indis- 
peusahle  duty  to  lose  no  time  in  making  such  arrangements  in  re{f{>rd  thereto, 
as  may  give  full  satisfaction  tf)  Our  new  Subjects  in  every  point,  in  which 
they  have  a  riyht  to  any  indulgence  on  that  head;  always  renicmberiug, 
that  it  is  a  toleration  of  the  free  exercise  of  the  religion  of  tlie  Church  of 
Home  only,  to  which  they  are  entitled,  but  not  to  the  powers  and  privileges 
of  it,  as  an  established  L'hurch,  for  that  is  a  preference,  which  belongs  only 
to  the  Protestant  Church  of  England. 

21.  Upon  tliese  principles  therefore,  and  to  the  end,  that  Our  just 
Supremacy  in  all  matters  eirclesiastical,  as  well  as  civil,  may  have  its  due 
scope  and  influence,  it  is  Our  Will  and  Pleasure, 

First,  that  all  Appeals  to,  or  correspondence  with  any  foreign  ecclesias- 
tical jurisdiction,  of  what  nature  or  kind  so  ever,  be  absolutely  forbidden 
tinder  very  severe  Penalties. 

Secondly,  That  no  Episcopal  or  Vicarial  Powers  be  exercised  within 
Our  said  Province  by  any  Persons  professing  the  Keligion  of  the  Church  of 
Home,  hut  such  only,  as  are  essentially  and  indispensably 'necessary  to  the 
free  exercise  of  the  Romish  Religion;  and  in  those  cases  not  without  a 
License  and  Permission  from  you  under  the  Seal  of  Our  said  Province,  and 
during  Our  Will  and  Pleasure,  and  under  such  other  limitations  & 
reatrictious,  as  may  correspond  with  the  spirit  and  provision  of  the  Act  of 
Parliament,  "for  making  more  effectual  provision  for  the  Government  of 
"the  Province  of  Quebec;"  xVnd  no  person  whatever  is  to  have  holy  Orders 
conferred  upon  liim,  or  to  have  the  Cure  of  Souls  without  a  License  for  that 
purpose  tirst  had  or  obtained  from  you. 

Thirdly,  That  no  person  professing  the  Religion  of  the  Church  of  Home 
le  allowed  to  till  any  ecclesiastical  Benefice,  or  to  have  and  enjoy  any  of 
the  Rights  or  Profits  Iwlonging  thereto,  that  is  not  a  Canailian  by  birth, 
(such  only  excepted,  as  arc  now  in  possession  of  any  such  Benefice,)  and 
that  is  not  appointed  thereto  by  Us,  or  by,  or  under  Our  Authority,  and 
present,  or  appoint  to  any  vacant  Benefice,  other  than  such  as  may  lay 
claim  to  the  patronage  of  Benefices,  as  a  Civil  Right,  be  absolutely  abolish- 
ed. No  Person  to  hold  more  than  one  Benefice,  or  at  least  not  more  than 
can  reasonably  be  served  by  one  and  the  same  Incumbent. 

Fourthly,  That  no  person  whatever,  professing  the  Religion  of  the 
Church  of  Rome,  be  appointed  Incumbent  of  ajiy  Parish,  in  which  the 
Majority  of  the  Inhabitants  shall  solicit  the  appointment  of  a  Protestant 
Minister;  in  such  case  the  Incumbent  shall  be  a  Protestant,  and  entitled 
to  all  Tythes  payable  within  such  Parish;  But  nevertheless  the  Roman 
Catholicks  may  have  the  use  of  the  Church  for  the  free  exercise  of  their 
Religion  at  such  time,  as  may  not  interfere  with  the  Religious  Worship 
of  the  Protestants :  And  in  like  manner  the  Protestant  Inhabitants  in  every 
Parish  where  the  Majority  of  Parishioners  are  Roman  Catholicks,  shall 
notwithstanding  have  the  use  of  the  Church  for  the  exercise  of  their  Religion 
at  such  times,  as  may  not  interfere  with  the  Religious  Worship  of  the 
Roman  Catholicks. 

Fifthly,  Tliat  no  Incumbent  professing  the  Religion  of  the  Church  of 
Rome  be  appointed  to  any  Parish,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  any  Tythes 
for  Lands,  or  Possessions  occupied  by  a  Proteataii^ ;  \mV  s\\c\\  '\'V|'Cae%  ^vnSS. 
be  recf-irp^J  ?jr  sucb  Persons,  as  you   shall  v\ppom\.,  tvi;\(i  ^wW  \>^  tfe'^e't^'?^?'^ 
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in  the  bands  of  Our  Ileceiver  General,  as  aforesaid,  for  the  support  of  a 
Protestant  Clergy  io  Our  said  I'rovinr-e  to  he  uttnally  resident  within  the  Mame, 
and  not  otherwise,  according  to  such  directions  as  you  shall  receive  from 
[Is  in  thai  behalf. — And  in  like  manner  all  growing  iJents  and  Profits  of 
a  vacant  Benefice  shall,  during  such  vacancy,  bv  reserved  for,  and  applied 
to  (he  like  uses. 

Sixthly,  That  all  Persons  professing  the  Religion  of  the  Church  of 
Home,  which  ^e  already  possessed  of,  or  may  hereafter  be  appointed  to 
any  ecclesiastical  Benefice,  or  who  may  be  licensed  to  exercise  any  Power 
or  Authority  in  respect  thereto,  do  take  and  suVficribe  before  you  in  Coun- 
cil, or  before  such  Person  as  you  shall  appoint  to  administer  the  same,  the 
Oath  required  to  be  taken  and  subscribed  by  the  aforesaid  Act  of  Parliament 
passed  in  the  fourteenth  year  of  Our  Reign,  intituled,  "An  Act  for  mak- 
"ing  more  effectual  Provision  for  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  (iueliec 
"in  North  America." 

Scventhlyj  That  all  Incumbents  of  Parishes  shall  hold  their  respective 
Benefices  during  good  behaviour,  subject  however,  in  cases  of  any  Convic- 
tion for  criminal  Ott'euces,  or  upon  due  proof  of  seditious  Attempts  to  dis- 
turl)  the  Peace  and  Tranquillity  of  Our  Government,  to  be  deprived,  or  sus- 
pended by  you  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  a  Miijoiity  nf  Our  said 
Council. 

Eighthly,  That  such  Ecclesiaeticks,  as  may  think  ht  to  cuter  into  the  holy 
state  of  Matrimony,  shall  bo  released  from  all  Penalties,  to  which  they 
may  have  been  subjected  in  such  Cases  by  any  Authority  of  the  See  of 
Rome. 

Ninthly,  That  freedom  of  Burial  of  the  Dead  in  Churches  and  Church 
yards  be   allowed   indiscriminately   tq  every   Christian  Persuasion. 

Tenthly,  That  the  Roj'al  Family  be  prayed  for  in  all  Churches  and 
Pl.ices  of  Holy  Worship,  in  such  manner  and  form,  as  are  used  in  this 
Kingdom;  and  that  Our  Arms  and  Insignia  be  put  up  not  only  in  all  such 
Churches  and  Places  of  holy  Worship,  but  also  in  all  Courts  of  Justice;  and 
that  the  Arms  of  France  be  taken  down  in  every  such  Church  or  Court, 
where  they  may  at  present  remain. 

Eleventhly,  That  the  Society  of  Romish  Priests,  called  the  Seminaries 
of  Quebec  and  Montreal,  shall  continue  to  possess  and  occupy  their  Houses 
of  Residence,  and  all  other  Houses  and  Lands,  to  which  they  were  lawfully 
intitled  on  the  13"^  of  September  17r>9;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  those 
So  ieties  to  fill  up  Vacancies,  and  admit  new  Members  according  to  the 
Rules  of  their  Foundations,  and  to  educate  Youth,  in  order  to  qualify  them 
for  the  Service  of  Parochial  Cures;  as  they  shall  become  vacant.  It  is  never- 
theless Our  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  not  only  these  Seminaries,  but  all  rjther 
Religious  Communities,  so  long  as  the  same  shall  continue,  be  subject  to 
visitation  by  You  Our  Governor,  or  such  other  Person  or  Persons,  as  you 
shall  appoint  for  that  purpose,  and  also  aubject  to  such  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions, as  you  shall,  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  Our  Council,  think  fit 
to  establish  and  appoint. 

Twelfthly,  It  is  also  Our  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  all  other  Religious 
Seminaries  and  Communities  (that  of  the  Tesuits  only  excepted)  do  for  the 
present  and  until  We  can  be  more  fully  informed  of  the  true  State  of  them, 
and  how  far  they  are,  or  are  not  essential  to  the  free  exercise  of  the  Re- 
ligion of  the  Church  of  Rome,  as  allowed  within  Our  said  Province,  remain 
upon  their  present  Kstablishment ;  but  you  are  not  to  allow  the  admission  of 
any  new  Members  into  any  of  the  said  Societies  or  Communities,  the  Re- 
Jfg-j'oiis  CommuDitiea  oi  Women  only  excepted,  without  our  express  orders 
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for  that  purpose.  That  the  Society  of  Jesuits  be  suppressed  and  dissolved, 
and  no  longer  continued,  as  a  Body  corporate  and  politic,  and  all  their 
Eights,  Possessions  and  Property  shall  be  vested  in  Us  for  such  purposes, 
as  We  maj-^  hereafter  fhink  fit  to  direct  and  appoint;  but  We  think  fit  to 
declare  Uui-  Royal  Intention  to  be,  that  the  present  Members  of  the  said 
Society,  as  established  at  Quebec  shall  be  allowed  sufficient  stipends  and 
Provisions  during  their  natural  Lives; — That  all  Missionaries  amongst  the 
Indians,  whether  established  under  the  Authority  of,  or  appointed  by  the 
Jesuits,  or  by  any  other  ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Romish  Church,  be 
withdrawn  by  degrees,  and  at  such  times  and  in  auch  manner,  as  shall  be 
satisfactory  to  the  said  Indians,  and  consistent  with  the  Public  Safety;  and 
Protestant  Missionaries  appointed  in  their  places;  That  all  ecclesiastical 
Persons  whatsoever,  of  the  Church  of  Rome,  be  inhibited,  upon  Pain  of 
Deprivation,  from  influencing  any  Person  in  the  making  a  Will,  from  in- 
veigling Protestants  to  become  Papists,  or  from  tampering  with  ihem  in 
matter  of  Religion,  and  that  the  Romish  Priests  be  forbid  to  inveigh  in 
their  Sermons  against  the  Religion  of  the  ChurcE  of  England,  or  to  marry, 
baptize,  or  visit  the  sick,  or  bury  any  of  Our  Protestant  Subjects,  if  a 
Protestant  Minister  be  upon  the  Spot. 

22.  You  are  at  all  times  and  upon  all  occasions  to  give  every  Coun- 
tenance and  Protection  in  your  Power  to  such  Protestant  Ministers,  and 
School  Masters,  as  are  already  established  within  Our  said  Province,  or 
may  hereafter  be  sent  thither,  to  take  Care,  that  such  Stipends  and  Allow- 
ances, as  We  may  think  tit  to  appoint  for  them,  be  duly  paid;  that  the 
Churches  already  appropriated,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  appropriated  to 
the  use  of  Divine  Worship  according  to  the  Rites  of  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land, as  by  Law  established,  be  well  and  orderly  kept;  and,  as  the  Number 
of  Protestants  shall,  by  God'a  Blessing,  increase,  to  lay  out  new  Parishes 
in  convenient  Situations,  and  set  apart  and  appropriate  proper  Districts  of 
Land  therein  for  the  Scite  of  Churches,  and  Parsonage  Houses,  and  for 
Gflebes  for  the  Ministers  and  Schoolmasters. 

23.  You  are  to  take  especial  Care,  that  God  Almighty  be  devoutly  and 
duly  served  in  all  Protestant  Churches  and  Chapels  throughout  Our  said 
Province,  in  which  Divine  Service  is  performed  according  to  the  Rites  of 
the  Church  of  England ;  the  Book  of  Common  Prtiyer,  as  by  Law  established, 
bo  read  each  Sunday  and  Holiday;  and  the  Blessed  Sacrament  duly 
administered. 

24.  You  are  not  to  prefer  any  Protestant  Minister  to  any  ecclesiastical 
Benefice  in  the  Province  under  your  Government,  without  a  Certificate  from 
the  Right  Reverend  Father  in  God  the  Lord  Bishop  of  London,  of  his  being 
conformable  to  the  Doctrine  and  Discipline  of  the  Church  of  England,  and 
of  a  good  Life  and  Conversation;  and  if  any  Person  hereafter  preferred  to 
a  Benefice  shall  appear  to  you  to  give  Scandal  either  by  his  doctrine  or 
manners,  you  are  to  use  the  best  means  for  his  Removal. 

25.  You  are  to  give  orders  forthwith,  that  every  Protestant  Minister 
vrithin  your  Government,  be  one  of  the  Vestry  in  his  respective  Parish , 
and  that  no  Vestry  be  held  without  him,  except  in  case  of  Sickness,  or,  after 
Notice  of  a  Vestry  summoned,  he  omit  to  come. 

26.  And  to  the  end,  that  the  ecclesiastical  Jurisdiction  of  the  Lord 
Bishop  of  London  may  take  place  in  Our  Province  under  your  Govemmenl, 
as  far  ns  conveniently  may  be;  We  do  think  fit,  that  you  give  all  Countenance 
and  Encouragement  to  the  exercise  of  the  sanip,  excepting  only  the  collating 
to  Benefices,  grantintr  Licenses  for  Marriage,  and  Probates  nf  Will*,  "wW^c^. 
We  have  reserved  to  you  Onr  Governor,  and  to  tW  CoTci\naTi?^eT  \t>l.  ^!?^\«s^. 
of  Our  said  Province  tor  the  fi 
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27.  And  We  do  further  direct,  that  no  School  master,  who  shall  arrive 
la  Our  said  Province  from  this  Kin^^dom,  be  Lenpei'orward  piTinitted  to 
keep  School  without  the  License  of  the  said  Lord  JJishop  of  London;  and 
that  no  other  Person  now  there,  or  that  shall  come  from  other  Parts,  shall 
be  permitted  to  keep  School  in  your  Government  without  your  License  first 
obtained. 

28.  You  are  to  take  especial  Care,  that  a  Table  of  Marriages,  estab- 
lished by  the  Canons  of  the  Church  of  England,  be  hung  up  in  all  places 
of  public  Worship  according  to  the  Rites  of  the  Church  of  England. 

29.  And  it  is  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure,  that,  in  order  to  suppress, 
as  much  as  iu  you  lice,  every  species  of  Vice  and  Imiuoralit3',  You  forth- 
with do  cause  all  Laws  already  made  against  Ulasphemy,  Prophaneness, 
Adultery,  Foruicatiou,  Polygamy,  Iiicest,  Profanation  of  the  Lord's  day, 
Swearing,  and  Drunkenness,  to  be  vigorously  put  in  execution  in  every  part 
of  your  Government;  and  that  you  take  due  Care  for  the  punishment  of  these 
and  every  other  Vice  and  Immorality  by  presentment  upon  Oath,  to  be 
made  to  the  Temporal  Courts  by  the  Church  Wardens  of  the  several  Parishes 
at  proper  times  of  the  Year  to  be  appointed  for  that  purpose;  And  for  the 
further  discouragement  of  ^  ice  and  eneouragpnient  of  Virtue  and  good 
Living,  (that  by  such  Examples  the  Infidels  may  be  invited  and  persuaded 
to  embrace  the  Christian  Iteligion,)  You  are  not  to  admit  any  Persons  to 
public  Trusts  and  Employments  in  (he  Province  under  your  Government, 
whose  ill  fame  and  conversation  may  occasion   Scandal. 

30.  The  Extension  of  the  Limits  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  necessarily 
calls  forth  your  Attention  to  a  Variety  of  new  Matter  and  new  Objects  of 
Consideration;  The  protection  and  control  of  the  various  Settlements  of 
Canadian  Suljjects,  and  the  regulation  of  the  Peltry  Trade  in  the  upper  or 
interior  Country  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  protection  of  the  Fishi-ries  in  the 
Gulph  of  St  Lawrence,  and  on  the  Labrador  Coast  on  the  other  hand,  point 
to   Regulations,  that   require  delil)eration   and    despatch. 

3L  The  institution  of  inferior  Judicatxires  with  limited  Jurisdiction 
in  Criminal  and  Civil  Matters  for  the  Illinois,  Poste  S^  Viticenuc,  the  De- 
troit, Missiliniakinac,  and  Gaspee  has  been  already  pointed  out,  and  the 
Appointment  of  a  Superintendent  at  each  of  these  Posts  is  all,  that  is  further 
necessary  for  their  Civil  concerns;  But  it  will  be  highly  proper,  that  the 
Limits  of  each  of  those  Posts,  and  of  every  other  in  the  interior  Country 
should  be  fixed  and  ascertained;  and  that  no  Settlement  bo  allowed  beyond 
those  Limits:  seeing  that  such  Settlements  must  have  the  consequence  to 
disgust  the  Savages;  to  excite  their  Enmity;  and  at  length  lotally  to  destroy 
the  Peltry  Trade,  which  ought  to  be  cherished  and  encouraged  by  every 
means  in  your  Power. 

32.  It  is  Our  Royal  Intention,  that  the  Peltry  Trade  of  the  interior 
Country  should  he  free  and  open  to  all  Our  SuBjects,  Inhabitants  of  any  of 
Our  Colonies,  who  .•«hnll.  pursuant  to  what  was  directed  by  our  Royal  Pro- 
clamation of  1763,  obtain  Licenses  from  the  Governors  of  any  of  Our  said 
Colonics  for  that  purpose,  under  penalties  to  observe  such  Regulations,  as 
shall  be  made  by  Our  Legislature  of  Quel>ec  for  that  purpose;  Tho.se  Re- 
gulations therefore,  when  established,  must  be  made  public  throughout  all 
Our  American  possessions,  and  they  must  have  for  their  object  the  giving 
every  possible  facility  to  that  Trade,  which  the  nature  of  it  will  admit, 
and  as  may  consist  with  fair  and  just  dealing  towards  the  Savages,  with 
whom  it  is  carried  on.  The  fixing  stated  times  and  places  for  carrying  on 
tho  Trade,  and  adjusting  modes  of  settling  Tariffs  of  the  prices  of  Goods 
ji/ic/  Fnrs,  and  above  all  the  restraining  the  Sale  of  Spirituous  Liquors 
file  Indians  will  be  the  most  probable  and  efiectuaV  meauft  o^  B.TisvjfttxTv^ 
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ends  proposed.  These  and  a  variety  of  other  regulations,  incident  to  the 
nature  and  purpose  of  the  Peltry  Trade  in  the  interior  Country,  are  fully 
stated  in  a  Plan  proposed  bj'  Our  Commissioners  for  Trade  and  Plantations 

I  in  17ti4,  a  Copy  of  which  is  hereunto  annexed,  and  which  will  serve  as  a 
Guide  in  a  variety  of  cases,  in  which  it  may  l>e  necessary  to  make  provision 
by  Law  for  that  important  Branch  of  the  American  Commerce. 
33.  The  Fisheries  on  the  coast  of  Labrador,   and   the  Islands  adjacent 
thereto  are  objects  of  the  greatest  Importance,  not  only  on  account  of   the 
Commodities  they  produce,  but  also  as  Nurseries  of  Seamen,  upon  which  the 
Strength  and  Security  of  Our  Kingdoms  depend. 
34.  Justice  and  Equity  demand,  that  the  real  and  acttial  property  and 
possession    of  the    Canadian     Subjects   on    that    Coast   should  he  preserved 
entirely;  and  that  they  should  not  be  molested  or  hindered  in  the  exercise 
1^  any  Sedentary  Fisheries  they  may  have  established  there. 
r      35.  Their  Claims  however  extend  to  but  a  small  District  of  the  Coast, 
on  the  gre'itest  part  of  which  District  a  Cod  Fishery  is  stated  to  be  impractic- 

Iable. 
36.  On  all  parts  of  the  Coast,  where  there  are  no  Canadian  Possessions, 
and  more  especially  where  a  valuable  Cod  Fishery  may  be  carried  on,  it 
will  be  your  Duly  to  make  the  Interests  of  Our  British  Subjects  poing  nut 
to  fish  there  in  Ships  fitted  out  from  Great  Britain  the  first  object  of  your 
care,  and,  a.s  far  as  circumstances  will  admit,  to  establish  on  that  Coast 
the  Regulations  in  favour  of  British  fishing  Ships,  which  have  lieen  so 
wisely  adoptt>d  by  the  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  the  Reign  of  King 
William  the  Third  "for  the  encouragement  of  the  Newfoundland  Fishery"; 

■  and  you  are  on  no  account  to  allow  any  possession  to  be  taken,  or  sedentary 
Fisheries  to  1k'  established  upon  any  parts  of  the  Coast,  that  are  not  already 
private  Property,  by  any  persons  whatever,  except  only  such  as  shall  pro- 
duce annually  a  Certificate  of  their  having  fitted  out  from  some  Port  in 
Great  Britain. 

37.  We  have  mentioned  to  you  the  Fisheries  upon  the  Coast  of  Labrador, 

I  as  the  main  object  of  your  attention;  but  the  Commerce  carried  on  with 
Savages  of  that  Coast,  and  the  state  and  condition  of  those  Savuj^es  deserve 
some  regard;  The  Society  of  Unitas  Fratrum,  urged  by  a  laudable  Zeal 
for  promoting  Christianity,  has  already,  under  Our  Protection,  and  vriih 
Our  Permission,  formeil  Establishments  in  the  Northern  parts  of  that  Coast 
for  the  purjjoses  of  civilizing  the  Natives,  and  converting  thorn  to  the 
Christian  Religion.  Their  success  has  been  answeralde  to  their  Zeal;  and 
it  is  Our  oxprcs  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  you  do  give  them  every  counten- 
anco  and  Encouragement  in  your  power,  and  that  you   do   not  allow  any 

I  Establishment  to  be  made,  but  with  their  consent,  within  the  limits  of  their 
possessions. 
38.  By  Our  Commission  to  you  under  Our  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain 
you  are-  authorized  and  impowered.  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  Our 
Council,  to  settle  and  agree  with  the  Inhabitants  of  tlur  said  Province  of 
Quebec  for  such  Lands,  Tenements,  nnd  Hereilitanients,  as  now  are,  or 
shall  hereafter  be  in  (.)ur  Power  to  dispose  of.  It  is  therefore  Our  AVill  and 
Pleasure,  that  all  Lands,  which  now  are,  or  hereafter  may  be  subject  to 
Our  Disposal,  be  granted  in  Fief  or  Seigneurie,  in  like  manner  as  was  prac- 
tised antecedent  to  the  Conquest  of  the  said  Province;  omitting  however  iu 
•uiy  (Irant,  that  shall  be  passed  of  such  Lands,  the  Reservation  of  any 
.Tudi<ial  powers,  or  privileges  whatever.  And  it  is  Our  further  Will  and 
Ple^as^re,  that  all  Grants  in  Fief  or  Seigneurie,  so  to  be  passed  by  you,  as 
aforesaid,  be  made  subject  to  Our  Royal  Ilatification,  ot  \>\«v\\\«"<Nvv\\ee,  «tA. 
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to  a  due  Registry  thereof  within  a  limited  time,  in  like  manner  as  was 
practised  in  regard  to  Grants  and  Concessions  held  in  Fief  and  Seigneurie 
under  the  French  Government. 

39.  It  is  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  however,  that  no  Grants  be  made  of 
any  Lands,  on  vliirh  there  is  any  considerable  growth  of  white  Pines  fit 
for  Masting  Our  Royal  Navy,  and  which  lie  convenient  for  water  carriage; 
But  that  you  do  cause  all  such  Lands  to  1)€  set  apart  for  Our  Use,  and 
proper  regulations  made,  and  penalties  inflicted,  to  prevent  trespasses  on  such 
Tracts,  and  the  cutting  down,  or  destroying  the  Trees  growing  thereon. 

40.  And  whereas  it  appears  from  the  Representation  of  Our  late  Gov- 
ernor of  the  District  of  Trois  Rivieres  that  the  Iron  Wouks  at  Saint  Maurice 
in  that  District  are  of  great  consequence  to  Our  Service.  It  is  therefore 
Our  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  no  part  of  the  Lands,  upon  which  the  said 
Iron  Works  were  carried  on,  or  from  which  the  Ore  used  in  such  Works 
was  procured,  or  which  shall  appear  to  be  necessary  and  convenient  for 
that  Establishment,  either  in  respect  to  a  free  passage  to  the  River  Saint 
Lawrence,  or  for  producing  a  necessary  supply  of  Wood,  Corn,  and  Hay, 
or  for  Pasture  for  Cattle,  bo  granted  to  any  private  person  whatever.  And 
also  that  as  large  a  District  of  Land,  as  conveniently  may  be,  adjacent  to, 
and  lying  round  the  said  Iron  Works,  over  and  above  what  may  be  necessary 
for  the  above  purposes,  be  reserved  for  Our  Use,  to  be  disposed  of  in  such 
manner  as  We  shall  hereafter  direct  and  appoint. 

41.  And  it  is  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  you  do  consider  of 
a  proper  and  effectual  method  of  collecting,  receiving,  and  accounting  for 
Our  Quit  rents,  whereby  all  Frauda,  Concealments,  Irregularity,  or  neglect 
therein  may  be  prevented,  and  whereby  the  receipt  may  be  effectually 
checked  and  controlled.  And  if  it  shall  appear  necessary  to  pass  an  Act 
for  the  more  effectually  ascertaining,  and  the  more  speedily  and  regularly 
collecting  Our  Quit  rents,  you  are  to  prepare  the  heads  of  such  a  Bill,  as 
you  shall  think  may  most  eftVctiially  cimducp  tu  the  procuring  the  good 
ends  proposed;  and  to  transmit  the  same  to  Us  Ity  one  of  Our  principal 
Secretaries  of  .State  fur  Our  further  Directions  therein.  And  you  am  also 
to  transmit  a  Duplicate  then^f  to  Our  Commissioners  for  Trade  and  Planta^ 
tions  for  their  information. 


42.  You  ore  to  use  your  best  endeavours  in  improving  the  Trade  of  the 
Province  under  your  Government  by  settling  such  Orders  and  Regulations 
therein,  with  the  advice  of  Our  said  Council,  as  may  be  most  acceptable  to 
the  generality  of  the  Inhabitants;  And  It  is  Our  express  Will  and  Pleasure, 
that  you  do  not  upon  any  pretence  whatever,  upon  pain  of  Our  Hiorhcst 
Displeasure,  give  your  assent  to  any  Law  or  Laws  for  setting  up  any  Manu- 
factures, and  carrying  on  any  Trades,  which  are  hurtful  and  prejudicial 
to  this  Kingdom ;  and  that  you  do  use  your  utmost  endeavours  to  discourage, 
discountenance,  and  restrain  an.v  attempts,  which  may  be  made  to  set  up 
such  Manufactures,  or  establish  any  such  Trades. 

43.  And  it  is  Our  AVill  and  Pleasure,  that  you  do  not  dispose  of  any 
Forfeitures  or  Escheats  to  any  person,  until  the  SheritF  or  other  proper 
OflRcer  have  made  enquiry  by  a  Jury  upon  their  Oaths  into  the  true  value 
thereof;  nor  until  you  have  transmitted  to  Our  Commissioners  of  Our 
Treasury  a  particular  account  of  such  Forfeitures,  and  Escheats,  and  the 
Value  thereof:  and  you  are  to  take  care,  that  the  produce  of  such  For- 
feitures and  Escheats,  in  case  We  shall  think  proper  to  give  you  directions 
to  di.iposp  of  fhe  same,  be  duly  paid  to  Our  Treasurer  or  Receiver  GeneraL 
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of  Our  said  Province;  and  a  full  account  transmitted  to  Our  Commissioners 
of  Our  Treasury,  or  Our  Hig'h  Treasurer  for  the  time  being,  with  the  names 
of  the  persrms,  to  whom  disposed. 

44.  And  whereas  Commissions  have  been  granted  unto  .scveraJ  persou»d 
in  Our  respective  Plantations  in  America  for  the  tiying  of  Pirates  in  those 
parts,  pursuant  to  thei  Acts  for  the  more  effectual  suppression  of  Piracy; 
and  by  a  Commission  already  sent  to  Our  Province  of  New  York  Our  Governor 
there  is  impowored,  together  with  others  therein  mentioned,  to  proceed 
acc.'>rdingly  in  reference  to  Our  said  Province;  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  ia 
that  you  do  use  your  best  endeavours  to  apprehend  all  persons  whatever, 
who  may  have  lK?en  guilty  of  Piracy  within  your  Government,  or  who, 
having  committed  such  Ci'imes  at  other  places,  may  come  within  your 
Jurisdiction,  and  until  we  shall  think  proper  to  direct  the  like  Cnmmission 
to  be  established  for  Our  GovernmeBt  at  Quel>ec,  you  are  to  send  such 
Pirates,  with  what  proofs  of  their  Guilt  you  can  procure  or  collect,  to  Our 
Governor  of  New  York,  fo  he  tryed  and  punished  under  the  authority  of 
the  Commission  established  for  those  parts. 
t  45.  And  Vhereaa  you  will  receive  from  Our  Commissioners  for  executing 
fhe  Office  of  High  Admiral  of  Great  Britain  otuI  of  Our  Plantations  a  Com- 
mission constituting  you  Vice  Admiral  of  Our  said  Province;  you  are  here4jj^ 
required  and  directed  carefully  to  put  in  execution  the  several-  powers 
therebj'  granted  you. 
I  46,  Whereas  great  Inconveniences  have  happened  heretofore  by  Mer- 
'  chant  Ships  and  other  Ves-sels  in  the  Plantations  wearing  the  Colours  borne 
by  Our  Ships  of  War,  untler  pretence  of  Commissions  granted  to  them  by 
the  Governors  of  the  said  Plantations,  and  by  trading  under  those  Colours, 
not  only  among  Our  own  Subjects,  but  also  those  of  other  Princes  ana 
States,  and  eommittiiig  divers  Irregularities,  they  may  very  much  dis- 
honour Our  Service;  For  preventing  thereof,  you  are  to  oblige  the  Com- 
manders of  all  such  Ships,  to  which  you  shall  grant  Commissions,  to  wear 
no  other  Colours,  than  such  as  are  described  in  an  Order  of  Council  of  the 
T'**  of  January  1730,  in  relation  to  Colours  to  be  worn  by  lill  Ships  and  Ves- 
sels, except  Our  Ships  of  War. 

47.  And  whereas  there  have  been  great  Irregularities  in  the  manner 
of  granting  Commissions  in  tht  Plantations  to  private  Ships  of  War,  yo\i 
are  to  govern  yourself,  whenever  there  shall  be  occnainn,  according  to  the 
Commissions  and  Instructions  granted  in  this  Kingdom;  Eut  yoii  are  not 
to  grant  Commissions  of  Marrnie  or  Reprisal  against  any  Prince  or  State, 
or  their  Subjects  in  amity  with  Us  to  any  person  whatsoever  without  Our 
special  Command. 

48.  Whereas  We  have  been  informed,  that  during  the  time  of  War, 
Our  Enemies  hive  frequently  got  Intelligence  of  the  State  of  Our  Planta- 
tions by  Letters  from  private  persons  to  their  C-orresy>OTi dents  in  Great 
Britain,  taken  on  board  Ships  coming  from  the  Plantations,  which  haih 
been  of  dangerous  consequence;  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  therefore  is,  that 
you  signify  to  all  Merchants,  Planters,  and  others,  that  they  be  very 
cautions  in  time  of  War,  whenever  thit  shall  happen,  in  giving  any 
accounts  by  Letters  of  the  public  State  and  Condition  of  Our  Province 
under  your  Government  and  you  are  further  to  eive  directions  to  all  Masters 
of  Ships,  or  other  persons,  to  whom  you  niav  entrust  your  Letters,  that 
thev  nut  such  Letters  into  a  Bag  with  a  sufficient  weight  to  sink  the  same 
immediately,  in  case  of  immiTieni  danger  from  the  Enemy:  And  yon  are 
also  to  lot  the  Merchants  and  Planters  know,  liow  greatly  it  is  f<^v  ^Wvc 
Interest,  that  their  Letters  should  not  fall  into  \\ve  \vaTv<\%  o\  Wt  "^.wexsN.-^  \ 
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and  therefore  Ihat  they  should  give  like  Orders  to  Masters  of  Ships  in  re- 
laiion  to  their  Letters;  and  you  arc  further  to  advise  all  Mbaters  of  Ships, 
that  they  do  sink  ail  Letters,  in  case  of  danger,  in  the  manner  before  men- 
tioned. 

49.  And  whereas  the  Merchants  and  Planters  in  Our  Plantations  in 
America,  have  in  time  of  War,  corresponded  and  traded  with  Our  Enemies, 
and  carried  Intelligence  to  them,  to  the  great  prejudice  and  hajtard  of  Our 
said  Plantations;  you  are  therefore  by  all  possible  methods  to  endeavour 
to  hinder  such  Trade  and  ('orres]>ondencc  in  time  of  War. 

50.  Whereas  it  is  absidutely  necessary,  that  We  be  exactly  informed 
of  the  State  of  Defence  of  all  Our  Plantations  in  America,  as  well  in  rela- 
tion-to  the  Stores  of  War,  that  are  in  each  Plantation,  as  to  the  Forts  and 
Foitifications  there,  and  what  more  may  be  necessary  to  bfe  built  ^or  tho 
Defence  and  Security  of  the  same;  you  are  as  soon  as  possible  to  prepare  an 
account  thereof  with  relation  to  Our  said  Province  in  the  most  particular 
manner;  and  j'ou  are  therein  to  express  the  present  Stale  of  the  Arms, 
Aniiuunition,  and  other  Stores  of  War  belonijing  to  the  said  Province, 
either  in  public  Magazines,  or  in  the  hands  of  private  persons,  together 
with  the  State  of  all  places  either  already  fortified,  or  that  you  may  judge 
necessary  to  be  fortified  for  the  Security  of  Our  said  Province;  and  you 
are  to  transmit  the  said  accounts  to  Us  by  one*  of  Our  principal  Secretaries 
of  State,  and  also  Duplicates  thereof  to  Our  Coiiunissioners  for  Trade  and 
Plantations,  for  their  information,  and  also  a  Duplicate  thereof  to  Our 
Master  General,  or  principal  Officers  of  Our  Ordinance,  which  accounts 
lire  tfi  express  the  particulars  of  Ordinance,  Carriages,  Balls,  Powder,  and 
other  sorts  of  Arms  and  Ammunition  in  l3ur  public  Stores,  and  so  from 
time  to  time  of  what  shall  be  sent  to  .you.  or  bought  with  the  public  Money; 
and  to  specify  the  time  of  the  disposal,  and  the  occasion  thereof;  And  you 
are  half  yearly  to  transmit  a  general  account  of  the  State  of  the  Fortifica- 
tions and  Warlike   Stores  specified  in   the  manner  abnve   mentioned. 

•5L  And  in  case  of  any  Distress  of  any  nlher  of  Our  Plantations,  you 
shall,  upon  application  of  the  respective  Governors  thereof  unto  you,  assist 
them  with  what  aid  the  condition  and  safety  of  Our  Province  under  your 
Government  can  spare. 

52.  If  any  thing  shall  happen,  which  may  be  of  advantage  or  security 
to  Our  Province  under  your  Government,  which  is  not  herein,  or  by  your 
Cnniinission  provided  for.  We  do  hereby  alhiw  unto  you,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  Our  Council,  to  take  order  for  the  present  therein,  giving 
unto  Us,  by  one  of  Our  principal  Secretaries  nf  State,  speedy  notice  thereof, 
that  you  may  receive  Our  Ratification,  if  We  shall  approve  the  same;  Pro- 
vided always,  that  you  do  not  by  colour  of  any  power  or  authority  hereby 
given  you.  commence  or  declare  War  without  Our  Knowledge  and  particular 
Commands  therein;  and  you  are  also  to  transmit  n  Duplicate  of  such  notice, 
as  aforesaid,  to  Our  Commissioners  for  Trade  and  Plantations  for  their  in- 
formation. 

63.  And  whereas  we  have  by  the  first  article  of  those  Our  Instructions 
to  you  directed  and  appointed,  that  your  chief  Residence  shall  be  at  Quebec, 
you  are  nevertheless  fiequently  to  visit  the  other  parts  of  your  Government, 
in  order  to  inspect  the  management  of  all  public  affairs,  and  thereby  the 
better  to  take  care,  that  the  Government  le  so  administered,  that  no  dis- 
orderly practices  may  grow  up  contrary  to  Our  Service  and  the  welfare  of 
Our  Subjects. 

o4.  And  whereas  great  prejudice  may  hajipen  to  Our  Service,  and  the 
■•ecurity  of  the  Province  by  your  absence  from  those  parts,  you  are  not  upon 
fcny  pretence  whatsoever  to  come  into  Europe  without  having  first  obtnined 
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leave  for  so  doing  from  Us  under  Our  Sign  Manual  and  Signet,  or  by  Our 
Order  in  Our  Privy  Council;  Yet  nCverllielpss,  in  case  of  Sickness,  ynu  may 
go  tfi  South  Carolina,  ur  any  other  of  Our  Southern  Plantations,  and  there 
stay  such  a  space  of  time,  as  the  recovery  of  your  Health  may  absolutely 
require. 

55.  And  whereas  "We  have  thought  fit  by  Our  Comtuission  to  direct, 
fhut.  in  case  of  your  deatli,  or  uhsonee  from  Our  said  Province,  and  in  case 
there  be  at  that  time  no  person  within  Our  said  Province  commissionated  or 
appointed  by  Us  to  be  Our  Lieutenant  Governor,  or  Commander  in  Chief, 
that  the  eldest  Councillor,  beinrj  a  natural  born  Subject  of  Great  Britain, 
Ireland,  or  the  Plantations,  and  professing  the  Protestant  Religion,  who 
shall  be  at  the  time  of  your  death  or  absence  residing  within  Our  said  Pro- 
nncp  under  your  (iovernment,  shall  take  upon  him  the  administration  of 
Government,  and  pxecutc  (Jur  ^aid  t.'ommission,  and  Instructions,  and  the 
several  powers  and  authorities  therein  directed;  It  is  nevertheless  Our 
express  Wijl  and  Pleasure,  that  in  such  case  ihe  suid  President  shall  for- 
bear to  pass  any  Act  or  Arts,  but  what  are  immediately  necessary  for  the 
Peace  and  Welfare  of  the  said  Province,  without  Our  particular  Order  for 
that  purpose. 

56.  And  whereas  We  are  desirouis.  that  a  pr()p<'r  piovisinn  should  be 
made  for  the  support  of  Our  Government  within  (Uir  sairl  Province  of 
Quebec,  We  do  therefore  horcliy  declare  it  to  be  Our  Royal  Intention,  that 
the  following  annual  Salaries  and  Allowances  be  discharged  and  paid  out 
of  any  Revenues  arising  to  Us  within  the  same,  or  out  of  such  other  Monies, 
as  shall  Im?  granted  or  appropriated  to  the  Uses  and  Services  of  Our  said 
Provini-e  f»f  fiuebcc,  that  is  to  say.

67.  And  whereas  We  are  f\irther  willing  in  the  lest  manner  to  provide 
for  the  support  of  the  Government  of  Our  said  rmviuce,  by  setting  apart 
a  sufficient  Allowance  to  such,  ns  shall  Im>  Our  Lieutenant  Governor,  Com- 
mander in  Chief,  or  President  of  Our  Council  for  the  time  heinjr  within  the 
same;  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  therefore  is,  that,  when  it  shall  ha])])en,  that 
you  shall  Iw  absent  from  Our  said  Province,  one  full  Moiety  of  the  Salary, 
and  of  all  Perquisites  and  Emoluments  whatsoever,  wkich  would  otherwise 
become  due  unto  you,  shall,  during  tho  time  of  your  absence  from  Our  said 
Province,  be  paid  and  satisfied  unto  such  Lieutenant  Governor,  Commander 
in  Chief,  or  President  of  Our  Council,  who  shall  be,  resident  upon  the  place 
for  the  time  being,  which  We  do  hereby  order  and  allot  unto  bim  towards 
his  Maintenance,  and  for  the  l»etter  Support  of  the  Dignity  of  that  Our 
Government.

PLAN  FOR  THE  FUTURE  MANAGEMENT  OF  INDIAN  AFFAIRS, 

REFERRED  TO  IN  THE  THIRTY  SECOND  ARTICLE  OF 

THE  FOREGOING  INSTRUCTIONS. 

1.  That  the  Trade  and  Commerce  with  the  several  Tribes  of  Indians 
in  North  America  under  the  protection  of  His  Majesty  shall  be  free  and 
open  to  all  His  Majesty's  subjecta,  under  the  several  Regulations  and  Re- 
strictions hereafter  mentioned,  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  Charter  to  the 
Hudson's  Bay  Company. 

2.  That  for  Ihe  better  Regulation  nf  this  Trade,  and  the  Management 
of  Indian  Affairs  in  general,  the  British  Dominions  in  North  America  be 
divided  into  two  Districts,  to  comprehend  and  include  the  several  Tribes  of 
Indians  mentioned  in  the  annexed  Lists  A.  and  B. 

3.  That  no  Trade  1m?  allowed  with  the  Indians  in  the  southel-n  Dis- 
trict, but  within  the  Towns  belonging  to  the  several  Tribes  included  in  such 
District  aud  that  in  the  Northern  District  the  Trade  be  fixed  at  so  Many 
Posts,  and  in  such  Situations,  as  shall  be  thought  necessary. 

4.  That  all  Laws,  now  in  Force  in  the  several  Colonies  for  regr^ilatiag^ 
Indian  Affairs,  or  Commerce,  be  repealed. 

6.  That  there  be  one  general  Agent  or  Superintendent  appointed  by  His 
Majesty  for  each  District. 

6.  That  the  Agent  or  Superintendent  for  the  Northern  District  shall 
be  allowed  three  Deputies  to  assist  him  in  the  Administrution  of  Affairs 
nthin  his  District:  and  that  the  Agent  or  Superintendent  for  the  Southern 
HairJct  be  allowed  two  Deputies. 
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7.  That  there  shall  "be  a  Commissary,  Interpreter,  and  Smith,  appointed 
by  His  Majesty  to  reside  in  the  Country  of  each  Trihe  in  the  Southern  Dis- 
trict, and  at  each  Post  in  the  Northern  District. 

8.  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Society  for  the  propagation  of  the 
Gospel  in  foreign  parts  to  appoint  four  Missionaries  in  each  District,  to 
reside  at  such  places,  as  tlie  Ajj^ent  or  Superintendent  for  each  District  shall 
recommend. 

9.  That  the  Commissioners,  Interpreters,  and  Smiths  in  each  District 
do  Act  under  the  immediate  Direction  and  Orders  of  the  Agent  or  Superin- 
tendent, who  shall  have  a  ])o\ver  of  Suspending  them  in  Case  of  Misbe- 
haviour, and,  in  Case  of  Suspension  of  a  Commissary,  or  of  a  Vacancy  by 
Death,  or  Re»i<?nation.  the  Office  shall  be  executed,  until  the  King's  pleasure 
is  known,  by  one  uf  the  Deputies  to  the  Agent  or  Superintendent. 

10.  That  the  said  Agent  or  Superintendent  shall  have  the  Conduct  of 
all  puVilic  Affairs  relative  to  the  Indians;  and  that  neither  the  Commander 
in  Chief  of  His  Majesty's  Forces  in  America,  nor  any  of  the  Governors  and 
Commanders  in  Chief  of  any  of  the  Colonies,  or  persons  having  military 
Commands  in  any  of  the  Forts  within  each  of  the  said  Districts,  do  hold  any 
General  Meetings  with  the  Indians,  or  send  any  public  Talks_to  them  with- 
out the  Concurrence  of  the  Agent  or  Superintendent  unless  in  cases  of  great 
Exigency,  or  when  the  said  Agent  or  Superintendent  may  be  in  some  remote 
part  of  his  District. 

11.  That  the  said  Agents  or  Superintendents  do  in  all  Affairs  of  political 
consideration,  respecting  peace  and  war  with  the  Indiana,  purchases  of 
Lands,  or  other  Matters,  on  whirh  it  may  lie  necessary  to  hold  any  general 
Meetings  with  the  Indians,  advise  and  act  in  concert  with  the  (Governors, 
{OT  the  Governors  and  Councils,  as  the  Occasion  may  require),  of  the  several 
Colonies  within  their  respective  Districts;  And  that  the  said  Agents  or 
Superintendents  shall  be  Councillors  extraordinary  within  each  Colony  in 
their  respective  Distriels,  in  like  manner  as  the  Surveyors  General  of  the 
Customs  for  the  Northern  and  Southern  Districts  of  America. 

12.  That  the  Governor  or  Cnnnnander  in  Chief  of  every  Colony  be 
directed  to  communicate  to  the  Agent  or  Superintendent  of  that  District, 
within  which  his  (iovernment  l.ves,  all  such  Information  and  Intelligence, 
as  he  may  receive  respecting  Indian  Affairs ;  And  that  the  Agents  or  Super- 
intendents shall  in  like  manner  communicate  to  the  Governors  all  Intelli- 
gence and  Information,  respecting  the  State  of  Indian  Affairs,  which  may 
in  any  wise  regard  the  Security  and  Interest  of  the  said  Colonies. 

13.  That  no  Order  shall  be  issued  by  the  Governor  or  Commander  in 
Chief  of  any  of  His  Majesty's  Colonies,  or  by  any  Officer  having  Military 
Command  in  any  Forts  within  the  Indian  Country,  for  stopping  the  Trade 
with  any  Tribe  of  Indians  in  either  of  the  said  Districts,  without  the  Con- 
currence and  Consent  of  the  Agent  or  Superintendent  for  Indian  Affairs. 

14.  That  the  said  Agents  or  Superintendents  shall  by  themselves,  or 
9u6Boient  Deputies  visit  the  several  Posts  or  Tribes  of  Indians  within  their 
reepeotive  Districts  once  in  every  year,  or  oftener,  as  Occasion  shall  re- 
quire, to  enquire  into,  and  take  an  Account  of  the  Conduct  and  Behaviour 
of  the  subordinate  OflBcers  at  the  said  Posts,  and  in  the  Countrv  belonging 
to  the  said  Tribes;  to  hear  Appeals;  and  redress  all  Complaints  of  the 
Indians:  make  the  proper  Presents;  and  transact  all  Affairs  relative  to  the 
said  Indians. 

15.  That  for  the  maintaining  peace  and  good  Order  in  the  Indian 
Country,  and  bringing  Offenders  in  criminal  Cases  to  due  Punishment,  the 
said   Agents  or  Superintendents,   as   also  the  CoTXiTa\&s>\OTvcTft  «K.  «w?&. "^ "£»"»!<< % 
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and  in  the  Country  belonging  to  eacli  Tribe,  he  onipowered  to  Act  as 
Justices  of  the  Peace  in  their  respective  Districts  and  Departments,  with  all 
powers  and  privileges  vested  in  such  Officers  in  any  of  the  Colonies;  and 
al«o  full  power  of  Committing  Offenders  in  Capital  Cases,  in  order  that 
snch  <»fi:eiiderB  may  bo  prosecuted  for  the  same;  And  that,  for  deciding  all 
civil  actions,  the  Commissaries  be  empowered  to  try  and  determine  in  a 
Summary  way  all  such  Actions,  as  well  between  the  Indians  and  Traders, 
as  between  one  Trade  and  another,  to  the  Amount  of  Ten  Pounds  Sterling, 
with  the  Liberty  of  Appeal  to  the  Chief  Agent  or  Superintendent,  or  his 
Deputy,  who  shall  be  empowered  upon  such  appeal  to  give  Judgment 
thereon;  which  Judgment  shall  be  final,  and  process  issue  upon  it,  in  lilie 
manner  as  on  the  Judgment  of  any  Court  of  Common  Pleas  established  in 
any  of  the  Colonies. 

16.  That  for  the  easy  atiainnuMit  of  Justice,  the  evidence  of  Indians, 
under  proper  Regulations  and  Restrictions,  be  admitted  in  all  Criminal  as 
well  as  civil  causes,  that  sh'all  be  fried  and  adjudgcil  by  the  said  Agents 
or  Superintendents,  or  by  the  siid  Commissaries;  and  that  their  Evidence 
bo  likewise  admitted  by  the  Courts  of  Justice  in  any  of  His  Majesty's 
Colonies  or  Plantations  in  Criminal  cases.  Subject  to  the  same  Paine  and 
Penalties  in  Cases  of  false  Evidence,  as  His  Majesty's  Subjects. 

17.  That  the  said  Agents  or  Superintendents  shall  have  power  to  Confer 
such  Honors  and  Rewards  on  the  Indians,  as  shall  be  necessary;  and  of 
granting  Commissions  to  principal  Indians  in  their  respective  Districts  to 
be  War  Captains  or  Officers  of  other  Military   Distinctions. 

18.  That  the  Indians  of  each  Tow:i  in  every  Tribe  in  the  Southern  Dis- 
trict shall  choose  a  lueloved  ilaii  to  be  approved  of  by  the  Agent  or  Super- 
intendent for  such  District,  to  take  care  of  the  Mutual  Interests  both  of 
Indiana  and  Trailers  in  such  Town;  and  that  such  beloved  Men.  -so  elected 
and  approved  in  the  several  Towns,  shall  elect  a  Chief  for  the  whole  Tribe, 
who  shall  constantly  reside  with  the  Commissary  in  the  Country  of  each 
Tribe,  or  occasionally  Attend  upon  the  said  Agent  or  Superintendent,  as 
Guardian  for  the  Indians  and  Protector  of  their  Eights,  with  Lilwrty  to 
the  aaid  Chief  to  be  present  at  all  Meetings  and  upon  all  Hearings  or  Trials 
relative  to  the  Indians  before  the  Agent  or  Superintendent,  or  before  the 
Commissaries  and  to  give  his  Opinion  upon  all  Matters  under  Considera- 
tion at  such  Meetings  or  Hearings. 

19.  That  the  like  Establishments  Ik*  made  for  the  Northern  District, 
as  far  as  the  Nature  of  the  Civil  Constiluiion  of  the  Indians  in  this  Dis- 
trict, and  the  Manner  of  Administering  civil  affairs  will  admit. 

20.  That  no  person  having  any  Military  Command  in  the  Indian 
Country  shall  be  capable  of  Acting  as  Commissary  for  the  Affairs  of  the 
Indians;  in  either  of  the  above  mention<-d  Districts  respectively;  nor  shall 
such  person  having  military  Command  le  allowed  to  carry  on  trade  with 
the  Indians,  or  to  interpose  his  Authority  in  any  thing,  that  regards  the 
Trade  with,  or  civil  Concerns  of  the  Indians;  but  to  give  the  Commissary 
or  other  Civil  Magistrate  all  Assistance  in  his  power,  whenever  thereunto 
required. 

21.  That  the  said  Commissaries  shall  keep  exact  and  regular  Accountu, 
by  way  of  Journal,  of  all  their  Tran.sactiojis  and  Proceedings,  and  of  all 
Occurrences  in  their  respective  Departmenis,  and  shall  by  every  opportunity 
communicate  such  Transactions  and  Occurrences  to  the  Agent  or  Superin- 
tendent in  their  respective  Districts;  which  Agent  or  Superintendent  shall 
regularlv    bv   every     Opportunity   correspond     with   the    Commissioners    for 

t(i<f  find  Plnntations. 
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22.  That  the  Aj^ent  or  Superintendent,  to  be  appointed  for  each  Dis- 
trict, as  also  the  Coniniistsaries  residing  at  the  Posta,  or  in  the  Indian  Country 
within  each  District,  shall  take  an  Oath  before  the  Governor  or  Chio'f  Judge 
of  any  of  the  Colonies  within  their  respective  Districts,  for  the  due  Execu- 
tion of  their  resppclive  Trusts;  and  they  and  all  other  subordinate  Offices, 
employed  in  the  Affairs  of  the  Indians,  shall  be  forbid,  under  proper  Penal- 
ties, to  carry  on  any  Trade  with  them,  either  upon  their  own  Account,  or 
in  Trust  for  others,  or  to  make  any  Purchase  of,  or  accept  any  Grants  of 
Lands  from  the  Indians. 

23.  That  for  the  better  regulation  of  the  Trade  with  the  said  Indians, 
conformable  to  their  own  Requests,  and  to  prevent  those  Frauds  and  Abuses, 
which  have  been  so  long  and  so  loudly  complained  of  in  the  manner  of 
carrying  on  such  Trade,  all  Trade  with  the  Indians  in  each  District  be 
carried  on  under  the  Direction  and  Inspection  of  the  Agents  or  Superin- 
tendents, and  other  subordinate  Officers  to  be  appointed  for  that  purpoi 
as  has  already  been  meuiioued. 

24.  That  all  Persons  intending  lo  trade  with  the  Indians  shall  take  out 
Licences  for  that  purpose  under  the  Hand  and  Seal  of  the  Governor  or 
Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Colony,  from  which  fhey  intend  to  carry  on 
such  Trade,  for  every  of  which  Licences  no  more  shall  be  demanded  or  taken 
than  two  Shillings. 

*  25.  That  all  persons  taking  out  Licences  shall  enter  into  Bond  to  His 
Majesty,  His  Heirs,  and  Successors  in  the  Sum  of  with 

one  Surely  in  the  Sum  of  for  tlie  due  observance  of  the 

liegulutious  prescribed  for  the  Indian  Trade. 

26.  That  every  Person  willing  to  give  Security,  and  finding  a  Security 
willing,  if  required,  to  take  an  Oath,  that  he  is  jxksseased  of  property  to 
double  the  Value  of  the  Sum  he  stands  security  for,  shall  be  intilled  to  a 
Licence.       '  « 

27.  That  every  such  Licenced  Trader  shall  at  the  time  of  taking  out  the 
Licence,  declare  the  Post  or  Truck  house,  at  which  or  the  Tribe  of  Indians 
with  ^rhich  h-*  intends  to  trade,  which  shall  he  specified  in  the  Licence  it- 
8eli. 

28.  That  no  Licence  be  granted  to  continue  longer  than  for  one  Year. 

29.  That  no  Person  trade  under  such  Licence,  but  the  person  named 
in  it,  his  Servants,  or  Agents,  whose  Names  are  to  be  inserted  in  th« 
Margents;  and  in  Case  any  of  the  Servants  or  Agents  named  in  such  Licence 
shall  die,  or  be  discharged,  the  same  shall  be  notified  to  the  Governor,  by 
whom  the  Licence  was  granted,  or  to  the  Commissary  of  the  Post,  or  in 
the  Tribe,  where  such  Trader  carries  on  Trade,  to  the  end  that  the  Name 
or  Names  of  any  other  Servants  or  Agents,  employed  by  the  said  Trader 
in  the  place  of  those  dead  or  discharged,  may  in  like  manner  be  inserted  in 
the  Margent  of  the  Licence. 

30.  That  all  Licences  be  entered  in  the  Secretary's  Office,  or  other 
proper  Office  of  Ifccord  in  each  Colony,  where  they  are  taken  out;  for  which 
Entry  no  more  shall  be  demanded  or  taken  than  Six  pence  for  each  Licence; 
and  all  persons  to  have  free  Liberty  to  inspect  such  Entry,  paying  a  Fee 
of  Sixpence  for  the  same. 

31.  That    Persons  trading    with    the    Indians  without  a  Licence,    and 
without  giving  the  Security  above  required,  or  trading  at  any  other  Posts 
or  places,  than  those  expressed  in  their  Licences,  do  forfeit  all  the  Goods 
they  shall  be  found  then  trading  with,  and  also  pay  a  Fine  of 
to  His  Majesty,  His  Heirs,  and  Successors,  and  suffer  "^wc^JB& 
Ixoprisoamen  t. 
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32.  That  all  Traders  immediately  upon  Arrival  at  the  posts  or  Truck 
houses  in  the  Northern  district,  or  in  the  Tribes  in  the  Southern  district, 
for  which  Licciiees  have  been  taken  out,  and  before  any  Goods  arc  sold  to, 
or  bartered  with  the  Indians,  do  produce  such  Licences  to  the  Commissaries 
appoint-ed  for  the  Direction  and  Inspection  of  the  Trade  at  such  posts,  or 
Truck  houses,  or  in  such  Tribes. 

33.  That  all  Trade  with  the  Indians  shall  be  carried  on  by  Tariffs,  to 
be  settled  and  Established  from  time  to  time  by  the  Commissaries  at  the 
several  Posts,  or  Truck  houses,  or  in  the  Countries  belonging  to  the  several 
Tribes  in  Concert  with  the  Traders  and  Indians, 

34.  That  the  Commissaries  appointed  to  direct  and  inspect  the  Trade 
at  each  Truck  house  iu  the  Northern  District,  shall  be  empowered  to  fix 
and  prescribe  Limits  round  each  Post  or  Truck  house,  within  which  Limits 
all  Trade  with  the  Indians  may  be  commodiously  carried  on  in  the  most 
public  Manner. 

35.  That  all  Traders  have  free  Liberty  to  erect  Hutts  and  Warehouses 
within  such  Limits,  in  such  Order  and  Manner  as  the  Commissary  shall, 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  OflScer  Commanding  at  such  Post,  Direct  and 
appoint. 

36.  That  no  Trader  shall  Traffic,  or  have  any  Dealings  with  the  Indians 
without  the  Limits  prescribed  by  the  Commissary  or  other  Chief  CMficer 
appointed  for  the  Inspection  and  Direction  of  the  Trade. 

37.  That  each  Truck  house  or  post  of  Trade  in  the  Northern  District 
be  fortified  and  garrisoned ;  and  that  all  Traders  have  free  Liberty  to  retire 
into  such  Garrison  with  their  Effects,  when  ever  any  Disturbance  shall 
Arise,  or  the  Commissary  at  such  post  shall,  represent  it  to  be  necessary. 

38.  That  no  Trader  shall  sell  or  otherwise  supply  the  Indians  with 
Rum,  or  other  spirituous  Licjuors,  Swan  Shot,  or  rifled  Barrelled  Guns. 

39.  That  in  Trade  with  the  Indians  no  Credit  shall  be  given  them  for 
Goods  in  Value  beyond  the  Sum  of  fifty  Shillings;  and  no  Debt  beyond  that 
Sum  shall  be  recoverable  by  Law  or  Equity. 

40.  That  all  Disputes  concerning  Weights  or  Measures  in  the  buying 
or  selling  Goods  shall  be  decided  by  Standard  Weights  and  Measures,  to 
be  kept  in  each  Post  or  Truck-house  in  the  Northern  District,  and  in  each 
Tribe  in  the  Southern  District. 

41.  That  no  private  person.  Society,  Corporation,  or  Colony  l^  capable 
of  acquiring  any  Property  in  Lands  t<?longing  to  the  Indians,  either  by 
purchase  of,  or  Grant,  or  Conveyance  from  the  said  Indians,  excepting 
only  where  the  Lands  lye  within  the  Limits  of  any  Colony,  the  soil  of 
which  has  been  vested  in  proprietors,  or  Corporations  by  Grants  from  the 
Crown;  in  which  Cases  such  Proprietaries  or  Corporations  only  shall  be  cap- 
able of  acquiring  stich  property  by  purchase  or  Grant  from  the  Indians. 

42.  That  proper  Measures  be  taken,  with  the  Consent  and  Concurrence 
of  the  Indians,  to  ascertain  and  define  the  precise  and  exact  Boundary  and 
Limits  of  the  Lands,  which  it  may  be  proper  to  reserve  to  them,  and  where 
no  Settlement  whatever  shall  be  allowed. 

43.  That  no  purchases  of  Lands  belonging  to  the  Indians,  whether  in 
the  Name  and  for  the  Use  of  the  Crown,  or  in  the  Name  and  for  the  Use  of 
proprietaries  of  Colonies  be  made  but  at  .some  general  Meeting,  at  which  the 
principal  Chiefs  of  each  Tribe,  claiming  a  property  in  such  Lands,  are 
present;  and  all  Tracts,  so  purchased,  shall  bo  regularly  surveyed  by  a 
Sworn  Surveyor  in  the  presence  and  with  the  Assistance  of  a  person  deputed 
by  the  Indians  to  attend  such  Survey;  and  the  said  Surveyor  shall  make  an 

ttcruratp  TiJap  n{  fiijch  Tract,  describing  the  Limits,  which   Map  shall   be 
tatered  upon  Hecord,   with  the  Deed  of  Conveyan.ce  ttom.  ila.e  Itidiaus. 
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It  is  estimated,  that  the  annual  Expence  of  supporting  the  Establish- 
ments, proposed  in  the  foregoing  plan,  providing  presents  for  the  Indians, 
and  other  contingent  Expences,  may  amount  to  about  twenty  thousand 
pounds;  and  it  is  proposed  to  defray  this  Expence  by  a  Duty  upon  the 
Indian  Trade,  either  collected  upon  the  Exportation  of  Skins  and  Furs, 
(Beaver  excepted,)  from  the  Colonies,  or  payable  by  the  Traders  at  the 
posts  and  places  of  Trade,  as  shall,  upon  further  Examination  and  the 
fullest  Information,  be  found  most  practicable,  and  least  burthensome  to 
the  Trade.

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INSTRUCTIONS  BELATING  TO  TRADE  AND  NAVIGATION. 


I  (3  January,  1775.) 

'  [L-'^]  Orders  aud  I nsl ructions  to  Gur  Trusty  and  Woll  bfloved  Guy 
Carletun  Esquire  Our  t.'aptain  General  and  Governor  in  Chief  in  and, over 
Our  Province  of  Quebec  in  America,  In  pursuance  of  several  Laws  relating 
to  tlie  Trade  and  Navigation  of  iLis  Kingdom  of  Great  JJritain  and  our 
Colonies  and  Plantations  in  Ameriiia,  Given  at  Our  Court  at  S"-  James's 
the  Third  Day  of  January  1775.      In  the  Fifteenth  year  of  Our  Reign. — 

First  You  shall  inform  yourself  of  the  priueipal  Laws  relating  to  the 
Plantation  Trade,  and  shall  take  a  solemn  Oath  to  do  your  utmost  that  all 
the  ClauBcH,  Matters  and  Things  contained  in  all  Acts  of  I'arliament  now 
in  force,  or  that  hereafter  shall  he  made  relating  to  Our  Colonics  or  Planta- 
tion.s  be  punctually  and  bona  tide  nlisprveil  affording  to  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  thereof. 

2''  And  whereas,  by  an  Act  made  in  the  .Seventh  and  Eighth  Years  of 
the  Reign  of  liLing  W'iliuim  the  Third,  ijitituled  "An  Act  for  preventing 
"Frauds,  and  regulating  abuses  in  the  Phintation  Trade"  the  Urticcrs  ap- 
pointed for  the  perlormance  of  certain  things  mentioned  in  the  Act  passed 
in  the  fifteenth  year  of  the  Reign  of  King  Charles  the  Second,  intituled 
"An  Act  for  the  encouragement  of  Trade"  commonly  known  by  the  Name 
of  the  Naval  Officers,  are  to  give  security  to  the  Commi^^siuners  of  Our  Cus- 
toms in  Great  Britain  for  the  Time  heing,  or  huth  as  shall  iye  appointed  by 
them,  for  Our  use,  for  the  true  and  faithful  perfornianre  of  their  dut.y, 
you,  shall  take  care,  that  the  said  Naval  Ofhcers  do  give  such  Security  to 
the  fluid  Commissioners  of  Our  Customs  or  the  Persons  appointed  by  them, 
who  are  impowered  to  take  the  same  in  the  manner  thereby  enjoiueu,  aud 
that  he  or  they  produfie  to  you  a  certificate  from  them,  of  his,  or  their  hav- 
ing given  Security  pursuant  to  a  Clause  in  the  said  Act,  and  you  are  not  to 
admit  any  Person  to  act,  as  Naval  Otticer  who  does  not  within  two  Months, 
or  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be,  after  he  has  t-nter'd  upon  the  execution 
of  his  Office,  produce  a  Certificate  of  his  having  given  such  Security  as 
aforesaid. 

3^  And  whereas  it  is  necessary  for  the  more  effectual  dispatch  of  Mer- 
chants and  others,  that  the  Naval  Officers  and  the  Collectors  of  the  Customs 
should  reside  at  the  same  Ports  or  Towns,  you  are  therefore  to  take  care, 
that  this  regulation  be  observed,  and  to  consult  with  the  Surv.eyor  General 
of  Our  Customs,  in  what  place  it  may  be  most  conveniont  to  have  the 
Ctistom-House  fixed  in  part  of  his  District;  and  to  take  Care,  that  the  Col- 
lector and  Naval  (Officer  reside  within  a  convenient  Distance  of  the  Custom- 
House  for  the  Dispatch  of  Business. 

4.  Whereas  by  the  Act  for  the  encouraging  and  increasing  of  Shipping 
and  Navigation  passed  in  the  twelfth  year  of  the  reign  of  King  Charles  the 
•Second,  no  (ioods  or  Commodities  whatsoever  are  to  h^  imported  into,  or 
exported  out  of  any  of  tlur  Colonies  or  Plantations  in  any  other  ships  or 
Vessels  whatsoever,  but  in  such  as  do  truly  and  without  Fraud  belong  only 
to  (Jur  People  of  Great  Britain,  or  Ireland,  or  are  of  the  Built  of,  and  be- 
longing to  any  of  Our  Lands,  Islands,  or  Territories,  as  tho  Proprietors  aud 
right  Owners  thereof,  and  whereof  the  Muster  and  thret"  fourths  of  the 
Mariners  at  least  are  British  under  the  Penalty  of  the  forfeiture  and  loss 
of  all  the  Goods  and  Commodities,  which  shall  he  imported  into,  or  exported 
uut  of  any  of  the  said  Places  in  any  other  Ship  or  Vessel,  as  also  of  the  Ship 
j|tf*  Vessel  irith  her  Quns,  Furniture  &c :   And  whereas  by  a  Clause  in  the 
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Act  for  preventing  Frauds,  and  regulating  Abuses  in  the  Customs  passed 
in  the  thirteenth  and  fourteenth  years  of  the  reign  of  King  Charles  the 
Second,  no  foreign  built  Ship,  that  is  to  say,  not  built  in  any  of  Our  Domin- 
ions of  Asia,  Africa,  and  America  shall  enjoy  the  Privilege  of  a  Ship  be- 
longing to  Ureal  Britain  or  Ireland,  although  owned  and  manned  by  British 
Subjects,  (excepting  such  Ships  only  as  shall  be  taken  at  Sea  by  Letters  of 
Mart,  or  Keprizal,  and  Condemnation  thereof  made  in  Our  Court  of  Admir- 
alty as  lawful  Prize,)  but  all  such  Ships  shall  be  deemed  as  Aliens  Ships 
and  be  liable  to  all  duties  that  Aliens  Ships  are  liable  to  by  Virtue  of  the 
aforesaid  Act,  for  the  encouraging  and  increasing  Shipping  and  Navi- 
gation:  And  whereas  by  a  Clause  in  the  Act  for  preventing  Frauds  and 
regulating  Abuses  in  the  Plantation  Trade,  it  is  enacted  that  no  Goods  or 
ilerchandizes  whatsoever  shall  be  imported  into  or  exported  out  of  any  of 
Our  Colonies  or  Plantations  in  Asia,  Africa,  or  America,  or  shall  be  laden 
in,  or  carried  from  any  one  Port  or  place  in  the  said  Colonies  or  Plantations  to 
any  other  Port  or  Place  in  the  same,  or  to  Our  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain 
in  any  Ship  or  Bottom  but  what  is  or  shall  be  of  the  Built  of  Great  Britain, 
or  Ireland,  or  of  the  said  Colonies  or  Plantations,  and  wholly  owned  by  the 
Pfople  thereof,  or  any  of  them,  and  navigated  with  the  Master  and  three 
fourths  of  the  Mariners  of  the  said  Places  only,  except  such  Ships  only,  as 
shall  be  taken  as  Prize,  and  Condemnation  thereof  made  in  one  of  the  Courts 
of  Admiralty  in  Great  Britain,  Ireland,  or  the  said  Plantations  to  be  navi- 
gated by  the  Master  and  three  fourths  of  the  Mariners  British,  or  of  the 
said  Plantations  as  aforesaid,  and  whereof  the  Property  does  belong  to 
British  Subjects,  on  pain  of  forfeiture  of  Ship  and  Goods;  And  Whereas 
by  another  Clause  in  the  said  Act  for  the  more  effectual  prevention  of  Frauds, 
which  may  be  used  by  colouring  foreign  Ships  under  British  Names :  It 
is  further  enacted,  that  no  Ship  or  Vessel  whatsoever  shall  be  deemed  or 
pass  as  a  Ship  of  the  Built  of  Great  Britain,  Ireland,  Guernsey,  Jersey,  or 
any  of  Our  Plantations  in  America,  so  as  to  be  qualified  to  trade  to,  from, 
or  in  any  of  the  said  Plantations,  until  the  Peison  or  Persons  claiming 
property  in  such  Ship  or  Vessel  shall  register  the  same  in  manner  thereby 
ui>pointed  :  You  shall  take  care  and  give  in  charge  that  these  Matters  and 
things' be  duely  observed  within  Our  said  Province  under  your  Government 
according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  said  Acts  &  the  Oft'ences 
&  Offenders  prosecuted  according  to  the  direction*^  thereof,  and  where  it  is 
required,  that  the  Master  and  three  fourths  of  the  Mariners  be  British; 
You  are  to  understand,  that  the  true  intent  and  meaning  thereof  is.  that 
they  shall  be  such  during  the  whole  Voyage  unless  in  case  of  Sickness, 
Death,  or  being  taken  Prisoners  in  the  Voyage  to  be  proved  by  the  Oath  of 
the  Master  or  other  Chief  (Officer  of  the  Ship,  and  none  but  Our  Subjects 
of  Great  Britain,  Ireland,  or  the  Plantations  are  to  be  accounted   British. 

5.  AVhereas,  by  the  said  Act  of  Navigation,  as  the  same  stands  amended 
and  altered  by  the  aforesaid  Act  for  regulation  of  the  Plantation  Trade,  it 
is  enacted  that  for  every  Ship  or  Vessel,  which  shall  set  Sail  out  of,  or  from 
Great  Britain  for  any  British  Plantation  in  America,  Asia,  or  Africa,  sufli- 
<'ient  Bond  shall  be  given  with  one  Surety  to  the  chief  Officer  of  the  Customs 
nf  such  Port  or  Place,  from  whence  the  said  Ship  shall  set  Rail,  to  the  value 
of  One  thousand  Pounds  if  the  Ship  be  of  less  burthen,  than  one  hundred 
Tons,  and  of  the  Sum  of  two  thousand  Pounds,  if  the  Ship  shall  be  of  greater 
Hurtlien  :   That  in  casi-  the  snid  .'^hip  or  Vessel  should  load  any  of  the  Com- 
modities therein   enumerated.  Viz^    Sugar,    Tobacco.    Cotton    Wool,    Indigo, 
■Ginger,  Fustick  or  other  dying  W"ood.  of  the  gro^vth.  yrodwctlQW,  vi\  ^^.'a.^v.N^-

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brought  to  some  Port  of  Great  Britain,  and  be  there  unladen  and  jmt  ou 
Shore,  the  danger  of  the  Seas  only  excepted;  and  for  all  Ships  coming  from 
any  Port  or  Place  to  any  of  the  aforesaid  Plantations  which  by  this  Art 
are  permitted  to  trade  there,  that  the  Governors  of  such  British  Plantations 
shall  before  the  said  Ship  or  A'essel  be  permitted  to  load  on  board  any  of 
the  said  Commodities,  take  Bond  in  manner  and  to  the  value  aforesaid  for 
each  respective  Ship  or  Vessel,  that  such  Ship  or  Vessel  shall  carry  all  the 
aforesaid  Goods,  that  shall  be  laden  on  board  the  said  Ship  or  Vessel,  to  some 
other  of  the  said  British  Plantations,  or  to  Great  Britain;  and  that  every 
Ship  or  Vessel  which  shall  load  or  take  on  board  any  of  the  aforesaid  Good$<, 
until  such  Bond.be  given  to  the  said  Governor,  or  Certificate  produced  from 
the  Officers  of  any  Custom  House  of  Great  Britain,  that  such  Bond  hath 
there  been  duly  given,  shall  be  foi-feited  with  her  Guns,  Tackle,  Apparel, 
and  Furniture  to  be  employed  and  recovered,  as  therein  is  directed:  And 
whereas  by  two  Acts  passed  in  the  Third  &  Fourth  years  of  the  Heign  of 
Queen  Anne,  the  one  intituled,  "An  Act  for  the  encouraging  the  importa- 
"tion  of  Naval  Stores  from  Her  Majesty's  Plantations  iu  America,"  and 
the  other  an  Act  for  granting  to  Her  Majesty  "a  further  Subsidy  on  Wines 
"and  Merchandizes  imported;"  And  by  two  other  Acts  passed  in  the  Eighth 
year  of  the  reign  of  King  George  the  first,  the  one  intituled  "an  Act,  for 
'*the  encouraegment  of  the  Silk  Manufactures  of  this  Kingdom,  and  for  tak- 
"iug  off  several  duties  on  Merchandizes  exported,  and  for  reducing  the 
"Duties  upon  Beaver  Skins,  Pepper,  Mace,  Cloves,  and  Nutmegs  imported, 
"and  for  importation  of  all  Furs  of  the  product  of  the  British  Plantations 
"into  this  Kingiloni  only"  the  other  intituled  "An  Act  to  prevent  tlie  dan- 
"dostine  running  of  (joods  &c  and  to  subject  Copper  Ore  of  the  production 
of  the  British  Plantations  to  such  Regulations  as  other  enumerated  Com- 
modities of  the  like  ]>roduction  nre  subject  continued  by  an  Act  passed  in 
the  Eighth  year  of  His  said  late  Majesty's  Reign;  and  still  in  force,  all 
Rice  (except  under  the  Regulations  prescribed  in  the  Acts  of  the  third  year 
1)1  His  late  M;ijcsty"s  Reign,  and  the  foui-th  and  fifth  years  of  our  Reign), 
Molasses,  Furs,  Hemp,  Pitch,  Tnr,  Turpentine.  Masts,  Yards,  Bowsprits, 
and  Cnp])er  Ore,  and  by  an  Act  passml,  in  the  fourth  year  of  Our  Reign, 
all  Coffee,  Pimento,  Cocoa  Nuts,  Whale  Fins,  Raw  Silk,  Hides,  and>  Skins, 
Pot,  and  Pearl  Ashes  of  the  growth,  production,  or  Manufacture  of  any 
British  Colony  or  Plantation  in  America,  under  the  like  Securities  and 
Penalties  restrained  to  be  imported  into  this  Kingdom  as  the  other  above 
mentioned  enumerated  Commodities,  And  whereas  by  an  Act  passed  in  the 
fifth  year  of  <.)iir  Reign,  intituled  "An  Act  for  more  effectually  preventing 
"the  Mischiefs  arising  tn  the  Revenue  and  Commerce  of  Great  Britain  and 
"Ireland  from  tlie  illicit  and  clandestine  Trade  to,  and  frmn  the  Isle  of 
"Man"  no  Rum  or  other  Spirits  shall  be  shijiped  nr  laden  in  any  British 
Colony  or  Plantation  in  America,  but  on  condition  that  the  same  shall  not 
he  carried  to,  or  lauded  in  the  Isle  of  Man,  under  the  like  Securities,  Penal- 
ties, and  Forfeitures;  And  whereas  by  another  Act  made  in  the  Sixth  year 
of  Our  Reign,  intituled  "An  Act  for  opening  and  establishing  certain  Ports 
"in  the  Islands  of  Jamaica,  and  Dominica,  for  the  more  free  importation 
"and  exportation  of  certain  Goods  and  Merchandizes,  for  granting  certain 
"Duties  to  defray  the  expenses  of  oi»ening.  maintaining,  securing,  and  im- 
"proving  such  Ports,  for  ascertaining  the  duties  to  be  paid  upon  importation 
"of  (ioods  from  the  said  Islaiul  of  Dominica  into  this  Kingdom,  and  for 
"securing  the  Duties  upon  (lOods  imported  from  the  said  Island  into  any 
"other  British  Colony"  all  Wool,  Cotton-Wool,  Indigo,  Cochineal,  Fustick. 
and  all  manner  of  dying  Drugs,  or  Woods.  Drugs  used  in  Medicine,  Hairs, 
Furs,  Hides  and  Skins,  Pot  and  Pearl  Ashes,  Whalefins.  and  Rnw  Silk.  nf. 
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the  growth  and  produce  of  iiuy  foreign  Colony,  or  Plantation,  shall  upon 
the  exportation  thereof  from  either  of  the  said  Isl-.inds  of  Dominica  or 
Jamaica,  be  imported  from  thence  directly  into  lireat  Uritaiu,  under  the 
like  Securities,  Penalties,  and  l''urfeitures,  and  by  the  said  Act  of  the  sixth 
year  of  Uur  Keign,  no  Goods  whatever  ahall,  or  may  be  exported  from  the 
said  Island  of  Dominica,  to  any  Port  of  Europe  to  the  northward  of  Cape 
Finisterre,  except  to  Great  Britain,  and  such  Goods  shall  be  there  landed 
under  the  same  Securities,  Kegulations  and  restrictions  and  subject  to  the 
like  Penalties  and  Forfeitures,  yon  are  therefore  to  take  particular  Care, 
and  give  the  necessary  directions  that  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  all 
the  said  Acts  be  strictly  and  duly  complied  with. 

6.  You  shall  carefully  examine  all  Certificates  which  shall  be  brought 
to  you  of  Ships  giving  Security  in  tTiis  Kingdom  to  bring  their  Lading  of 
Plantation  Goods  hither,  as  also  Certificates  of  having  discharged  their 
Ladings  of  Plantation  Goods  in  this  Kingdom,  pursuant  to  their  Securities; 
And  whereas  the  better  to  prevent  any  of  the  aforesaid  Certificates  from 
Iwiug  counterfeited,  the  Commif^sioners  of  Uur  Customs  have  thought  fit  to 
sign  the  same,  It  is  therefore  Uur  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  no  such  Certi- 
ficates be  allowed  of,  unless  the  same  be  xinder  the  hands  and  Seals  of  the 
Customer,  Comptroller,  and  Collector  of  the  Customs  in  some  Port  in  this 
Kingdom  or  two  of  them,  as  also  under  the  hands  of  four  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Customs  at  London,  or  three  of  Uur  Commissioners  of  the 
Custcmis  at  Edinburgh,  and  where  there  shall  be  reasonable  ground  of  Sus- 
picion, that  the  Certificate  of  having  given  Security  in  this  Kingdom  is  false 
an<l  counterfeit,  in  such  case,  you  or  the  Person  or  Persons  a])j)ointed  under 
you  shall  require  and  take  sufficient  Security  for  the  dis<:harge  of  the  Planta- 
tion Lading  in  this  Kingdom,  and  where  there  shall  be  cause  to  suspect 
that  the  Certificate  of  having  discharged  the  Lading  of  Plantation  Goods  in' 
this  Kingdom  is  false  and  counterfeit,  you  shall  not  cancel  or  vacate  the 
Security  given  in  the  Plantatiims,  until  you  shall  be  informed  from  the 
Commissioners  of  Our  Customs  in  Great  Britain,  that  the  Matter  of  the  said 
Certificate  ia  true:  And  if  any  Person  or  Persons  shall  counterfeit,  raze,  or 
falsify  any  such  Certificate  for  any  Vessel  or  Goods,  or  shall  knowingly  or 
wittingly  make  use  thereof,  yoii  shall  prosecute  such  Person  for  the  forfei- 
ture of  the  Sum  of  five  hundred  Pounds  according  to  the  Clause  of  the  afore- 
said Act  for  preventing  Frauds,  and  regulating  Abuses  in  the  Plantation 
Trade;  and  pursuant  to  the  said  Act  you  shall  take  care,  that  in  all  such 
Bonds  to  be  hereafter  given  or  taken  in  the  Province  under  your  Govern- 
ment, the  Sureties  therein  named  be  persons  of  known  residence  and  ability 
there,  for  the  value  mentioned  in  the  said  Bonds,  and  that  the  Condition  of 
the  said  Bonds  he  within  eighteen  Months  after  the  Date  thereof,  the  danger 
of  the  Seas  excepted,  to  produce  a  Certificate  of  having  landed  and  di«- 
diarged  the  Goods  therein  mentioned  in  One  of  Our  Plantations,  or  in  this 
Kinurdom,  otherwise  to  attest  the  Copy  of  such  Bonds  under  your  hand  and 
Seal,  and  to  cause  Prosecution  thereof.  And  it  is  Our  further  Will  and 
Pleasure  that  you  do  give  Directions  to  the  Naval  Officer  or  Officers  not  to 
admit  any  Person  to  be  Security  for  another,  who  has  Bonds  standing  out 
and  undischarged,  unless  he  be  esteemed  responsible  for  more  than  the  Value 
of  such  Bonds.  , 

7.  And  you  are  also  to  give  Directions  to  the  said  Naval  Officer  or 
OflBcers  to  advise  with  (he  Cojlertor  of  the  Port  or  District  in  taking  Bond^, 
and  not  to  admit  any  Person  to  l>e  Security  in  any  Plantation  Bond  until 
approved  by  the  .said  Collector;  And  whereas  Lists  of  all  Certificates,  granted 
in  South  Britain  for  the  Discharge  of  Bonds  given  in  the  Plantations,  arc 
every  Quarter  sent  to  the  Collectors  of  the  Districts,  wWte  *.wc\\  V>t\u^i*.  ^.x* 
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given,  tlie  said  Naval  Officer  or  Officers  is,  or  are  to  take  cnre,  that  no  Bond 
be  discharged  or  cancell'd  by  him  or  them  without  first  advising  with 
the  Collector,  and  examining  the  said  List;  to  see  that  the  Certificate  is  not 
forged  or  counterfeited;  And  whereas  the  Principal  Officers  of  Our  Customs 
in  America  are  directed  to  examine  from  time  to  time,  whether  the  Planta- 
tion Bonds  be  duly  and  regularly  discharged,  you  are  to  give  directions, 
that  the  said  Officers  be  permitted  to  have  recourse  to  the  said  Bonds,  as  well 
as  the  Book  or  Books  in  which  they  are  or  ought  to  be  entered  and  to  ex- 
amine as  well  whether  due  Entry  thereof  be  made,  as  whether  they  are 
regularly  taken  and  discharged,  and  where  it  shall  appear,  that  Bonds  are 
not  regularly  discharged,  you  are  to  order  that,  such  Bond  be  put  in  Suit. 

8.  You  are  to  undei"8tand  that  the  Payment  of  the  rates  and  Duties 
imposed  by  an  Act  intituled,  "An  Act  for  the  encouragement  of  the  Green- 
"land  and  Eastland  Trades;  and  for  the  better  securing  the  Plantation 
"Trade"  passed  in  the  twenty  fifth  Year  of  the  Reign  of  King  Charles  the 
Second,  on  the  several  Plantation  Commodities  therein  enumerated  doth  not 
give  Liberty  to  carry  the  said  Goods  to  any  other  Place,  than  to  some  of 
Our  Plantations,  or  to  Great  Britain  only,  and  that,  notwithstanding  the 
Payment  of  the  said  Duties,  Bond  must  be  given  to  carry  the  said  Goods  to 
some  of  the  said  Plantations,  or  to  Great  Britain,  and  to  no  other  Place. 

9.  You  shall  every  three  Months,  or  oftener,  or  otherwise  as  there  shall 
be  opportunity  of  Convej'ance,  transmit  to  the  Commissioners  of  Our 
Treasury,  or  our  High  Treasurer  for  the  Time  being,  and  to  the  Commission'^ 
of  Our  Customs  in  London,  a  list  of  all  Ships  and  Vessels  trading  in  the  said 
Province  according  to  the  Form  and  Specimen  hereunto  annexed,  together 
with  a  List  of  the  Bonds  taken,  pursuant  to  the  Act  passed  in  the  twenty 
second  and  twenty  third  years  of  King  Charles  the  Second's  reign,  intituled 
"An  Act  to  prevent  planting  Tobacco  in  England ;  and  for  regulating  the 
"Plantation  Trade;"  and  you  shall  cause  Demand  to  be  made  of  every  Master 
at  his  clearing  of  an  Invoice  of  the  Contents  and  Quality  of  his  Lading  Ac, 
according  to  the  Form  hereunto  also  annexed,  and  inclose  a  Copy  thereof 
by  some  other  Ship,  or  for  want  of  such  Opportunity  by  the  same  Ship  under 
Cover,  sealed,  and  directed  to  the  Commissioners  of  Our  Treasury,  or  Our  High 
Treasurer  for  the  Time  being,  and  to  the  Commissioners  of  Our  Customs  in 
London,  and  send  another  Copy  of  the  said  Invoice  in  like  manner  to  the 
Collector  of  that  Port,  in  this  Kingdom  for  the  Time  being,  to  which  such 
Ship  shall  be  said  to  be  bound. 

10.  Whereas  by  the  aforesaid  Act  for  the  Encouragement  of  Trade,  no 
Commodities  of  the  Growth,  Production,  or  ^lanufacture  of  Europe,  except 
Salt  for  the  Fishery  of  New  England  and  Newfoundland,  Wines  of  the  Growth 
of  y®  Madeira's  or  Western  Islands  of  Azores,  Servants  and  Horses  from 
Ireland  and  all  sorts  of  Victuals  of  the  growth  and  production  of  Ireland, 
and  salt  to  the  Provinces  of  Pennsylvania,  New- York,  Nova  Scotia,  and 
Quebec,  in  pursuance  of  five  Acts  passed  in  the  Thirteenth  year  of  the  reign 
of  King  George  the  First,  in  the  Third  year  of  His  late  Majesty's  reign,  and 
in  the  Second,  Fourth  and  Sixth  years  of  Our  Reipn,  .shall  be  imported  into 
any  of  Our  Colonies  or  Plantations,  but  what  shall  be  bona  fide,  and  with- 
out Fraud  Laden  and  Shipped  in  Great  Britain,  and  in  Ships  duly  qualified, 
you  shall  use  your  utmost  endeavour  for  the  due  observation  thereof;  and  if 
contrary  hereunto  any  Ship  or  Vessel  shall  import  into  our  said  Province 
under  Your  Government  any  Commodities  of  the  growth,  production,  or 
Manufacture  of  Europe,  but  what  are  before  excepted,  of  which  due  Proof 

sJtaJl  uot  ho  made,   that  the  same  were  Shipped  or  Laden  in  some  port  of 
Oreaf  Britain   hy  producing  Cocquets  or  Certlficaiea  wtvAct  \\ve  WwA-i^  viwd 
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Seals  of  the  Officers  of  Our  Customs  in  such  Port  or  Place  where  the  same 
were  Laden,  such  Ship  or  Vessel  and  Goods  shall  be  forfeited;  and  you  are 
to  give  in  Charge,  that  the  same  be  seized  and  prosecuted  accordingly. 

11.  And  in  order  to  prevent  the  acceptance  of  forged  Cocquets  or  Certi- 
ficates which  hath  been  practised  to  Our  great  Prejudice,  you  are  to  give 
effectual  Orders,  that  for  all  such  European  Goods  as  by  the  said  Act  are  to  be 
shipped  and  laden  in  Great  Britain  Cocquets  for  the  same  from  hence  be 
produced  to  the  Collectors  or  other  Officers  of  Our  Customs  in  Our  afore-^aid 
Province  under  jour  Government  for  the  Time  being,  before  the  unlading 
thereof,  and  you  shall  give  Order  that  no  European  Goods  be  landed  but  by 
Warrant  from  ihe  said  Collector  in  the  Presence  of  an  Officer  appointed  by 
him,  and  for  the  better  prevention  of  Frauds  of  this  Kind  you  shall  take 
care,  that  according  to  the  said  Act  of  Trade,  no  Ship  or  Vessel  shall  be 
permitted  to  lade  or  unlade  any  Goods  or  Commodities  whatsoever,  until 
the  Master  or  Commander  thereof  shall  first  have  made  known  to  you,  or 
such  Officer,  or  other  Person  as  shall  be  thereunto  authorized  and  appointed, 
the  arrival  of  such  Ship  or  Vessel,  with  her  Name,  and  the  Name  and  Sur- 
name of  the  Master,  and  hath  shown,  that  she  is  a  Ship  duly  navigated,  and 
otherwise  qualified  according  to  Law,  and  hath  deliver'd  to  you,  or  such  other 
Person,  as  aforesaid,  a  true,  and  perfect  Inventory  of  her  lading,  together 
with  the  Place  or  Places,  in  which  the  said  Goods  were  laden,  and  taken 
into  the  said  Ship  or  Vessel,  under  forfeiture  of  such  Ships  and  Goods. 

12.  You  shall  not  make  or  allow  of  any  laws,  Bye  Laws,  Usages  or 
Customs  in  Our  said  Province  under  your  Government,  which  are  repugnant 
to  the  Laws  herein  before  mentioned,  or  any  of  them  or  to  any  other  Law 
already  made  or  hereafter  to  be  made  in  this  Kingdom,  so  far  as  such  Laws 
relate  to,  and  mention  the  said  Plantation.^,  but  you  shall  declare  all  such 
Laws,  Bye  Laws,  Usages,  or  Customs  in  Our  said  Province  under  Your 
Government,  which  are  any  wise  repugnant  to  the  said  Laws,  or  any  of 
them,  to  be  illegal,  null  and  void,  to  all  intents  and  Purposes  whatsoever. 

13.  You  shall  be  aiding  and  assisting  to  the  Collector  and  other  Officers 
of  Our  Admiralty,  and  Customs  appointed,  or  that  shall  hereafter  be  appoint- 
ed by  the  Commissioners  of  Our  Customs  in  this  Kingdom,  by  and  under 
the  Authority  and  Direction  of  the  Commissioners  of  Our  Treasury,  or  Our 
High  Treasurer  of  Great  Britain  for  the  time  V>eing,  or  by  Our  High  Admiral 
or  Couimis.s"  for  executing  the  Office  of  High  Admiral  of  Great  Britain  for 
the  Time  being,  in  putting  in  execution  the  several  Acts  of  Parliament  before 
mentioned;  and  vou  shall  cause  due  Prosecution  of  all  such  Persons,  as 
Bhall  any  ways  hinder  or  resist  any  of  the  said  Officers  of  Our  Admiralty 
or  Customs  in  the  performance  of  their  duty.  It  is  likewise  our  Will  and 
Pleasure,  and  you  are  hereby  required  by  the  first  Opportunity  to  move 
the  Legislative  Council  of  Our  said  Province  that  they  provide  for  the  ex- 

Bnce  of  making  Copies  for  the  principal  Officers  of  Our  Customs,  in  Our 
lid  Province  for  the  time  being,  of  all  Acts  and  Papers,  which  bear  any 
relation  to  the  Duty  of  their  Office;  and  in  the  mean  time  you  are  to  give 
Orders,  that  the  said  Officers  for  the  time  being  as  aforesaid,  be  allowed  a 
free  Inspection  in  the  publick  Offices  within  Your  Government  of  all  such 
Acts  and  Papers  without  paying  any  Feeder  Reward  for  the  same. 

14.  Whereas  the  Commissioners  appointed  for  collecting  the  Six  Pence 
per  Month  from  Seaman's  Wages  for  Our  Royal  Hospital  at  Greenwich, 
pursuant  to  an  Act  nf  Parliament  passed  in  the  second  year  of  His  late 
Majesty's  Reign,  intituled  "An  Act  for  the  more  effectual  collecting  in 
"Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  other  parts  of  His  Majesty's  Dominions 
"the  duties  granted  for  the  Support  of  the  Royal  "Ro?.\>\\.»\  w\.  ^T«tcTOK\c^ ," 
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have  given  Instructions  to  their  receivers  in  foreign  Ports  for  tbeir  Govern- 
ment thei-ein.  It  i»  therefore  Our  Will  and  Pleasiire,  that  you  be  aiding^ 
and  assisting  to  the  said  Keet-ivers  in  your  Government  in  the  due  execution 
of  their  Trusts. 

15.  And  whereas  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  Sixth  year  of  His  late  Majesty's 
reign,  intituled  "An  Act  for  thft  better  securing  and  encouraging  the  Trade 
"of  His  Majesty's  Sugar  Colonies  in  America"  and  by  another  Act  passed 
in  the  fourth  year  of  Our  lleign,  intituled  "An  Act  for  granting  certain 
"duties  in  the  British  Colonics  and  Plantations  in  America  &c,"  Duties 
are  laid  on  all  Sugar  Panalea.  and  several  other  Species  of  Goods  therein 
enumerated  of  the  Produce  &  Manufacture  of  any  of  the  Plantations,  not 
in  Our  Dominions,  which  shall  be  imported  into  any  of  Our  Colonies  or  Planta- 
tions; notwithstanding  which,  w'e  are  informed,  that  great  Quantities  of 
foreign  Sugar,  Puneles,  and  other  Goods  mentioned  in  the  aforesaid  Acts, 
are  clandestinely  landed  in  Our  Plantations  without  Payment  of  the  said 
Duties.  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  is,  that  you  be  aiding  and  assisting  to  the 
Collectors  and  other  Officers  of  Our  Customs,  in  Your  Government  in  col- 
lecting the  said  Duties,  and  seizing  all  such  Goods,  as  shall  be  so  clandes- 
tinely landed,  or  put  on  Shore  without  paym*^  ot  the  Duties,  and  you  shall 
cause  due  Prosecution  of  all  such  Sugar  Paneles,  and  other  Goods,  as  shall 
be  seized  for  Non  Payment  of  the  Duties,  as  well  as  the  Persons  aiding  or 
assisting  in  such  unhiwful  Importations,  or  that  shall  hinder,  resist,  or 
molest  the  Officers  in  the  duo  Execution  of  the  said  Laws,  and  you  are  to 
observe  that  l')ur  share  of  all  Penalties  and  Forfeitures,  so  recovered  is  pur- 
suant to  the  said  Act  made  in  the  fourth  year  of  Our  lieign  to  be  paid  into 
the  hands  of  Our  Collector  of  the  Customs  at  the  Port  or  Place,  where  the 
same  shall  be  recovered  for  Our  Use. 

16.  You  shall  take  care  that  upon  any  Actions,  Suits,  and  informa- 
tions that  shall  be  brought,  commenced  or  entered  in  Our  8;iid  Province 
under  your  Government  upon  any  Law  or  Statute  concerning  Our  Duties, 
or  Ships,  or  Goods,  to  l>e  forfeited  by  reason  of  any  unlawful  Importations 
or  Exportations  there  be  not  any  Jury,  but  of  such  as  are  Natives  of  Great 
Britain,  or  Ireland,  or  any  born  in  any  of  Our  suid  Plantations. 

17.  You  shall  take  care  that  all  places  of  Tru.'it  in  the  Courts  of  Law, 
or  in  what  relates  to  the  Treasury  of  our  said  Province  under  your  Govern- 
ment, be  in  the  Hands  of  (^ur  Native-born  Subjects  of  Great  Britain  or 
Ireland  or  the  Plantations. 

18.  And  that  there  may  be  no  Interruption  or  Delay  in  matters  of  Pro- 
secution and  Execution  of  Justice  in  Our  Courts  of  Judicature  within  Our

19.  You  shall  from  time  to  time  correspond  with  the  CommiBsionera 
of  Our  Customs  in  London  for  the  Time  being,  and  advise  them  of  all 
Failures,  Neglects,  Frauds,  and  Misdemeanours  of  any  of  the  Officers  of 
Our  Customs  in  Our  said  Province  under  your  Governm"^  and  sh:ill  also 
advise  them,  as  occasion  shall  offer,  of  all  occurrences  necessary  for  their 
Information  relating  either  to  the  aforesaid  Laws  of  Trade  and  Navigation, 
or  to  Our  Revenue  of  Customs  and  other  Duties  imder  their  management,

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21).'  If  you  shall  discover,  that  the  Persons  or  their  Assigns  claimiug 
any  Right  or  Propriety  in  any  Island  or  Tract  of  Land  in  America,  by 
Charter  or  by  Letters  Patent  shall  at  any  time  hereafter,  alien,  sell  or  dis- 
pose of  such  Islaud,  Tract  of  Land,  or  Propriejy  other  than  to  Our  natural 
born  Subjects  of  Great  Britain,  without  the  Licence  or  Consent  of  Us,  our 
Heirs,  or  Successors  signified  by  Our  or  their  Order  in  Council  first  had  and 
o4>tained,  Yo\i  shall  give  Notice  thereof  to  Us,  and  to  Our  Commissioners 
of  Our  Treasury  or  to  Our  High  Treasurer  of  Great  Britain  for  the  Timfc

'21.  Whereas  by  the  aforesaid  Act  for  preventing  Frauds,  and  regulat- 
ing Abusers  in  the  Plantation  Trade,  it  is  providt-d  for  the  more  effectual 
prevention  of  Frauds  which  nia.y  be  used  to  elude  the  Intention  of  the  said 
Act  by  colouring  foreign  Ships  under  British  Names;  That  no  Ship  or  Ves- 
sel shall  he  deemed  or  pass  as  a  Ship  of  the  Built  of  Gi-eat  Britain  or  Ireland, 
Guernsey.  Jersey,  or  any  of  Our  Plantations  in  America,  so  as  to  be  quali- 
fied to  Trade  to,  from,  or  in  any  of  Our  said  Plantations  until  the  Terson 
or  Persons  claiming  Property  in  such  Ship  or  ^'essel  shall  register  the  same 
in  manner  thereby  directed,  You  shall  take  care  that  no  foreign  Built  Ships 
be  permitted  to  pass  aa  a  Ship  belonging  to  Our  kingdom  of  Great  Britain, 
or  Ireland,  until  proof  be  made  upon  Oath  of  one  or  more  of  the  owners  ci 
thf  said  Ship  before  the  Collector  or  Comptroller  of  Our  Customs  in  such 
Port  to  which  she  belongs  or  uj)on  like  Proof  bt-fore  yourself,  with  the  prin- 
cipal Officer  of  Our  Revenue  residing  in  Our  aforesaid  Province,  under 
your  Government,  if  such  Ships  shall  belong  to  the  said  Province  which 
Oath  you,  and  the  (.)flficerg  of  Our  Customs  respectively  are  authorized  to 
administer  in  manner  thereby  directed,  and  being  attested  by  you  and  them 
so  administering  the  same,  and  registered  in  due  form  according  to  the 
specimen  hereunto  annexed,  you  shall  not  fail  immediately  to  transmit  a 
Duplicate  thereof  to  the  Commissioners  of  Our  Customs  in  London  in  order  to 
he  entered  in  a  general  register  to  be  there  kept  for  that  purpose  with  Penalty 
upon  every  Ship  or  Vessel  trading  to,  from,  or  in  any  of  tlur  said  Planta- 
tions in  America  as  aforesaid,  and  not  having  made  Proof  of  her  Built  and 
Propei-ty,  as  by  the  afore-mentioned  Act  is  directed,  and  shall  l>e  liable  to 
fiwh  Prosecution  and  Forfeiture  as  any  Foreitrn  Ship  (except  Prize  con 
demned  in  Our  high  Court  of  Admiralty)  would  for  trading  with  Our 
Plantations,  by  the  said  Law  be  liable  unto,  with  this  Proviso,  that  all  such 
Ships  as  have  been  or  shall  be  taken  at  Sea,  by  Letters  of  Marque  or  Reprizal 
and  Condemnation  thereof  made  in  Our  High  Court  of  Admiralty  as  law- 
ful Prize,  shall  be  especially  registered,  mentioning  the  Capture  and  Con- 
demnation instead  of  the  Time  and  Place  of  Building,  with  Proof  also  upon 
Oath,  that  the  entire  Property  is  British  before  any  such  Prize  he  allowed 
the  privilege  of  a  British  Built  Ship  according  to  the  meaning  of  the  said 
Act,  And  that  no  Ship's  Name  registered  be  afteiwards  rhanged  without 
registering  such  Ship  de  Novo,  which  by  the  said  Art  is  required  to  be  done 
upon  any  Transfer  of  Property  to  another  Port,  and  delivering  up  the  former 
Certificate  to  be  cancelled,  under  the  same  Penalties,  and  in  like  Method 
and  in  case  of  any  Alteration  of  Property,  in  the  same  Port,  by  the  Sale 
of  one  or  more  Shares  in  any  Ship  after  registering  thereof,  such  Sale  shall 
always  be  acknowledged  liy  Entlorseraent  on  the  Certificate  of  Register  be- 
fore two  Witnesses,  in  order  to  prove,  that  the  entire  property  in  such  Ship 
remains  to  some  of  Our  Subjects  of  Great  Britain,  if  any  Dispute  shall  arise 
coacerning  the  same.

Act  passed  in  Ihe  tliird  j'oar  of  Our  Reign,  a  premium  of  four  pence  p  Pound 
is  allowed  on  the  Importation  of  Indigo  of  the  Growth  of  the  British 
Plantations;  and  there  are  likewise  contained  in  the  said  Act  several  Pro- 
visions to  prevent  Frauds,  by  importing  foreign  Plantation-made  Indigo, 
or  any  false  Mixtures  in  what  is  made  in  the  Uritish  Plantations,  with  a 
view  to  recover  the  said  Premium;  It  is  therefore  Our  Will  &  Pleasui-o, 
that  if  there  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be  any  Plantations  of  Indigo  within 
Our  said  Province  under  your  Government,  you  do  take  particular  Care, 
that  the  said  Provisions  be  duly  and  punctually  complied  with,  and  do  like- 
wise from  time  to  time  transmit  to  Us,  by  One  of  Our  Principal  Secretaries 
of  Stato,  an  Account  of  all  such  Plantations  of  Indigo,  with  the  Names  of 
the  Planters,  and  the  Quantity  of  Indigo  they  make,  as  also  the  Quantity 
of  such  Indigo  exported  from  the  said  Province,  distinguishing  the  time, 
when  exported,  and  the  Port  whore  shipped,  the  Names  of  the  Ve-ssels,  and 
the  Port,  to  which  bound;  and  if  tharc  be  any  foreign  Indigo  imported  into 
the  said  Province,  It  is  Our  further  Will  &  Pleasure,  that  you  do  in  like 
manner  transmit  an  Account  of  such  foreign  Indigo  imported,  distinguish- 
ing the  time  when,  and  the  Place  from  whence  imported,  together  with  an 
Account  of  such  foreign  Indigo  expoited,  and  (he  Port  where  shipped, 
the  Names  of  the  Vessels,  and  the  Port  to  which  bound. 

23.  Whereas  by  the  Act  passed  in  the  tenth  year  of  the  Reign  of  King 
William  the  Third,  "to  prevent  the  Exportation  of  Wool  out  of  the  King- 
"dom  of  Ireland,  and  England  to  foreign  Parts,  and  for  the  Encourage- 
"ment  of  the  Woollen  Manufactures  in  the  Kingdom  of  England."  It  18 
amongst  other  Things,  therein  enacted,  that  no  Wool,  Woolfels,  Shortlings, 
Mortlinga,  Wool-flocks,  Worsted-Buys,  or  Kerseys,  .Says,  Friezes,  Druggets, 
Cloth  Serges,  Shalloons,  or  any  other  Drapery  Stuffs,  or  Woollen  Manufac- 
tures whatsoever  made  or  mixed  with  Wool  or  Woolflocks,  being  of  the 
Product  or  Manufacture  of  any  of  the  British  Plantations  in  America,  shall 
be  laden  or  laid  on  board  in  any  Ship  or  Vessel  in  any  Place  or  Port  within 
Any  of  the  said  Briliah  Plantations,  upon  uny  pretence  whatsoever,  as  also 
that  no  such  Wool,  or  other  the  said  Commodities,  being  of  the  product  of 
Manufacture  of  any  of  the  said  British  Plaulaiions,  shall  be  loaden  upon 
any  Horse,  Cart,  or  other  Carriage,  to  the  intent  &  purpose  to  be  exported, 
transported,  carried  or  conveyed  out  of  the  said  British  Plantations  to  any 
other  of  our  Plantations,  or  to  any  other  place  whatsoever,  upon  the  same 
&  like  Pains,  Penalties  &.  Forfeitures  to,  and  upon  all  the  Offender  and 
Offenders  therein,  within  all  and  every  of  Our  said  British  Plantations  re- 
•pectively,  as  are  provided  and  prescribed  by  the  said  Act  for  the  like 
Offences  committed  within  Our  Kingdom  of  Ireland ;  You  are  to  take 
effectual  Care,  that  the  true  Intent  &  Meaning  I  hereof,  so  far  forth  as  it 
relates  to  you,  be  duly  put  in  Execution, 

24.  In  the  Act  made  in  the  twenty  fourth  ye^r  of  His  late  Majesty's 
Reign,  "for  the  more  effectually  securing  the  Duties  upon  Tobacco,"  ther« 
is  a  Clause  to  prevent  Frauds  in  the  Importation  of  Bulk-Tobacco,  enacting 
that  no  Tobacco  shall  be  imported  into  this  Kingdom,  otherwise  than  in 
Cosli,  Chest,  or  Cfl**?,  containing  Four  Huuder  &  fifty  Pounds  Weight  of 
Tobacco  each,  under  Penalty  of  the  Forfeiture  thereof;  you  shall  take  care, 
that  this  part  of  the  said  Act  be  made  publick,  that  none  may  pretend 
Ignorance:  and  the  true  Intent  &  Meaning  thereof  be  duly  put  in  execution 
within  your  Government. 

25.  And  Whereas  His  Majesty  King  George  the  First  was  informed, 
that  a  Clunde.stine  Trade  had  been  carried  on,  as  well  by  British  as  foreign 
Ships  from  Madagascar,' and  other  Parts  beyond  the  Cape  of  Bona  Esperanza, 

VK-ifhin   the  Limila  of  Trade  granted  to    the    united  East  India  Company, 
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directly  to  Our  Plantations  in  America,  to  the  great  Detriment  of  thes-^ 
Ecalmii,  and  in  breach  of  the  several  Laws  in  force  relating  to  Trade  & 
Navigation,  Our  Will  &  Pleasure  is,  that  you,  the  said  Guy  Carleton,  or 
in  your  Absence  the  Commander  in  Chief  of  Our  said  Province  of  Quebec 
for  the  time  being,  duly  observe  and  cause  to  be  strictly  observed  the  several 
Laws  &  Statutes  now  in  force  for  the  regulating  of  Trade  and  Navigation, 
particularly  the  several  Acts  of  Parliament  already  mentioned  in  your 
general  and  these  Instructions  and  in  order  to  the  better  Execution  of  the 
Laws  &  Statutes  above-mentioned,  upon  the  first  notice  of  the  Arrival  of 
any  Ship  or  Ships,  within  the  Limits  of  any  Port  of,  or  belonging  to  your 
Government,  which  have  or  are  suspected  to  have  on  board  any  Xegroes, 
Goods,  or  Commodities  of  the  Growth,  Produce  or  Manufacture  of  the  East 
Indies,  Madagascar,  or  any  Parts  or  Places  beyond  the  Cape  of  Bona 
Ksperanza,  within  the  Limits  of  Trade  granted  to  the  United  East  India 
Company,  pursuant  to  the  aforementioned  Act  of  the  Ninth  &  Tenth  of 
King  William,  you  shall  immediately  cause  the  Officers  of  our  Customs  in 
your  Government,  and  any  other  Officers  or  Persons  in  aid  of  them,  (o  go  - 
on  board  such  Ship  or  Ships,  and  to  visit  the  same,  and  to  examine  ths^^l 
Masters  or  other  Commanders,  the  Officers  &  Sailors,  on  board  such  Ship  oi^^l 
Ships,  and  their  Charter  Parties,  fnvoicea,  Cocqueta,  and  other  Credentials, 
Testimonials,  or  Documents;  and  if  they  find,  that  such  Ship  or  Ships  came 
from  tho  East  Indies,  Madagascar,  or  any  other  Parts  or  Places  beyond 
the  Cape  of  Bona  Esperanza  within  the  Limits  of  Trade  granted  to  the  said 
united  East  India  Company;  and  that  there  are  on  board  any  such  Goods, 
Commodities,  or  Negroes,  as  abovementioned,  that  they  do  give  notice  to 
the  Master  or  other  Person  having  then  the  Command  of  such  Ship  or  Shipn 
forthwith  to  depart  out  of  the  Limits  of  your  Government,  without  giving 
them  any  Relief,  Support,  Aid  or  Assistance,  alto'  it  should  be  pretended, 
that  such  Ship  or  Ships,  were  or  the  same  really  should  be  in  Distress,  Want, 
Disability,  Danger  of  sinking,  or  for,  or  upon  any  other  Reason  or  Pretence 
whatsoever.  And  that  you  Our  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  do  by  iio 
means  suffer  any  Goods,  Merchandize,  or  Negroes  from  on  board  such  Ship^M 
or  Ships  to  be  landed  or  brought  on  shore  upon  any  Account  or  ExcuSd^H 
whatsoever;  And  it  is  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure,  that,  if  any  such  Ship 
or  Ships,  being  foreign,  having  on  board  any  such  Goods,  Merchandize,  or 
Negroes,  do  not  upon  notice  given  to  the  Master  or  other  Person  having 
the  Command  thereof,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be,  depart  out  of  the 
Limits  of  your  Government,  and  from  the  Coasts  thereof,  without  Landing 
selling  or  Bartering  any  of  the  said  Goods,  or  Negroes,  you  our  Governor 
or  the  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  time  being,  shall  cause  the  said  Ship 
or  Ships,  and  Goods  and  Negroes  to  be  seized  and  proceeded  against  accord- 
ing to  Law;  But  if  such  Ship  or  Ships,  having  such  Goods  or  Negroes  on 
board,  and  entering  into  any  Port  or  Place,  or  coming  upon  any  of  the 
Coasts  or  Shores  of  our  said  Province  under  your  Government,  do  belong 
to  Our  Subjects,  and  do  break  Bulk,  or  sell,  barter,  exchange,  or  otherwise 
dispose  of  the  said  Goods,  or  Negroes,  or  any  part  thereof,  contrary  to  Law; 
you  are  to  take  care,  that  such  Ship  or  Ships,  with  the  Guns,  Tackle, 
Apparel  and  Furniture  thereof,  and  all  Goods  and  Merchandize  laden  there- 
upon, and  the  Proceeds  and  Effects  of  the  same  be  immediately  seized;  and 
that  the  Laws  in  such  case  made  and  provided  be  put  in  execution  with  th^ 
greatest  Care,  Diligence,  and  Apidication ;  But  if  any  Ship  belonging  to 
the  Subjects  of  any  foreign  State  or  Potentate,  having  on  board  any  Negroes, 
or  East  Indian  Commodities,  shall  be  actually  bound  to  some  Place  or  Port 
in  the  West  Indies  belongiag  to  any  foreign  Prince  or  State,  from  some 
European  Port,  and  such   Ship  shall  happen  Vo  \«  ^xKNetv,  \w  "^'j  ■afetft^svV'j , 
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and  be  in  real  Distress,  ihe  fiarae  may  be  supplied  with  what  is  absolutely 
necessary  for  her  Relief;  Init  yon  sliail  not  take,  have,  or  receive,  nor  permit 
or  suffer  any  Person  to  take,  have  or  receive,  any  Negroes,  or  other  the  said 
East  India  Commodilies,  in  payment  or  satisfaction  for  such  Relief;  that  if 
any  Officer  of  our  Customs,  or  other  Officer  employed  by  you  our  Governor 
or  Commander  in  Chief  in  visitinfr.  searching,  or  seizing  such  Ship  or  Ships, 
Goods,  Merchandize,  or  Negroes,  be  corrupt,  negligent  or  remiss  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  Duty  therein,  We  do  hereby  require  you  to  suspend  him  from 
the  execution  of  his  said  Office;  and  that  you  do  by  the  first  Opportunity 
Bend  an  Account  of  suih  Officer's  Behaviour  to  ITs.  by  one  of  Our  Principal 
Secretaries  of  State,  that  care  may  be  taken,  that  such  Officer  be  removed 
from  his  Employment,  and  further  punished  according  to  his  Demerit,  - 
And  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasxire  is,  that  you  Our  Governor  or  Com- 
luandcr  in  Chief,  do  constantly  from  time  to  time,  and  by  the  first  Oppor- 
tunity that  shall  offer,  send  us  by  one  of  Our  Principal  Secretaries  of  State, 
true,  full,  and  exact  Accounts  of  your  Proceedings,  and  of  all  other  Trans- 
actions 4  Occurrences  in.  or  about  the  Premises,  or  any  of  them. 

26.  And  Whereas,  notwithstanding  the  many  good  Laws  made  from 
time  to  time,  for  the  preventing  of  Frauds  in  the  Plantation  Trade,  it  is 
manifest,  that  very  great  Abuses  have  been  and  continue  still  to  be  prac- 
ti.spd  to  the  prejudice  of  the  same,  which  Abuses  must  needs  arise  either 
from  the  Insolvency  of  Persons,  who  are  accepted  for  Security,  or  from 
the  Remissn«»s8  or  Connivance  of  such,  as  have  been,  or  are  Governors  in 
the  several  Plantations,  who  ought  to  take  care,  that  those  persons,  who 
give  Bond,  should  be  duly  prosecuted  in  case  of  non-performance;  You  are 
to  take  notice,  that  we  take  the  Good  of  Our  Plantations  and  the  Improve- 
ment of  the  Trade  thereof,  by  a  strict  and  punctual  Observance  of  the 
several  Laws  in  force  concerning  the  same,  to  be  of  so  gi'eat  Importance  to  the 
Benefit  of  this  Kingdom,  and  to  the  Advancing  the  Duty  of  Our  Customs 
here,  that,  if  We  shall  hereafter  be  informed,  that  at  any  lime  there  shall 
be  any  failure  in  the  due  Observance  of  those  Laws,  and  of  these  present 
Instructions,  bv  any  wilful  fault  or  neglect  on  your  part.  We  shall  esteem 
such  Neglect  to  be  a  Breach  of  the  aforesaid  Law;  And  it  is  our  fixed  and 
determined  Will  &  Pleasure,  that  you  or  the  Commander  in  Chief  respec- 
tively be  for  such  Oft'enco,  not  only  immeiliately  removed  from  your  Employ- 
ments, and  bi-  liable  to  the  fine  of  one  Thousand  Pounds,  as  likewise  suffer 
such  other  Fines,  Forfeitures,  Pains  &  Penalties,  as  are  inflicted  by  the 
several  Laws  now  in  force  relating  thereunto;  but  shall  also  receive  the 
most  rigorous  Marks  of  Our  highest  Displea.sure,  and  be  prosecuted  with  the 
utmost  Severity  of  the  Law  for  jour  Offence  against  Fs  in  a  Matter  of  this 
consequence,  th.it  We  now  so  particularly  charge  you  with.

Whereas  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  Fourteenth  year  of  His  Majesty'tj 
Reign,  intituled,  An  Act  to  establish  a  fund  towards  further  defraying  the^ 
Charges  of  the  Administration  of  Justice  and  support  of  the  Civil  Govern- 
ment within  the  Province  of  Quehec  in  America,  it  is  among.st  other  things 
enacted.  That  from  and  after  the  Lst  day  of  April  in  this  present  year 
1775.  there  shall  be  paid  unto  His  Majesty's  Receiver  General  of  thi^  Pro- 
nnce  for  the  use  of  His  Majesty,  his  Heirs  &  Successors,  a  Duty  of  One 
Pound  Sixteen  Sliillings  Sterling  Money  of  Great  Britain,  for  every  License 
that  shall  be  graTited  by  the  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor  or  Com- 
mander-in-Chief of  this  Province,  to  any  Person  or  Persons  keeping  a 
House  or  any  other  place  of  publirk  Entertainment,  or  for  the  retailing 
Wines,  Brandy,  Rum  or  anv  other  Sniritxious  Liaunrs  within  this  Province, 
and  that  any  person  keeping  such  House  or  place  of  Entertainment,  or 
retailing  any  such  Liquors  w^tllout  such  Licence,  shall  forfeit  A  pay  the 
Sum  of  Ten  Pounds  for  everv  such  offence  upon  Conviction  thereof:  One 
Moiety  of  such  person  as  shall  inform  or  prosecute  for  the  same,  and  the 
other  Mni<'ty  sliall  Iv  pnrd  into  thf  hands  of  the  Receiver  General  of  this 
Province,  for  the  use  of  His  Majesty.

Whereas  for  the  reasons  set  forth  in  an  Act  passed  in  the  14th  year 
of  His  present  Majesty's  Eeign,  intituled,  An  Act  for  making  more  Effec- 
tual Provision  for  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  in  North 
America,  All  Commissions,  Ordinances,  &  Authorities  relative  to  the  pres- 
ent Administration  of  Justice  in  thi.s  Province  cease  and  become  void,  from 
and  after  the  1st  day  of  May  in  this  present  year  1775.  And  whereas  the 
weight  and  importance  of  erecting  proper  Courts  for  the  future  administra- 
tion of  Justice  in  this  Province  demand  much  Time  &  deliberation,  by 
reason  whereof  the  same  cannot  be  immediately  established,  but  whereas 
much  Mischief  &  Inconvenience  might  in  the  meantime  arise  to  the  Public, 
if  some  proper  persons  were  not  authorized  in  this  Province  to  render  all 
Offenders  against  the  Law,  and  absconding  debtors  Amenable  to  .Justice, 
by  obliging  them  to  appear  before  such  Courts  when  the  same  .shall  be 
established,  &  then  &  there  to  answer  the  Charges  that  shall  be  respectively 
exhibited  against  them. 

I  have  therefore  thought  fit  to  issue  this  Proclamation,  in  order  to 
make  known  to  all  persons  residing  in  this  Province,  and  others  whom  it 
may  concern,  that  by  Virtue  of  the  Powers  &  Authorities  to  be  given  by 
His  Majesty's  Commission,  under  the  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain,  bearing 
date  at  Westminster,  the  27th  day  of  December  in.  the  15th  year  of  His 
Reign,  &  published  at  Quebec,  the  24th  day  of  this  Instant  April.  I  have 
constituted  and  appointed  Adam  Mabane,  Thomas  Dunn,  John  Fraser,  & 
John  Marteilhe,  Esquires,  His  Majesty's  Justices  of  the  Courts  of  Com- 
mon Pleas  for  the  district  of  Quebec  and  Montreal  in  this  Province :  and 
Hertel  Rouville  of  Montreal,  and  .John  Claude  Panet  of  Quebec,  Esquires, 
or  any  two  more  of  them,  to  be  from  and  after  the  said  1st  day  of  May  next 
ensuing,  during  pleasure,  or  until  proper  Courts  of  Judicature  can  be 
established  in  the  said  Districts,  Conservators  of  the  Peace  throughout  the 
same,  with  all  necessary  powers  and  Authorities  for  that  and  other  pur- 
poses aforesaid  to  be  done   and  Executed  according  to  Law,    and   further, 
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from  and  during  all  the  time  aforesaid- to  be  Commissioners  for  suing  out 
Civil  Process  and  causing  the  same  to  be  executed  in  the  said  districts  in 
such  manner  as  the  Law  directs  and  by  their  Commission  is  appointed. 

And  all  Hia  Majesty's  subjects  of  this  Province  are  hereby  required, 
when  called  upon  to  aid  and  assist  the  above  named  Conservators  of  the 
Peace,  and  Commissioners  in  the  Execution  of  their  said  oflBce.  And 
whereas  it  is  also  judged  inexpedient  for  the  present,  to  appoint  New  Bail- 
iffs for  the  siiid  districts  of  Quebec  &  Montreal,  I  have  thought  fit  to  con- 
tinue m  the  Exorcise  of  the  same  until  further  Orders,  whereof  they,  &  all 
whom  it  may  concern,  are  required  to  take  notice,  &  so  govern  themselves 
accordingly.

Whereas  a  Rebellion  preva-lt*  in  many  of  His  Majesty's  Colonies 
'n  America,  &  particularly  in  some  of  the  neighbouring  ones.  And  whereas 
many  of  the  aforeiaid  Itebe's  have  with  :«ii  armed  force  made  Incursions 
of  late  into  this  Province,  attacking  and  Carrying  away  from  thence  a  Party 
of  His  Majest}''s  Troops,  together  with  a  Parcel  of  Stores  and  a  Vessel 
belonging  to  His  Majesty  and  are  at  present  actually  invading  this  Province 
with  Anns  in  a  traitroua  and  hostile  manner  to  the  great  terror  of  His 
Majesty's  Subjects,  &  in  open  dehauce  of  His  Laws  and  Government  falsely 
&  maliciously  giving  out,  by  theuif^lves  and  their  Abettors  that  the  Motives 
for  so  doing,  are  to  prevent  the  inhabitants  of  this  Province  from  being 
taxed  and  oppressed  by  Government,  together  with  divers  other  false  and 
seditious  lleports,  tending  to  inflame  the  minds  of  the  People  and  alienate 
them  from  His  Majesty  :  To  this  end  therefor  that  so  treawmable  an  inva- 
sion may  be  soon  defeated  that  all  such  Traitors  with  their  said  Abettors 
mav  l>e  speedily  brought  to  Justice  and  the  Publick  Peace  and  Tranquility 
of  this  Province  again  restored,  which  the  ordinary  course  of  the  Civil  Law 
is  at  present  unable  to  effect,  I  have  thought  fit  to  issue  this  Proclamation, 
hereby  declaring  that,  until  the  aforesaid  good  purpose  can  be  attained,  I

Ralph  Burton,  and  Fredrick 
Haldimand,  Esqrs,  heretofor  His  Majesty's  Governors  in  this  Province,  or 
cilhor  of  them,  to  obey  the  same,  and  execute  the  powers  therein  meutinned, 
until  they  shall  receive  orders  from  me  to  the  Contrary.  And  I  do  accord- 
ingly in  His  Majesty's  name  hereby  require  and  Command  all  His  Subjects 
in  this  Prov'nce  and  others  whom  it  may  concprn.  on  pain  of  disobedience 
to  be  aidinjr  and  assisl'ne  to  such  Commissioned  officers  and  others  who  are 
or  may  be  commissioned  by  me,  in  the  execiilioti  of  their  said  Commissions 
for  His  Majesty's  Service.

Whereas  the  infatua  ed  Multitudes  who  have  long  suffered  themselves 
to  be  conducted  by  certain  well  knoAvn  luccndiaries,  and  Traitors  in  a  fatal 
Progression  of  crimes  against  the  Constitutional  Authority  of  the  State  have 
at  Icnj^th  proceeded  to  avowed  Rebellion  :  And  the  good  Effects  which  were 
expected  to  arist;  from  th"  Patience  and  Lenity  of  the  King's  Government, 
have  been  often  frustrated  and  are  now  rendered  hopeless,  by  the  influence 
of  the  same  evil  counsels,  it  only  remains  for  those,  who  are  entrusted  with 
supreme  rule,  as  well  for  the  punishment  of  the  guilty,  as  the  protection 
of  the  well  affected,  to  prove  they  do  not  bear  the  Sword  in  vain. 

The  infringements  which  have  been  Committed  upon  the  most  sacred 
rights  of  the  Ciown  and  People  of  Great  Britain,  are  too  many  to  enumerate 
on  this  side,  and  are  all  too  atrocious  to  be  palliated  on  the  other.  All 
unprejudiced  pnoplo  who  have  been  witnesses  of  tlie  late  Transactions,  in 
this  and  the  neighbouring  Provinces,  will  find  upon  a  transient  Review,  Marks 
of  Premeditation  and  Conspiracy  that  would  justify  the  fulness  of  chastise- 
ment. And  even  tliose  who  are  least  acquainted  with  Facts,  cannot  fail  to 
leceive  a  just  impression  of  their  Enormity,  in  Proportion  as  they  discover 
the  ArtN  &.  Assiduity  by  which  they  have  been  falsified  or  concealed.  The 
authors  of  the  present  unnatural  Revolt  never  daring  to  trust  their  Cause  or 
their  Actions  to  the  Judgments  of  an  impartial  Pub'ic,  or  even  to  the  dis- 
passionate reflection  of  their  followers,  have  uniformly  placed  their  chief 
Confidence  in  the  Suppression  of  Truth :  And  while  indefatigable  &  shameless 
Pains  have  been  taken  to  obstruct  every  appeal  to  the  real  Interest  of  the 
People  of  America,  the  grossest  forgeries,  Calumnies,  and  absurdities  that 
ever  insulted  human  understanding,  have  been  imposed  upon  their  credulity. 
The  Press,  that  distinguished  Appendage  of  Public  Lil>erty,  and  when  fairly 
and  impartially  employed  its  best  support,  has  been  invariably  prostituted 
to  the  most  contrary  purposes.  The  animated  language  of  ancient  and 
virtuous  times  calculated  to  vindicate  &  promote  the  just  rights  and 
Interests  of  mankind,  have  been  applied  to  countenance  the  most  abandoned 
viola t  on  of  those  sacred  blessings ;  and  not  only  from  the  flagitious  Prints, 
but  from  the  Popular  Harangues  of  the  Times.  Men  have  been  taught  to 
tlej>end  uprm  activity  in  Treason,  for  the  security  of  thoir  persons  &  proper- 
ties, till  to  complete  the  horrid  profanation  of  Terms  and  ideas,  the  name  of 
Ood  ha"!  been  introduced  in*  the  Pulpit<;  t<^i  excite  and  justify  devastation 
and  massacre. 

Thf  minds  of  men  having  been  thus  gradually  prepared  for  the  worst 
extremitii'S,  a  numl>pr  of  armed  persons,  to  the  amount  of  many  thousand.s, 
assembled  on  the  19th  of  April  last,  and  from  behind  walls,  &  lurking  holes, 
attacked  a  detachment  (if  the  King's  Troops  who  not  expecting  so  consummate 
an  act  of  Phrenzy.  unpp^parfd  for  vengeaice.  and  wiMine  to  decline  if,  made 
use  of  their  arms  in  their  own  defence.  Since  thdt  period  the  Rebels,  deriv- 
ing Cn-'fidence  from  Titiouiiity.  have  added  insult  to  Outracre,  have  repeatedly 
fired  upon  thp  Kinjr's  Shins  &  Subjects  with  Ctnnon  and  Small  Arms,  have 
possessed  the  road*  and  other  rommunicat'ons  bv  which  the  Town  of  Boston 
was  supplied   with    Provisions,   and  with   a   preposterous  parade  of  militari' 
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arrangement,  they  affect  to  hold  the  Army  besieged,  while  part  of  their  body 
make  daily  and  indiscriminate  invasions  upon  private  property,  and  with 
u  wantoness  of  cruelty  over  iucidt'nt  to  Lawless  Tumult  carry  Depredation  & 
Distress  wherever  they  turn  their  steps. 

The  actions  of  the  19th  of  April  are  of  such  notoriety,  as  must  baffle 
all  attempts  to  contradict  them,  and  the  Flames  of  Buildings  and  other  prop- 
erty from  the  Islands  and  adjacent  country  for  some  weeks  past  spread  a 
melancholy  Confirmation  of  the  subsequent  assertions. 

In  this  exigency  of  complicated  calamities,  I  avail  myself  of  the  last 
effort  within  the  Bounds  of  my  Duty,  to  spare  the  effusion  of  Blood  :  to  offer, 
and  1  du  hereby  in  His  Majesty's  name,  offer  &  promiae  his  most  gracious 
pardon  to  all  persons  who  shall  forthwith  lay  down  their  arms  and  return 
to  the  duties  of  peaceable  subjects.  Excepting  onlyirom  the  benefit  of  such 
pardon,  Samuel  Adams,  and  John  Hancock,  whose  oft'ences  are  of  too  flagi- 
tious a  nature  to  admit  of  any  other  consideration  than  that  of  condign 
punishment, 

And  to  the  end  that  no  person  within  the  limits  of  this  proffered  mercy 
may  plead  igrnorance  of  the  Consequences  of  refusing  it,  I  by  these  Presents 
not  only  the  Persons  above-named  and  excepted,  but  also  all  their  adherents, 
associates,  &  abettors,  meaning  to  comprehend  in  those  terms,  all  &  every 
person  &.  persons  of  what  class.  Denomination  or  Description  soever,  who  have 
appeared  in  arms  against  the  King's  Government  and  shall  not  lay  down  the 
same  as  aforementioned,  and  likewise  all  such  as  shall  so  take  arms  after 
the  date  thereof,  or  who  shall  in  any-wis©  protect  or  conceal  such  offenders, 
or  assist  them  with  ^foney.  Provision,  Cattle,  Arms,  Ammunition,  Carri- 
ages, or  any  other  necessary  of  subsistence  or  offence,  or  shall  hold  Secret 
Correspondence  with  them  by  letter,  message,  signal  or  otherwise,  to  be 
Rebels  and  Traitors,  and  as  auch  to  be  treated. 

An«l  whereas  during  the  Continuance  of  the  present  unnatuial  Ilebellion. 
•Tustice  cannot  be  arlrainisterpd  by  the  Common  Law  of  the  Land,  the  Cause 
whereof  has,  for  a  long  time  past  been  violently  impeded,  and  wholly  inter- 
rupted :  from  whence  results  a  necessity  for  using  and  exercising  the  Martial 
Law.  I  have  therefor  thought  fit  bv  the  authority  invested  in  me,  by  the 
Royal  Clinrter  of  this  Province,  to  publish,  and  I  do  hereby  publish,  pro- 
claim and  order  the  use  and  exercise  of  the  Law  Martial,  within  and  through- 
out this  Provincr*,  for  so  long  time  as  the  present  unhappy  occasion  shall

for  the  space  of  two  hours  without  repairing  themselves,  or  giving  notice  as 
aforesaid.

Pleasure  that  sundry  Salaries  and  Allowances  therein  mentioned 
lould  be  discharged  &  paid  out  of  any  Revenue  arising  to  Us  within  Our 

"^said  Province  of  Quebec,  or  out  of  such  other  Monies  as  should  be  grant€d 
or  appropriated  to  the  Use  and  Service  of  Our  said  Province  the  said  Salaries 
and  Allowances  to  Commence  on  and  to  \w  payable  from  and  after  the  first 
Day  of  May  last ;  It  is  Our  further  Will  &  pleasure  that  over  and  above  the 
several  Salaries  and  Allowances  in  the  said  Instructions  mentioned  and  set 
down.  You  do  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  annually  out  of  the  said  Revenue  or 
Monies  granted  or  appropriated  as  aforesaid  unto  Our  Trusty  and  Well  be- 
loved John  Christopher  Roberts  E.squire,  or  to  his  lawful  Attorney  the 
further  Sura  of  Three  hundred  and  fifty  pounds;  the  said  annual  payment 
}T  Allowance  to  Commence  on  the  first  day  of  May  last. —

Copy  of  a  Letter  from  Genl.  Carleton  to  Genl.  Howe,  dated 

Quebec,  January  12th,  1776. 

SiH, — The  5th  of  December,  Mr.  Montgomery  took  Post  at  St.  Croix 
within  less  than  2  miles  from  Quebec,  with  some  Field  Artillery,  His  heavy 
Canon  were  landed  at  Cap  Rouge:  at  the  same  time  Arnold's  party  took 
possession  of  the  other  Avenues  leading  to  the  Town,  and  prevented  all 
communication  with  the  Country.  The  7th  a  woman  stole  into  Town  with 
Letters  addressed  to  the  principal  Merchants,  advising  them  to  an  immediate 
submission  &  promising' great  indulgences  in  Case  of  their  Compliance.  In- 
closed was  a  letter  to  me  in  very  extraordinary  language,  &  a  summons  to 
deliver  up  the  Town.  The  messenger  was  sent  to  prison  for  a  few  dajs  and 
drummed  out. 

To  give  more  efficacy  to  these  letters,  5  small  mortars  were  brought  to 
8t.  Rock's  and  a  Battery  of  6  Cannon  &  one  Howitzer  raised  upon  the  heights 
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within  seven  hundred  yards  of  the  Walls.  Soon  after  Arnold  appeared 
with  a  White  Flag,  said  he  had  a  letter  for  me  but  was  refused  admittance 
&  ordered  to  carry  back  his  letter. 

After  every  preparatory  stratagem  had  been  used  to  intimidate  our 
wretched  gariison,  as  Mr.  xVIontgomery  was  pleased  to  call  it,  an  Assault 
was  given  the  3l8t  December,  between  Pour  and  Five  in  the  Morning  dur- 
ing a  Snow  Storm  from  the  North  East.  The  Alarm  was  general.  From 
the  side  of  the  lliver  St.  Lawrencei  along  the  fortified,  round  to  the  Basiu, 
every  part  seemed  equally  threatened. 

Two  real  attacks  took  place  upon  the  Lower  Town.  One  under  Cupt. 
Diamond,  led  by  Mr.  Montgomery,  the  other  by  Mr.  Arnold,  upon  that  part 
called  the  Sault  au  Matelot.  This  at  first  met  with  some  success,  but  in 
the  end  was  stopped.  A  Sally  from  the  Upper-Town  under  Captain  Laws 
attacked  their  Rear,  and  sent  in  many  Prisoners:  Capt.  McDougiil  after- 
wards reinforced  this  party,  &  followed  the  Rebels  into  the  Post  they  had 
taken. 

Thus  Mr.  Arnold'a  Corps,  himself  and  a  few  others  excepted,  who 
were  wounded  and  carried  ofil  early  were  cuiiiph'tely  ruined.  They  were 
caught  as  it  were  in  a  Trap,  we  brought  in  their  Five  Mortars  &  one  Cannon. 

The  other  attack  was  soon  repulsed  with  slau<^hter,  Mr.  Montgomery 
was  left  among  the  Dead.  The  Rebels  have  on  this  Assault  between  6  and  7 
hundred  men  &  between  40  and  50  olficers  killed,  wounded  &  taken  prisoners. 
We  had  only  one  Lieut,  of  the  Navy,  doing  duty  as  dipt,  in  the  (iurrison, 
and  four  Rauk  and  File,  killed,  and  13  rank  and  file  wounded,  two  of  the 
latter  are  since  dead.

L        Letter  from  Genel.  Carleton  to  Lord  George  Germain. 

^^  Qdebec,  May  14th.  1776. 

My  Loed, — After  this  Town  hail  been  closely  invested  bj'  the  Rebels 
for  5  months,  and  had  defeated  all  their  alteinpts,  the  Surprise  Frigate, 
Isis  &.  Sloop  Martin  came  into  the  Basin  the  6th  inst. 

As  soon  as  that  part  of  the  29th  they  had  on  Board  with  their  Marines, 
in  all  about  200,  were  landed,  they  with  tliP  greatest  part  of  the  garrison,  by 
this  time  much  improved,  and  in  high  spirits,  marched  out  of  the  Port?  of 
St.  Louis  and  St.  John's  to  see  what  these  mighty  boasters  were  about,  they 
were  found  very  l.usy  in  their  preparations  for  a  Retreat,  a  few  shots  being 
exchanged,  the  line  marched  forward  &  the  Plains  were  soon  cleared  of  those 
Plunderers,  All  tbeir  Artillery,  Military  Stores,  Scaling  Ladders,  Pitards, 
Ac,  &c.  were  abandoned. 

The  Surprise,  Martin  and  a  Province  Armed  Vessel  went  up  the  River, 
when  they  also  quitted  the  Gaspe  &  the  Armed  Schooner,  Mary. 

The  Rear  of  the  Rebels  have  halted  at  Dechambault.  &  the  Surprise 
with  the  other  two  Vessels,  is  a  little  upon  thi.s  side  of  the  Falls  of 
Richelieu. 

Thus  ended  our  Siege  &  Blockade,  during  which  the  mixed  Garrisons 
of  Soldiers,  Sailors,  British  &  Canadian  Militia  with  the  Artificers  from 
Halifax  &  Newfoundland,  shewed  great  zeal  &  patience,  under  very  severe 
duty  &  uncommon  vigilance,  indispensable  in  a  place  liable  to  be  stormed, 
besides  great  labour  necessary  to  render  such  attempts  less  practicable. 
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Notwithstanding  the  inclement  seEison  they  preserved  good  health,  & 
their  spirits  increased  every  day.  A  copy  of  my  letter  to  General  Howe 
will  inform  your  Lordship  of  our  Situation  to  the  defeat  of  the  Rebels  upon 
the  Slst  Decemher. 

For  three  months  after  tbey  Confined  their  operations  to  the  preventing 
all  Sujiplies  from  coming  to  Town,  &  in  burning  our  Suburbs  &  Shipping, 
the  latter  have  almost  all  escaped,  but  the  greatest  part  of  the  Suburbs  of 
St.  Roch  and  St.  John  have  been  burnt,  the  remainder  was  brought  into 
Town  for  fuel,  which- was  much  wanted. 

The  beginning  of  February  the  Rebels  again  attempted  to  enter  into  a 
correspondence,  by  a  Flag  of  Truce,  Encouraged  to  it,  I  suppose,  by  a  per- 
mission granted  for  the  Pri-soners'  Baggage  to  enter  the  Town,  but  as  tbey 
were  told  immediately  to  withdraw  unless  they  came  to  implore  the  King's 
mercy,  they  have  not  since  returned. 

March  2r)th  and  the  advanced  guard  of  a  Party  raised  by  Mr.  Beaujeu  to 
relieve  the  Town,  was  defeated,  the  rest  dispersed.  The  31st  it  was  dis- 
covered that  the  Rebel  Prisoners  had  formed  a  Plot  to  escape,  to  seize  the 
guard  of  St.  John's  Gate  and  let  in  Mr.  Arnold  which  was  effectually  dis- 
appointed. 

The  4th  April  the  Rebels  opened  a  Battery  of  4  guns,  one  Howitzer 
from  the  opposite  side  of  the  River  St.  Lawrence,  and  the  22nd  another  of 
2  guns  and  one  Howitzer  from  the  opposite  side  of  the  River  St.  Charles, 
These  were  also  intended  to  burn  the  Town  and  Shipping.  From  both  they 
fired  Rod  Hot  balls.  The  23rd  they  attempted  throwing  Some  Shells  into 
Town  from  a  Battery  on  the  heights  opposite  to  Port  St.  Louis.  All  these 
Batteries  were  much  damaged  by  our  Artillery. 

May  3rd  about  10  at  night,  a  Fireship  attempted  to  run  down  into  the 
Cul  de  Sac  where  the  greatest  part  of  our  Shipping  was  laiil  up,  but  this 
also  proved  abortive,  &  she  burned  to  the  Water's  J]dge,  without  doing  us 
the  least  injurj-.  It  is  supposed  they  intended  a  general  assault,  if  they 
succeeded  in  setting  fire  to  the  Ships  and  Lower  Town. 

I  cannot  conclude  this  letter  without  doing  Justice  to  Lieutenant-Col. 
Maclean  who  has  been  indefatigably  zealous  in  the  King's  Service,  &  to 
his  Regiment,  wherein  he  has  collorted  a  number  of  experienced  good  officers, 
who  have  been  very  useful.  Col.  Hamilton,  who  commanded  the  Battalion 
of  Seamen,  his  officers,  &  men  discharged  their  duty  with  great  alacrity  & 
spirit.  The  same  thing  must  be  acknowledged  of  the  Masters,  inferior 
officers.  &  Seamen  belnnging  to  His  Majesty's  Transports,  &  Merchantmen 
detained  here  last  Fall.  Only  one  Seaman  deserted  the  whole  time.  The 
Militia,  British  &  Canadian,  bcliaveil  with  a  steadirrcss  &  resolution  that 
could  hardly  iiave  been  expected  from  men  unused  to  arms.  Judges  and 
other  officers  of  Government,  as  well  as  Merchants,  rherrfully  fiubiuitted  to 
every  inconvenience,  to  preserve  the  Town.  The  whole  indeed  upon  the 
occasion  shewed  a   spirit   and  perseverance  that   do   them   great   honour. 

The  47th  from  Halifax  &  the  greatest  part  of  the  29th  is  since  arrived. 

Major  Caldwell,  who  commanded  the  British  Militia  all  winter  as 
Lt.  Col.  Coniniandant  &  is  bearer  of  these  despatches  to  your  Lordship,  has 
proved  himself  a  faithful  subject  of  His  Majesty.  &  an  active  diligent  officer. 
He  &  indeed  almost  every  Inyal  subject,  are  very  consider.ible  sufferers  by 
the  present  hostile  Invasion.

Whereas  there  remains  on  hand  a  great  quantity  of  the  last  year's  wheat, 
and  the  crops  of  this  year  are  very  abundant,  a  Considerable  part  of  which 
is  already  got  in,  and  it  is  conceived  that  it  will  not  be  detrimental  to  the 
Province,  nor  to  His  Majesty's  Troops  therein,  to  suffer  an  exportation  there- 
of, I  hereby  make  known  to  all  His  Majesty's  Subjects  in  this  Province  that 
I  do  allow  a  general  exportation  of  wheat.  But  inasmuch  as  the  exportation 
of  any  cattle  or  live  flock  out  of  the  Province,  or  of  Flour  and  Biscuit  else- 
where than  to  the  Fisheries  of  Nova  Scotia  &  the  West  Indies,  may  at  this 
time  be  greatly  prejudicial  to  the  Province  and  His  Majesty's  Troops  there- 
io,  I  have  thought  proper  to  order,  and  I  do  hereby  strictly  order  that  no 
person  or  persons  whatsoever,  at  any  time  after  the  publication  hereof,  & 
before  the  Ist  day  of  December  next  shall  directly  or  indirectly  export  or 
cause  to  be  exported  out  of  this  Province,  any  Cattle  or  live  Stock  to  any 
place  whatsoever,  or  any  flour  or  biscuit  elsewhere  than  to  the  Fisheries  of 
Nova  Scotia  or  the  West  Indies. 

And  I  do  hereby  forbid  all  the  Officers  of  His  Majesty's  Customs  within 
this  Province  to  make  any  Entries  or  clearances  of  any  Vessel  or  Vessels 
which  shall  have  on  Board  any  Cattle  or  live-stock,  or  any  Flour  or  Bis- 
cuit other  than  for  the  Fisheries,  Nova  Scotia  or  the  West  Indies;  except- 
ing only  such  and  fo  much  of  the  said  Commodities  as  shall  be  necessary 
to  be  carried  for  the  sustenance,  diet  &  support  of  the  Commanders,  Masters, 
Mariners,  passengers,  or  others  in  the  same  Vessels  for  their  respective 
voyages.

Firmly  attached  to  our  most  Gracious  Sovereign  &  truly  sen- 
sible of  the  inestimable  Blessings  we  enjoy  under  tiie  protection  of  His 
Government,  we  behold  with  sorrow  &  Indignation  the  mad  attempts  of 
factious  men  on  either  side  the  Atlantic,  by  whose  diabolical  machina- 
tions the  greatest  part  of  this  continent  is  plunged  into  all  the  horrors  of 
a  Civil  War. 

With  grateful  hearts  we  acknowledge,  That  the  peace  &  Tranquility 
we  how  enjoy  is  owing  (under  providence)  to  that  determined  resolution, 
steady  perseverance  and  unshaken  Constancy  which,  during  the  tedious 
Siege  of  this  City,  shone  oonapicious  in  every  part  of  Your  Excellency's 
Conduct.

Permit  us  also  to  add  our  Congratulations  on  your  safe  return  to  this 
City,  where,  we  truly  wish,  you  may  enjoy,  without  interruption  those

You  may  assure  yourselves  it  will  not  be  less  agreeable  to  me 
to  represent,  than  it  must  be  grateful  to  our  Sovereign  to  know,  the  Loyalty 
&  firm  attachment  of  Subjects,  whose  actions  have  so  well  evinced  the  sin- 
cerity of  their  Professions. 

I  have  no  doubt  that  you  will,  upon  every  occasion,  exert  the  same 
ardour  &  Spirit  in  the  cause  of  your  King  &  Government,  as  was  so  mani- 
fest in  the  Trial  to  which  you  were  so  lately  put.

Whereas  it  is  inexpedient,  and  might  prove  dangerous,  at  this  time,  and 
in  the  present  circumstances  of  the  province,  to  allow  of  a  free  exportation 
of  the  provisions  thereof,  I  have  thought  fit  by  and  with  the  advice  of  hia 
lajesty'e  council,  to  issue  this  proclamation,  hereby  atrictlj'  forbidding 
md  prohibiting  all  cattle  or  other  live  stock,  during  the  course  of  the  pres- 
ent year,  and  until  the  last  day  thereof,  to  be  exported  or  sent  out  of  the 
same;  except  such  as  shall  have  been  purchased  for  the  use  of  his  majesty's 
forces  under  my  command,  or  that  shall  be  necessary  for  the  sustenance, 
diet,  and  support  of  the  commanders,  mariners,  passengers,  or  others  belong- 
ing to  his  majesty's  ships,  or  other  vessels  departing  therefrom;  and  I 
do  order  and  direct  that  no  corn,  flour,  or  biscuit  be  exported  or  sent  out 
of  the  province,  except  for  the  use  and  purposes  above  mentioned,  until  it 
can  be  exactly  ascertained  whether  the  same  may  be  with  safety  permitted; 
whereof  due  notice  shall  l>e  given  by  proclamation  or  otherwise.  And  of 
this,  the  officers  of  his  majesty's  customs,  and  all  others  whom  these  may 
concern,  are  required  to  take  notice,  and  govern  themselves  accordingly.

Whereas  His  Majesty's  service  in  the  Month  of  Movember  last  did 
require  a  temporary  prohibition  upon  the  Exportation  of  Wheat,  Flour  &, 
Biscuit,  of  this  Province,  such  Prohibition  was  directed  and  Com- 
manded by  my  Proclamation  on  the  Tth  day  of  November  last,  and  to  con- 
tinue unto  the  1st  day  of  August  next. 

And  vrhereas  by  the  artful  management  of  rapacious  and  designing 
men.  Wheat  &  Flour  at  a  time  of  great  plenty  have  been  advanced  to  au 
exorbitant  price;  to  the  great  prejudice,  the  oppression  of  His  Majesty's 
Subjects  in  this  Province  in  general  and  of  the  poor  in  particular.  His 
Majesty's  service,  the  Comfort  and  luippiues.s  of  his  subjects,  make  it  neces- 
sary further  to  extend  the  prohibition  made  by  the  above-mentioned  Pro- 
clamation. 

I  have  therefor  thought  fit  with  the  Advice  of  His  Majesty's  Council, 
to  issue  this  Proclamation  hereby  prohibiting  all  persons  whomsoever,  to 
lade  on  board  any  Ship,  Boat,  or  Vessel,  for  Exportation,  or  to  Export,  out 
of  this  Province,  by  any  means  howsoever,  any  AVheat,  Flour,  or  Biscuit, 
until  and  after  the  1st  day  of  January  next. 

And  of  this  Proclamation  &  Pndiibition,  I  do  require  the  several  oflBcers 
of  His  Majesty's  Customs  and  all  ntliors  whom  it  laay  CoiKorn,  to  take 
notice  and  govern  themselves  accordinglj^ 

And  the  more  Effectually  to  prevent  such  acts  of  public  Oppression  and 
distress  by  the  just  punishment  of  those  whom  the  love  of  gain,  or  other 
more  insidious  motives  have  induced  to  violate  the  Laws:  to  commit  actions 
whif-h  must  bring  inevitable  calamity  and  distress  upon  all  Ilis  Majesty's 
Subjects  in  this  Province,  the  Commissioners  of  the  Peace,  and  others  whom 
it  may  concern,  are  hereby  enjoined  and  ref|uired  to  be  diligent  in  discover- 
ing the  Persons  who  have  offended,  or  may  hereafter  offend,  in  Forstalling, 
Regraiing  and  Engrossing.

A  Proclamation. 


(16  June,  1779.) 


By  Brigadier-General  Fraru'i.s  McLean  and  Andrew  Barkley,  Esqr.,  Com- 
manding detat'hmeuts  of  His  Majesty's  Laud  and  Naval  Forces  in  the 
River  Penobscut : 


Whereas  it  is  well  kuo^m  that  there  are  in  the  several  Colonies  iu 
(o^h  America,  now  in  open  Rebellion,  many  persons  who  still  retain  a 
sense  of  their  dutj',  and  who  are  only  detained  from  an  open  profession  of 
it  by  the  fear  of  becoming  objects  of  ihe  en  el  treatment  which  they  have 
seen  exercised  on  others,  by  persona  who,  having  plunged  their  Country 
into  the  horrors  and  distress  it  now  labours  under,  industriously  seize  every 
opportunity  of  gratifying  their  avaricious  &  wicked  dispositions,  by  the 
wituton  oppression  of  individuals.  And  whereas  it  has  been  represented  that 
the  inhabitants  on  the  Biver  Penobscut  and  the  several  Islands  therein  are 
well  affected  to  his  Majesty's  person  and  the  ancient  Constitution  under 
which  they  formerly  lived,  and  from  the  restoration  uf  which  they  tun  alnue 
expect  relief  from  the  distressed  situation  they  now  are  in. 

Their  Excellencies  the  Commanders  in  Chief  of  His  Majesty's  laud 
and  Xaval  Forces  in  North  America,  taking  the  good  disposition  of  the 
inhabitants  above  mentioned  (as  represented  to  them)  into  consideration, 
and  desirous  of  encouraging  &  protecting  the  persons  professing  them,  and 
securing  them  from  any  molestation  on  that  account,  have  ordered  here 
the  forces  under  our  respective  Coramanda  for  that  purpose. 

We  therefor,  in  obedience  to  their  directions,  hereby  invite  and  ear- 
nestly request  the  Inhabitants  on  the  River  Penobscut  and  the  Islands 
therein  in  general,  to  be  the  first  to  return  to  that  state  of  good  order  and 
government,  to  which  the  whole  must  in  the  end  submit,  and  openly  to 
profess  that  Loyalty  and  Allegiance,  from  which  they  have  been  led  to 
swerve  by  arguments  and  apprehension.s,  of  falsehoods  of  which  they  must 
have  been  long  ago  sensible,  as  well  as  of  the  views  of  those  who  first  pro- 
moted them. 

We  also  call  all  those  in  whom  these  principles  have  never  been  shaken, 
to  embrace  the  present  opportunity  of  manifesting  them  without  dread  or 
apprehension,  as  we  hereby  assure  them  of  every  protection  in  the  power 
of  the  Forces  under  our  respective  Commands  to  bestow. 

And  to  quiet  the  apprehensions  of  any  person  who  might  be  deterred 
from  embracing  this  opportunity  by  the  dread  of  being  punished  for  any 
former  acts  of  Rebellion,  which  they  may  have  been  led  to  commit. 

We  hereby  declare  that  we  will  extend  our  protection  and  givf  every 
encouragement  to  all  persons  of  whatever  denomination,  who  shall  within 
S  days  from  the  date  hereof  take  the  Oaths  of  Allegiance  and  Fidelity  to  his 
Maiesty  before  such  persons  as  we  shsill  appoint  cither  :it  the  Headrjuarters 
of  His  Majesty's  Troops  at  Magebe^iduce-Neck,  or  at  Fort  Pownall;  which 
oaths  of  Allegiance  and  Fidelity  we  require  all  persons  whatever  to  come 
and  take  within  the  rofinired  time,  and  not,  by  neglecting  to  give  such 
testimony  of  their  Loyalty,  give  room  to  lonk  on  them  as  desirous  of  con- 
tinuing in  an  obstinate  and  unavailing  Rebellion,  and  subject  themselves 
to  the  treatment  such  Conduct  will  deserve. 
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To  all  persons,  who  by  returning  to  their  allegiance  shall  merit  it,  we 
not  only  promise  protection  and  encouragement,  with  the  relief  that  shall 
lie  in  our  power  to  alleviate  their  present  distresses,  but  we  alsu  dechire  that 
we  will  employ  the  Forces  under  our  Comniaml  to  punish  all  p<'rson,H  what- 
ever, who  shall  attempt  in  any  niunuer  to  mole>t  them  either  in  their  per- 
sons or  property  on  account  of  their  Loyalty  or  Conduct  towards  us,  and  if 
forced  by  their  behaviour  to  punish  any  man  or  set  of  men,  we  declare  that 
we  will  do  it  in  such  an  exemplary  manner  as  we  hope  will  deter  others 
from  obliging  us  to  have  recourse  to  such  severe  means  in  future. 

And  whereas  the  Inhabitants  to  whom  this  Prot  laniution  is  addressed, 
well  as  those  in  general  settled  in  that  part  of  tlio  L'uuiitry  callfd  the 
Province  of  Main,  have  seated  themselves  on  lands  and  cultivated  tliem, 
without  any  liraut  or  Title,  by  which  their  possessions  can  be  secured  to 
them  or  their  posterity,  We  therefor  declare  that  wo  have  full  power  to 
promise,  and  we  do  hereby  promise,  that  no  person  whatever  who  shall  take 
the  oath  of  allegiance  as  above  required,  and  give  such  other  testimony  of 
their  attachment  to  the  Constitution,  as  we  or  other  Officers  Commanding 
His  Majesty's  Forces  may  require,  shall  not  be  disturl>ed  in  their  posses- 
sions, but  that  whenever  Civil  (iovernment  tak«8  place,  they  shall  receive 
gratuitous  grants  from  His  Majesty  (who  aloue  has  the  Power  of  giving 
them)  of  all  Lands  they  may  have  actually  cultivated  and  improved. 

And  whereas  the  leaders  of  the  present  Relwllion,  in  pursuit  of  the 
views  which  first  instigated  them  to  foment  it,  and  pndiably  to  btluH  the 
people  with  regard  to  tlie  cause  of  the  severe  distress  under  which  they  now 
labour,  hav«j  industriously  propagated  a  notion,  That  the  Officers  of  His 
Majesty'.s  sea  and  land  Forces  willingly  add  to  their  sufferings. 

We  therefor,  to  remove  such  prejudices  in  as  far  as  in  us  lies  to  alleviate 
the  misery  nf  the  Inhabitants  of  iltp  Villages  and  Islands  along  the  Coast  of 
New  England,  hereby  declare,  that  such  of  them  as  behave  themselves  in  a 
peaceable,  orderly  manner  shall  have  full  liberty  to  Fish  in  their  ordinary 
Coast  Fishing  Craft,  without  any  molestation  on  our  part;  on  the  Contrary, 
they  shall  be  protected  in  it  by  all  vessels  and  parties  under  our  Coniniand.

Whereas  it  is  expedient  and  agreeable  to  Our  Royal  Will  and  Pleasure 
that  Our  Subjects  Inhabitants  of  Our  Province  of  Quebec,  under  your  Gov- 
ernment, should  have,  and  enjoy  every  Benefit  and  Security  resulting  to 
them  from  a  speedy  and  offeetnal  Distrib\ition  of  Law  and  Ju«tice,  accord- 
iug  to  the  principles  of  the  British  Constitution,  as  far  as  the  same  cati  W 
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adapted  tu  llifir  pvouliar  Circumstances  and  Situation.  And  Whereas 
according  to  the  practice  of  the  Courts  of  Civil  and  Criminal  Judicature,  as 
constituted  by  tht<  Ordinances  now  in  force,  the  Official  Duly  of  the  Chief 
Justice  of  Our  said  Province  is  coufiaed  to  Causes  of  a  Criminal  Nature  only 
except  in  Cases  of  Appeal,  where  he  sits  in  common  with  the  rest  of  our 
Council.  In  Consideration  hereof,  and  to  prevent  (as  far  as  in  Us  lies)  the 
Fivquency  of  Appeals,  It  is  Our  Will  and  IMeasure  and  ynn  are  hei-eliy 
strictly  enjoined  and  required,  by  and  with  Uie  Advice  and  Consent  of  Our 
Council  in  their  Legislative  Capacity  assembled  to  frame  an  Ordinance  to 
be  passed  for  the  purposes  of  explaining  and  amending  the  Ordinances  be- 
fore mentioned  by  directinu  and  enacting  that  the  Chief  Justice  shall  pre- 
side and  be  made  a  Member  of  the  C<5urt  of  Common  Pleas,  and  as  such

Deceml)er,  1778,  to  nrnke  and  render  the  Fealty  and  Homage  which  theyowe 
to  His  Majesty,  according  to  the  Ancient  Laws,  Customs,  and  Usages  of  this 
Province,  as  they  stood  and  were  oliiserved  before  the  year  1760.

A  Proclamation. 

(15  Ap.,  1780.) 
The  King  having  been  graciously  pleased  to  honor  me  with  the  care  of 
Province,  where  in  a  long  residence  I  have  contracted  an  esteem  for  some 
ind  an  affection  for  many  of  its  Inhabitants,  I  proceed  with  great  pleasure  to 
announce  His  benevolent  intentions. 
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It  is  His  Majesty's  wisL,  by  the  revival  (if  tlie  Civil  Aiitliority,  to  prove 
to  all  tke  Colonies  &  Provinces  that  it  is  not  His  design  to  govern  America  by 
Military  Law,  but  that  they  are  to  enjoy  all  the  benefils  of  a  local  legislation 
&  their  former  Constitution. 

To  this  end  I  have  brought  out  the  Royal  appointments  for  forming  the 
Ccnmcil  and  supplying  the  places  of  Lieutenant-Governor  and  Chief  Justire. 
And  in  eoucurronce  with  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  British  Fotcee,  who 
is  also  His  Majesty's  Conimissioiier  for  restoring  peace  to  the  Colonies,  I 
shall  as  speedily  as  the  public  exigencies  will  permit,  give  order  for  opening 
the  Courts  of  Judicature,  and  Convening  the  Assembly,  and  in  general  pro- 
ceed to  the  Execution  of  the  powers  reposed  in  me  for  the  free  Course  and 
Complete  re-establishnient  both  of  the  legislative  and  Executive  Authority. 

I  fake  great  satisfaction  in  the  anticipation  of  that  happy  day  when 
relations,  friends,  and  fellow-citizens,  having  dismissed  their  gloomy  appre- 
hensions, shall  re-embrace  each  tether,  and  return  to  the  oflBces,  pleasures,  and 
employments  of  peace.  Your  (^ountrj-,  with  your  ancient  privilegps,  will 
then  partiripiite  in  un  cxtonsive  commerce,  and  be  exempted  from  all  taxa- 
tions nut  iiupused  by  yourselves. 

Until  I  meet  you  regularly  in  General  Assembly  for  (he  restoration  of 
mutual  Confidence  and  the  remedying  of  private  as  well  as  public  evils,  I 
pledge  myself  to  men  of  all  classes  in  every  part  of  the  Province,  that  it  is 
the  Compassionate  desire  of  your  Sovereign,  and  of  the  parent  country,  to 
unite  in  affection,  as  in  interest,  with  the  Colonies  planted  by  her  hand  & 
which  have  long  flourished  under  her  care,  that  the  suggestions  of  her  inten- 
tions to  impair  their  rights  and  privileges  are  the  Arts  of  Malice  &  faction, 
&  that  every  insinuation  made  by  the  domestic  Enemies  of  Great  Britain  of 
her  being  disposed  to  abandon  the  Provinces  to  internal  Anarchy,  and  the 
mischiefs  of  their  jarring  interests  &  claims,  or  to  the  fradulent  &  ambitious 
views  of  foreign,  Popish,  and  arbitrary  powers  (of  whom  your  fathers  had  a 
wise  and  virtuous  jealousy)  is  equally  false  and  malicious. 

Happy  herself  under  a  Constitution  which  is  the  en%'y  and  admiration  of 
surrounding  nations,  she  wishes  to  include  in  one  Comprehensive  system  of 
felicity  nil  the  branches  of  a  stock,  intimately  connected  by  the  tiei  of  lan- 
guage, manners,  laws,  &  customs,  habits,  interests,  religion,  and  l)k)od. 

I  lament,  with  the  ingenuous  thousands  of  America,  who  are  irreconcil- 
able to  the  unnatural  separation,  so  inauspicious  to  yourselves,  as  well  as  all 
the  rest  of  your  fellow-Subjects  in  the  other  quarters  of  the  "World,  that  the 
few  who  have  found  means  to  acquire  a  Sway  in  the  managements  of  your 
affairs,  have  been  averse  to  every  uniting  system  of  policy,  and  studiously 
shunned  the  paths  nf  harmony  and  peace. 

I?ut  it  is  nut  my  aim  to  call  them  to  a  hopeless  &  mortifying  review  of 
their  Conduct.  Can  they  want  Evidenr-e  at  this  day  of  the  detestation  of 
having  everything  to  fear  from  their  Exhausted  patience,  I  warn  them  to 
desist  from  any  attempt  to  restrain  and  seduce  the  Loyalty  of  others,  and 
wisely  to  provide  against  their  resentment  by  signnlizing  thrraselves,  as 
heretofor  in  exciting,  go  now  in  closing  the  scene  of  their  lutolenible  calami- 
ties. 

And  I  hereby  give  I  he  Strongest  Assurances  of  Effectual  Countenance, 
protection,  and  auppori  to  all  persons  who  avail  themselves  of  the  Proclama- 
tion issued  hv  His  Excellency  Sir  Henry  Clinton,  dated  at  James's  Island,  on 
the  3rd  day  of  March. 

Less  inclined  to  reproach  them  than  to  Conciliate,  to  aggravate  than  to 
forget,  even  the  guilt  of  those,  who  privy  to  the  repeated  calls  of  Great  Bri- 
tain to  friendship,  upon  terms  adequate  to  the  desire  and  expectation  of  their 
Constituents,  yet  nevertheless  forbore  to  reveal  them,  that  they  might,  with 
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the  greatest  care  press  the  ancient  enmity  of  foreisni  foes,  to  the  aid  of  their 
own  xVmbition  and  Avarice.  I  exhort  them  to  seek  Tn  early  refuge  in  the 
abundant  Clemency  of  the  Crown,  from  the  perils  to  which  they  have  exposed 
themselves  hy  measures  fraudulently  Concerted  &  tyrarniirally  inferred,  and 
affording  by  the  Complicated  miseries  they  have  broupht  upon  their  country 
and  the  mighty  ruin  still  impending,  irresistible  evidence  of  the  folly  and 
malignancy  of  the  Councils  by  which  its  affairs  have  been  conducted. 

Towards  redressing  the  disorders  arising  from  the  loss  or  want  of  Char- 
ters, I  recommend  it  to  all  concerned  to  apply  without  delay  in  the  ordinary 
Course  for  Charters,  which  shall  be  granted  as  soon  as  Civil  Authority  takes 
place. 

As  to  the  publick  Books  of  Records,  ao  important  to  your  titles  and 
estates  in  all  parts  of  the  Colony,  and  formerly  lodged  in  the  Secretajy's' 
OflSce,  I  understand  that  they  were  separated  from  the  rest  by  the  provident 
circumspection  uf  my  predecessor,  whose  merits  are  above  applause  &  hafe 
often  had  yours;  &  having  been  afterwards  sent  home  for  safe  custody,  you 
may  rely  upon  their  being  carefully  preserved  and  duly  returned  as  soon  as 
("ommon  tranquillity  is  restored. 

I  now  Rail  upon  Every  individual  in  the  Colony  to  show  his  allegiance, 
fidelity,  and  patriotism  by  affording  his  Assistance  towards  'accomplishing 
the  King's  Most  Gracious  design  of  restoring  the  blessings  of  peace  and  good 
Government.  And  they  who  shall  most  distinguish  themselves  by  their 
laudable  efforts  for  those  good  purposes  will  most  assuredly  best  recommend 
themselves  to  the  Royal  approbation  and  favour.

To  the  Officers  &  Soldiers  of  the  Continental  Army  who  have  the  real 
interests  of  their  Country  at  heart,  &  who  are  determined  to  be  no  longer 
the  tools  &  dupes  of  Congress  or  of  France. 

Having  reason  to  believe  that  the  principles  I  have  avowed  in  my 
address  to  the  public  of  the  7th  inst,,  animated  the  greatest  part  of  this 
Continent,  T  rejoice  in  the  opportunity  I  have  of  inviting  you  to  join  His 
Majesty's  Forces. 

His  Excellency  Sir  Henry  Clinton  has  authorized  me  to  raise  a  Corps 
of  Cavalry'  &  Infantry,  who  are  to  be  clothed  subsisted  and  paid  as  the 
other  Troops  of  the  British  Service,  &  those  w^ho  bring  in  Horses,  arms  or 
accoutrements,  are  to  be  paid  their  value  or  have  liberty  to  sell  them. 
To  every  non-Coninii'^sioned  Officer  &  i>riva(e  a  bounty  of  the  Three  guineas 
will  be  given,  &  as  tlie  ronimatHler-in-Chief  is  pleased  to  allow  me  to  nominate 
the  Officers.  I  shall  with  infirnte  satisfaction  embrace  the  opT"ir*unity  of 
advancing  men  whose  valour  I  have  witnessed,  and  whose  principles  are 
ivourable  to  an  union   with  Britain,  &.  true  Amertcaw  \AViet\,N . 
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The  Rank  they  obtain  in  the  King's  service  will  bear  a  proportion  to 
their  former  rank,  &  the  nuinher  of  men  they  bring  with  them. 

It    is    expected    that    a    Lt.-Col.    of   Cavalry   will    bring   with    him    or

*  Great  as  these  Enconragementa  must  appear  to  such  as  have  suffered 
every  distress  of  want  of  pay,  hunger  &  nakedness  from  the  neglect,  con- 
tempt (j£  cprruption  of  Congress,  they  are  nothing  to  the  motives  which  I 
expect  will  influence  the  brave  &  generous  minds  I  hope  to  have  the  honour 
to  command. 

I  wish  to  lead  a  chosen  band  of  Americans  to  the  attainment  of  peace, 
lilterty  &  safety  (the  first  objects  in  taking  the  fields  &  with  them  tn  share 
in  the  glory  of  rescuing  our  native  Country  from  the  grasping  hand  of 
France,  as  well  as  from  the  ambitious  and  intprested  views  of  ii  desperate 
party  among  ourselves,  who  in  listening  to  French  overtures  and  rejecting 
those  from  Great  Britain  have  brought  the  Colonies  to  the  very  brink  of 
destruction. 

Friends,  Fellow  Soldiers  &  Citizens,  arouse  &  judge  for  yourselves — 
reflect  on  what  you  have  Inst — consider  to  what  you  are  reduced,  &  by  your 
courage  n-pel  the  ruin  that  still  threatens  you. 

Tour  fountry  mice  was  happy,  &  had  the  proffered  ])earc  been  embraced 
your  last  two  years  of  misery  had  beon  spent  in  peace  &  plenty,  &  repairing 
the  desolation  of  a  quarrel  that  would  have  set  the  interest  of  Great  Britain 

land  America  in  its  true  light,  &  cemented  their  friendship;  whereas  you  are 

inow  tlie  prey  of  Avarice,  the  Scorn  of  your  Enemies  and  the  pity  of  your 
friends. 

You  were  promised  Liberty  by  the  leaders  of  your  affairs,  but  is  there 
an  individual  in  the  Enjnvment  of  it,  saving  your  oppressors,  who  aranng 
you  dare  speak  or  write  what  he  thinks,  against  the  tyranny  which  has 
robbed  you  of  your  prnporty,  imprisons  your  person,  drags  you  to  the  field 
of  battle,  and  is  daily  d»»luging  your  Co^intry  with  your  blood.  You  are 
flattered  with  independency  as  preferable  to  a  redress  of  grievances,  &  for 
that  Shadow,  instead  of  real  felicity,  are  sunk  into  all  the  wretchedness  of 
poverty  by  the  rapacity  of  your  own  rules.  Already  are  ymi  disonaiified  tn 
support  the  pride  of  Character  they  taught  you  to  aim  at,  &  must  inevitably 
shortly  belong  to  one  or  oihor  of  the  great  nowers  their  folly  &  wickedness 
have  drawn  into  the  conflict.     Happy  for  you  that  you  may  .still  l>ecome  the 

^llow  subjects  of  Great  Britain,  if  you  nobly  disdain   to  be  the  vassals  of 

Hrance. 

■        What  is  America  now  but  a  land  of  Widows,  nrohans  &  becerars.     And 

Hihou](i  the  parent  nation  ceasf  her  exertions  to  deliver  you,   what  security 
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remains  to  you.  Even  fbr  tlie  enjoyment  of  the  consolation  of  that  relijfion 
for  which  j'our  Fathers  hravetJ  the  ocean,  the  heathen  and  the  wilderuess. 

As  to  you  who  have  Soldiers  in  the  Continental  Army,  can  you  at  this 
day  want  evidence,  that  the  funds  of  your  Country  are  exhausted,  or  that 
the  managers  have  applied  them  to  their  own  private  uses. 

In  either  case  you  surely  can  no  lonsrer  continue  in  their  service  with 
honour  or  advantage.  Yet  you  have  hitherto  been  their  stipporters  in  that 
cruelty,  which,  with  an  equal  indifference  to  yours,  as  well  as  to  the  labour 
&  blood  of  others  is  devouring  a  Country,  that,  from  the  moment  you  quit 
their  colors  will  be  redeemed  from  their  tyranny. 

But  what  need  of  arguments  to  such  as  feel  infinitely  more  misery  than 
tongue  can  express.  I  therefor  only  add  my  promise  of  tlie  most  affectionate 
welcome  and  attention  to  all  who  are  disposed  to  join  me  in  measures  neces- 
sary to  cbxse  the  scene  of  our  afflictions,  which,  intolerable  as  they  are,  must 
continue  to  increase  until  we  have  the  wisdom  (Shewn  of  lat«  by  Ireland) 
in  being  contented  with  the  liberality  of  the  Parent  Country,  who  still  offers 
her  protection,  with  the  immediate  restoration  of  our  ancient  privileges, 
civil  &  sacred,  &  a  perpetual  exemption  from  all  taxes,  but  such  as  we  shall 
think  fit  to  impose  on  ourselves.

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Therefor,  with  the  ailvire  of  His  Majesty's  Council,  I  have  pulilished 
this  Proclamation,  requiring  all  His  Majesty's  faithful  Subjects,  to  prepare 
without  delay  for  supIi  an  event,  by  diliffpiitly  Causing;  their  grain  of  what 
kind  so  ever,  to  be  forthwith  threshed  and  prepared,  ready  to  be  transported, 
if  needful,  to  such  places  of  Security  as  may  be  judged  proper,  for  the  safety 
of  the  Same  and  the  necessarj-  defence  of  this  Province.  His  Majesty's 
Subjects  will  answer  at  their  peril  &  Risk  the  Disobedience  of  an  Injunction 
requisite  &  made  for  the  Preservation  of  their  property  &  the  Security  & 
Defence  of  the  Province. 

The  Several  Capts.  &  other  Officers  of  Militia  are  hereby  Commanded  to 
use  all  diligence  in  causing  this  Proclamation  to  fc«  carried  into  Speedy  & 
due  Execution.

And  whereas  it  has  likewise  been  represented  me  in  Council  that  in 
the  night  of  the  29th  of  the  same  month,  a  store  belonging  to  Wni.  Gill  in 
the  Lower  Town  of  Quebec  was  broken  into,  the  Shutters  of  the  Show 
windows  thereof,  together  with  the  window  frames  &  several  panes  of  glass 
being  forced  open  &  several  articles  of  earthen  ware  taken  therefrom  by  per- 
sons likewise  unknown.  And  whereas  rlivcrs  other  felonies  have  lately  been 
attempted  in  &  about  the  City  of  Quebec.  In  order  to  discover  &  bring  to 
Coufiign  punishment  the  perpetrators  of  th.e  Crimes  above  described,  I 
have  thought  fit  by  the  advice  of  His  Majesty's  Coxincil  to  publish  this  pro- 
clamation hereby  promising  His  Majesty's  gracious  pardon  to  any  person 
who  shall  discover  his  accomplices  in  perpetrating  either  of  the  said  Crimes 
upon  Conviction  of  any  one  or  more  of  them.

pose of  quieting  fheir  minds,  issue  my  proclamation  assuring  them  that 
while  they  continued  to  behave  as  peaceable  and  good  snbiects  of  the  King 
they  would  receive  protection  &  encouragement  from  Government,  &  that 
such  of  them  as  should  produce  to  Nicholas  Cox,  Esquire,  Lieut. -Governor 
of  Gaspe  &  Us  d(>pcu<lon<  ios,  authentic  proofs  of  their  having  cleared  & 
improved  the  Lands  on  which  they  were  settled,  should  (in  cnse  the  same 
had  not  been  previously  granted)  receive  deeds  of  concession  thereof,  at  the 
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same  time,  &  on  the  same  terms  and  conditions  witli  the' Loyalists  lately 
settled  in  the  said  Bay,  upon  their  taking  the  oaths  &  makiuff  and  signing 
the  declnration  i^eqiiired  from  tliem  by  His  Majesty's  Instructions. 

And  whoreas  in  order  to  fulfil  the  said  assuraiicps  t'litered  into  on  m}' 
part,  it  is  expedient  that  the  said  several  settlers  shoxild  on  their  parts  recog- 
nize themselves,  and  make  an  exact  designation  as  to  the  extent  and  boun- 
daries of  the  Lands  they  may  have  severally  settled   upon  and  improved.

titles,  to  deliver  their  names  in  writing  and  lodge  their  pretentions  to  such 
lands  specifically  and  amply  stated,  with  Suniuel  Holland,  Esqr.,  Surveyor- 
General  or  with  John  Collins,  Esqr..  Deputy  Surveyor-General  of  the  Prov- 
ince, one  of  whom  I  sliall  direct  shortly  to  repair  to  Chaleurs  Bay  to  receive 
the  pretentions  and  claims  of  the  settlers,  to  make  a  faithful  extract  of  the 
Grants  or  other  written  titles  which  may  be  produced  to  him,  and  an  exact 
8ur\'ey  of  nil  their  diflfererit  settlements,  in  order  thut  upon  the  return  of 
the  Surveyor,  and  a  Report  made  by  the  said  Samuel  Holland,  Esquire,  or 
by  the  said  John  Collins,  Esqr.,  of  all  his  doings  in  the  premises,  such 
other  aud  further  proceedings  may  be  had  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
grants  thereof  to  tbeni,  as  to  Law  and  Justice  shall  appertain.

First.  "With  these  Our  Instructions  you  will  receive  Our  Commission 
under  Our  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain  constituting  you  Our  Captain  Gen- 
eral and  Govcrtinr  in  Chief  in  and  over  Our  Province  of  Quebec  in  America, 
and  all  Our  Territories  thereunto  iK'lonping  bnundeil  and  described  as  in

the  Members  of  Our  said  Council  shall  have  and  enjoy  all  the  Powers, 
Privileges  and  Emoluments  enjoyed  by  the  Members  of  Our  Councils  in 
Our -other  Plantations,  and  also  such  others  as  are  contained  and  directed 
in  Our  said  Commission  under  Our  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain  and  in  these 
Our  Instructions  to  you,  and  that  they  shall  meet  together  at  such  time 
and  times,  place  and  places  as  you  in  your  Discretion  shall  think  necessary, 
except  when  they  meet  for  the  purpose  of  Legislation,  in  which  case  they 
are  to  be  assembled  at  the  Town  of  Quebec  only. 

And  you  are  with  alt  due  &  usual  Solemnity  to  cause  Our  said 
Commission  to  be  read  and  published  at  the  said  Meeting  of  Our  Council, 
which  being  done,  you  shall  take  and  also  administer  to  each  of  the  Memljers 
of  Our  said  Council  (not  being  a  Canadian  professing  the  Religion  of  the 
Church  of  Rome)  the  Oaths  mentioned  in  An  Act  passed  iji  the  first  year 
of  the  Eeign  of  His  Majesty  King  George  the  First,  Intituled  "An  Act  for 
"the  further  Security  of  His  Majesty's  Person  A  Government  and  the  Suc- 
"cession  of  the  Crown  in  the  Heirs  of  the  late  Princess  Sophia  being  Pro- 
"testants  and  by  extinguishing  the  Hopes  nf  the  pretended  Prince  of  Wales 
"and  his  open  and  secret  Abettors."  as  altered  and  explained  by  an  Act 
passed  in  the  sixth  year  of  Our  Reign  Intituled,  "An  Act  for  altering  the 
"Oath  of  Abjuration  and  Assurance,  and  for  amending  so  much  of  an  Act 
"of  the  seventh  year  of  Her  late  Majesty  Queen  Anne,  Intituled,  An  Act 
"for  the  Improvement  of  the  Union  of  the  two  Kingdoms,  as  after  the  time 
"therein  limited  requires  the  Delivery  of  certain  Lists  and  Copies  therein 
"mentioned  to  Persons  indicted  of  High  Treason  or  Misprision  of  Treason," 
|AS  also  make  and  subscribe  the  Declaration  mentioned  in  An  Aft  of  Par- 
Uiament  made  in  the  twenty  fifth  year  of  the  Reign  of  King  Charles  the 
Becond    Intituled,    "An    Act    for   preventing    Dangers    which    may   happen 
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"from  PopisK  Eecusapts,"  And  you  and  every  one  of  them  are  likewise  to 
take  an  Oath  for  the  due  Execution  of  your  and. their  Places  aud  Truet^^with  - 
regard  to  your  aud  their  equal  and  impartial  Adniiuistratioii  of  Justice,  and 
you  are  also  to  take  the  Oath  required  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  seventh  and 
eighth  years  of  King  William  the  Third  to  be  taken  by  Governors  of  Planta- 
tions to  do  their  utmost  that  the  Laws  relating  to  the  Plantations  be 
observed. 

4'!'.  And  whereas  by  an  Act  passed  .in  the  fourteenth  year  of  Our 
Peign,  Intituled,  "An  Act  for  making  more  effectual  Provision  for  the  Gov- 
"erutcient  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  in  North  America."  it  is  enacted 
and  provided  that  no  person  professing  the  Religion  of  the  Church  uf  Rome, 
and  residing  iu  the  said  Province  shall  be  obliged  to  take  the  Oath  of 
Supremacy  required  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  first  year  of  Queen  Elizabeth, 
or  any  other  Ouths  substituted  by  any  other  Act  in  the  place  thereof,  but 
that  every  such  person,  who  by  the  said  Statute  is  required  to  take  the  Oaths 
therein  mentioned,  shall  be  obliged  and  is  thereby  required  under  certain 
Penalties  to  take  and  subscribe  an  Oath  in  the  form  and  Words  therein 
prescribed  and  set  down.  It  is  therefore  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  that  you 
dij  administer  to  each  and  every  Member  of  Our  said  Council,  being  a  Cana- 
dian &  professing  the  Religion  of  the  Church  of  Rome,  and  cause  each  nf 
them  severally  to  take  and  subscribe  the  Oath  mentioned  in  the  said  Act 
passed  in  the  fourfeenih  year  of  Our  Reign,  Intituled,  "An  Act  for  mak- 
"ing  more  effectual  Provision  for  the  Grovernmeut  of  the  Province  of  Quebeo^H 
"in  North  America,"  and  also  cause  them  severally  to  take  an  Oath  for  th^^| 
due  Execution  of  their  Places  and  Trusts  and  for  their  equal  and  impartial 
Administration  of  Justice. 

6.  And  that  We  may  be  always  informed  of  the  Names  and  Characters 
of  Persons  fit  to  supply  the  Vacancies  which  may  happen  in  Our  said  Coun- 
cil, you  are  from  time  to  time  to  transmit  to  lis  by  one  of  Our  principal 
Secretaries  of  State  the  Names  and  Characters  of  such  persons.  Inhabitants 
of  Our  said  Province,  whom  you  shall  esteem  best  qualified  for  that  Trust, 
and  you  are  also  to  transmit  a  Duplicate  of  the  said  Account  to  the  Lords 
of  the  Committee  of  Our  Privy  Council  for  Trade  and  Plantations  for  their 
Information. 

6.  And  if  it  shall  at  any  time  happen  that  by  the  Death  or  Departure 
out  of  Our  said  Province  nf  any  of  Our  .said  Councillors  there  shall  be  a 
Vacancy  of  Our  said  Council,  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  is  that  you  signify  the 
same  to  Us  by  one  of  Our  principal  Secrt«taries  of  State  and  to  the  Lords  of 
the  Committee  of  Our  Privy  Council  for  Trade  and  Plantations  by  the  first 
Opportunity,  that  We  may,  by  Warrant  under  Our  Signet  and  Sign  Manual 
and  with  the  Advice  of  Our  Privy  Council,  constitute  and  appoint  others  in 
their  stead. 

7.  Tou  are  at  your  first  calling  together  Our  Council  to  communicate 
to  them  such  and  so  many  of  these  Our  Instructions  wherein  their  Advice 
and  Consent  are  mentioned  to  be  requisite,  or  which  contain  any  Directions 
as  to  the  framing  of  Ordinances  for  the  Peace,  Welfare  and  good  Government 
of  Our  said  Province,  as  likewise  all  such  others  from  time  to  time  as  you 
shall  find  convenient  for  Our  service  to  be  imparted  to  them. 

8.  You  are  to  permit  the  Members  nf  Our  said  Council  to  have  and 
enjoy  freedom  nf  Debate  and  Vote  in  All  Affairs  of  publirk  Concern  that 
may  be  debated  in  Council. 

9.  And  whereas  by  the  aforesaid  Act  passed  in  the  fourteenth  year 
of  Our  Reign  Intituled,  "An  Act  for  making  more  effectual  provision  for  the 
"Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  in  North  America."  It  is  further 
enacted  and  provided  that  the  Council  for  the  Affairs  of  the  said  Province 
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to  be  constituted  and  appointed  in  manner  therein  direrted.  or  the  IMajnr 
part  herpof  shall  have  power  and  Authority  to  make  Ordinances  for  the 
peace,  Welfare  and  good  Government  of  the  said  Province  with  the  Con- 
sent of  Our  Governor  or  in  his  Absence  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Com- 
mander in  Chief  for  the  time  being.  Provided  tluit  no  Ordinanee  phall  he 
passed,  unless  upon  aome  urgent  Occasion  at  any  Meetiiifj  of  the  Council, 
except  between  the  first  Day  of  January  and  the  first  Day  uf  May,  You  are 
to  take  especial  Care  that  the  Diroctious  of  the  said  Act  be  duly  observed 
and  that  no  Ordinance  be  passed  at  any  fleeting  of  the  Council  where  less 
than  a  .Majority  is  present,  or  at  any  time  except  between  the  first  Day  of 
January  aiul  the  first  Day  of  May  as  aforesaid,  unless  upon  some  urgent 
Occasion  in  which  case  every  Member  thereof  resident  at  Quebec  or  within 
fifty  Miles  shall  I  e  personally  summoned  to  attend  the  same. 

10.  That  no  Ordinance  be  passed  for  laying  any  Taxes  or  Duties, 
such  Rates  and  Taxes  only  excepted  as  the  Inhabitants  of  any  Town  or 
District  may  be  authorized  to  Assess,  levy  and  apply  within  the  said  Town 
or  District  for  the  mrtking  of  Roads,  erecting  &  repairing  of  ]>ublick  Build- 
ings, or  for  any  other  purpose  respecting  the  local  Convenience  and 
CEconomy  of  such  Town  or  District. 

That  no  Ordinance  touching  Religion  or  by  which  any  Punishment 
may  be  inflicted  greater  than  Fine  or  Imprisonment  for  three  Months,  be 
made  to   take  Effect,   until  the  same  shall  have  received   Our  Approbation. 

That  in  all  Ordinances  imposing  Fines,  Forfeitures  or  Penalties,  express 
Mention  be  made  that  the  same  is  granted  or  reserved  to  Us,  Our  Heirs  and 
Successors  for  the  publick  Uses  of  the  said  Province,  and  the  Support  of 
the  Government  thereof,  as  by  the  said  Ordinance  shall  be  directed,  and 
that  a  clause  he  inserted  declaring  that  the  Money  arising  by  the  Operation 
of  the  said  Ordinance  .shall  be  accounted  for  unt(j  Us  in  thi^  Kingdom,  and 
to  Our  Commissioners  of  Our  Treasury  for  the  time  being,  and  audited  by 
Our  Auditor  General  of  Our  Plantations  or  his  Deputy. 

That  no  Ordinance  be  passed  relative  to  the  Trade,  Commerce,  or  Fish-> 
eries  of  the  said  Province,  by  which  the  Inhabitants  thereof  shall  be  put 
upon  a  more  advantageous  footing  than  any  other  of  Our  Subjects,  either  of 
this  Kingdom  or  of  the  Plantations,  who  have  retainel  their  Allegiance. 

That  no  Ordinance  respecting  private  property  be  passed  without  a 
Clause  suspending  its  Execution  until  Our  lioyal  Will  and  Pleasure  is 
known,  nor  withoiit  a  Saving  of  the  right  of  Us,  Our  Heirs  &  Successors 
and  of  all  Bodies  Politick  and  Corporate,  and  of  all  other  persons,  except 
such  as  are  mentioned  in  the  said  (Irdinance  and  (hose  claiming  by,  from, 
and  under  them.  And  before  such  Ordinance  is  passed  Proof  must  be  made 
before  you  in  Council  and  entered  in  the  Council  Books,  that  publick  Noti- 
fication was  made  of  the  Parties'  Intention  to  apply  for  such  Ordinance  in 
the  several  Parish  Churches,  where  the  Lands  in  question  lye  ff»r  three 
Sundays  at  lea.st  successively  before  any  sufh  Ordinances  shall  be  proposed. 
And  you  are  to  transmit  and  annex  to  the  said  Ordinance  a  Certificate 
under  your  Hand  that  the  same  passed  through  all  the  forms  abovemen- 
tioned. 

That,  except  in  Cases  of  imminent  Necessity  or  immediate  temporary 
Expediency,  you  shall  not  enact  any  Ordinance  for  less  than  two  years,  and 
you  shall  not  re-enact  any  Ordinance,  to  which  Our  Assent  shall  have  been 
once  refused,  nor  give  your  Assent  to  any  Ordinance  for  repealing  any  other 
passed  in  your  Government,  which  shall  have  received  Our  royal  Approba- 
tion, unless  you  take  care  that  there  be  a  Clause  inserted  therein  suspending 
He  Execution  thereof  until  Our  Pleasure  shall  be  known,  and  in  either  case 
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it  will  be  your  Duty  to  make  full  representation  to  TJb  by  one  of  Our  prin- 
cipal Secretaries  of  State,  and  to  the  Lords  of  iLe  Comitiittee  of  our  Privy 
Council  for  Trade  &  Plautations  for  their  Information  of  the  reasons  and 
Necessity  which  appeared  to  you  for  passing  such   Ordinance. 

That  all  sunh  Ordinances  be  transmitted  by  you  within  six  Months  after 
their  passing,  or  sooner  if  Opportunity  offexs,  to  Us  by  one  of  Our  principal 
Secretaries  of  State  and  Duplicates  thereof  to  the  Lords  of  the  Committee 
of  Our  Privy  Council  for  Trade  &  Plautations  tor  their  Information;  That 
they  be  abstracted  in  the  Margins  and  accompanied  with  very  full  and  parti- 
cular Observations  where  they  may  be  necessary,  together  with  fair  Copies 
of  the  Journals  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council,  which  you  are  to  require 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  said  Coiincil. 

11.  In  the  Consideration  of  what  may  be  necessary  to  be  provided 
for  by  Law  within  Our  said  Provitice,.  as  created  and  established  by  the 
aforesaid  Act,  Intituled,  "An  Act  for  making  more  effectmd  Provision  for 
"the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  in  North  America,"  a  great 
Variety  of  Important  Objects  hold  themselves  forth  in  the  Attention  of  the 
Legislative  Council. 

12.  The  Establishment  of  Courts  and  a  proper  Mode  of  administering 
Civil  and  Crimituil  Justice  throughout  the  whole  Extent  of  Our  Province 
according  to  the  Principles  declared  in  the  said  Act  for  making  more  effectual 
provision  for  the  Oovcrumeut  thereof  demand  the  greatest  Care  and  Cir- 
cumspection, for  as  on  the  one  Hand  it  is  Our  gracious  purpose,  conform- 
able to  the  Spirit  and  Intention  of  the  said  Act  of  Parliament,  that  Our 
Canadian  Subjects  should  have  the  Benefit  and  Use  of  their  own  Laws, 
Usages  and  Customs  in  all  Controversies  respecting  Titles  of  Land,  and  the 
Tenure,  Descent,  Alienation,  Incumbrances  and  Settlement  of  real  Estates 
and  the  Distribution  of  personal  property  of  Persons  dying  intestate,  so  on 
the  other  hand  it  will  be  the  Duty  of  the  Legislative  Council  to  consider 
well  in  framing  such  Ordmances,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  Establishment 
of  Courts  of  Justice,  and  for  the  better  Administration  of  Justice,  whether 
the  Laws  of  England  may  not  be.  if  not  altogether,  at  least  in  part  the  Rule 
for  the  Decision  in  all  Caaea  of  personal  Actions  grounded  upon  Debts, 
Promises,  Contracts  and  Agreements,  whether  of  a  Mercantile  or  other 
Nature,  and  also  of  Wrongs  proper  to  be  compensated  in  Damages,  and 
more  especially  whers  Our  Natural  born  Subjects  of  Great  Britain,  Ireland, 
or  other  Plantations  residing  at  Quebec,  or  who  may  resort  thither  to  have 
Credit  or  Property  within  the  same,  may  happen  to  be  either  Plaintiff  or 
Defendant  in  any  Civil  Suit  of  such  a  Nature. 

13.  Whereas  an  Ordinance  hath  been  passed  in  Our  Province  of 
Queliec,  Intituled,  "An  Ordinance  for  securing  the  Liberty  of  the  Subject 
*'and  for  the  prevention  of  Imprisonment  out  of  this  Province,"  It  is  Our 
Will  and  Pleasure  that  you  do  take  effectual  Care  that  the  said  Ordinance 
be  duly  enforced,  so  that  every  Security  to  personal  Liberty,  which  is  there- 
by provided   for,    may  be  duly   enjoyed  by  Our  Subjects  in  that  Province. 

14.  Whereas,  in  pursuance  of  Our  former  Instructions  to  Our  Gov- 
ernors and  Commanders  in  Chief,  Courts  of  Justice  have  been  established 
within  Our  province  of  Quebec,  It  is  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  that  j'ou  do 
take  due  care  that  in  all  Cases  whatever  the  Powers  and  Authorities  granted 
by  Us,  or  by  any  Ordinance  contirmed  by  Us,  to  the  said  several  Courts  b© 
duly  observed  and  enforced,  and  that  the  Proceedings  therein  be  in  all 
things  conformable  to  the  said  Act  of  Parliament  "for  making  more  effectual 
"provision  for  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec."  and  to  such 
Ordinances  as  may  have  been  or  hereafter  may  be  enacted  by  the  Legis- 
lature for  those  purposes;  And  that  the  Governor  and  Council  (of  which  vu

the  Absence  of  the  Governor  and  Lieutenant   Governor  the  Chief   Justice 

is  to  be  President)  shall  continue  to  be  a  Court  of  Civil  Jurisdiction  for  the 
hearing  and  determining  of  all  Appeals  from,  the  Judgment  of  the  other 
Courts,  where  the  Matter  in  dispute  is  aliove  the  Value  of  ten  Pounds;  That 
any  five  of  the  said  Council  (if  no  more  shiili  upon  Summons  be  present)  with 
the  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Chief  Justice  shall  constitute  a  Court 
for  that  purpose,  and  that  their  Judgment  shall  be  final  in  all  Cases  not 
exceeding  the  Value  of  five  hundred  Pounds  Sterling;  In  ivhich  Cases  an 
Appeal  from  their  Judgment  is  to  be  admitted  to  Us  in  Our  Privy  Council; 
It  is  however  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  that  no  Appeal  be  allowed  unless 
Security  be  first  duly  given  by  the  Appellant  that  he  will  eflfectually  pro- 
secute the  same,  and  answer  the  Condemnation,  as  also  pay  such  Costs  and 
Damages  as  shall  be  awarded  by  Us,  in  case  the  Sentence  be  affirmed;  Pro- 
vided nevertheless,  where  the  Matter  in  Question  relates  to  the  taking  or 
demanding  of  any  Duty  payable  to  Us,  or  to  any  Fee  of  Office,  or  Annual 
Pents  for  other  such  like  Matter  or  Thing,  where  the  Right  in  future  may 
be  bound,  in  all  such  Cases  Appeal  to  Us  in  Our  Privy  Council  is  to  be 
admitted,  thotigh  the  immediate  Sum  or  Value  appealed  for  be  of  less  Value; 
And  it  is  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure  that  in  all  Cases  where  Appeals 
are  admitted  unto  Us  in  Our  Privy  Council  Execution  be  suspended  until 
the  final  Determination  of  such  Appeal,  Unless  good  and  siiihcient  Security 
be  given  by  the  Appellee  to  make  ample  restitution  of  all  that  the  Appellant 
shall  have  lost  by  means  of  such  Decree  or  Judgment,  in  case  upon  the 
Determination  of  such  Appeal  such  Decree  or  Judgment  should  be  reserved, 
and  restitution  awarded  to  the  Appellant :  Appeals  unto  Ua  in  Our  Privy 
Council  are  to  Ve  admitted  in  all  Cases  of  Fines  imposed  for  Mis-demeanours, 
Provided  the  Fines  so  imposed  amount  to  or  exceed  the  Sum  of  One  hundred 
Pounds  Sterling,  the  Appellant  first  giving  good  Security  that  he  will 
effectually  prosecute  the  same,  &  answer  the  Condemnation,  if  the  Sentence 
by  which  Fine  was  imposed  in  Quebec  be  affirmed. 

15.  And  it  is  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  that  you  do,  from  time  to  time 
as  the  Circumstances  and  Condition  of  Affairs  may  require,  with  Our  said 
Council  in  their  Legislative  Capacity  deliberate  upon  and  frame  such  Ordin- 
ances as  may  be  expedient  for  continuing,  amending  or  enforcing  any 
Ordinances  now  in  force,  or  making  any  further  or  necessary  Changes  and 
regulations  in  the  Courts  of  .Judicature  already  established,  or  in  the  Mode 
of  administering  Justice  within  Our  said  Province,  provided  that  such 
Ordinances  be  strictly  conformable  to  the  Act  of  Parliament  aforesaid  and 
these  Our  Instructions. 

16.  It  is  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  that  all  Commissions,  to  Ije  granted 
by  you  to  any  person  or  persons  to  be  Jurlges  or  Justices  of  the  Peace  or 
other  necessary  Officers  be  granted  during  Pleasure  only. 

17.  You  shall  not  displace  any  of  the  Judges,  Justices  of  the  peace 
or  other  Officers  or  Ministers  without  good  and  sufficient  Cause,  which  you 
shall  signify  in  the  fullest  and  most  distinct  Manner  to  Us  by  one  of  Our 
principal  Secretaries  of  State  and  to  the  Lords  of  (he  Commiltee  of  Our 
Privy  Council  for  Trade  &  Plantations  for  their  Information. 

18.  Whereas  it  is  of  the  greatest  Importance  to  Our  Service  and  to 
the  Welfare  nf  Our  Plantations  that  Justice  be  every  where  speedily  and 
duly  Administered,  and  that  all  Disorders,  Delays  and  other  undue  Prarlices 
in  the  Administration  thereof  be  effectually  prevented,  We  dn  particularly 
require  you  to  take  especial  Care  that  in  all  Courts  where  you  are  or  shall 

authorized  to  preside  Justice  be  impartially  administered,  And   that  in 
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all  olLer  Courts  established  or  to  be  established  within  Our  uaid  Province 
ull  Judges  and  other  Persons  therein  concerned  do  likewise  perform  their 
several  Duties  without  Delay  or  Partiality. 

19.  You  are  to  take  care  that  all  Writs  be  issued  in  Our  Name 
throughout  the  Province  under  your  Oovernment. 

20.  Whereas  the  E.stablishment  of  proper  Begulations  in  Matters 
of  Ecolesiastical  Concern  is  an  object  of  very  great  Importance,  it  will  be 
your  indispensable  Duty  to  take  care  that  no  Arrangements  in  regard  thereto 
be  made,  but  such  as  may  give  full  Satisfaction  to  Our  New  Subjects  in 
every  Point,  in  which  they  have  a  right  to  any  Indulgence  on  that  Head, 
always  remembering  that  it  is  a  Toleration  of  the  free  Exercise  of  the  Be- 
ligion  of  the  Church  of  Home  only,  to  which  they  are  entitled  but  not  to 
the  powers  and  Privileges  of  it.  as  an  established  Church,  that  l)eing  a  Pre- 
ference which  belongs  only  to  the  Protestant  Church  of  England. 

21.  Upon  these  Principles  therefore  and  to  the  end  that  Our  just 
Supremacy  in  all  Matters  Eccle.siastical  as  well  as  Civil  may  have  its  due 
Scope  and  Influence  It  is  Our  AVill  and  Pleasure 

First.  That  all  Appeals  to,  or  Correspondence  with  any  foreign  Ecclesias- 
tical Jurisdiction,  of  what  Nature  or  kind  soever,  be  absolutely  forbidden 
under  very  severe  Penalties. 

Secondly.  That  no  Episcopal  or  Vicarial  powers  be  exercised  within  Our 
said  PrriviiKf"  hy  iiny  person  professing  the  Religion  of  the  Church  of  Rome, 
but  such  only  as  are  essentially  and  indispensably  necessary  to  the  free 
Exercise  of  the  Romish  Religion,  and  in  those  Cases  not  without  a  Licence 
and  permission  from  you  under  the  Seal  of  Our  said  Province,  for  and 
during  Our  Will  and  Pleasure,  and  under  such  other  Limitations  and 
restrictions  as  may  correspond  with  the  Spirit  and  Provision  of  the  Act  of 
Parliament  "for  making  more  effectual  Provision  for  the  Government  of 
"the  Province  of  Quebec,"  and  no  Person  whatever  is  to  ^lave  Holy  Orders 
conferred  upon  him  or  to  have  the  Cure  of  Souls  without  a  License  for  that 
purpose  tlr^t  had  and  obtained  from  you. 

Thirdly.  That  no  person  professing  the  Religion  of  the  Church  of  Rome 
be  allowed  to  fill  any  Ecclesiastical  Benefice  or  to  have  or  enjoy  any  of  the 
rights  or  Profits  belonging  thereto,  who  is  not  a  Canadian  by  Birth,  (such 
only  excepted  as  are  now  in  possession  of  any  such  Benefice)  and  who  is  not 
appointed  thereto  by  Us  or  by  or  under  Our  Authnrity,  and  that  all  Right 
or  Claim  of  Right  in  any  other  person  whatever  to  nominate,  present  or 
appoint  to  any  Vacant  Benefice,  other  than  such  as  may  lay  Claim  to  the 
Patronage  of  Benefices  as  a  Civil  Right,  be  absolutely  abolished,  no  person 
to  hold  more  than  one  Benefice,  or  at  least  not  more  than  can  reasonably  lio 
serveil  by  one  and  the  same  In<-umbcnt. 

Fourthly.  That  no  Person  whatever  profe,»;sing  the  Religion  of  the  Church 
of  Romt'  lie  appointed  Incumbent  of  any  Parish  in  which  the  Majority  of 
the  Inhabitants  shall  solicit  the  Appointment  of  a  Protestant  Minister;  in 
such  case  the  Incumbent  shall  be  a  Protestant  and  entitled  ui  all  Tythes 
payable  within  such  Parish ;  But  nevertheless  the  Roman  Catholicka  may 
have  the  Use  of  the  Church  for  the  free  Exercise  of  their  Religion  at  such 
times  as  may  not  interfere  with  the  Religious  Worship  of  the  Protestants; 
and  in  like  manner  the  Protestant  Inhabitants  in  every  Parish  where  tho 
Majority  nf  Parisliioners  are  Roman  Catholicks  .shall  notwithstanding  have 
the  Use  of  the  Church  for  the  Exercise  of  their  Religion  at  such  times  as 
may  not  interfere  with  the  ReligiousWorship  of  the  Roman  Cathnlinks. 
Fifthly.  That  no  Incumbent  professing  the  Religion  of  the  Church  of 
Rome  appointed  by  any  Pari.«h  shall  be  entitled  to  Tec.<?\Ne  awn  '\-si'C*M"?,  \«^ 
Landj.  or  Posscs-sinns  occupied  by   a  ProtestaTit,  \wilV  «wc\v  '\.^"<\v<?%  -^i^  ^^««6 
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reserved  in  Ibe  Hands  of  Our  Receiver  General  as  aforesaid  for  the  Support 
of  a  Protestant  Clergy  in  Our  said  Province  to  be  actually  resident  within 
the  same  and  not  otherwise,  according  to  such  Directions  as  you  shall  receive 
from  Ua  in  that  behalf,  and  in  like  manner  all  growing  Rents  and  Profits 
of  a  Vacant  Benefice  shall  during  such  Yacancy  be  reserved  for  and  applied 
to  the  like  Uses. 

Sixthly.  That  all  persons  professing  the  Religion  of  the  Church  of  Rome, 
who  are  already  possessed  of,  or  may  hereafter  be  appointed  to  any  Ecclesias- 
tical Benefice,  or  who  may  be  licensed  to  exercise  any  Power  or  Authority 
in  respect  thereto,  do  take  and  subscribe  before  you  in  Council,  or  before 
such  Person  as  you  shall  appoint  to  administer  the  same,  the  Oath  required 
to  be  taken  and  subscribed  by  the  aforesaid  Act  of  Parliament,  passed  ifn 
the  fourteenth  year  of  Our  Reign,  Intituled  "An  Act  for  making  more 
"eflectual  Provision  for  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  in  North 
"America." 

Seventhly.  That  all  Incumbents  of  Parishes  shall  hold  their  respective 
Benefices  during  good  Behaviour,  subject  however,  in  case  of  any  Convic- 
tion for  criminal  OfVeuces,  or  upon  due  proof  of  seditious  Attempts  to  dis- 
turb the  Peace  and  Tranquillity  of  Our  Government,  to  be  deprived  or  sus- 
pended by  you  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  a  Majority  of  Our  said 
Council. 

Eighthly.  That  such  Ecr]esinsti<'ks  as  may  think  fit  to  enter  into  the 
Holy  Slate  of  Matrinmny  shall  be  released  from  all  Penalties  to  which  they 
may  have  been  «!ubjected  in  such  Cases  by  any  Authority  of  the  See  of 
Rome. 

Ninthly.  That  freedom  of  the  Burial  of  the  Dead  in  the  Churches  and 
Church-yards  be  allowed  indiscriminately  to  every  Christian  persuasion. 
Tenthly.  That  the  Royal  Family  be  prayed  for  in  all  Churches  and  Places 
of  Holy  Worship  in  such  Manner  and  Form,  as  is  used  in  this  Kingdom, 
and  that  Our  Arms  and  Insignia  be  put  up,  not  only  in  all  such  Churches 
anel  Places  of  Holy  Worship,  but  also  in  all  Courts  of  Justice,  and  that  the 
Arms  of  France  be  taken  down  in  every  such  Church  or  Court  where  they 
may  at  present  remain. 

Fileventhly.  That  the  Society  of  Roniisli  Priests,  called  the  Seminaries 
of  Qiiebec  and  Montreal,  shall  continue  to  possess  &  occupy  their  Houses 
of  Residence  and  all  nlher  Houses  and  Lands  to  which  they  were  lawfully 
entitled  on  the  13''^  of  September  1759;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  those 
Societies  to  fill  up  Vacancies  and  admit  new  Members  according  to  the- 
Rules  of  their  Foundations,  and  to  educate  Youth  in  order  to  qualify  them 
for  the  Service  of  Parochial  Cures  an  they  shall  become  vacant.  It  is 
nevertheless  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  that  not  only  those  Seminarie<«,  but  all 
other  Religious  Communities  so  long  as  the  same  shall  continue,  be  subject 
to  Visitation  by  You  Our  Oovernnr.  or  such  other  Person  or  Persons  as  you 
shall  nppoint  for  that  purpose,  and  also  subject  to  such  Rules  &  Regulations 
as  you  shall,  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  Our  Council,  think  fit  to 
establish  and  appoint. 

Twelfthly.  It  is  also  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  that  all  other  religious 
Seminaries  and  Communities  (that  of  the  Jesuits  only  excepted)  do  for  the 
present  and  until  We  can  be  more  fully  informed  of  the  true  State  of  them, 
and  how  far  they  are.  or  are  not  essential  to  the  free  Exercise  of  the  Re- 
ligion of  the  Church  of  Rome,  as  allowed  within  Our  said  Province,  remain 
upon  their  present  Establishment,  but  you  are  not  to  allow  the  Admission 
»f  any  new  Members  into  any  of  the  said  Societies  or  Communities  (the 
^fliffious    Communities   of    TTomen   only    excepted)   without    Our  express 
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Orders  for  tHat  purpose.  That  tlie  Society  of  Jesuits  be  suppressed  and  dis- 
solved and  no  longer  continued  as  a  Body  Corporate  or  Politick,  and  all 
their  Rights,  Possessions  and  Property  shall  be  vested  in  Us  for  such  pur- 
poses as  We  may  hereafter  think  fit  to  direct  and  appoint;  But  We  think  fit 
to  declare  t)ur  Royal  Intention  to  he,  that  the  present  Meailiers  of  the  said 
Society  as  established  at  Quebec  shall  be  allowed  sufficient  Stipeuds 
&.  Provisious  during  their  natural  Lives,  that  all  Missionaries! 
amongst  the  Indians  whether  established  under  the  Authority  of 
or  appointed  by  the  Jesuits,  or  by  any  other  Ecclesiastical  Authority 
of  the  llomish  Church  be  withdrawn  by  Degrees,  and  at  suc^ 
times  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  sai 
Indians  and  consistent  with  publick  Safety,  and  Protestant  Missionaries 
appointed  in  their  Places — That  all  Ecclesiastical  Persons  whatsoever  of 
the  Church  of  Rome  be  inhibited,  upon  paiu  of  Deprivation,  from  influenc- 
ing any  person  in  the  making  of  a  Will,  from  inveigling  Protestants  to  be- 
come Papists  or  frum  tani}»ering  with  them  in  Matters  of  Religion,  and  that 
the  llomish  Priests  be  forbidden  to  inveigh  in  their  Sermons  against  the 
lleligiou  of  the  Church  of  England,  or  to  marry,  baptize  or  visit  the  Sick 
or  buiy  any  of  Our  Protesfaut  Subjects,  if  a  Protestant  Minister  be  upon 
the  Spot. 

22.  You  are  at  all  times  and  upon  ail  Occasions  to  give  every  Coun- 
tenance and  Protection  in  your  Power  to  such  Protestant  Ministers  aiiel 
Schoolmasters  as  are  already  established  within  Our  said  Provinr;e,  or  may 
hereafter  be  sent  thither,  to  take  care  that  such  Stipends  and  Allowances, 
as  We  may  think  fit  to  appoint  for  them,  be  duly  paid,  That  the  Churches 
already  appropriated,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  appropriated  to  the  Usq 
of  divine  Worship  according  to  the  Rites  of  the   Church  of  England  as  by 

'Law  established,  be  well  &  orderly  kept,  and,  as  the  Number  of  Protestants 
shall  by  God's  Messing  increase,  to  lay  out  new  Parishes  in  convenient 
Situations,  &  set  apart  and  appropriate  proper  Districts  of  Land  therein 
for  the  Scite  of  Churches  &  Parsonage  Houses  .  and  for  Glebes  for  the 
Ministers  and  Schoolmasters. 

23.  You  are  to  take  especial  Care  that  Almighty  God  be  devoutly 
&  diily  served  in  all  Protestant  Churches  throughout  Our  said  Province  "U 
which  Divine  Service  is  performed  according  to  the  Rites  of  the  Church  of 
England,  That  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  as  by  Law  established,  be  read 
each  .Sunday  &  Holiday,  and  the  Blessed  Sacrament  duly  administered. 

24.  You  are  not  to  prefer  any  Protestant  Minister  to  any  Ecclesias- 
tical Benefice  in  the  Province  under  your  Government  without  a  Certificate 
from  the  Right  Reverend  Father  in  God  the  Lord  Bishop  of  I/ondon  of 
his  being  conformable  to  the  Doctrine  and  Discipline  of  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land, and  of  a  good  Life  and  Conversation,  and  if  any  Person  hereafter 
preferred  to  a  Benefice  shall  appear  to  you  to  give  Scandal  either  by  his 
Doctrine  and  Manners  you   are  to  use  the  best  Means  for  his  removal. 

25.  You  are  to  give  Orders  forthwith  that  every  Protestant  Minister 
within  your  Government  be  one  of  the  Vestry  in  his  respective  Parish,  and 
that  no  Vestry  be  held  without  him,  except  in  case  of  Sickness  or,  after 
Notice  of  a  Yestry  being  summoned,  he  omit  to  come. 

,  26.  And  to  the  end  that  the  Ecclesiastical    Jurisdiction  of    the    Lord 

Bishop  of  London  may  take  place  in  Our  Province  under  youp  Government 
as  far  as  conveniciitly  may  be.  We  do  think  fit  that  you  give  all  Countenance 
and  Encourasjement  to  the  Exercise  of  the  same,  exceptint;  only  the  collat- 
inc  to  BcTiefires,  granilinsr  Licenses  for  Marriages  and  Probates  of  WxW. 
Which  VCo  have  reserved   to  you   TKir  GovenxoT  tiTV^  \.o  ^ft  ^o\si\sv'a:w^'*^  vsv 

.Chief  of  Our  sitiil  PrY>vince  for  the  time  Wuar. 
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27.  And  We  do  further  direct  that  no  Schoolmaster,  who  shall  arrive 
ia  Our  said  rrovinre  from  this  Kingdom,  be  henceforward  permitted  to 
keep  School  without  the  License  of  the  said  Lord  Bishop  of  London,  and  that 
no  othr-r  Person  now  there  or  that  shall  come  from  other  Parts  shall  be 
admitted  to  keep  School  in  your  Government  without  your  License  first 
obtained. 

28.  And  you  are  to  take  especial  Care  that  a  Table  of  Marriages 
established  by  the  Canous  of  the  Church  of  England  be  hung  up  in  all  Places 
of  Puldick  Worship  according  to  the  IJites  of  the  Church  <»f  England. 

29.  And  it  is  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure  that,  in  order  to  sup- 
press as  much  as  in  you  lies  every  Species  of  \'ice  &  Immorality,  you  forth- 
with do  cause  .all  Laws  already  made  agaiust  Blasphemy,  Profaneness, 
Adultery,  Fornication,  Polygamy,  Incest,  Profanation  of  the  Lord's  Day, 
Swearing  &  Drunkenness  to  be  vigorously  put  in  Execution  in  every  Part 
of  your  Government,  and  that  you  take  due  Care  for  the  Puuishmont  of 
the.se  and  every  other  Vice  and  Immorality  by  Presentment  upon  Oath  to 
be  made  to  the  temporal  Courts  by  the  Church  Wardens  of  the  .several 
Parishes  at  proper  Times  of  the  year  to  be  appointed  for  that  purpose,  And 
for  the  further  Discouragement  of  V'ice  and  Encouragement  of  Virtue  and 
good  Living  (that  by  such  Examples  the  lufidels  may  be  invited  and  per- 
suaded to  embrace  the  Christian  Keliginn)  you  are  not  to  admit  any  Persons 
to  Publick  Trusts  and  Employments  in  the  Province  untler  your  Government 
whose  ill   Fame  and  Conversation  may  occasion   Scandal. 

30.  The  Extension  of  the  Limits  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  neces- 
sarily calls  forth  your  Attention  to  a  ^'ariety  of  new  Matter  and  new  Objects 
of  Consideration:  The  Protection  and  Controul  of  the  Various  Settlements 
of  Canadian  Subjects  and  the  Regulation  of  the  Peltry-Trade  in  the  Upper 
or  interior  Country  on  the  one  hand,  And  the  Protection  of  the  Fisheries 
in  the  Gulf  of  S^  Lawrence  on  the  Labrador  Coast  on  the  other  hand  point 
to  Regulations  that  reciuire  Deliberation  and  Dispatch. 

31.  You  are  not  to  allow  any  Settlements  to  be  made  l>eyond  the 
Boundaries  ascertained  to  the  dilTcrent  Posts  among  the  Indian  Nations 
within  the  Limits  of  Our  Province  of  (:Juebec  in  Alliance  with  Us,  as  such 
Settlements  may  tend  to  disgust  those  Savages,  excite  their  Enmity  and 
perhaps  finally  destroy  the  Peltr^'-Trade  which  ought  to  be  cherished  & 
encouraged  by  every  Means  in  your  Power. 

32.  It  is  Our  Royal  Intention  that  the  Peltry-Trade  of  the  interior 
Country  should  be  free  and  open  to  all  Our  Subjects,  Inhabitants  of  any  of 
Our  Colonies,  who  shall,  pursuant  to  what  was  directed  by  Our  Royal  Pro- 
clamation of  17G3,  obtain  trading  Licenses  from  the  Governors  of  any  of 
Our  said  Colonies  under  penalties  to  observe  such  Regulations,  as  shall 
be  made  by  Our  Legislature  of  Quebec  for  that  purpose.  These  regulations 
therefore  when  established  must  be  made  publick  throughout  all  Our  Am- 
erican Possessions  and  they  must  have  for  their  Object  the  giving  every 
possible  Facility  to  that  Trade,  which  the  Nature  of  it  will  admit,  and 
which  m.ny  be  consistent  with  fair  and  just  Dealing  towards  the  Savages, 
with  whom  it  is  carried  on;  The  fixing  stated  Times  and  Places  for  carrying 
on  the  Trade  and  adjusting  Modes  of  settling  Tarifs  of  the  Prices  of  Goods 
and  Furs,  and  a]>ove  all  the  restraining  the  sale  of  spirituous  Liquors  to 
the  Indians  will  be  the  most  probable  and  effectual  Means  of  answering 
the  Ends  proposed;  These  and   a  A'ariety  of  other  Regulations  incident  to 

e  Nature  and  purpose  of  the  Peltry-Trade  in  the  interior  Country  are  fully 
ited  in  a  Plan  proposed  by  Our  Commissioners  for  Trade  and  Plantations 
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in  1764,  a  Copy  of  whicli  will  be  herewith  delivered  to  you,  and  which  will 
serve  as  a  Guide  in  a  Variety  of  Cases,  where  it  may  be  necessary  to  make 
Provision  by  Law  for  that  importaiit  Branch  of  the  American  Commerce. 

33.  The  Fisheries  on  the  Coast  of  Labrador  and  the  Islands  adjacent, 
thereto  are  Objects  of  the  greatest  Importance,  not  only  on  Account  of  the 
Commodities  they  produce,  but  also  as  Nurseries  of  Seamen,  upon  which 
the  Strength  &  Security  of  Our  Kingdom  depend. 

34.  Justice  &  Equity  demand  that  the  real  and  actual  Property  & 
Possession  of  the  Canadian  Subjects  on  that  Coast  should  be  preserved 
entire,  and  that  they  should  not  be  mcdested  or  hindered  in  the  Exercise  of 
any  sedentary  Fisheries  they  may  have  established  there. 

35.  Their  Claims  however  extend  to  but  a  small  District  of  the  Coast, 
iin  the  greatest  part  of  which  District  a  Cod-Fishery  is  stated  to  be  imprac- 
ticable. 

36.  On  all  such  Parts  of  the  Coast  where  there  are  no  Canadian 
Possessions,  and  more  especially  where  a  Valuable  Cod-Fishery  may  be 
carried  on,  it  will  be  your  Duty  to  make  the  Interest  of  Our  British  Sub- 
jects going  out  to  fish  there  in  Ships  fitted  out  from  Great  Britain  the  first 
Object  of  your  Care,  and  as  far  as  Circumstances  will  admit  to  establish  on 
that  Coast  the  Regulations  in  favour  of  British  fishing  Sbips,  whii  h  have 
been  so  wisely  adopted  by  the  Act  of  Parliameiit  passed  in  the  Heign  of 
King  William  the  Third  for  the  Encouragement  of  the  Newfoundland' 
Fishery  and  you  are  on  no  account  to  allow  any  Possession  to  be  taken,  or 
Sedentary  Fisheries  to  be  established  upon  any  parts  of  the  Coast  that  are 

I  not  already  private  Property  by  any  Persons  whatever,   except  only  such 
'as  shall  produce  annually  a  Certificate  of  their  having  fitted  out  from  some 
Port  in  (ireat  Britain. 

37.  Whereas  it  will  be  for  the  general  Benefit  of  Our  Subjects  carry- 
ing on  the  Fi><herv  in  the  Bay  of  Chaleur  in  0\ir  Province  of  Quebec  that 
such  Part  of  the  Bearh  &  Shore  of  the  said  Bay  as  is  ungranted  should  be 
reserved  to  Us,  Our  Heirs  &  Successors,  It  is  therefore  Our  AVill  and 
Pleasure  that  you  do  not  in  future  direct  any  Survey  to  be  made  or  Grant 
to  be  pa.ssed  for  any  Part  of  the  ungranted  Beach  or  Shore  of  the  said  Bay 
of  rh.Tlptir,  except  such  parts  thereof  as  by  Our  Orders  in  Council  dated  the 
29*^  of  June  and  21"^  of  -July  last  are  directed,  to  be  granted  to  John  School- 
bred  of  London.  Merchant,  and  to  Mess".  Robin  Pipon  and  C"  of  the  Island 
of  Jersey.  Merchants,  but  that  the  same  be  reserved  to  Us,  Our  Heirs  and 
Successors  together  with  a  .sufficient  Quantity  of  Wood-Land  adjoining 
thereto  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  Fishery;  The  Limits 
of  such  Wood-Land  so  to  be  reserved,  to  be  determined  upon  and  ascertained 
by  you  and  Our  Council  for  Our  said  Province  of  Quebec  in  such  manner  as 
from  the  most  authentick  Information  shall  appear  to  you  &  them  most  con- 
venient and  proper  for  that  purpose;  It  is  nevertheless  iUnr  Intention  and 
We  do  hereby  signify  to  you  Our  W^ill  and  Ple^isure  that  the  free  Use  of 
such  Beach  or  Shore  and  of  the  Wood-Land  so  to  be  reserved  shall  be 
allowed  by  you  to  any  Person  authorized  by  you  to  such  of  Our  Subjects  as 
shall  resort  thither  for  the  Purpose  of  carrying  on  the  Fishery  in  such  pro- 
portions as  the  Number  of  Shallops,  he  or  they  shall  ri'S])ectively  employ, 
may  require;  provided  that,  if  any  Fisherman  who  shall  have  permission  to 
occupy  any  Part  of  the  said  Beach  or  Shore  and  Wood-Lnnd  for  the  purpose 

jof  the  said  Fishery  shall  not  during  any  one  Season  continue  so  to  occupy 
L&  employ  any  Part  of  the  said  Beach  or  Shore  and  Wood-Land  so  allotted 
Uo  him,  you  or  any  Person  authorized  by  you  as  above  may  &  shall  allow 
'the  Use  of  such  Part  to  any  other  Fisherman  who  shall  apply  for  same  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  Fishery.  And  Whereas  it  may  be  nece?i?>wt'5 
^^10   AR. 
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to  establish,  local  Regulations  to  prevent  Abuses  as  we]]  as  Dispnte«  and 
Misunderst^indiiig  between  ilie  Fisbermen  resorting  to  tlu?  said  Beach  -or 
Shore;  It  is  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  thut  you,  by  and  with  fhe  Advice  and 
Consent  of  Our  said  Council,  do  frame  such  Regulations  frnin  time  to  time 
as  to  you  shall  appear  necessary  to  answer  those  salutary  Purposes  and  that 
you  transmit  the  same  to  Us  thro*  One  of  Our  Principal  Secretaries  of  State 
for  Our  Pleasure  therein  by  the  first  Opportunity. 

38.  We  have  mentioned  to  you  the  Fisheries  upon  the  Coast  of 
Labrador  as  the  Main  Object  of  your  Attention,  but  the  Commerce  carried 
on   with  the  Savages  of  that  Coast  and   the  State  and  Condition   of  those 

■rfiavages  deserve  some  regard :  The  Society  of  Unitas  Fratum  urged  by  a 
Blaudable  Zeal  for  promoting  Christianity  have  already  under  Our  protection 
Band  with  Our  permission  formed  Establishments  in  the  northern  Parts  of 
that  Coast  for  the  purpose  of  civilizing  the  Nations  and  converting  them  to 
the  Christian  Religion.  Thoir  Success  has  been  answerable  to  their  Zeal, 
and  It  is  Our  express  Will  and  Pleasure  that  you  do  give  them  every  Coun- 
tenance &  Encouragement  in  your  Power,  and  that  you  do  not  allow  any 
Establishment  to  be  made  but  with  their  Consent  within  the  Limits  of  their 
Possessions. 

39.  By  Our  Commission  to  you  under  Our  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain 
you  are  authorized  &  impowcred  with  ibe  Advice  and  Consent  of  Our  Coun- 
cil t}  settle  &  agree  with  the  Inhabitants  of  Our  said  Province  of  Quebec  for 
such  Lands,  Tenements  and  Hereditaments  as  now  are  or  shall  hereafter  be 
in  Our  Power  to  dispose  of,  It  is  therefore  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  that  all 
Lands,  which  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be  subject  to  Our  Disposal,  be  grant- 
ed in  Fief  or  Seigneurie,  in  like  manner  as  wa.s  practised  antecedent  to  the 
Conquest  of  the  said  Province,  omitting  however  in  any  Grant  that  shall 
be  passed  of  such  Lands  the  reservation  of  any  judicial  Powers  or  Privileges 
whatever;  And  It  is  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure  that  all  Grants  in  Fief 
or  Seigneurie,  so  to  be  passed  by  you  as  afore.said,  be  made  subject  to  Our 
Royal  ratification  nr  Disallowance  and  a  due  Registry  thereof  within  a 
limited  time,  in  like  manner  as  was  practised  in  regard  to  Grants  and  Con- 
cessitma  held   in   Fief  or  Seigneurie  under  the  French  Government. 

40.  Whereas  many  of  Our  Loyal  .Subjects,  Inhabitants  of  the  Colonies 
and  Provinces  now  the  United  State.a  of  America,  are  desirona  of  retaining 
their  Allegiance  to  Us  and  of  living  in  Our  Dominions,  and  for  this  pur- 
pose are  disposed  to  take  up  and  improve  Lands  in  Our  Province  of  Quebec, 
And  We  being  desirous  to  encourage  Our  said  Loyal  Subjects  in  such  their 
Intentions  and  to  testify  Our  Approbation  of  their  Loyalty  to  ITs  and  Obed- 
ience to  Our  Government  by  allotting  Lands  for  them  in  Our  said  Province, 
And  Whereas  We  are  also  desirouA  of  testifying  Our  Approbation  of  the 
Bravery  and  Loyalty  of  our  Forces  serving  in  Our  said  Province,  and  who 
may  have  been  reduced  there,  by  allowing  a  certain  Quantity  of  Land  to 
such  of  the  Non-Commissioned  Officers  and  Private  Men  of  our  said  Forces 
who  are  inclined  to  become  Settlers  therein,  It  is  Our  Will  and  Pleasure 
that  immediately  after  yoii  shall  receive  these  Our  Tnatructions  you  do 
direct  Our  Surveyor  General  of  Lands  for  Our  said  Province  of  Quebec  to 
admeasure  and  lay  out  such  a  Quantity  of  Land  as  you,  with  the  Advice  of 
Our  Council,  shall  deem  necessary,  and  convenient  for  the  settlement  of 
Our  said  Loyal  Subjects,  and  the  Non-Commissioned  Officers  and  Private 
Men  nf  Our  Forces  which  may  have  been  reduced  in  Our  said  province,  who 
shall  be  desirous  of  becoming  Settlers  therein;  Such  Lands  to  be  divided 
into  distinct  Seigneuries  or  Fiefe  to  extend  from  two  to  four  Leagues  in 
Ironi  nni]  from  three  to  five  Leagues  in  Depth  if  situated  upon  a  navigable 

Jiivfr.  ntherwiBe  to  he  run  square  or  in  such  shape  ajrid  in  such  Quantities 
/fla  AJi. 
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aa  shall  be  convenient  and  practicable,  and  in  each  Seigneurie  a  Glebe  to 
be  reserved  &  laid  out  in  the  most  cnnvoriient  Spot,  to  contain  not  less  than 
300.  or  more  than  500  Acres;  The  Propertj-  of  which  Seigneuries  or  Fiefs 
shall  be  and  remain  vested  in  Us,  Our  Heirs  &  Successors,  And  you  shall 
allot  such  Parts  of  the  same  as  shall  be  applied  for  by  any  of  Our  said  Loyal 
Subjects,  Non-Commissioned  Officers  and  Private  Men  of  Our  Forces  re- 
duced as  aforesaid,  in  the  following  proportions,  that  is  to  say, 

To  every  Master  of  a  Family  One  Hundred  Acres  and  fifty  Acres  for 
each  Person  of  which  his  Family  shall  consist; 

To  every  single  Man  fifty  Acres; 

To  every  Non-Commiasioncd  Officer  of  Our  Forces  reduced  in  Quebec 
Two  Hundred  Acres; 

To  every  private  Man  reduced  as  aforesaid  One  Hundred  Acres, 

And  for  every  Person  in  their  Families  fifty  Acres. 

The  said  Lands  to  be  held  under  Ue,  Our  Heirs  and  Successors,  Seig- 
neurs of  the  Seigneurie  or  Fief  in  which  the  same  shall  be  situated,  upon 
the  same  Terms,  Acknowledgements  &  Services  as  Lands  are  held  In  Our 
said  Province  under  the  respective  Seigneurs  holding  and  possessing  Seig- 
neuries or  Fiefs  therein,  and  reserving  to  Us,  Our  Heirs  and  Successors 
from  and  after  the  expiration  of  Ten  Years  from  the  admission  of  the 
respective  Tenants  a  Quit  Eent  of  one  half  penny  per  Acre. 

4L  And  whereas  upon  the  raising  and  esUvhlishing  the  Corps  late 
the  84'-''  Regiment  of  Foot,  We  did  promise  and  declare  that  the  Officers 
and  Privates  ol  the  said  Corps  should  when  rednced  be  iutitled  to  and  re- 
ceive Grants  for  certain  allotments  of  Lands  in  proportion  to  their  respective 
Ranks  therein,  It  is  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  that  you  do  in  manner  as  herein 
before  directed  Grunt  Warrants  of  Allotment  and  Survey  to  such  of  the 
Officers  and  privates  of  the  said  late  Eighty  fourth  Regiment  of  Foot  now 
reduced,  who  shall  be  willing  to  settle  and  become  Inhabitants  of  Our  said 
Province  of  Quebec,  and  shall  apply  for  the  same  for  such  Quantities  of 
Land  as  they  shall  be  respectively  intitled  to,  In  consequence  of  o\ir  said 
promise  and  declaration  contained  in  Our  Instructions  to  Oair  Governors  of 
New  York  and  North  Carolina  dated  the  2'^  April  17T&  that  is  to  say, 
To  Field  Officers  5000  Acres 
Captains  3000

and  that  the  Surveys  be  made  and  Grants  for  the  same  delivered  free  of 
Expence  as  herein  before  directed,  Provided  nevertheless  that  every  Com- 
missioned and  Non  Commissioned  Officer  or  private  belonging  to  the  said 
late  84'*^  Regiment  of  Foot,  who  shall  claim  and  apply  for  Land  in  Our 
Province  of  Quebec  as  aforesaid,  shall  declare  upon  Oath,  that  no  Land 
has  been  obtained  by  him  in  any  of  our  other  Provinces  in  America  under 
Our  Royal  declaration  as  aforesaid. 

42.  It  is  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  every  Person  within 
the  meaning  of  thesp  Our  In.structions  upon  making  application  for  Land 
shall  take  the  Oaths  directed  by  Law  before  j'ou  or  our  Commander  in  Chief 
for  the  time  being,  or  some  person  by  you  or  him  authorized  for  that  pur- 
pose and  shall  also  at  the  same  time  make  and  subscribe  the  following 
Declaration  (Viz'.)  "I.  A  B,  do  promise  and  declare  that  I  will  maintain 
"and  defend  to  the  utmost  of  my  power  the  authority  of  the  King  in  His 
"Parliament,  a.s  the  supreme  Legislature  of  this  Province,"  wkicb.  Q'a.V.Vii^ 
and  declaration  shall  also  be  taken,  made,  ani  sviVi&cTVyie^  \f3  exc;t-<5  "^x^avkvl 
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Tenant  before  his,  her,  or  their  admission  upon  Alienation,  Descent,  Mar- 
riage or  otherwise  howsoever,  and  upon  refusal  the  Lands  to  hpcome  re-vested 
in  us  Our  Heirs  and  Successors  And  it  is  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure  that 
•the  expence  of  laying'  out  and  surveyinff  as  well  the  Seipneuries  or  Fiefs 
aforesaid,  as  the  several  Allotments  within  the  same  and  of  the  Deed  of 
admission  shall  be  paid  by  the  Receiver  General  of  Our  Revenue  in  the 
■jsaid  Province  of  Quebec;  out  of  such  Monies  as  shall  be  in  his  hands,  upon 
a  Certificate  from  you  or  Our  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  time  being  in 
Council,  Oath  being  made  by  Our  Surveyor  General  to  the  Account  of  such 
Expence;  Provided  however  that  only  one  half  of  the  usual  and  accustomed 
Fees  of  Office  shall  be  allo%ved  to  Our  said  Surveyor  General  or  any  other 
of  Our  OfiBcers  in  the  said  Province  entitled  thereunto  upon  any  Survey  or 
Allotment  made,  or  upon  admission  into  any  Lands  by  Virtue  of  these  Our 
Instructions. 

43.  And  whereas  we  have  snme  time  since  pitrchased  the  Seipneurie 
of  Sorel  from  the  then  Proprietors,  the  Lands  of  which  are  particularly  Well 
adapted  for  improvement  and  cultivation;  and  the  local  situation  of  the 
said  Seigneurie  makes  it  esjiedient  that  the  same  should  be  settled  by  »6 
considerable  a  number  of  Inhabitants  of  approved  Loyalty  as 'can  be  accom- 
modated therein,  with  all  possible  dispatch — It  is  therefore  Our  will  and 
Pleasure,  that  you  do  cause  all  such  Lands  within  the  same  as  are  undis- 
posed of.  to  be  run  into  small  Allotments,  and  that  you  do  allot  the  sam^ 
to  such  of  the  Non-Commissioned  Officers  and  private  Men  of  Our  Forces 
who  may  have  been  reduced  in  Our  said  Province,  or  to  such  other  of  Our 
Loyal  Subjects  as  may  be  inclined  to  settle  and  improve  the  same,  in  such 
Proportions  as  you  may  judpe  most  conducive  to  their  Interest  and  the  more 
speedy  Settlement  of  Our  said  Seigneurie.  The  Lands  so  allotted  to  be 
held  of  Us,  Our  Heirs,  and  Successors,  Seigneurs  of  Sorel  upon  the  same 
Conditions  and  under  the  same  reserved  Rent  at  the  Expiration  of  ten  years, 
as  the  other  Tenants  of  Seigneuries  now  hold  their  Lands  and  pay  to  TTs, 
and  also  nf  taking  the  Oaths  and  making  and  subscribing  the  Declaration 
as  herein  before  is  mentioned  and  directed;  The  Expence  of  making  the 
said  Allotments  and  of  Admission  thereunto  be  also  paid  and  defrayed  in 
like  manner  as  those  in  the  Seigneuries  directed  to  be  laid  out  by  these  Our 
Instructions.  It  is  nevertheless  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  that  the  Allotments 
to  be  made  to  such  of  Our  Loyal  Subjects  from  the  Provinces  or  Colonies 
now  the  United  States  of  America,  as  may  be  disposed  to  settle  and  improve 
Lands  in  Our  said  Province  of  Quebec,  shall  be  limited  to  those  only  who 
may  have  withdrawn  themselves  from  the  said  Provinces  or  Colonies  after 
the  signing  of  the  definitive  Treaty  of  Peace  with  the  said  United  States^J 
&  no  other. 

And  it  is  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  that  a  Record  be  kept  in  the  Office 
of  the  Receiver  General  of  Our  Revenue  of  every  Admission  into  Lands  as 
well  by  Virtue  of  these  Our  Instructions  with  respect  to  Our  Loving  Sub- 
jects retiring  from  the  said  Provinces  &  Colonies,  now  the  United  States 
of  America,  and  to  0\ir  Forces  disbanded  as  aforesaid,  as  in  Cases  of  future 
Admission  by  Alienation  or  otherwise,  A  Docquet  of  which  shall  be  trans- 
mitted yearly  to  Us,  thro'  one  of  Our  principal  Secretaries  of  State,  &  also 
a  Duplicate  thereof  to  Our  High  Treasurer  or  the  Commissioners  of  Our 
Treasury  for  the  time  being. 

44.  It  is  Our  Will  and  Pleasiire  however  that  no  Grants  or  Allot- 
ments be  made  of  any  Lands,  on  which  there  is  any  considerable  Growth 
of  White  Pines  fit  for  Masting  Our  Royal  Navy,  and  which  lie  convenient 

[  for  Water  Carriage,  but  that  you  do  cause  all  such  Lands  to  be  set  apart 
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for  Our  Use  and  proper  Regulations  to  be  made  and  Penalties  inflicted  to 
prevent  Trespasses  on  such  Tracts  and  the  cutting  down  or  destroying  of 
the  Trees  growing  thereon. 

45.  And  whereas  it  appears,  from  the  Representations  of  Our  late 
Governor  of  the  District  of  Trois  Rivieres,  that  the  Iron  Works  at  S^. 
Maurice  in  that  District  are  of  great  Consequence  to  Our  Service,  It  is 
therefore  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  that  no  part  of  the  Lauds  upon  which  the 
said  Iron  Works  were  carried  on,  or  from  which  the  Ore  used  in  such  Works 
was  procured,  or  which  shall  appear  to  be  necessary  &  convenient  for  that 
Establishment  either  in  respect  to  a  free  Passage  to  the  River  S^  Lawrence 
or  for  producing  a  necessary  Supply  of  Wood,  Corn  and  Hay,  or  for  Pasture 
for  Cattle,  be  granted  to  any  private  person  whatever;  And  also  that  as 
large  a  District  of  Land  as  conveniently  may  be,  adjacent  to  &  lying  round 
the  said  Iron  Works,  over  &  above  what  may  be  necessary  for  the  above 
purjjoses,  he  reserved  for  Our  Lse  to  be  disposed  of  in  such  manner  as  We 
shall  hereafter  direct  and  appoint. 

4G,  And  it  is  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure  that  you  do  consider 
of  a  proper  and  effectual  Method  of  collecting,  receiving  and  accounting 
for  Our  Quit  Rents,  whereby  all  Frauds,  Concealments,  Irregularity  or 
Neglect  therein  may  be  prevented,  aud  whereby  the  Receipt  may  be  effect- 
ually checked  and  controlled — And  if  it  shall  appear  necessary  to  pass  an 
Ordinance  for  the  more  effectually  ascertaining,  and  the  more  speedily  and 
regularly  Collecting  Our  Quit  Rents,  j-ou  are  to  prepare  the  Heads  of  such 
a  Bill  as  you  shall  think  may  most  eli'ectually  conduce  to  the  procuring  of 
the  good  Ends  proposed,  and  to  transmit  the  same  to  Us  by  One  of  Our 
Principal  Secretaries  of  State  for  Our  further  Directions  therein,  and  you 
are  also  to  transmit  a  Duplicate  thereof  to  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  of 
Our  Privy  Council  for  Trade  and  Plantations  for  their  Information. 

47.  You  are  to  use  your  best  Endeavours  in  improving  the  Trade  of 
the  Province  under  your  Government  by  settling  such  Orders  &  Regulations 
therein,  with  the  Advice  of  Our  said  Council,  as  may  be  most  acceptable 
to  the  Generality  of  the  Inhabitants;  And  it  is  Our  express  Will  and 
Pleasure  that  you  do  not  on  any  pretence  whatever,  upon  pain  of  Our  highest 
Displeasure,  give  your  Assent  to  any  Law  or  Laws  for  setting  up  any  Manu- 
factures and  carrying  on  any  Trades  which  are  hurtful  &  prejudicial  to 
this  Kiufidom,  and  that  you  do  use  your  utmost  Endeavours  to  discourage 
discoiintenance  &  restrain  any  Attempts  which  may  be  made  to  set  up  such 
Manufactures  or   establish    any  auch   Trades. 

48.  And  it  is  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  that  you  do  not  dispose  of  any 
Forfeitures  or  Escheats  Ut  any  Person  until  the  Sheriff  or  other  proper  Officer 
has  made  Enquiry  by  a  Jury  upon  their  Oaths  into  the  true  Value  thereof, 
nor  until  you  have  transmitted  to  Our  Commissioners  of  Our  Treasury  a 
particuliir  Account  of  such  Forfeitures  &  Escheats  and  the  Value  thereof; 
Ajid  yoti  are  to  take  care  that  the  produce  of  sTich  forfeitures  and  Escheats, 
in  case  We  shall  think  proper  to  give  you  Directions  to  dispose  of  the  same, 
be  duly  paid  to  Our  Treasurer  or  Receiver  General  of  Our  said  Province, 
and  a  full  Account  transmitted  to  Ovy  Commissioners  of  Our  Treasury  or 
Our  High  Treasurer  for  the  time  being,  with  the  Names  of  the  persons  to 
whom  disposed  of. 

49.  And  Whereas  Commissions  have  been  granted  unto  several  Per- 
sons in  Our  respective  Plantations  in  America  for  the  trying  of  Pirates  in 
those  parts  pursuant  to  the  Acts  for  the  more  effectual  Suppression  of 
Piracy  and  by  a  Commission  already  sent  to  Our 
Governor  there  is  impowered,  together  with  others  therein  mentioned,  to

Pleasure  is  that  you  do  use  your  best  Endeavours  to  apprehend  all  Persons 
whatever,  who  may  have  been  guilty  of  Piracy  within,  your  Government,  or 
who  having  committed  such  Crimes  at  other  Places  may  come  within  your 
Jurisdiction,  and  until  We  shall  think  proper  to  direct  the  like  Commiasion 
to  be  established  for  Our  Government  of  Quebec,  you  are  t«  send  such 
Pirates  with  what  Proofs  of  their  Guilt  you  can  procure  or  collect  to  Our 
Governor  of  .  to  be  tried  and  punished  under  the 

Authority  of  the  Commission  established  for  those  Parts, 

50.  And  whereas  you  will  receive  from  Our  Commissioners  for  execut- 
ing the  Office  of  High  Admiral  of  Great  Britain  &  of  Our  Plantations  a 
Com.mi8sion  constituting  you  Vice  Admiral  of  Our  said  Province,  you  are 
hereby  retjuired  and  directed  carefully  to  put  in  execution  the  several 
Powers  thereby  granted  you. 

51.  Whereas  great  Inconveniences  have  happened  heretofore  by  Mer- 
chant-Ships and  other  Vessels  in  the  Plantations  wearing  the  Colours  borne 
by  Our  Ships  of  War  under  pretence  of  Commissions  granted  to  them  by 
the  Governors  of  the  said  Plantations,  And  by  trading  under  those  Colours, 
not  only  among  Our  own  Subjects,  but  also  those  of  other  Princes  and 
States,  and  committing  divers  Irregularities,  they  may  very  much  dishonour 
Our  Service;  For  the  preventing  thereof  you  are  to  oblige  the  Commanders 
of  all  such  Ships,  to  which  you  shall  grant  Commissions,  to  wear  no  other 
Colours  than  such  as  are  described  in  an  Order  in  Council  of  the  7^^  Jan»", 
17-10  ill  relation  to  Colours  to  be  worn  by  all  Ships  &  Vessels,  except  Our 
Ships  of  War. 

52.  And  whereas  there  have  been  great  Irregularities  in  the  Manner 
of  granting  Commissions  in  the  Plantations  to  private  Ships  of  War,  you 
are  to  govern  yourself,  whenever  there  shall  be  Occasion,  according  to  the 
Commissions  &  Instructions  granted  in  this  Kingdom,  but  you  are  not  to 
grant  Commissions  of  Marque  or  Reprisal  against  any  Prince  or  State  or 
their  Subjects  in  Amity  with  Us  to  any  Person  whatever  without  Our  special 
Command. 

53.  Whereas  We  have  been  informed  that  during  the  time  of  War  Our 
Enemies  have  frequently  got  intelligence  of  the  State  of  Our  Plantations 
by  Letters  from  private  Persons  to  their  Correspondents  in  Great  Britain 
taken  on  board  Ships  coming  from  the  Plantations,  which  has  been  of 
dangerous  Consequence,  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  therefore  is  that  you  signify 
to  all  Merchants.  Planters  and  others,  that  they  l)e  very  cautioiis  in  time  of 
War,  whenever  that  shall  happen,  in  giving  any  Accounts  by  Letters  of  the 
Publick  State  and  Condition  of  the  Province  under  your  Government;  And 
you  are  forthwith  to  give  Directions  to  all  Masters  of  Ships  or  other  persons 
to  whom  you  may  intrust  j'our  Letters  that  they  put  such  Tjettcrs  into  a 
Bag  with  a  sufficient  Weight  to  sink  the  same  immediately,  in  case  of 
imminent  Danger  from  the  Enemy;  And  you  are  also  to  let  the  Merchants 
and  Planters  know  how  greatly  it  is  for  their  Interest,  that  their  Letters 
should  not  fall  into  the  Hands  of  the  Enemy,  and  therefore  that  they  should 
give  the  like  Orders  to  Masters  of  Ships  in  relation  to  their  Letters;  And 
you  are  further  to  advise  all  Masters  of  Ships  that  they  do  sink  all  Letters, 
in  case  of  Danger  in  the  manner  l^fore  mentioned. 

54.  And  whereas  the   Merchants  and    Planters  in    Our    Plantations    in 
America  have  in  time  of  War  corresponded  &  traded  with  Our  Enemies  and. 
carried  Intelligence  to  them  to  the  great  Prejudice  &  Hazard  of  Our  said 
Plantations,   you    are    therefore  by  all    possible    Methods  to    endeavour  toj 

hiader  such  Trade  &  Correspondence  in  Time  of  War. 
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'  55.  Whereas  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  We  be  exactly  informed 
of  the  Stale  of  Defence  of  all  Our  IMantations  iu  America,  aa  well  in  relation 
to  the  Stores  of  War  that  are  in  each  Plantation,  as  to  the  Forts  &  Forti- 
fications there,  and  what  more  may  be  necessary  to  be  built  for  the  Defence 
and  Security  of  the  same,  you  are  as  soon  as  possible  to  prepare  an  Account 
thereof  with  relation  to  Our  said  Province  in  the  most  particular  manner, 
And  you  are  therein  to  express  the  present  State  of  the  Arms  Ammunition 
&  other  Stores  of  War  belonging  to  the  said  Province  either  in  publick 
Magazines  or  in  the  Hands  of  private  Persons;  together  with  the  State  of 
all  places  either  already  fortified,  or  that  you  judge  necessary  to  be  fortified 
for  the  Security  of  our  said  Province,  and  you  are  to  transmit  the  said 
Accounts  to  Us  by  One  of  Our  principal  Secretaries  of  State,  and  also  Dupli- 
cates thereof  to  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  of  Our  Privy  Council  for  Trade 
and  Plimtations  for  their  Information,  and  also  a  Duplicate  thereof  to  Our 
Master  General  or  Principal  Officers  of  Our  Ordinance;  which  Accounts  arc 
to  express  the  Particulars  of  Ordiuauce.  Carriages,  lialls,  Powder  and  all 
other  Sorts  of  Arms  &  Ammunition  in  Our  publick  Stores,  and  so  from  time 
to  time  of  what  shall  he  sent  to  j-ou  or  bought  with  the  public  Money  and 
to  specify  the  time  of  the  Disposal  and  the  Occasion  thereof;  And  you  are 
half  yearly  to  transmit  a  general  Account  of  the  State  of  the  Fortifications 
L&  AVarlike  Stores  specified  in  the  manner  abovementioned. 
f  56.   And  in  case  of  any  Distress  of  any  other  of  Our  Plantations,   you 

shall,  upon  Application  of  the  respective  fiovernors  thereof  unto  you,  assist 
them  with  what  Aid  the  Condition   &  Safety  of  Our  Province  under  your 
[  Government  can  spare. 

[  57.   If     an%-thing     shall     happen      which     may     be     of     Advaritage    or 

r  Security  to  Our  Province  under  your  Government,  &  which  is  not  herein  or 

I  by  your  Commission  provided  for.  We  do  hereby  allow  \into  you,  with  the 

'  Advice  and  Consent  of  Our  Council,  to  take  Order  for  the  present  therein, 

giving  unto  Fs  by  one  of  Our  Principal  Secretaries  of  State  speedy  Notice 

thereof,   that  you  may  receive  Our  Ratification,   if  We  shall  approve  the 

I  same;  Provided  always  that  j'ou  do  not,  by  Colour  of  any  Power  or  Authority 

I  hereby  given  you,  commence  or    declare    War  without  Our  Knowledge  and 

particular  Commands  therein,  and  you  are  also  to  transmit  a   Duplicate  of 

I  iiuch  Notice  as  aforesaid  to  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  of  Our  Privy  Coun- 

I  cil  for  Trade  and   Plantations  for  their  Information. 

I  58.  And  whereas  We  have  by  the  first  Article  of  these  Our  Instruc- 
rtions  to  you  directed  and  appointed  that  your  chief  Residence  .shall  be  at 
I  Quebecj  you  are  nevertheless  frequently  to  visit  the  other  parts  of  your 
Government  in  order  to  inspect  the  Management  of  all  public  Affairs,  and 
thereby  the  better  to  take  care  that  the  Government  be  so  administered  that 
no  disorderly  practice  may  grow  up  contrary  to  Our  Service  and  the  Wel- 
fare of  Our  Subjects. 

59.  And  whereas  great  Prejudice  may  happen  to  (jur  Service  &  the 
Security  of  the  Province  by  your  Absence  from  those  Parts,  You  are  not 
upon  any  Pretence  whatever  to  come  into  Europe  without  having  first 
obtained  Leave  for  so  doing  from  Us  under  Our  Sign  Manual  &  Signet,  or 
by  Our  Order  in  Our  Privy  Council,  Tet  tifvertheless  in  Case  of  Sickness 
you  may  go  to  any  of  Our  Islands  in  the  West  Indies  including  therein  the 
Bermuda  and  Hahama  Islands,  and  there  stay  such  a  space  of  time,  aa  the 
recovery  of  Your  Health  may  absolutely  require. 
.  60.  And  whereas  We   have   thought  fit   by   Our   Commission    to    direct 

rthat,  in  case  of  your  Death  or  Absence  from  Our  said  Province,  and  in  case 
there  be  at   that  time  no  P<'rson   within  Our  said  Pro\\wc% 
or  appointed  U\  Fs  to  he  tlur  Lieutenant  GovemoT  ox  C.^va' 
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the  eldest  Councillor,  being  a  natural  born  subject  of  Great  Britain,  Ireland 
or  the  Plantations  and  professing  the  Protestant  Rclipion,  who  shall  be 
at  the  time  of  your  Death  or  Absence  residing  within  Our  said  Provini-e 
under  your  Government,  shall  take  upon  hiiu  the  Administration  of  Gov- 
ernment and  execute  Our  said  Commission  and  Instructions  and  the  several 
Powers  and  Authorities  therein  directed;  It  is  nevertheless  Our  express  Will 
and  Pleasure  that  in  such  case  the  said  President  shall  forbear  to  pass  any 
Act  or  Acts,  but  what  arc  immediately  necessary  for  the  Peace  and  Welfare 
of  the  said  Province,  without  Our  particular  Order  for  that  purpose.

Whereas  the  lease  under  which  His  Majpsty'n  Domain  Landa  &  PoBts,^| 
Commonly  called  and  known  by  the  mune  of  King's  Posts,  and  the  Fisheries' 
belonging  to  the  same,   are  held   by  Thomas  Dunn,   Wm.   Grant;  Peter  & 
Stuart,  Esquires,  expires  on  the  1st  day  of  October  next, 

And  whereas  it  has  graciously  pleased  the  King's  Most  Excellent 
Majesty,  by  letters  patent,  under  the  public  seal  of  this  Province,  bearing 
date  the  21st  day  of  June  last,  to  grant  to  Alexander  Davison,  Geo. 
Davison  and  Francis  Baby,  Esquires,  all  the  said  Domain  Lands,  Posts  and 
Fisheries,  for  the  Term  of  Ten  years  certain,  Commencing  the  1st  day  of 
October  next,  and  for  six  years  longer  if  notice  to  quit  be  not  given  on  the 
part  of  His  Majesty,  under  the  order  and  direction  of  the  Right  Honorable 
the  Lords  Commissioners  of  His  Majesty's  Treasury. 

For  the  purpose  therefor  of  aeciiring  to  them,  the  said  Alexander  Davi- 
son, George  Davison  and  Francis  Baby,  the  peaceable  and  full  possession 
and  enjoyment  of  the  said  Domain  Lands,  Posts,  and  Fisheries,  and  the 
Exclusive  right  of  Trading  thereat,  for  the  said  term  of  years  free  from 
intrusion,  hindrance  or  molestation  by  any  trader  or  traders,  or  any  other 
person  or  persons  whatsoever,  within  the  limits  of  the  said  Domain,  Lands 
and  Posts,  and  the  dependencies  thereof. 

I  have  thought  fit  to  issue  this  Proclamation  hereby  strictly  warning 
and  forbidding  all  manner  of  persons  (excepting  those  who  shall  be  duly 
authorized  by  the  said  new  Lessees)  from  going  to  trade  with  the  Indians, 
or  otherwise  obtruding  themselves  within  the  Limits  of  the  said  Domain, 
Lands,  Posts  and  Fisheries,  or  any  of  the  dependencies  thereof,  and  from 
seducing  or  enticing  away  any  of  the  Indians  therefrom,  as  well  as  from 
interrupting,  disturbing  or  molesting  the  said  new  Lessees,  or  their  Agents 
and  Servants  in  their  Exclusive  right  of  trade  thereat,  in  any  manner  what- 
soever, as  they  will  answer  the  Contrary  at  their  Peril.

Whereas  We  have  thought  proper  by  Our  Commission  under  the  Great 
Seal  of  Great  Britain  to  appoint  the  Right  Reverend  Father  in  God  Charlea 
Inglis  Doctor  in  Divinity,  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  and 
have  thereby  given  to  him,  and  his  Successors  in  the  said  See,  JurisTiiction 
Spiritual,  and  Ecclesiastical,  in  and  throughout  the  said  Province  of  Nova 
Scotia  and  it's  Dependencies,  according  to  the  Laws  and  Canons  of  the 
Church  of  England  which  are  lawfully  made  and  received  in  England,  in 
the  several  causes  and  matters  particularly  expressed  and  set  forth  in  the

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Right  of  Presentation  to  Benefices;  but  it  is  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  that 
the  Person  so  presented  shall  be  instituted  by  the  Bishop  or  his  Commisgary 
duly  authorized  by  him,  as  directed  by  (Jur  said  Commissions. 

■  You  are  to  permit  Liberty  of  Conseience  and  the  free  Exercise  of  all 

such  Modes  of  Eelig-ious  Worship,  as  are  not  prohibited  by  Law,  to  all  Per- 
sons who  inhabit  and  frequent  the  Provinces  under  your  Government,  pro- 
vided they  be  contented  with  a  quiet  and  peaceable  enjojTnent  of  the  same, 
without  giving  Offence  or  Scandal  to  Goverument. 

You  are  to  take  especial  Care  that  God  Alm*ighty  be  devoutly  and  duly 

I  served  throughout  your  Government;  that  the  Lord's  Day  be  duly  kept,  and 
that  the  Services  and  Prayers  appointed  by,  and  according  to  the  Book  of 
Common  Praj'er,  be  publickly  and  solemnlj^  read  and  performed  through- 
out the  Year. 
You  are  to  be  careful  that  the  Churches  which  are  or  may  be  hereafter, 
erected  in  Our  said  Provinces  or  Islands  iiuder  your  Government,  be  well 
and  orderly  kept,  and  that  besides  a  competent  Maintenance  to  be  assigned 
to  the  Minister  of  each  Parish  Church,   a  Convenient  House  be  built  at  the 

■    Common  Charge  for  each  Minister. 
You  shall  recommend  to  the  Legislative  Council  and  General  Assem- 
blies, of    the    Provinces    under  your    Government,   to  settle   the  Limits  of 
Parishes,  in  such  a  manner  as  shall  l>e  deemed  most  convenient  for  accom- 
plishing this  good  Work. 

I  You  are  to  use  your  Lest  Endeavours  that  every  Minister  be  constituted 

one  of  the  Vestry  iu  his  Respective  Parish,  and  that  no  Vestry  be  held  with- 
out him,  except  in  Case  of  Sickness,  or  that  after  Notice  given  of  a  Vestry 
he  omit  to  come. 
It  is  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  that  you  recommend  to  the  Legislative 
Council  or  Assemblies,  within  your  Government,  to  make  due  Provision  for 
the  erecting  and  Maintaining  of  Schools  where  Youth  may  be  educated  in 
Competent  Learning,  and  in  Knowledge  of  the  Principles  of  the  Christian 
Religion. 

I  And  it  is  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure  that  no  Person  shall  be  allowed 

to  keep  a  School  in  the  Provinces  under  your  Government,  without  your 
License  first  had  and  obtained :  In  granting  which  you  are  to  pay  the  most 
particular  attention,  to  the  Morals  and  proper  Qualifications  of  the  Persons 
applying  for  the  same,  and  in  all  Cases  where  the  School  has  been  founded, 
instituted  or  appointed  for  the  Education  nf  Members  of  the  Church  of 
England,  or  where  it  is  intended,  that  the  Schoolmaster  should  bo  a  Member 

•  of  the  Church  of  England ;  j'ou  are  not  to  grant  such  Licensee  except  to 
Persons,  who  shall  first  have  obtained  from  the  Bishop  of  Nova  Scotia,  or 
one  of  his  Commissaries,  a  Certificate  of  their  being  properly  qualified  for 

■    that  Purpose. 
And  it  is  Our  further  W^ill  and  Pleasure  that  in  Order  to  suppress  every 
Species  of  Vice,   Profaueness  and   Immorality,   you  do  forthwith   cause  all 
Laws  already  made  against  Blasphemy,  Profaneness,  Adultery,  Fornication, 
Polygamy,  Incest,  Profanation  of  the  Lord's  day,  Swearing  and  Drunkenness, 

I  to  be  strictly  put  in  Execution  in  every  Part  of  the  Provinces  under  Your  Gov- 
ernment and  that  for  this  purpose  you  do  direct  that  the  Constables  and 
Church  Wardens  of  the  several  Parishes  do  make  presentment  upon  Oath,

Whereas  our  province  of  Quebec  stands  at  present  divided  only  into 
two  districts,  and  by  virtue  of  two  certain  acts  or  ordinances,  the  one  passed  ■ 
by  o;ir  governor  and  the  legislative  council,  in  the  twenty-seventh  year  of 
our  reign,  and  the  other  in  the  pr<  .sent  year,  provision  is  made  for  forming 
and  organizing  one  or  more  new  districts  :  Now,  therefore,  know  ye,  that 
our  governor  of  our  said  pioviurn,  by  the  advice  and  consent  of  our  council 
of  our  said  province,  and  in  the  pursuance  of  the  acts  and  ordinances 
afores:iid,  hath  formed  and  doth  hereby  form  the  several  new  districts 
hereinafter  described  and  named,  to  wit :  the  district  of  Luneburg,  bounded 
on  the  oast  by  the  eastern  limit  of  a  tract  lately  called  or  knowni  by  the 
name  of  Lancaster,  protrarte<l  northerly  and  southerly  as  far  as  our  said 
province  extends,  and  Iwundcd  westerly  by  a  north  and  south  line,  inter- 
secting the  mouth  of  the  river  Gananoque,  now  called  the  Thames,  above 
the  rifts  nf  the  f^aint  Lawrence,  and  e^ctending  southerly  and  northerly  to 
the  limits  of  our  said  province,  therein  comprehending  the  several  towns 
or  tracts  called  or  kmiwn  by  the  names  of  Lancaster,  Charlottenberg,  Corn- 
wall. Osnabruck.  Williamsburg,  JTatilda,  Edwardsburg.  Augusta,  and 
EHzabethtown:  and  also  one  other  district  to  he  called  the  district  of  Meck- 
lenburg, extending  within  the  north  and  south  bounds  of  our  said  province, 
from  the  western  limits  of  the  said  district  rvf  Luneburg,  as  far  westerly  as 
to  a  north  and  south  line,  intersecting  the  mouth  of  a  river  now  called  the 
Trent,  discharging  itself  from  the  west  into  the  head  of  the  bay  of  Quinty, 
and  therein  comprehending  the  several  towns  or  tracts  called  or  known  by 
the  n.^mes  of  Pittsburg,  Kingstown.  Ernestowr,  Fredericksburg,  Adnlphus- 
t6wn.  Marysbnrg.  Rophiasburg,  Ameliasburg,  Sydney.  Tliurlow,  Richmond, 
and  Camden;  and  also  one  other  district  to  be  called  the  district  of  Nassau, 
extendinc  within  the  nnrth  and  south  bounds  of  our  said  province,  from  the 
western  limit  of  the  last  mentioned  district,  so  far  westerly  ns  to  a  north 
and  south  line,  intersecting  the  extreme  projectinn  nf  Lonir  Point  into  the 
lake  Erie,  on  the  northerlv  side  of  the  said  lake  Erie;  and  also  one  other 
district  to  be  called  the  district  of  Hesse,  which  is  to  cnniprehcnd  all  the 
residue  of  oiir  said  province  in  the  western  or  inland  parts  thereof,  of  the 
entire  breadth  thereof,  from  the  southerly  to  the  northerlv  boundary  of  the 
same;  and  also  one  other  district  ti»  be  rallp<l  tli^  district  nf  Gaspe,  and  to 
comprehend  all  that  part  of  our  said  province  on  the  southerly  side  of  Saint 
Lawrence,  to  the  eastward  of  a  north  and  south  line,  intersecting  the  north- 
easterly side  of  cape  Cat,  which  is  on  the  southerly  aide  of  the  said  river; 
of  which  all  nur  loving  subjects  are  to  take  due  notice,  and  govern  them- 
selves accordingly".

Message  from  uis  Majesty  to  both  Houses  of  Parliament,  Febeuakv  25th, 
1791,  Relative  to  a  Proposed  Division  ok  Canada,  and  to  the  Estab- 
lishment OF  A  Government  in  the  Divided  Province. 

George  R. 

His  majesty  thinks  it  proper  to  acquaint  parliament,  that  it  appears  to 
his  majesty,  that  it  would  be  for  the  benefit  of  hia  majesty's  subjects  in  his 
province  of  Quebec,  that  the  same  should  be  divided  into  two  separate  pro- 
vinces, to  be  called  the  province  of  Upper  Canada,  and  the  province  of  Lower 
Canada;  and  that  it  is  accordingly  his  majesty's  intention  so  to  divide  the 
same,  whenever  his  majesty  shall  be  enabled,  by  act  of  parliament,  to  estab- 
lish the  necessary  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  said  provinces.  His 
majesty  therefore  recommends  this  object  to  the  consideration  of  parlia- 
ment. 

Hia  majesty  also  recommends  it  to  parliament  to  consider  of  such  provi- 
sions as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  his  majesty  to  make  a  permanent  appro- 
priation of  lands  iu  the  said  provinces,  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of 
a  protestant  clergy  within  the  same,  iu  proportion  to  such  lands  as  have 
already  b(>en  granted  within  the  same  by  his  majesty;  and  it  is  his  majesty's 
desire  that  such  provision  may  be  made,  with  respect  to  all  future  grants 

•  of  land  within  the  said  provinces  respectively,  as  may  best  conduce  to  the 
same  object  in  proportion  to  such  increase  as  may  happen  in  the  population 
and  cultivation  of  the  said  provinces;  and  for  this  purpose  his  majesty  con- 
sents that  such  provisions  or  regulations  may  be  made  by  parliament, 
respecting  all  future  STiints  of  lands  tn  be  made  by  his  majesty  within  the 

^snid  provinces,  as  parliament  shall  think  fit.

Your  Majesty  having  been  pleased  by  your  order  in  Council,  hearing 
date  the  iTth  of  this  instant  to  refer  untn  this  Committee  a  letter  from  the 
Right  Hunnrablf  Henry  Dtindas,  one  of  ynur  Majesty's  Principal  Sorretarics 
of  Static  to  the  Lord  PreNident  of  th*^  Council,  transmitting  a  printed  copy 
of  an  act  passed  in  the  last  session  of  Parliament  entitled  "An  act  to  repeal 
^ain  parts  of  an  act  passed  in  the  fourteenth  year  <if  His  Majesty's  reign 
titled  an  act  for  making   more  effeptu;il   prnvisinn  for  the  government  of 
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the  Province  of  Quebec,  in  North  America,  and  to  make  further  provision 
for  the  govern uit' lit  of  the  suid  province,  und  also  copy  of  a  paper  presented 
to  ParJiameiit  previuua  to  tht-  ]nissiug  of  the  said  act  describiug  the  Jine  pro- 
posed to  be  drawn  for  dividing  the  Province  of  Quebec  into  two  separate 
Provinces  agreeable  to  your  Majesty's  Royal  intention  signified  by  message

cause  them  to  make  and  subscribe  the  aforementioned  Declaration  and  ad- 
minister to  them  the  Oath  for  the  due  execution  of  their  places  and  trustn, 
and  you  shall  also  administer  the  above  mentioned  Oaths  and  Declarations 
to  Our  Lieutenant  Governor  if  there  he  any  within  the  said  provinces 
wherein  you  shall  reside.  And  Whereas,  We  may  find  it  convenient  for  Our 
Service,  that,  certain  Offices  or  places  within  Our  said  Provinces  of  Upper 
Canada  and  Lowpr  Canada,  should  be  filled  hy  Our  Subjects  who  may  have 
become  such  by  being  naturalized  by  Act  of  the  British  Parliament  or  by 
the  conquest  and  session  of  the  Province  of  Canada,  and  who  may  profess 
the  religion  of  the  Church  of  Rome.  It  is  therefore  Our  will  and  Pleasure, 
that  in  all  cases  where  such  persons  shall  or  may  be  admitted  into  any  such 
office  or  place,  the  Oath  prescribed  in  and  by  an  Act  of  Parliament,  passed 
in  the  Fourteenth  year  of  Our  Reign,  intituled  "An  Act  for  making  more 
efficient  provision  for  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  in  North 
America,"  and  also  the  usual  Oath,  for  the  due  Execution  of  their  places 
and  Trusts  respectively  shall  be  duly  administered  to  them.  And  We  do 
further  give  and  grant  unto  you  the  said  Guy  Lord  Dorchester,  full  uathor- 
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ity  frorii  time  to  time  hereafter  by  j'ourself  or  by  uny  otlier  to  l>e  uullioi-ized 
by  you  in  tJiat  behalf  to  ailiuinisler  iiiul  yive  the  Oaths  iiit'utioued  in  the 
aforesuul  Acts  to  all  ami  eveiy  such  peisoo  aud  persons  as  shali  at  any  Ii7uu 
or  tim.e8,  pass  luto  Our  said  proviuces  of  Upper  Cauada  aud  Louor  Lnuada, 
or  shall  be  resident  or  ahidiiiy;  (here.  Aud  We  do  hereby  Authorize  aud 
empower  you  to  keep  and  use  the  publiek  Seals  of  Our  said  Proviuces  of 
Upper  Canada  and  Lower  Canada  for  sealing  i.ll  things  whatsoever  thai 
shall  pass  the  Seal  of  our  said  Proviuces  resj)ee.tively,  and  in  ease  of  your 
ab.sence  from  either  of  Our  said  Provinces  to  deliver  tbe  same  into  the  charge 
and  custody  of  Our  Lieutenant  (Joveruur  or  person  administering  the  Govern- 
ment there  for  the  purposes  above  mentioned  until  We  shall  think  fit  to 
authorize  ynu  liy  an  Instriiment  under  (Jur  Royal  sign  Manual  to  commit  the 
custody  thereof  to  such  person  or  persons  as  may  be  appointed  by  us  for  that 
purpose.  Aud  Whereas,  by  the  said  recited  Act  passed  in  the  present  year 
of  Our  Keigu,  it  is  enacted,  that  there  shall  be  within  each  of  Our  said  Pro- 
vinces of  Upper  Canada  and  Lower  Canada  respectively  a  Legislative  Coun- 
cil and  an  Assembly  to  be  composed  and  constituted  in  the  manner  in  tlie 
said  Act  described  and  that  in  the  said  Proviuces,  We,  Our  Heirs,  and  Suc- 
cessors shall  have  a  power  during  the  continuance  of  the  said  Act  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Councils  and  xlssemblies  to 
make  laws  for  the  peace,  Welfare  and  good  (jovernment  of  the  said  Pro- 
vinces respectively,  such  Laws  not  being  repugnant  to  the  said  Act,  and 
that  all  sucli  laws  being  passed  by  the  said  Legislative  Councils  and  Ae- 
somblies  and  being  assented  to  by  us,  Our  Heirs  and  Successors,  or  assented 
to  in  Our  name  by  such  person  as  We,  Our  Heirs  or  Successors  shall  from  time 
to  time  appoint  to  be  Covernor  or  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  said  Provinces 
respectively,  or  by  such  person  as  We,  Our  Heirs  or  Successors  shall  from 
time  to  time  appoint  to  administer  the  Government  within  the  same  are  by 
the  said  Act  declared  to  be  by  virtue  of  and  under  the  Authority  of  the  said 
Act  valid  and  bintling  to  all  intents  and  purposes  whatever  within  the  said 
Provinces. 

We  do  hereby  give  and  grant  unto  you  the  said  Guy  Lord  Dorchester, 
full  power  and  Authority  to  issue  writs  of  Summons  and  Election,  and  to 
call  together  the  Legislative  Councils  and  Assemblies  of  Our  said  Provinces 
ol  Upper  Cauada  and  Lower  Cauada  in  such  manner  as  is  in  the  said  Act 
authorized  aud  directed,  subject  to  t)»e  provisions  and  regulations  therein 
contained  in  that  behalf  and  to  such  Instructions  and  Authorities  as  shall 
herewith  or  aT  any  time  hereafter  be  given  unto  you  by  us,  in  that  behalf 
under  Our  Signet  and  sign  manual  or  by  Our  Order  in  Our  Privy  Council. 

And  further  for  the  purpose  of  electing  the  Members  of  the  Assemblies 
of  Our  said  Provinces  of  Upper  Canada  and  Lower  Canada,  Wo  do  hereby 
give  and  grant  unto  you  the  said  Guy  Lord  Dorchester  fulT  power  and 
Authority  to  issue  a  Proclamation  divi<iing  Our  said  Provinces  of  Upper 
Canada  and  Lower  Cauada  into  Distrieis  or  Countries  or  Circles  and  Towns 
or  Townships  and  appointing  the  limits  thereof  and  declaring  and  appoint- 
ing the  number  of  Representatives  to  be  chosen  by  each  of  such  Districts  or 
Countries  or  Circles  and  Towns  or  Townships  respectively  within  Our  saidj 
Provinces  of  Upper  and  Lower  Canada,  and  from  time  to  time  to  nominstte 
and  appoint  prnper  i>ei<ons  to  excrute  tbe  office  nf  Petumiug  Officer  in 
each  of  the  said  Districts  or  Countries  or  Circles  and  Towns  or  Townships 
rfsppotively  stibinet  to  the  nrovisions.  directions  and  regulations  nf  the  saic 
last  mentioned  Act  in  that  behalf  nnd  to  siirh  InstnictiouB  and  Authorities; 
shall  be  herewith  or  at  anv  time  hereafter  piven  by  u."?  unto  you  in  that  be«^ 
hnlf  under  Our  f^ignet  and  Sign  Manual  or  bv  Our  order  In  Our  Privy  Coun- 
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cil.  Au<]  W'e  do  liereby  give  and  grant  uuto  jou  tJie  said  Guy  Lord  Dorches- 
ter full  power  and  authority  to  iix  the  time  ami  glace  of  holding  the  said 
Elections  for  the  said  Districts  or  Countries  or  Circles  and  Towns  or  Town- 
ships within  Our  said  Provinces  oi  Upper  Canada  and  Lower  Canada,  and 
the  times  and  places  of  holding  the  first  and  everv  other  Session  of  the 
Legislative  Councils  and  Assemblies  of  Uur  said  Provinces  of  Upper  Canada 
and  Lower  Canada  and  to  prorogue  the  same  from  time  to  time,  and  to  dis- 
solve the  same  by  Proclamation  or  otherwise,  subject  nevertheless  to  the 
Regulations,  provisions  and  directions  of  the  baid  last  mentioned  Act  and 
to  such  Instructions  and  Authorities  as  in  respect  of  the  premises  may  be 
herewith  or  at  any  time  hereafter  given  by  us  unto  you  under  Our  Signet 
and  Sign  Ma*nual  or  by  Uur  OrdtT  in  Our  Privy  Council. 

We  do  by  these  presents  authorize  and  empower  you  from  time  to  time, 
with  the  Advice  of  the  Executive  Councils  appointed  l)y  us  for  the  Affairs  of 
Our  said  Provinces  of  Upjier  Canada  and  Lower  Canada  respectively  from 
time  to  time  to  form,  constitute  and  erect  Towushijis  or  Parishes  within  Our 
said  Provinces  and  also  to  constitute  and  erect  within  every  Township  or 
Parish  which  now  or  hereafter  may  be  formed,  constituted  or  Erected  witliin 
Our  said  Provinces  one  or  more  Parsonage  or  IJectory  or  Parsonages  or  Rec- 
tories according  to  the  Establishment  of  the  Church  of  P^ngland  and  from 
time  to  time  by  an  Instrument  under  the  Seal  of  Our  said  Provinces  respec- 
lively  to  endow  every  such  Parsonage  or  Rectory  with  so  much  or  such  part 
of  the  Lands  so  allotted  and  appropriated  as  by  the  said  Last  recited  Act  is 
in  that  behalf  mentioned  in  respect  of  any  Lauds  within  such  Township 
or  Parish  wliich  shall  have  been  granted  subsequent  to  the  comuiencement 
of  the  same  Act  or  of  such  Lands  as  may  have  been  allotted  and  appropriated 
for  the  same  purpose  by  or  in  virtue  of  any  Instruction  which  uiay  be  given 
by  us  in  respect  of  any  Lands  granted  by  us  before  the  comniencenionT  of 
the  last  mentioned  Act,  as  you  with  the  advice  of  Our  said  Executive 
Council  of  such  Province  shall  judge  to  he  expedient  \inder  the  then  exist- 
ing circumstances  of  such  Township  or  Parish  subject  nevertheless  to  such 
Instrurtiona  touching  the  premises  as  shall  or  may  be  given  you  by  us  untler 
Our  Signet  and  Sign  Manual  or  by  Our  Order  in  Our  Privy  Council.  And 
We  do  also  by  these  Presents  authorize  and  empower  you  to  present,  sub- 
ject to  the  Provisions  in  the  above  mentioned  Act  in  that  behalf  to  every 
such  Parsonage  or  Rectory  and  to  every  Church,  Chapel  or  other  Ecclesias- 
tical Benefice,  according  to  the  Establishment  of  the  Church  of  England 
within  either  of  Our  said  Provinces  an  Incumbent  or  Minister  of  the  Chun-h 
of  Enq'lnnd.  who  shall  have  been  duly  ordained  according  to  the  rites  of  the 
paid  Church  and  to  supply  from  time  to  time  such  vacancies  as  may  happen 
of  Incumbents  or  Ministers  of  the  said  Parsonages,  Rectories,  Churches, 
Chapels  or  Renefices  or  any  of  them  respectively. 

And  We  do  hereby  give  and  grant  unto  you  the  said  Guy  Lord  Dorches- 
ter hy  yourself  or  by  your  Captains  and  Commanders  by  you  to  be  authoi- 
ized  full  power  and  authority  to  levy,  arm,  muster,  command  and  employ 
all  persons  what.soever  re-siding  within  Our  said  Provinces  of  Tipper  Canada 
and  Lower  CnnaT^a  and  as  occasion  shall  serve  to  march  from  one  idace  to  an- 
other or  to  emliark  lliem  for  the  resistini?  and  withstanding  of  nil  enemies. 
]«irates  and  rebels,  both  at  Land  and  nt  Sen,  and  to  transport  such  forces  to 

I  any  of  Our  Plantations  or  any  of  them,  and  if  it  shall  so  please  God,  to  van- 
qniflh.  apprehend  and  take  them  and  being  taken  according  to  L.-xw,  put  to 
death  or  keep  and  preserve  them  alive  at  your  discretion  and  to  execute  martial 
law  in  fime  of  Invasion  or  at  other  times  when  hy  law,  if  mav  be  executed 
nnd  to  do  and  exomte  all  and  every  other  thing  or  things  which  to  Our  Cap- 
tain frenernl  and  Governor  in  Chief  doth  or  ought  of  right  tn  W\nx\^- 
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And  We  do  hereby  give  and  grant  unto  you  full  power  and  authority, 
subject,  nevertheless  to  such  instructions  as  We  may  at  any  time  be  pleased 
to  give  unto  you  under  Our  Signet  and  Sign  Manual,  or  by  Our  Order  in 
Our  Privy  Council  with  the  advice  of  the  Executive  Councils  appointed  by 
us  for  Our  Provinces  o^  Upper  Canada  and  Lower  Canada  respectively  to 
erect,  raise  and  build  in  Our  said  Provinces  such  and  so  many  forte  and  plat- 
forms, castles  and  fortifications  as  you,  by  the  advice  aforesaid  shall  judge 
necessary  and  the  same  or  any  nf  them  to  fnrtify  and  furnish  with  Ordnance 
ammunition  and  all  sorts  of  Arms  tit  and  necessary  for  the  security  and  de- 
fence of  Our  said  Provinces  and  bv  the  advice  aforesaid,  the  same  again  or_^_ 
any  of  them  to  demolish  or  dismantle  as  may  he  most  convenient.  ^H 

And  for  as  much  as  divers  mutinies  and  disorders  may  happen  by  per-^^ 
sons  shipped  and  employed  at  sea,  during  the  time  of  war  and  to  the  end 
that  such  shall  be  shipped  and  employed  at  Sea,  during  the  time  of  war 
may  be  beiler  (jovorned  juid  Ordered.  We  do  hereby  give  and  grant  unto 
yon  the  said  Guy  Lord  Dorchester,  full  power  and  authority  to  constitute 
and  appoint  Captains.  Lieutenants.  Masters  of  Ships  and  other  Commanders 
and  Otficers  and  to  Grant  unfo  such  Captaips,  Lieutenants,  Masters  of  Ships 
and  other  Commanders  and  Officers,  cnnimisaions  to  execute  the  Law- 
Martial  during  the  time  nf  war,  according  to  the  direction  of  an  Act  passed 
in  tho  twenty-second  year  of  the  Reign  of  Our  late  Royal  Grand  Father, 
intituled  "An  Act  for  Amending,  explaining  and  reducing  into  one  Act  of 
Parliament,  the  Laws  relating  to  the  Government  of  His  Majesty's  Ships, 
Vessels  and  forces  by  Sea,"  as  the  same  is  altered  by  an  Act  passed  in  the 
Nineteenth  year  of  Onr  Reign,  intituled  "An  Act  to  eiplain  and  amend  An 
Act  mad«>  in  the  Twenty  second  year  of  .the  Reign  of  His  Late  Majesty  Kind 
Georee  the  Second,  intituled  'An  Act  for  amending,  explaining  and  reduc- 
ing into  one  Act  of  Parliament  the  Laws  relating  to  the  Government  of  His 
Majesty's  Ships,  vessels  and  forces  hy  sea.'  *'  and  to  use  such  proceedings, 
authorities,  punishments  and  executions  upon  any  offender  or  offenders  who 
shall  1m:'  mutinous,  seditious,  disorderly  or  any  way  unruly  either  at  sea 
or  during  the  time  of  their  abode  or  residence  in  any  of  the  ports,  harbours 
or  bays  of  Our  said  Provinces  of  Upper  Canada  and  Lower  Canada,  as  the 
case  shall  be  found  to  reijuire,  according  to  the  Martial  Law  and  the  said 
directions  duriner  the  time  of  war  as  aforesaid. 

Provided,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  he  construed  to  the 
enabling  you  or  any  by  your  authority  to  hnld,  plea  or  have  any  jurisdiction 
of  any  offence,  cause,  matter  or  thing  committed  or  done  upon  the  hiarh  sea 
or  within  any  of  the  Havens,  Rivers  or  Creeks  of  either  of  Our  said  Pro- 
vinces, under  your  Government  by  any  Captain,  Commander,  Lieutenant, 
Master,  Officer,  Seaman,  Soldier  or  person  whatsoever  who  shall  be  in  Our 
actual  service  and  pay.  in  or  on  board  any  of  Our  Ships  nf  War  or  other 
Vessels  anting  by  immediate  Commission  or  warrant  from  our  C^immissioners 
for  executing  the  OflSce  of  Hi«-h  Admiral  or  from  Our  Hitrh  Admiral  of 
Great  Britain  for  the  time  beipfr  under  the  seal  of  Our  Admiralty,  but  that 
such  Captain,  Commander,  Lieutenant,  Master,  Officer,  Seaman,  Soldier 
or  other  person  so  offending,  shall  be  left  to  be  proceeded  against  and  tried 
as  their  offences  shall  require,  either  by  commission  under  Our  Great  Se.al 
of  Great  Britain,  as  the  statute  of  the  Twenty-eighth  of  Henry  the  Eighth 
directs  or  by  commission  from  Our  said  Commissioner  for  executing  the 
office  of  Our  High  Admiral  or  from  Our  Hiijh  Admiral  nf  Great  Britain  for 
the  time  being,  according  to  the  aforementioned  Act  intituled  "An  Act  for 
explaining,  amendinsr.  and  reducing  into  one  Act  nf  Parliament  the  Laws 
relatine  to  the  Government  of  His  Majestv's  Shins.  Vessels  and  forces  by 
f>fa,"  As  the  samo  is  altered  by  An  Act  passed  in  the  Nineteenth  year  of 
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Our  Reign  intituled  "An  Act  to  explain  and  amend  An  Act  made  in  the 
Twenty-spcoiid  ypar  of  His  late  Majesty  King  George  the  Second,  intituled. 
An  Act  for  amending,  explaining  and  reducing  into  one  Act  of  Parliament 
the  Laws  relating  to  the  Government  of  His  Majesty's  Ships,  Vessels  and 
forces  by  sea;" 
I  Provided,  nevertheless,  that  all  disorders  and  misdemeanors  committed 

on  shore  by  any  Captain,  Commander,  Lieutenant,  Master,  Officer,  Seaman, 
Soldier  or  other  person  whatsoever  belonging  to  any  of  Our  Ships  of  War 
or  other  vessels  acting  by  immediate  Commission  or  Warrant  from  Our  said 
Commissioners  for  executing  the  office  of  Our  High  Admiral  or  from  Our 
His*h  Admiral  of  Great  Britain  for  the  time  being  under  the  Seal  of  Our 
Admiralty  may  be  tried  and  punished  according  to  the  laws  of  the  place 
where  any  such  disorders,  offences  or  misdemeanors  shall  be  committed  on 
sliore,  notwithstanding  such  offender  be  in  Our  actual  service  and  borne  on 
Our  pay  on  board  any  such  our  ships  of  war  or  other  vessels  acting  by  im- 
mediato  Commission  or  warrant  from  Our  said  Commissioners  for  executing 
tlu"  office  of  High  Admiral  or  Our  High  Admiral  of  Great  Britain  for  the 
time  being  aforesaid,  so  as  he  shall  not  receive  any  protection  for  the  avoid- 
ing of  -Tustire  for  such  oflFences  committed  on  shore  from  any  pretence  of 
his  being  employed  in  Our  service  at  Sea. 

You  are  to  give  warrants  under  your  hand  for  the  issuing  of  public 
k  monies  for  all  public  services,  and  We  particularly  require  you  to  take 
care  that  regular  accounts  of  all  receipts  and  payments  be  duly  kept,  and 
that  there  be  transmitted,  every  half  year  or  oftener,  copies  thereof,  properly 
taudited,  to  Our  Commissioners  nf  Our  Treasury,  or  to  Our  High  Treasurer 
[for  the  time  being,  to  the  end  that  we  may  be  satisfied  of  the  right  and  d  e 
[application  of  the  Revenue  of  Our  said  Provinces,  with  the  probability  of 
jthe  increase  or  diminution  of  it  under  every  head  and  article  thereof. 
[  And   We  tio   further  give  to  you,   the  said  (iuy.  Lord   Dorchester,   full 

power  and  authority  when  and  so  often  as  any  Bill  which  has  been  passed 
by  the  Legislative  Council  and  by  the    House  of  Assembly  of  either  of  Our 
said  Provinces  of  Upper  Canada  or  Lower  Canada  shall   be  presented   unto 
you  for  Our  Royal  Assent,  to  declare  according  to  your  discretion  (but  sub-  ^ 
ject,  nevertheless,  to  the  provisions  contained  in  the  said  recited  Act,  passed  ^H 
in  the  present  year  of  Our  Reign,  and  suli.irct  also  to  such  instructions,  direc-  ^^ 
tiiins  and  authorities  a.s  We   shall   herewith  or  at  any  time   hereafter  give 
unto  you  in  thnt  behalf,  under  Our  Signet  and  Sign  Manual  or  by  Our  Order 
in  Our  Privv  Council)  that  you  assent  to  such  Bill  in  Our  Name,  or  that 
you  withhold  Our  Assent  from  such  Bill,  or  that  you  reserve  such  Bill  for 
the  signification  of  Our  Royal  pleasure  thereon. 

And  we  do  by  these  presents  give  and  grant  unto  you,  the  said  Guy, 
Lnrd  Dorchester,  full  power  and  Authority,  with  the  advice  of  the  Executive 
Councils  appointed   by   Fs,   for  the  affairs  of  Our  said  Provinces  of  Upper 
Canada  and   Lower  Canada,   hut   subject,  nevertheless,   to  the   provisions  of 
the  said  Aft.  and  to  such  further  powers.  Authorities,   and  instructions  as 
We  may  herewith  or  at  any  time  hereafter  give  to  you  in  that  behalf,  under 
Our  Signet  and  Sign  Manual,  or  by  Our  Order  in  Our  Privy  Council,  to 
erect,  constitute,  and  establish  such  court  or  courts  of  Judicature  and  pub- 
lic justice  within  Our  said  Provinces  as  yoti   and  they  shall  think  fit  and 
necessary  for  the  hearing  and  determining  of  all  cases,  as  well  Criminal  as 
Civil,  according  to  Law  and  Equity,  and  for  awarding  execution   thereupon 
with  all    reasonable  and   necessary  powers,  authorities,  fees   and    privileges 
Uwlonging  thereunto,   as  also  to  appoint  and  cnmmfssion  fit  persons  in  the 
■everal  parts  of  your  said  Government  to  administer  the  several  Oaths  here- 
Bnbefore  mentioned,  as  also  to  tender  and  administer  the  aforesaid  Dcclar- 
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ation  unto  such  persons  beloinririg  to  the  said  Courts  as  shall  lie  obliared  to 
takp  the  same.  And  Wc  do  lieiphy  authtirizo  and  empower  you  to  tou- 
stituto  anti  appoint  Judfires,  and  in  cases  requisite,  Commissioners  of  Oyer 
and  Terminer,  Justices  6f  the  Peace,  anil  other  necessary  Officers  and  Min- 
isters in  Our  said  Provinces  of  Upper  Canada  and  Lower  Canada,  for  the 
better  administration  of  Juslice  and  putting  the  Laws  into  execution,  and 
to  administer,  or  cause  to  be  administered,  unto  them  such  Oath  or  Oaths 
as  are  usually  taken  for  the  execution  and  performance  of  offices  and  places 
and  for  the  clearing;  of  Truth  in  Judicial  causes. 

And  "We  do  hereby  give  and  grant  unto  you  full  power  and  Authority, 
where  yo\i  shall  see  cause,  or  shall  judge  any  offender  or  offenders  in  Crim- 
inal matters,  or  for  any  fines  or  forfeitures  due  unto  Us,  fit  objects  of  Our 
Mercy,  to  pardon  all  such  offenders,  and  to  remit  all  such  offences,  fines  and 
forfeitures.  Treason  and  wilful  murder  only  excepted,  in  which  cases  you 
shall  likewise  havo  power  upon  extraordinary  occasions  to  grant  reprieves 
to  the  offenders  until  and  to  the  intent  that  t)ur  lioyal  jileasure  may  be 
known  therein. 

And  We  do  likewise  give  sind  giant  unto  yen  full  power  and  aullutrity, 
with  the  advice  of  Our  Executive  Councils  for  the  affairs  of  Our  said  Pro- 
vinces of  Upper  Canada  and  Lower  Canada,  to  grant  Lands  within  the  said 
Provinces  respectively,  which  said  grants  are  to  pass  and  be  sealed  with 
Our  Seal  of  siif^h  Province  and  being  entered  upon  Record  by  such  Officer 
or  officers  as  shall  be  appointed  thereunto,  .shall  be  good  and  effectual,  in 
Law  against  Us,  Our  Heirs  and  Successors.  Provided,  nevertheless,  that  no 
grants  or  Leases  of  any  of  the  Trading  ports  in  Our  said  Provinces  shall, 
under  colour  of  this  authority,  be  made  to  any  person  or  persons  whatso- 
ever until  Our  pleasures  therein,  shall  be  signified  to  you. 

And  We  do  hereby  give  you,  the  said  Guy.  Lord  Dorchester,  full  power 
to  order  and  appoint  Fairs.  Marts  and  Markets,  as  also  .such  and  so  many 
Ports,  Harbours,  Bays.  Havens  and  other  places  for  the  convenience  and 
security  fgr  shipping,  and  for  the  better  Loading  and  vinloading  of  Goods 
and  Merchandize  within  Our  said  Provinces  of  Upper  Canada  and  Lower 
Canada  as  by  you.  with  tlie  advice  of  Our  Executive  Council  for  Our  said 
Provinces  respectively,  shall  be  thought  fit  and  neces.sary  for  the  same. 

And  We  ilo  hereby  require  iniri  cnmniarid  all  Our  Officers  and  Ministers, 
Civil  and  Military,  and  all  other  Inhabitants  of  Our  said  Provinces  of 
Upper  Canada  and  Lower  Canada  to  be  obedient,  aiding  and  assisting  unto 
yon,  the  said  Guy,  Lord  Dorchester,  in  the  execution  of  this  Our  commis- 
sion, and  of  the  jvowers  and  authorities  herein  edutaincd,  and  in  case  of  your 
death  or  absence  out  of  Our  said  Province  of  Upper  Canada  or  Our  Province 
of  Lower  Canada,  to  be  obedient,  aiding  and  assisting  unto  such  per.sons  as 
shall  be  appointed  by  us  to  be  Our  Lieutenant  (iovernor  or  Cnraniander  in 
Chief  of  such  Province  respectively,  to  whom  We  do  therefore  by  these 
Presents,  in  case  of  your  death  or  absence  from  such  Province,  give  and 
grant  all  and  singular  the  powers  and  Authorities  herein  granted  to  be  by 
him  executed  anti  enjoyed  during  Our  pleasure  or  until  your  arrival  within 
such  Province  respectively. 

And  if.  upon  your  death  or  absence  out  of  Our  said  Provinces  of  Upper 
Canada  or  Lower  Can:ida,  iir  either  of  them,  there  be  no  person  upon  the 
place  commissioned  and  appointed  bv  Us  to  be  our  Lieutenant  Governor  or 
appointed  by  Us  to  administer  Our  Government  within  the  said  Province  in 
case  of  the  death  or  absence  of  you  and  of  Our  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the 
said  Province.  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  is  that  the  oldest  member  of  Our 
Executive  Council  for  Onr  said  Province  of  Upper  Canada  or  Our  said  Pro- 
duce   of    Lower    Canada,    being    a   Natural  born  subject  of  Great  Britain. 
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Ireland  or  Our  Colonies  and  Plantations  and  professini?  the  Protestant 
Itolipidn  vrhn  shall  then  he  residins"  within  siteh  of  Our  said  Provinces,  shall 
take  upon  him  the  Adniinistratioii  of  the  Government  tind  Exeeute  Our  said 
CornraiRsion  and  Instructious  and  the  several  powers  and  Authorities  therein 
eonvainod  and  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  other  Our  Governors,  Lieuteij- 
unt  Governors  or  persons  administering  Our  Governments  until  Our  further 
pleasure  be  known  therein. 

N"everthele.s8,  as  it  may  happen  in  case  of  the  death,  absence  or  removal 
or  suspension  of  Our  Lieutenant  Governor  of  either  of  the  Provinces  above 
mentioned,  that  the  succession  of  such  oldest  member  as  aforesaid  to  the 
Ailiiiinistration  of  the  Governinent  may  not  ho  for  the  good  of  Our  Service 
and  the  welfare  of  stif-h  Province,  We  do  hereby  authorize  and  empower  you 
in  case  of  such  death,  absence  or  removal  if  it  shall  appear  to  you,  that  it 
would  not  be  expedient  for  such  oldest  Councillor  in  succession  to  administer 
the  Goveiiinietit,  lo  norriinate  and  ap])oint  by  a  commission  under  the  Seal 
of  such  Province,  you  being  yourself  at  the  time  of  such  appointment  per- 
sonally resident  in  it,  any  member  of  the  Executive  Counr'il  by  Us  appointed 
for  Our  said  Province  of  Upper  Canada  or  Our  Province  of  Lower  Canada 
respectively,  whom  you  shall  judge  the  most  proper  and  fitting  to  bo  Our 
Lieutenant  Governor  thereof,  such  person  being  a  Natural  born  subject  of 
Great  Britain,  Ireland  or  of  Our  Colonies  and  Plantations  and  professing  the 
Protestant  Religion  until  Our  pleasure  thereupon  shall  be  Icnown.  and  vou 
are  to  transmit  to  ns  by  the  first  opportunity  through  one  of  Otir  Principal 
Secretaries  of  State  your  reasons  for  such  Appointment. 

And  We  do  hereby  give  and  grant  unto  you  the  said  Guy.  Lord  Dor- 
chester, full  power  and  Authority  in  case  any  person  or  persons  commissioned 
or  appointed  by  Us  to  any  Office  or  Offices  within  Our  said  Provinces  of 
Upper  Canada  or  Lower  Canada  from  which  they  may  be  liable  to  be  removed 
bv  Uh,  shall  in  your  opinion  lie  unfit  to  continue  in  Our  Service  to  suspend 
or  remove  sufh  person  or  persons  from  their  several  employments,  without 
stating  to  him  or  them  your  reasons  for  surh  suspension  or  removal  uud  We 
do  hereby  declare.  Ordain  and  appoint  that  you  the  said  Guy  Lord  Dor- 
chester, shall  and  may  hold,  execute  and  enjoy  the  office  and  Place  of  Our 
Captain  General  and  Governor  in  Chief  in  and  over  Our  said  Provinces  of 
Upper  Canada  and  Lower  Canada,  with  all  its  rights,  members  and  appur- 
teiuinces  whatsoever,  together  with  all  and  singular  the  Powers  and  Author- 
iti(>s  hereby  granted  unto  you  for  and  durins?  Our  Will  and  Pleasure.

GEORGE  the  THIRD,  by  the  Grace  of  God.  of  Gr^nt  riritnin,  France,  and 
Ireland,  KTN(t,  Defender  of  the  Faith,  and  so  forth.  To  all  Our  loving 
Subjects  whom  these  presents  may  concern,  GREETING: 

WHEREAS  WE  have  thoutrht  fit.  by  and  with  the  Advice  of  Our 
Privy  Council,  by  (3ur  Order  in  Council  dated  in  the  Month  of  August  last, 
Ito  order  that  Our  Province  of  Quebec  should  be  divided  into  two  distinnif 
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Provinces,  to  be  called  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada  and  the  Province  of 
Lower  Canada,  by  separating  the  said  two  Provinces  according  to  the  fol- 
lowing Line  of  Division,  viz.  "To  commence  at  a  Stone  Boundary  on  the 
"North  Hank  of  the  Lake  St.  Francis,  at  the  Cove  West  of  Pointe  au  Bodet. 
"in  the  Limit  between  the  Township  of  Lancaster  and  the  Seigneurie  of  New 
"Longueuil,  running  along  the  said  Limit  in  the  Directioli  of  North  thirty- 
"four  Degrees  West  to  the  westernmost  Angle  of  the  said  Seigneurie  of  .'Vcip 
"Liirufuruif,  Ihence  along  the  North-western  boundary  of  the  Seigneurie  of 
"Vaudreuil,  running  North  twentj-five  Degrees,  East  until  it  strikes  the 
"Ottawas  River,  to  ascend  the  said  River  into  the  Lake  Tomiscanning,  and 
"from  the  Head  of  the  said  Lake  by  a  Line  drawn  due  North  until  it  strikes 
"the  boundary  Line  of  Hudson's  Bay,  including  all  the  Territory  to  the 
"Westward  and  Southward  of  the  said  Line  to  the  utmost  Extent  of  the 
"Country  commonly  railed  or  known  by  the  name  of  Ctrnada."  AND 
WHEREAS  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  last  Session  of  Parliament  intituled, 
"An  Act  to  repeal  certain  Parts  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  fourteenth  Year  of 
"His  Majesty's  Reign,  intituled,  "An  Act  for  making  more  effectual  Pro- 
"vision  for  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  in  Nortit  Americat 
"and  to  make  further  Provision  for  the  Government  of  the  said  Province," 
it  is  pniviiled,  that  hy  reason  of  the  Distance  of  the  said  Provinces  from 
Great-Britain,  and  the  Change  to  be  made  by  the  said  Act  in  the  Government 
thereof,  it  may  be  necessary  that  there  should  be  some  interval  of  Time 
between  the  Notification  of  the  said  Act  to  the  said  Provinces  respectively, 
and  the  Day  of  its  commencement  within  the  said  Provinces  respectively; 
and  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  Us,  with  the  Advice  of  Our  Privy  Council 
to  fix  and  declare,  or  to  authorize  the  Governor  or  Lieutenant-Governor  of 
Our  Province  of  Quebec,  or  the  Person  administering  the  Government  there, 
to  fix  and  declare  the  Day  of  the  Commmencement  of  the  said  Act  within 
tlie  said  Provinces  respectively,  provided  that  such  Day  shall  not  be  later 
than  the  thirty-first  Day  of  December  One  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
ninety-nne.  AND  WHEREAS  in  pursuance  of  the  said  Act,  We*  have 
thought  fit  by  another  Order  in  Council  bearing  Date  the  twenty-fourth  Day 
of  August  last,  to  authorize  Our  Governor,  or  in  his  absence,  Our  Lieutenant 
Governor  or  the  Person  administering  the  Government  of  Our  said  Province 
of  Qiiibec,  to  fix  and  declare  such  Day  as  he  should  judpe  most  advisable 
for  the  Commencement  of  the  said  Act  within  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada 
and  the  Province  of  Lower  Canada  respectively,  and  to  that  Effect  have  by 
Our  Warrant  to  Our  Right  Trusty  and  Well-beloved,  Guy  Lord  Dorchester, 
Captain-General  and  Governor  in  Chief  in  and  over  Our  said  Province  of 
(jurhrr.  (ir  in  liis  Absence  to  Our  Lieutenant-Governor  or  Commander  in 
Chief  of  Our  said  Province  for  the  time  being,  under  Our  Si«?net  and  Royal 
Sign  Manual  bearing  Date  at  St.  James's  the  twelfth  Day  of  September  last, 
signified  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  that  he  take  the  necessary  Measures  accord- 
ingly. KNOW  YE  THEREFORE,  that  Our  Trusty  "and  Well-beloved 
Alured  Clarke,  Esquire,  Our  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Our  said  Province  of 
Quebec,  in  the  Absence  of  Our  said  Governor  thereof,  hath  judged  it  most 
advisable  to  fix  upon  Monday  the  twenty-sixth  Day  of  December  next,  for 
the  Commencement  of  the  said  Act  within  the  Provinces  aforesaid  respec- 
tively, and  it  is  accordingly  hereby  declared,  that  the  said  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment, intituled,  "An  Act  to  repeal  certain  Parts  of  an  Act  passed  in  the 
"fourteenth  Tear  of  His  Majesty's  Reicrn,  intituled.  An  Act  for  making 
^more  eflfectual  Provision  for  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  in 
WkNorth  America,  and  to  make  further  Provision  for  the  Government  of  the 
Bflaid  Province,"     shall    commence    within    the    said    Provinces    of    Upper 
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Canada  and  Lower  Canada  respectively,  on  Monday  the  said  twenty-sixth 
Day  of  December  in  this  present  Year  One  thousand  seven  hxmdred  and 
ninety-one,  OF  WHICH,  all  Our  loving  Subjects,  and  all  others  concerned, 
are  to  take  notice  and  govern  themselves  accordingly.  IN  TESTIMONY 
WHEREOF,  We  huve  caused  these  Our  letters  to  be  made  Patent,  and  the 
Great  Seal  of  0»r  said  Province  of  Quebec  to  be  hereunto  affixed.  WIT- 
NESS Our  Trusty  and  Well-beloved  Alured  Clarke,  Esquire,  Our  Lieuten- 
ant-Governor and  Commander  in  Chief  of  Our  said  Province  of  Quebec, 
Major-General  comniandiug  Our  Forces  in  North  America,  &c.,  &c.,  &c.,  at 
Our  Castle  of  St.  Lewis,  in  the  City  of  Quebec,  this  eighteenth  Day  of  Nov- 
ember in  the  Year  of  Our  Lord  One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-one, 
and  in  the  thirty-second  Year  of  Our  Reign.

His  Excellency  John  Ghaves  Simcoe,  Esquire,  Lieutenant  Governor  and 
Comander  in  Chief  of  the  said  Province,  and  Colonel  Commanding  His 
Majesty's  Forces,  Ac.  &c.

Be  it  known  to  all  Concerned  that  His  Majesty  hath  by  his  Royal  Com- 
mission and  Instructions  to  the  Ciovpriior,  and  in  his  absence  to  the  Lieuten- 
ant-Governor or  person  administering  the  Government  for  the  time  being  of 
the  said  Province  of  Lower  Canada,  given  Authority  &  Command  to  grant

And  provided,  also,  that  no  part  of  the  tract  or  parcel  of  Land  hereby 
granted  to  the  said  and  his  heir**  be  within  any  re.servation  hereto- 

fore made  and  marked  for  us,  our  heirs  and  successors  by  our  Surveyor- 
General  of  Woods  or  his  lawful  Deputy,  in  which  case  this  our  Grant  for 
such  part  of  the  Land  hereby  given  and  granted  to  the  said  and  hia 
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heirs  for  ever,  as  aforesaid,  and  which  shall,  upon  a  survey  thpreof  being 
made,  be  found  within  any  such  reservation,  shall  be  null  and  void,  any 
thing  herein  contained  to  tlie  contrary  notwithstandingr. 

Seventh — That  the  two  sevenths  reserved  for  the  Crown's  future  dispo- 
sition and  the  support  of  a  Protestant  Clergy  be  not  severed  tra«t9  each  of 
one-seventh  part  of  the  Township,  but  such  Lots  or  Farnos  therein  as  in  Ihe 
Surveyor-General's  return  for  the  survey  of  the  Township  shall  be  described 
as  set  apart  for  these  purposes,  between  the  other  Farms  of  which  the  said 
Township  shall  consist,  to  the  intent  that  the  Lands  so  to  be  reserved  may 
be  nearly  of  a  like  value  with  an  equal  quantity  of  the  other  parts  to  be 
granted  out  as  aforesaid. 

Eighth — That  the  respective  Patentees  are  to  take  the  Estates  granted 
to  them  severally  free  of  Quit  Rent  &  of  any  other  expeuces,  that  such  Fees 
as  arc  or  may  be  allowed  to  be  demanded  and  received  by  the  different  officers 
concerned  in  passing  the  Patent  and  recording  the  same,  to  be  stated  in  a 
Table  authorized  and  established  by  the  Government,  and  publickly  fixed 
up  in  the  several  offices  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  of  the  Surveyor-General, 
and  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Province. 

Ninth — That  every  Patent  be  entered  upon  record  within  six  months 
from  the  date  thereof  in  the  Secretary's  or  Register's  Office,  and  a  Docket 
thereof  in  the  Auilitor's  Office. 

Tenth — Whenever  it  shall  be  thought  advisable  to  grant  any  quantity 
to  one  person  cf  one  thousand  acres  or  under,  and  the  same  cannot  be  found 
by  reason  of  the  said  Reservations  and  Prior  Grants  within  llie  Township  in 
the  Petition  Expressed,  the  aame,  or  what  shall  he  requisite  to  make  up  to 
such  person  the  quantity  advised,  shall  be  located  to  him.  in  some  other 
Township  upon  a  new  Petition  for  that  purpose  to  be  prefered.  And  the 
said  Several  Regulations,  all  persons  concerned,  are  to  take  notice  &  govern 
themselves  accordingly.

To  all  our  loving  Subjects  to  whom  these  Presents  shall  come  or  may  con- 
cern.— Greeting : 


Whereas,  we  have  thought  fit,  by  and  with  the  Advice  of  our  privy 
Council  to  divide  our  late  Province  of  Quebec  into  two  separate  Pr  vinces, 
called  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada,  and  Lower  Canada;  and  whereas  by 
a  certain  Act  passed  in  the  thirty-first  Year  of  our  Reign,  for  the  purpose 
of  making  further  provision,  for  the  said  Province  of  Quebec,  it  is  provided, 
that  during  such  interval,  as  may  happen  between  the  commencement  of 
the  said  Act  within  the  said  Provinces  respectively,  and  the  first  meeting 
of  the  Legislative  Council,  and  Assembly  of  each  of  the  said  Provinces, 
respectively,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Governor,  or  Lieutenant 
Governor  of  such  Province,  or  for  the  person  administering  the  Government 
therein,  with  the  consent  of  the  Major  part  of  such  Executive  Council,  as 
shall  be  appuiuted  by  his  Majesty  for  the  Affairs  of  such  Province,  to  make 
temporary  Laws  and  Ordinances  for  the  good  Government,  peace  and  wel- 
fare of  such  Province;  and  whereas  it  is  necessary  and  expedient  for  our 
service,  that  our  Judges,  Justices  and  all  other  our  Civil  Officers  who  rm 
the  twenty-sixth  day  of  December  laat,  held  Offices  or  Employments,  judi- 
cial or  ministerial,  within  that  part  of  our  late  Province  of  Quebec,  which 
now  conslitutes  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada  should  continue  in  their 
respective  Offices  and  Employments.  Know  Ye  that  we  have  thought  Ht, 
by  and  with  the  advice  of  our  Executive  Council  of  our  said  Province  of 
Upper  Canada,  to  continue  and  we  do  hereby  continue,  all,  and  every  our 
Judges,  Justices,  and  all  other  our  Civil  Officers  as  aforesaid,  in  their  re- 
spective Offices  and  Empioj-ments  within  and  for  our  said  Province  of  Upper 
Canada.  And  further,  that  until  some  more  convenient  and  general  means 
of  publisliing  these  presents,  and  all  future  public  Acts,  can  be  adopted, 
the  same  being  first  duly  authenticated  under  the  sign  manual  of  the  Gov- 
ernor, Lieutenant  Governor  or  person  administering  the  Government  of  our 
said  Province  of  Upper  Canada,  and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary  of  our 
said  Province,  shall  be  communicated  to  the  Clerks  of  the  Peace  for  the 
several  Districts  within  our  said  Province,  to  be  by  them  affixed  in  some 
open  and  public  part  of  their  several  offices,  and  that  such  publication  shall 
be  held  and  taken  as  a  due  and  legal  promulgatinn  thereof,  of  which  all  our 
loving  Subjects,  and  all  others  whom  it  may  concern,  are  to  take  notice  and 
govern  themselves  accordingly. 

In  Testimony  Whereof,  We  have  caused  these  our  Letters  to  be  made 
Patent  and  the  great  Seal  of  our  said  Province  to  be  thereunto  affixed. — 
Witness  our  Truly  and  well  beloved  John  Graves  Simcoe,  Esqr.,  Lieutenant 
Governor  of  our  said  Province  of  Upper  Canada,  Colonel  Commanding  our 
Forces  in  Upper  Canada,  Ac,  &c.,  &c.,  at  our  Government  House  in  the 
Town  of  King.ston,  this  ninth  day  of  July,  in  the  Thirty-second  Year  of 
our  Reign,  and  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  and 
Ninety-two.

The  second 
riding  is  to  be  bounded  on  the  west  by  the  easternmost  line  of  the  first  riding, 
on  the  north  by  lake  Ontario,  on  the  east  by  the  river  Niagara,  and  on  the 
south  by  the  northern  boundary  of  the  late  townships  No.  2,  No.  9,  and  No.

Pimada. 

WIIEREAS  it  is  the  iudiepensahle  duty  of  all  Petiple,  and  more  especi- 
ally of  all  Cliri.stian  Nations,  to  preserve  and  advance  the  Honor  and  Service 
of  Almighty  (tI)1),  and  to  discourage  and  suppress  all  Vice,  Profaneness  and 
Immorality,  wh  ch  if  not  timely  prevented  may  justly  draw  down  the  Divine 
Vengeance  upon  Us  and  our  Country:  And  His  Majesty  having  for  the 
promotion  of  Virtue,  and  in  tenderness  to  the  best  interest  of  His  Subjects, 
given  command  for  causing  all  Laws  made  against  B'aspliomy,  Profaneness, 
AdulltTv,  Fni  iiiration.  Polygamy,  Incest,  Profanation  of  the  Lord's  Day, 
Swearing'  ;  nd  Drnnkcness,  to  be  strictly  put  in  Execution  in  every  part  of 
the  Province,  I  do  therefore  direct,  require  and  command  the  Peace  Officers 
and  Coiistablf  1  of  the  several  Towns  and  Township^,  to  la.fkf  iiresfiitinont 
upon  Oath,  of  any  of  the  Vices  boforo  mentioned,  to  the  Justices  of  the  Peace 
in  their  Session,  or  to  any  of  the  other  temporal  Courts :  And  for  the  more 
effectual  itroccediiig  herein,  all  .Jud'/es,  .Justices  and  Magistrates  and  all  other 
officers  concerned  for  putting  the  Laws  against  Crimes  and  Offehces  into  execu- 
tion, are  directed  and  commanded  to  exert  themselves,  for  fhe  due  prose- 
cution and  punislinient  of  all  persons,  who  shall  presume  to  offend  in  any 
of  the  k:nd3  aforesaid;  and  also  of  all  persons  that,  contrary  to  their  duty, 
slc'll  In-  remiss  or  negligent  in  ptittiug  the  said  Laws  in  execution.  And  I 
do  further  charge  and  command,  that  this  Proclamaton  be  pitblickly  read 
in  all  Courts  of  Justice,  on  the  first  day  of  every  Session  to  be  held  in  the 
course  of  the  present  year,  and  more  especially  in  such  of  Hi^  Majesty's 
Courts,  as  have  tlie  Cognizance  of  Crimes  and  Offences;  recommending  the 
same,  to  all  Christian  Ministers  of  every  denomination,  to  cause  the  same 
Proclamation  to  be  read  four  times  in  the  s.qid  year,  immediately  after  Divine 
Service,  in  all  places  of  Public  Worship,  and  that  they  do  their  utmost 
Endeavour,  to  incite  their  respective  Auditors  to  the  practice  of  Piety  and 
Virtue,  and  the  avoiding  of  every  course,  contrary  to  the  pure  Morality  of 
the  Religion  of  f'e  Holy  Gosnel  oT  .Tesns  Christ.

GEORtiE  THE  THIRD,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  of  Great   Britain,  France 
and  Ireland,  King,  Defender  of  the  Faith,  and  so  forth. 

WHEREAS,  by  certain  information  it  appears,  that,  several  persons 
in  the  night  of  the  31st  of  May  last,  about  Eleven  o'clock,  passed  by  the 
Garrison  of  Niagara,  in  a  boat  or  batteau.  carrying  with  them,  as  it  is  pre- 
sum'd  Contraband  Goods;  and  upon  being  hailed  by  the  Centinel,  refused  to 
return  an  answer: — Whereupon  Serjeant  THOMAS  LAWSON.  of  the  5th 
Regiment  of  Foot,  and  a  partv  of  Privates  of  the  said  Regiment,  were  dis- 
patched to  stop  the  said  Boat  or  Batteau,  and  detain  the  persons  till  further 
enquiry  should  bi*  made.

"in  the  fidelity  and  conduct  so  honourable  to  their  ancestors,  for  dislin- 
"guisheil  benefits  and  privileges;"  but  as  such  registry  has  not  been  gen- 
erally made;  and  as  it  is  still  necessary  to  ascertain  the  persons  and  faniilies, 
who  may  have  distinguished  themselves  as  abovenientioned ;  as  well  for  the 
causes  set  forth,  as  for  the  purposes  of  fulfilling  his  Majesty's  gracious  in- 
tention of  settling  such  persons  and  families  upon  the  lands  now  about  to 
be  confirmed  to  them,  without  the  incidental  expences  attending  such 
grants: — Now  know  te,  that  .1  have  thought  proper,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  executive  council,  to  direct,  and  do  hereby  direct  all  per- 
sons, claiming  to  be  confirmed  by  deed  under  the  seal  of  the  province  in 
their  several  possessions,  who  adhered  to  the  unity  of  the  empire  and  joined 
the  ro.val  standard  in  America,  before  the  treaty  of  separation  in  the  year 
1783,  to  ascertain  the  same  upon  oath  before  the  magistrates  in  the  michael- 
mas  quarter-sessions  assembled,  now  next  en^^uing  the  date  of  this  proclama- 
tion, in  such  manner  and  form,  as  the  magistrates  are  directed  to  receive  the 
same; — and  ail  persons  will  take  notice  that  if  they  neglect  to  ascertain 
according  to  the  mode  above  set  forth,  their  claims  to  receive  deeds  without 
fee,  they  will  not  be  considered  as  entitled,  in  this  respect,  to  the  benefit  of 
having  adhered  to  the  unity  of  the  empire  and  joined  the  royal  standard  in 
America  before  the  treaty  of  separation  in  the  year  1783.

(26th  May,  1796.) 

By  His  Excellency  John  6.  Stmcoe,  Esq.  Lieutenant-Governor  and  Major- 
General  of  His  Majesty's  Forces,  &c.  &c.  i&c.  in   ITpper  Caiuida. 

Whereas  in  pursuance  of  his  Majesty's  gracious  intention  respecting 
the  granting  and  seUliug  of  the  waste  lands  of  the  Crown  in  this  Province, 
made  known  by  my  proclamation  bearing  date  the  seventh  dav  of  February 
1792.  many  persons  made  applications  for  certain  portions  of  the  ungranted 
lands  of  the  Crown  in  their  own  names  and  the  names  of  their  associates, 
which  applications  have  in  various  instances  Ikhmi  complied  with,  subject  to 
the  terms  held  out  in  the  proclanratitm  aforesaid: 

And  wiiEitEAs  it  is  a  matter  of  public  notoriety  that  many  of  the  said 
applicants  have  failed  in  the  performance  of  the  conditions  required  of 
them  : 

And  whereas  others  of  the  said  applicants  who  have  received  orders  of 
Council  preparatory  to  his  Majesty's  grant  under  the  seal  of  the  Province, 
subject  to  the  terms  aforesaid,  from  the  Lieutenant-governor  in  Council, 
have  wilfiilly  perverted  his  Majesty's  most  gracious  intentions  signified  in 
♦  he  procbmiation  afores:ii<l,  namelv,   "That   the  respcntive  patentees  of  such 


"lands  should  take  their  estates  granted  to  them,  severally,  free  of  quit  rent, 
"and  of  any  other  expences  tliau  such  fees  us  are  duly  authorized  and  estab- 
"lished,"  by  publickly  and  openly  offering  for  sale  such  townships  or  por- 
tions of  townships  or  by  affixing'  an  annual  rent  charge,  to  be  paid  for  the 
grant  of  the  same  and  by  many  other  sinister  and  iilogal  transactions  in 
manifest  violation  of  the  principles  and  conditions  of  the  prorlaniation  afore- 
said, and  of  the  terms  under  whi<-h  they  solicited  for  themselves  and  associ- 
ates, surh  townships,  or  portion  of  townships: — Be  it  known  therefore  to  all 
concerned,  that  it  was  this  day  resolved  in  Council,  that  all  persons  claiming 
to  hold  lands  by  virtue  of  an  order  of  Council  to  receive  his  Majesty's  grant 
in  and  for  the  townships  lierein  after  named  have  forfeited  the  same — That 
the  townships  of  Osgoode,  Wolford,  Montague,  RuKfcl,  Kitiey,  Lonphbor- 
ouflh,  Huntivgdon,  Rawdon,  Murray,  Clarice,  Whitby,  and  Windham,  are, 
and  they  are  hereby  declared  to  be  vacant,  and  free  for  the  admission  of  such 
persons  as  shall  be  desirous  of  occupying  and  settling  the  same  agreeably  to 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  proclamation  aforesaid.  And  whereas  many 
other  townships  and  tracts  of  land  have  been  appropriated  under  orders  of 
the  Lieutenant-governor  in  council  to  various  applicants  and  their  associates 
— And  whereas  for  want  of  information  in  respect  of  the  present  improve- 
ment of  the  same  if  any  such  be  made  nr  the  future  intentions  of  the  aa'd 
applicant  it  does  not  appear  to  be  expedient  that  such  townships  or  tracts 
should  at  present  be  declared  vacant — It  was  further  resolved  that  all  per- 
sons who  intend  to  avsfil  themselves  of  the  benefit  of  any  appropriations  made 
in  any  townships  or  tracfs  of  land,  wliatwoever,  should  be  directed,  and  they 
are  hereby  directed  accordingly,  to  signify  the  same  to  the  Clerk  of  the  hon- 
ourable the  Executive  Council,  on  or  bffore  the  first  day  of  June  17D7,  and 
to  shew  cause  why  the  order  in  council  made  in  their  behalf  should  not  be 
declared  null  and  void. 

And  it  was  further  resolved  that  all  persons  who  occupy  lots  of  land  in 
-any  of  the  townships  or  tracts  aforesaid  should  be  directed  to  apply  (and 
they  are  hereby  directed  to  apply)  for  their  respective  patents  or  title  deeds 
agri'pably  to  the  terms  and  r'onditityns  specified  iu  the  pinchiniation  afore- 
said, within  the  space  of  sis  months,  or  such  lands  may  be  considered  as 
vacant  and  given  to  other  applicants,  of  which  all  nersons  will  take  notice 
and  govern  themselves  accordingly.

d.  who  were  desirous  of  settling  on  the  lands  of  the  crown  in  his  majesty's 


province  of  Qpper-Canada,  were  promulgated  and  made  known;  and  it  was, 
by  the  eighth  article  in  particular  declared,  that  the  respective  patentees 
were  to  take  the  estates  granted  to  them  severally,  free  of  quit  rent,  and  of 
any  other  expenses,  than  such  fees  as  are  or  may  l>e  allowed  to  be  demanded 
and  received,  by  the  different  officers  concerned  in  passing  the  patent,  and 
recording  the  same  to  be  stated  in  a  table  authorised  and  established  by  the 
government,,  and  publicly  fixed  up  in  the  several  offices  of  the  clerk  of  the 
council  of  the  surveyor  general  and  of  the  secretary  of  the  province. 

And  whereas  it  appears  to  be  no  longer  expedient  or  necessary  that  any 
grant  or  survey  of  lands  should  be  hereafter  run  out  or  marked  by  his 
majesty's  surveyor  or  deputy  surveyor  at  the  expense  of  the  orown. 

NOW  KNOW  YE,  that  I  have  thought  fit  by  and  with  the  advice  of 
the  executive  council  to  revise  so  much  of  the  eighth  article  of  the  said  pro- 
clamation as  declares  that,  "the  respective  patentees  are  to  take  the  estates 
granted  to  them  severally  free  of  quit  reut,  and  any  other  expenses  than 
such  fees  as  are  or  may  be  allowed  to  be  demanded,  and  received  by  the 
different  officers  concerned  in  passing  the  patent,  and  recording  the  same." 
ind  to  declare  that  in  addition  to  the  fees  established  by  government  on  all 
grants  of  land,  the  respective  petitioners  will,  in  future,  on  the  receipt  of 
their  patents  be  charged  with  the  expenses  of  survey  in  proportion  to  the 
extent  of  their  patents,  which  will  be  stated  in  and  added  to  the  table  of 
fees  as  is  authorized  and  established  by  the  government,  and  publicly  fixed 
up  in  the  several  offices  of  the  clerk  of  the  council  of  the  surveyor  general 
and  of  the  secretary  of  I  he  province.

his  Majesty's  executive  council,  by  order  or  orders  to  be  from  time  to  time 
issued  and  published  to  suspend  the  operation  of  the  whole  or  any  part  or 
parts  of  any  act,  or  acta,  or  ordinance,  or  ordinances  that  might  impede,  or 
might  be  construed  to  impede  the  free  intercourse  stipulated  by  the  said 
treaty  between  his  Majesty's  subjects,  and  the  citizens  of  the  said  States. 
And  wherea.s  it  seems  expedient  for  the  better  effecting  the  intentions  of 
the  said  treaty,  as  well  as  the  purposes  of  the  said  act  to  suspend  the  oper- 
ation of  certain  ordinances  heretofore  made  for  the  benefit  of  the  land  and

his  Majesty's  Ministers,  on  the  exemption  of  the  U.E.  LOYALISTS  and 
their  CHILDREN  from  every  expense  attending  the  Grants  of  Land  made, 
or  to  be  made  to  them;  his  Majesty  has  been  graciouslv  pleased  to  signify 
his  Roval  Pleasure  that  the  FIRST  LOYALISTS,  and  their  SONS  and 
DAUGHTERS,  shall  continue  to  receive  his  Majesty's  BOUNTY  of  TWO 
HUNDRED  ACRES  each,  as  heretofore,  free  from  any  Expense  whatever. 
And  that  it  is  to  be  understood,  that  this  Mark  of  the  Royal  Munificence  is 
express] v  confined  to  those  LOYALISTS  onlv.  who  were  actually  resident 
in  the  Province  on  or  before  the  TWENTY-EIGHTH  of  July  last. 

Be  it  therefore  known,  that  notwithstanding  what  ha.s  been  declared  to 
the  contrary,  in  the  Proclamation  aforesaid,  all  Loyalists  coming  within 
the  above  .description,  whose  Names  have  been  enrolled  upon  the  U.  E. 
Lists  previous  to  the  date  of  this  Proclamation,  and  tlieir  Sons  and  Daugh- 
ters when  of  ag*  or  married,  to  whom  the  King's  Bounty  in  Lands  has  not 
been  already  extended,  may  continue  to  consider  themselves  entitled  to 
receive  from  this  Government,  Two  Hundred  Acres  of  Land  free  from  the 
payment  of  Fees  and  all  other  Charges,  hut  that,  except  to  the  extent  allow- 
ed by  his  Majesty's  Instructions,  iioither  U.  E.  Loyalists,  nor  their  Children, 
can  be  considered  as  exempted  from  the  STANDING  FEES,  it  having  been 
ordered  that  they  shall  he  annexed  to  every  further  Grant  of  Land,  to  them 
as  well  as  to  others,  be  its  extent  what  it  may.

?Ajid  whereas  by  Law,  all  White  Persons  are  forbiilden  to  establish  them- 
selves, or  reside  in  any  Indian  Village  or  country  within  this  Province,  with- 
out such  License,  under  a  Penalty  for  the  first  Offence,  of  Ten  Pounds,  and 
for  the  second  and  every  subsetjuent  offence  of  Twenty  Pounds — I  have 
thought  proper,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  His  Majesty's  Executive  Council, 
for  the  affairs  of  this  Province,  to  issue  this  Prorlaniation,  to  the  intent 
thiit  Jio  person  may  pretend  ignorance  of  the  Law  which  subjects  his  con- 
travention to  such  penalties;  and  further  to  declare,  that  the  Law  will  be 
henceforth  rigidly  enforced  against  all  persons  who  shall,  after  the  publica- 
tion hereof,  continue  to  reside  in  the  Indian  Villages  and  countries  within 
this  Province  without  due  License. 

And  Whereas,  it  is  further  represented  to  mo,  that  among  the  White 
People  resident  upon  the  Indian  Lands,  there  are  divers  to  whom  it  may

"An  Ordinance  to 
prevent  the  selling  of  strong  Liquors  to  Indians  in  the  Province  of  Quebec, 
as  also  to  deter  Persons  from  buying  their  Arms  or  Clothing,  and  for  other 
purposes  relative  to  the  Trade  and  Intercourse  with  the  said  Indians." 

III.  From  and  after  the  publication  of  this  Ordinance,  it  shall  not  be 
lawful  for  any  person  to  settle  in  any  Indian  Village  or  in  any  Indian 
Country  within  this  Province,  without  a  License  in  Writing  from  the  Gov- 
ernor, Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Province  for 
the  time  being,  under  a  penalty  of  Ten  Pounds  for  the  first  offence,  and 
Twenty  Pounds  for  the  second,  and  every  other  subsequent  offence. 

IV.  It  shiill  nnd  may  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever 
to  sue  for  the  Penalties  and  forfeitures  aforesaid,  by  infornuitinn  before  one 
or  more  of  the  Commisstonera  of  the  Peace  of  the  District  in  which  any 
offence  again.st  any  of  the  above  articles  of  this  Ordinance  shall  have  been 
committed;  who  is,  and  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  hear  and 
determine  such  information,  in  a  summary  manner,  and  upon  the  oath  of 
one  credible  witness  (being   some  other  than  the  informer  himself)  and   to 
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inflict  the  said  imprisonment,  and  to  levy  tlie  said  Penalties  or  Forfeitxires, 
togetlier  with  the  costs  of  suing  for  the  same,  by  a  warrant  to  seize  and  eell 
the  goods  or  lands  of  the  offenders.  Provided  always,  that  such  informations 
shall  he  brought  within  six  calendar  months  from  the  time  that  the  offence 
shall  have  been  committed,   and  not  after.

WiiEHEAS,  on  the  Seventeenth  day  of  June  last,  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  of  America  declared,  That  W;ir  then  existed  between  those 
States  and  their  Territories,  and  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland,  and  the  Dependencies  thereof ;  and  whereas  in  pursuance  of  such 
Declaration,  the  Subjects  of  the  United  Slates  have  actually  committed 
Hostilities  against  the  Possessions  of  His  Majesty  and  the  persons  and 
Property  of  his  Subjects  in  this  Province:  Now  Tiikuefohe,  by  and  with 
the  advice  of  His  Majesty's  Executive  Council  in  the  Affairs  of  the  Pro- 
vince, I  do  hereby  strictly  enjoin  and  require  all  His  Majesty's  Liege  Sub- 
jects to  be  obedient  to  the  Lawful  AuthoritieSj  to  forbear  all  couimuuication 
with  the  enemy,  or  Persons  residing  within  the  Territory  of  the  United 
States  and  to  manifest  their  Loyalty  by  a  zealous  co-operation  with  His 
Majesty's  Armed  Force  in  defence  of  the  Province,  and  repulse  of  the 
enemy.  And  I  do  further  require  and  command  all  Officers,  Civil  and 
Military,  to  be  vigiiaut  in  the  discharge  of  their  Duty,  especially  to  prevent 
all  communication  with  the  enemy,  and  to  cause  all  Persons  suspected  of 
Traitorous   Intercourse   to  be  apprehended    and   treated  according    to   Law.

(22nd  July,  1812.) 


The  unprovoked  declaration  of  War,  bv  the  United  States  of  America, 
againHt  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  and  its  dependen- 
cies has  been  followi-d  by  the  actual  invasion  of  this  Province,  in  a  remote 
frontier  of  the  "Western  District,  by  a  detachment  of  the  armed  force  of  the 
United  States.  The  Offirer  Commanding  that  detachment  has  thought  proper 
to  invite  His  Majesty's  subjects,  not  merely  to  a  quiet  unresisting  submis- 
sion, but  insults  them  with  a  call  to  seek  voluntarily  the  protection  of  Lis 
Government.  Without  condescending  to  repeat  the  illiberal  epithets 
bestowed  in  this  appeal  of  tlie  Amcricnn  Commander  to  the  People  of  Upper 
Canada,  on  the  adiitinistnitioa  of  His  Majesty,  every  inhabitant  of  the 
Province  is  desired  to  seek  the  confutation  of  such  indecent  slander,  in  the 
review  of  his  own  particular  circumstances;  where  is  the  Canadian  subject 
who  can  truly  affirm  to  himself  that  he  has  been  injured  by  the  Government 
in  his  person,  his  liberty,  or  his  property?  Where  is  to  be  found  in  any  part 
of  the  world,  a  growth  so  rapid  in  wealth  and  prosperity,  as  this  colony 
exhibits?  Settled  not  thirty  years  by  a  band  of  veterans,  exiled  from  their 
former  possessions  on  account  of  their  loyalty,  not  a  descendant  of  those  brave 
people  ia  to  be  found,  who,  under  the  fostering  liberality  of  their  Sovereign, 
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has  not  acquired  a  property  and  iweans  of  eujoviuent  superior  to  what  were 
possessed  by  their  nnceslors.  This  unequalled  prosperitj'  could  not  have 
been  attained  by  the  utmost  lilierality  of  the  Government  of  the  persevering 
industry  of  the  people,  had  not  the  maritime  power  of  the  mother  country 
secured  to  its  colonies  a  safe  access  to  every  market  where  the  produce  of 
their  labor  was  in  demand. 

The  unavoidable  and  immediate  consequence  of  a  separation  from  Great 
Britain  must  be  the  loss  of  this  inestimable  advantaf?e;  and  what  is  offered 
you  in  exchange?  lo  become  a  territory  of  the  United  States,  and  share  with 
theui  that  exclusion  from  the  ocean  which  tlie  policy  of  their  present  govern- 
ment enforces — you  are  not  even  fl;\fterod  with  a  paj-licipation  of  their 
boasted  independence,  and  it  is  but  too  obvious  that  once  exchanged  from  the 
powerful  protection  of  the  TJuited  Kingdom,  you  must  be  re-annexed  to  the 
dominion  of  France,  from  which  the  Provinces  of  Canada  were  wrested  by 
the  arms  of  Great  Britain,  at  a  vast  expense  of  blood  and  treasure,  from  no 
other  motive  but  to  relieve  her  ungrateful  children  from  the  oppression  of  a 
cruel  neighbour;  this  restitution  of  Canada  to  the  Empire  of  France  was 
the  stipulated  reward  for  the  aid  afforded  to  the  revtd<ed  colonies,  now  (he 
United  States;  the  debt  ia  still  due,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  but  the  pledge 
has  been  renewed  as  a  consideration  for  comrarrcial  advantages,  or  rather 
for  an  expected  relaxation  in  the  tyranny  of  France  over  the  commercial 
world.  Are  yoii  prepared,  Inhabifants  of  Upper  Canada,  to  Iwcome  willing 
subjects,  or  rather  slaves,  to  the  Despot  who  rules  the  Nations  of  Europe 
with  a  rod  of  iron?  If  not,  arise  in  a  body,  exert  your  energies,  co-operate 
cordially  with  the  King's  regular  forces,  to  repel  the  invader,  and  to  not 
give  cause  to  your  children,  when  groaning  under  the  oppression  of  a 
foreign  master  to  rcprouh  you  with  having  too  easily  parted  with  the  rich- 
est inheritance  of  this  Earth — a  participation  in  the  name,  character,  and 
freedom  of  Britons. 

The  same  spirit  of  Justice,  which  will  make  every  reafsonable  allowance 
for  the  unsuccessful  efforts  of  zeal  and  loyalty,  will  not  fail  to  punish  the 
defalcation  of  principle;  every  Canadian  freeholder  is,  by  deliberate  choice, 
bound  by  the  most  solemn  oaths  to  defend  the  monarchy  as  well  as  his  own 
property;  to  shirk  from  that  engagement  is  a  treason  not  to  be  forgiven  :  let 
no  man  suppose  that  if.  in  this  unexpected  struggle.  His  M.ajesty's  arms 
should  be  compelled  to  yield  to  an  overwhelming  force,  that  the  Province 
will  be  eventually  abandoned;  the  endeared  relation  of  its  first  settlers,  the 
intrinsic  value  of  its  commerce,  and  the  pretensions  of  its  powerful  rival 
to  repossess  the  Canadas,  are  pledges  that  no  peace  will  be  established  be- 
tween the  United  States,  and  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  of  which  the 
restoration  of  these  Provinces  does  not  make  the  most  prominent  condition. 

Be  not  dismayed  at  the  unjustifinble  threat  of  the  commander  of  the 
enemy's  forces  to  refuse  quarter  should  an  Indian  appear  in  the  ranks.  The 
Jbrave  bands  of  natives  which  infiabit  this  colony  were,  like  His  Majesty's 
"Bubjects.-  punished  for  their  zeal  and  fidelity,  bv  the  loss  of  their  possesions, 
in  the  late  colonies,  and  rewarded  by  His  Majesty  with  lands  of  superior  i 
v^lue  in  this  Province;  the  faith  of  the  British  Government  has  never  yet 
been  violated,  they  feel  that  the  soil  they  inherit  is  to  them  and  their  posterity 
protected  from  the  base  arts  so  frequpntly  devised  to  overreach  their  simplic- 
ity. By  what  new  principle  are  they  to  be  prevented  from  defending  their 
property?  If  their  warfare,  from  being  different  from  that  of  the  whito 
people,  is  more  terrific  to  the  enemy,  let  him  retrace  his  steps — they  seek 
him  not — and  cannot  expect  to  tind  women  and  children  in  an  invading 
army;  but  they  are  men,  and  have  equal  rights  with  all  other  men  to  defend 
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themselves  and  thi-ir  piuiieity  when  invailod.  more  especially  when  they 
find  in  the  enemy's  eaiup  ti  feriK-ions  and  modal  foe,  using  the  warfare 
which  the  American  commander  effects  to  reprobate. 

This  inf'onsisfeiit  and  niLJnstifiahle  thre;it  of  refusinp:  quarter  for  such 
a  cause  as  beiujf  found  in  arms  with  a  brother  sufferer  in  defence  of  invaded 
rights,  must  l)e  exercised  with  the  cerlain  assurance  of  retaliation,  not  only 
in^lhe  limited  operations  of  war  in  this  part  of  the  King's  Dominions,  but 
in  every  quarter  of  the  globe,  for  the  national  character  of  Britain  is  not 
less  distinguished  for  humanity  than  strict  retributive  justice,  which  will 
consider  the  execution  of  this  inhuman  threat  as  deliberate  murder,  for 
which  e\eiy  subject  of  the  offending  power  must  make  expiation.

His  Excellency  the  Commander  of  the  Forces  having  seen  a  Public 
Declaration  made  by  Lieutenant  Colonel  P.  Preston,  of  the  12th  Regiment 
of  the  Fnited  States  infantry,  doted  at  Fort  Erie  the  HOth  of  May  last,  in 
which  he  professes  to  hold  out  the  protection  of  the  Fnited  States  to  nil 
those  who  shall  come  forw.'ird  and  voluntarily  enrrdl  their  names  with  him, 
, and  threatening  with  rigorous  and  disastrous  consequences  those  who  shall 
kave  the  spirit  and  loyaltv  to  pursue  a  different  course  of  conrluct,  His  Ex- 
eellency  deems  it  necessary  to  caution  His  Majesty's  Subjects  in  this  Pro- 
nnce  against  listening  to  this  insidious  offer  of  the  enemy  or  trusting  toj 


their  assurances  of  protection/  which  subsequent  events  have  clearly  proved 
they  are  ao  little  iible  to  afford  tn  tlu-mselves,  Witl>  tlie  l»i»ro  possession  of 
a  narrow  atrip  of  our  frontier  Territory,  not  obtained  by  Ihem  without  a 
severe  contest  and  corresponding  loss,  with  an  uncouquered  and  unbroken 
Army  in  their  front,  at  an  inrnnsiderable  distance  from  them,  and  ready  to 
dispute  every  iiuh  of  gnuuid  over  which  they  should  attempt  to  advance 
into  the  Country,  it  wus  hardly  to  be  expected  that  the  Enemy's  presump- 
tion would  have  led  them  to  consider  themselves  as  in  thi'  possession  of  this 
Province,  or  have  induced  them,  contrary  to  the  established  usages  of  civil- 
ized warfare,  to  treat  its  peaceable  Inhabitants  as  a  conquered  people. 

The  brilliant  result  of  the  action  of  the  Gth  inst.  the  rout  and  complete 
dispersion  of  a  large  division  of  the  enemy's  Forces  on  that  day,  attended 
with  the  capture  of  their  artillerj-  and  of  their  ablest  Generals,  their  subse- 
quent retreat  and  flight,  with  the  loss  of  the  whole  of  their  baggage,  provi- 
sions and  tent  equipage,  before  the  victorious  Army  of  Brigadier  General 
Vincent,  daily  increasing  in  strength  from  the  powerful  reinforcements 
reaching  it,  and  assisted  by  the  Squadron  under  Sir  James  Teo,  now  in 
undisturbed  possession  of  the  Lake;  all  those  events  which  followed  in  rapid 
succesaifoi  after  Lieut.  C"ol.  Preston's  deelaration,  shew  more  strongly  than 
any  language  can  possibly  describe,  the  futility  of  the  offers  held  out  by  it, 
and  produce  the  strongest  incentive  to  his  Majesty's  Subjects  to  linld  fast 
that  allegiance  from  which  the  enemy  would  so  insidiously  withdraw  them. 

His  Excellency  therefore  confidently  calls  upon  all  the  Loyal  and  well 
disposed  in  this  Province  who  are  not  under  the  immediatr  control  or  within 
the  power  of  the  Enemy,  to  use  every  possible  effort  in  rejK'lling  the  Foe, 
and  driving  him  from  our  soil,  assuring  them  that  they  will  be  powerfully 
aided  by  the  reinforcements  daily  arriving  at  this  Poll,  and  pressing  on  to 
their  support.  To  those  of  his  Majesty's  Subjects  who  are  unfortunately 
situated  within  that  inconsiderable  portion  of  the  territory  occupied  by  the 
Enemy,  His  Excellency  recommends  a  quiet  and  peaceable  rondnet,  such  as 
shall  neither  afford  a  just  cause  to  the  enemy  for  treating  them  with  the 
severity  &  rigor  they  have  threatened,  or  incompatible  with  their  allegiance 
to  the  best  of  Sovereigns.  His  Excellency  at  the  s.ime  time  declares  that 
he  shall  be  compelled,  however,  reluctantly,  instantly  to  retaliate  upon  the 
American  Prisoners  in  his  possession,  every  violation  of  the  persons  or  pro- 
perty of  any  nf  His  Majesty's  Subjects  so  peaceably  demeaning  themselves, 
and  hereby  publickly  protests  against  such  treatment  as  equally  unsanc- 
tioned by  the  usages  of  War,  or  by  the  example  afforded  by  His  Majesty's 
Forces  with  regard  to  any  of  the  American  prisoners  in  their  pos.session.

A  PBOtLAMATION.

It  having  been  represented  to  His  Excellency,  the  Commander  of    the 
Forces,  that  in  consequence  of  the  adoption  by  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  of  the  novel  and  unjustifiable  principle  of  making  prisoners  of  war 
and  of  paroling  the  unarmed  peaceable  Citizens  of  these  Provinces,  several 
Subjects  of  His  Majestv  have  under  such  circumstances  been  deterred  fronij 
accepting  cnij^loyuient  in  their  different  callings  as  Mechanics  or  otherwise,' 
ofr  from  aiding  in  any  other  manner  the  Public  Service,  under  an  apprehen- 
sion   of  exposing  themselves   to    the  resentment   of  the   Enemy    for    having, 
violated   their    parole:     His   KxceUoncy    takes    this   Public    opportunity  o1 
declaring,  that  such  a  principle  is    not    sanctioned  by    the    usages  of    war! 
amongst  civilized  Nations  and  that  no  parole  thus  extorted  from  peaceable! 
citizens,  not  taken  in  arms,  can  be  considered  as  binding  upon  them,  or  as 
exempting  them  from  any  Military  or  other  duties  which  they  may  be  called 
upon  to  perform. 

The  only  legitimate  objects  of  capture  on  land  during  war.  as  recog- 
nised by  the  Law  of  Nations,  are  those  who  are  actually  engaged  in  Military 
Service,   or  who  are  found  with  arms   in    their  hands;    beyond  these    two 
descriptions  of  persons  it  has  never  been  the  practice  of  the  moderxv  v.vw<.\«v>.% 
of  Europe  to  consider  anv  others  as  liable  lo  \»  c^TTveil  •svwvj   %a"^TVMSWBt* 
of  War,  or  as  subject  to  be  paroled. 


It  was  reserved  for  Amerk'a,  who  kas  the  last  assumed  a  rank  amongst 
the  Nations,  and  for  those  acting  under  her  authority,  unnecessarily  to  in- 
crease the  calamities  of  War.  by  making  peaceable  and  unoffending  Citizens 
subject  to  its  rigours,  and  by  exacting  from  them  engagpnit-nts.  (he  nature 
of  which  is  to  preclude  them  from  gaining  their  subsistence  by  their  honest 
and  ordinary  callings,  if  exercised  in  support  of  the  Govprnment  which 
protects  them.  In  order  to  remove  from  the  minds  of  such  persons,  who, 
having  fallen  into  the  power  of  the  Enemy,  have  been  obliged  to  enter  into 
engagements  of  this  nature,  all  appreheusion  with  regard  to  the  consequence* 
of  violating  them.  His  Excellenty  deems  it  necessary  thus  publicly  to  de- 
clare, that  a  parole,  even  whcji  lawfully  taken,  can  only  extend  to  the  Mili- 
tary service  iu  arms,  either  in  Garrison  or  in  the  Field  of  the  persons  giving 
it,  and  cannot  preclude  tliem  from  performing  their  oidiuary  duties  as 
Subjects,  or  from  the  exercise  of  their  usual  civil  occupations. 

And  His  Excellency  hereby  further  declares,  that  should  the  Enemy 
gtill  persist  to  act  upon  the  unjust  principle  before  mentioned,  and  should 
any  persons,  (wJio  having  been  paroled  as  aforesaid,  sItjiII  again  fall  into 
the  hands  of  the  Enemy.)  be  treated  with  severity  in  consequente  of  their 
having  been  employml  in  the  Public  Service  in  any  other  manner  than  that  of 
actually  Viearing  arms.  His  Excellency  will  not  fail  immediately  to  avail 
himself  of  the  means  within  his  power,  of  removing  from  the  American 
Frontiers  such  of  their  Citizens  as  shall  be  within  his  rea<h,  and  retaliating 
upon  them  all  the  severity  and  rigor  which  shall  have  been  [iractised 
towards  any  of  His  Majesty's  Subjects  under  the   foregoing  circumstances. 

His  Excellency  at  tlie  same  time  feels  it  inciimbpnt  upon  him  further 
tu  declare  ihnt  as  he  has  strong  reason  to  believe  that  in  several  instances 
the  paroles  thus  taken  have  been  sought  for  by  the  persons,  giving  theni  as 
the  means  of  evading  the  performance  of  their  Militia  and  other  duties,  and 
as  others,  notwithstanding  the  present  declaration,  may  from  similar  or 
worse  motives,  be  induce<l  still  to  withhold  their  aid  in  carrying  on  the  Pul>- 
lic  "Works — His  Esccllcncv  will  feel  himself  compelled  forthwith  to  send 
all  such  iiseless  and  disaffected  characters  out  of  the  Country  to  the  Enemy, 
to  whom  they  consider  themselves  as  belonging,  as  Prisoners  of  War.  there 
to  remain  as  such  until  regularly  exchnnged.

I  As  the  period  is  in  all  probability  fast  approaching  when  it  is  to  be 
fully  decided  whether  the  arrogant  expectations  of  the  Enemy  are  to  be 
realized,  by  his  successful  invasion  of  this  province,  or  whether  he  is  to 
meet  with  defeat  and  disgrace  in  the  attempt,  His  Excellency  the  Governor 
in  Chief  and  Commander  of  the  Forces  conhdeutly  appeals  to  the  loyalty, 
courage  and  patriotism  of  His  Majesty's  sul>jects  of  all  classes  in  it  for  their 
prompt  and  cheerful  acquiescence  iu  whatever  sacrifices  the  arduous  con- 
flict in  which  they  are  now  engaged,  may  require  of  them.  Preserved  us 
this  highly  favored  country  has  hitherto  been  from  the  calamities  of  war  by 
the  exertions  which  have  been  made  for  its  protection,  its  inhabitants  are 
happily  ignorant  of  those  miseries  which  would  unavoidably  result  from  an 
invasion  of  their  territory,  and  which  have  already  been  so  severely  felt  in 
the  sister  province. 

The  stern  mandate  of  an  insulting  foe  has  not  yet  been  heard  within  our 
cottages,  nor  has  his  foot  been  permitted  to  pollute  our  soil ;  our  plenteous 
harvests  have  every  where  been  gathered  in  security  and  iho  industrious 
peasant  has  iu  the  midst  of  his  family  tranquilly  enjoyed  the  fruits  of  hia 
honest  labors. 

To  secure  a  continuance  of  blessings  like  these,  and  to  avert  from  your- 
selves and  families  the  evils  which  are  inseparable  from  an  hostile  invasion, 
you  must  be  prepared  to  manifest  the  most  determined  devotion  in  resisting 
it;  a  ready  submission  to  whatever  hardships  and  privations  it  may  expose 
you,  and  a  firm  resolution  only  to  yield  with  your  latest  breath,  your  coun- 
try to  a  foreign  rule. 

To  cherish  and  encourage  such  sentiments  which  are  alone  worthy  of  a 
free  people,  His  Excellecy  calls,  in  a  more  particular  manner  upon  the  Gen- 
try of  the  provin<re  to  preserve  in  that  noble  example  they  are  now  afford- 
ing, by  the  sacrifice  of  their  private  ease  to  the  public  good,  and  by  stand- 
ing forth  amongst  the  foremost  ranks  to  meet  and  to  repel  the  advance  of 
the  enemy.  Such  conduct  cannot  but  inspire  confidence  among  those  who 
look  up  to  and  depend  upon  them  and  will  not  fail,  under  the  blessings  of 
Heaven,  aided  by  the  brave  people  whom  they  command,  and  .seconded  by 
the  valor  and  discipline  of  his  Majesty's  regular  troops  and  embodied  mili- 
tia, to  lead  to  a  succeRsful  and  honorable  termination  of  the  present  contest. 
As  a  further  incentive  to  your  most  strenuou.s  eftorts,  in  order  to  priv 
duce  so  glorious  a  result.  His  Excellency  would  direct  your  attention  to- 
wards the  momentous  conflict  in  which  the  mother  countrj^  has  been  so  longi 
enqpaged,  iu  the  profusion  of  liluod  which  she  has  shed,  and  treasure  ex- 
pended, to  the  many  splendid  victories  she  has  obtained,  and  to  the  import- 
ant fruits  of  them — the  emancipation  of  kingdoms  from  the  iron  grasp  of  a 
powerful  and  inveterate  enemy.  He  would  again  point  your  view  to  her' 
whiLst  thus  straining  every  nerve  for  the  independenie  of  other  nations, 
still  not  mindful  of  her  children  and  her  subjects  in  this  distant  though 
tvaluabh'  part  of  her  dominions;  but  amidst  the  great  concerns  with  which 
phe  is  surrounded,  and  the  va.st  demands  which  are  made  upon  her  during 
wvch   a  contest,  still   manifesting  her  undiminished  anxiety  for  your   wel- 


fare,  and  outstretching  her  powerful  arm  for  your  protection.  Already  are 
her  fleets  conveying?  fresh  reinforcements  of  troops  upon  your  coasts,  all  of 
them  eager  to  share  with  their  brother  in  arms,  the  honor  and  glory  of 
defending  Canada. 

With  such  support  in  your  favor  &  with  such  strong  incentives  for  a 
vigorous  use  of  the  means  which  Providence,  in  its  mercy,  has  vouchsafed 
to  you,  for  your  defence,  will  it  not  depend  upon  yourselves  whether  you 
are  to  be  conquered?  The  history  of  the  world  abundantly  proves  that  an 
united  nation  cannot  easily  be  overcome.  If  therefore  you  are  truo  to  each 
other;  if  you  are  only  solicitous  who  shall  host  discharge  his  duty  to  his 
God  and  his  King,  by  devoting  himself  to  the  defence  of  his  Religion  and 
his  country;  if  with  one  heart  and  soul  you  cheerfully  and  promptly  unite 
for  their  preservation;  you  need  not  fear  what  hosts  may  be  opposed  to  you. 
The  breasts  of  such  a  people  will  raise  the  most  formidable  as  well  as  mo8t|j 
successful  ramparts  against  the  attempts  of  any  enemy  to  subdue  them.

The  complete  Success  which  has  attended  His  Majesty's  Arras  on  the 
Niagara  Frontier,  having  placed  in  our  possession  the  whole  nf  the  T'^nemj-'s 
Po.sts  on   that   line,    it   became  a  matter   of  imperious   duty  to   retaliate   on, 
America,   the  miseries  which  the  unfortunate   Inhabitants  of  Newark  htki 
been  made  to  suffer  upon  the  evacuation  of  Fort  George. 

The  Villages  of  Lewiston.  Black  Rock,  and  Buffalo,  have  accordingl] 
■been  burned. 

At  the  same  time  that  His  Excellency  the  Commander  of  the  Fore 
lincerely  deprecates  this  mode  of  Warfare,  he  trusts,  that  it  will  be  suffi-

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cient  to  call    the  attention  of    every    RauJid    and    impartial   person,  both 

amongst  ourselves  and  the  Enemy,   to  the  cinumstunces  from  which   it  has 

arisen,  to  satisfy  them  that  this  grave  depnrture  from  the  established  Usages 

»       of  War   has   originated    with  America   herself,   and  that   to   her   alone,    are 

t  justly  chargeable,  all  the  awful  and  unhappy  consequences  which  have 
hitherto  flowed,  and  are  likely  to  result  from  it. 
It  is  not  necessary  to  advert  to  the  conduct  of  the  Troops  employed  on 
the  American  Coast,  in  conjunction  with  His  Majesty's  Squadron,  under 
Admiral  Sir  .John  B.  Warren,  since  as  they  were  neither  within  the  command, 
nor  subject  to  the  control  of  His  Excellency,  their  acts  cannot  be  ascribable 

ito  him.  even  if  they  wanted  that  justification  which  the  circumstances  that 
occasioned  them  so  amply  afford. 
It  will  be  sufficient  for  the  present  purpose,  and  in  order  to  make  the 
character  of  the  War,  as  carried  on  upon  the  Frontiers  of  these  Provinces, 
to  trace  the  line  of  Condi!ct  obsers'ed  by  His  Excellency,  and  the  Troops 
'  under  his  Command,  since  the  commencement  of  Hostilities,  and  to  con- 
trast it  with  that  of  the  enemy. 

■  The  first  invasion  of  Upper  Canada  took  place  iu  July,  1812,  when  the 

American  Forces  under  Brigadier  General  Hull,  crossed  over  and  took  pos- 
session of  Sandwich,  where  they  began  to  manifest  a.  disposition  so  different 
from  that  of  a  magnanimous  enemy  and  which  they  have  since  invariably 
displayed,  in  making  out,  as  objects  of  their  peculiar  resentment,  the  Loyal 
Subjects  of  His  Majesty,  and  in  dooming  their  property  to  plunder  and  con- 
I        flngration. 

K  Various  in.stances  of  this  kind   occurred,   both   at  Sandwich   and   in  its 

"  neighborhood,  at  the  very  period  when  His  Majesty's  Standard  was  waving 
upon  the  Fort  of  Michilimackinac,  and  affording  protection  to  the  persons 
and  property  of  those  who  had  submitted  to  it: — Within  a  few  weeks  after- 
wards the  British  Flag  was  also  hoisted  on  the  Fortres.s  of  Detroit,  which, 
together  with  the  whole  of  the  Michigan  Territory,  had  surrendered  to  His 
Majesty's  Arms. 
H  Had  not  His  Excellency  been  actuated  by  sentiment  far  different  from 

^  those  which  hail  influenced  the  American  Government,  and  the  person 
emjdoyed  by  it.  in  the  wanton  acts  of  destruction  of  Private  Property,  com- 
K  mitted  during  their  short  occupation  of  a  part  of  Upper  Canada,  His  Ex- 
y  cellency  could  not  have  failed  to  have  availed  himself  of  the  opportunity 
which  the  undisturbed  possession  of  the  whole  of  the  Michigan  Territory 
L  afforded  him  of  amply  retaliating  for  the  devastating  system  which  had  been 
^k  pursued  at  Sandwich  and  on  the  Thames. 

^^  Bxit  strictly  in  conformity  to  the  views  &  disposition  of  his  own  Govern- 

ment,  and  to  that  liberal  and  magnanimous  Policy  which  it  had  dictated, 
•       he  chose  rather  to  forl>e[iran  imitation  of  the  enemy's  example,  in  the  hope 
that  such  forbearance  would  be  duly  appreciated  by  the  Government  of  the 

I  United  States,  and  would  produce  a  return  to  the  more  civilized  usages  of 
War. 
The  Persona  and  Property,  therefore  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Michigan 
Territory,  were  respected,  and  remained  unmolested. 
In  the  winter  of  the  following  year,  when  success  which  attended  the 
daring  and  gallant  enterprize  against  Ogdensburg  had  placed  that  populous 
and    flourishing    village  in  our    possession,   the    generosity  of    the    British 

•  Character  was  again  con.spiciious  in  the  scrupulous  preservation  of  every 
article  which  could  be  considered  as  Private  Property;  such  Public  Build- 
ings only  being  destroyed  as  were  used  for  the  accommodation  of  Troops 
and  for  Public  Stores. 
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The  destruction  of  the  Defences  of  Ogdensburg,  and  the  dispersion  of 
the  Enemy's  Force  in  that  neighborhood,  laid  open  the  whole  of  their 
Frontier  on  the  St.  Lawrence  to  the  incursions  of  His  Majesty's  Troops, 
and  Hamilton,  as  well  as  nuincrrnis  Settlements  on  the  Banks  of  the  T?iver, 
migh<,  at  any  hour,  had  surh  lieen  the  disposition  of  His  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment, or  of  those  acting  under  it,  been  plundered  and  laid  waste. 

During  the  course  of  the  following  Summer,  by  the  fortunate  result 
of  the  enterprize  against  Plattsburg,  that  Town  was  for  several  hours  in 
the  complete  possession  of  our  troops,  there  not  being  any  force  in  the  neigh- 
borhood which  could  attempt  resistance. 

Yet  even  there,  xmder  circumstances  of  strong  temptation,  and  when 
the  recent  example  of  the  enemy  in  the  wanton  destruction  at  York,  of 
private  propeHy,  and  huililings  not  used  for  military  purposes,  must  have 
been  fresh  in  the  recollection  of  tbr>  Forres  emidoyed  on  that  occasion,  and 
would  have  justified  a  retaliation  nn  their  part,  their  forbearance  was  strongly 
manifested,  and  the  directions  His  Excellency  had  given  to  the  commander 
of  that  expedition,  so  scrupulously  obeyed,  that  scarcely  can  another  instance 
l>e  shown  in  which,  rluring  a  state  of  war,  &  under  similar  circumstances, 
an  enemy,  so  completely  under  the  power  and  at  the  mercy  of  their  adver- 
saries, had  so  little  cause  of  complaint. 

During  the  course  of  the  same  Summer,  Forts  Schlosser  and  Black  Rock 
were  surprised  and  taken  by  a  part  of  the  forces  under  the  command  of 
Major  General  De  Eottenburg  on  the  Niagara  Frontier,  at  both  of  which 
places  personal  j^roperty  were  respected  and  the  public  buildings  were  alone 
destroyed. 

Tt  was  certainly  matter  of  just  and  reasonable  expectation,  that  the 
humane  and  liberal  course  of  conduct  pursued  by  His  Excellency  on  these 
different  occasions  would  have  had  its  due  weight  with  the  American  Gov- 
ernment;  and  would  have  led  it  to  have  abstained,  in  the  former  prosecution 
of  the  war.  from  any  arts  of  wantonness  or  violence,  which  could  only  tend 
unnecessarily  to  add  to  its  ordinary  calamities  ,and  to  bring  down  upon  thoir 
own  unoifending  citizens  a  retaliation  which,  though  distant,  they  must 
have  known  would  await  and  certainly  follow  such  conduct. 

Undeterred,  however,  by  His  Excellency's  example  of  moderation,  or 
by  any  of  the  conspquences  tn  be  apprehended  fr'tm  the  adoption  of  such 
barbarous  measures,  the  American  forces  at  Fort  George,  acting,  as  there 
is  every  reason  to  believe,  under  the  orrlcrs,  or  with  the  approbation  of  their 
Government,  for  some  time  previous  to  their  evacuation  of  that  fortress, 
under  various  pretences  burned  and  destroyed  the  farm  houses  and  buUdings 
of  many  of  the  respectable  inhabitants  of  that  neighborhood.  But  the  full 
measure  of  this  species  of  barbarity  remained  to  be  completed  at  a  season 
when  all  its  horrors  misrht  be  more  fully  and  keenly  felt  by  those  who  were 
to  become  the  wretched  victim«i  of  it. 

It  will  hardly  be  credited  by  those  who  shall  hereafter  read  it  in  the 
page  of  history,  that  in  the  enlightened  sera  of  the  nineteenth  century,  and 
in  the  inclemency  of  a  Canadian  Winter,  the  troops  of  a  nation  calling  itself 
civilized  nml  christian,  had  wantonly,  and  without  a  shadow  of  pretext, 
forced  4fin  lieljdess  women  and  children  to  quit  their  dwellings,  and  to  be 
the  mournful  spectator  of  the  conflagration  and  total  destruction  of  all  that 
belonged  to  them. 

Yet  such  was  the  fate  of  Newark  on  the  10th  of  December,  a  day  which 
the  inhabitants  of  Upper  Canada  can  never  forget,  and  the  recollection  of 
which  cannot  but  nerve  their  arms  when  again  opposed  to  this  vindictive 
/oe.      On  the  night  of  that  day,  the  American  troops  under  Brigadier  General 
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^M'Clure,  being  about  to  evacunte  Fort  George,  which  they  could  no  longer 
^Betain,  by  an  act  of  inhumanity  disgraceful  to  themselves  and  to  the  nation 
^^o  which  they  belong,  set  fire  to  upwards  of  150  houses,  composing  the  beauti- 
ful   village   of   Newark,    and  burned    them   to   the   ground,   leaving  without 
covering  or  shelter  tho«o  ''innocent,  uufortunate  and  distressed  inhabitants," 
whom  that  Officer,  by  his  Proclamation,  had  previously  engaged  to  protect. 
B         His  Excellency  would  have  ill  consulted  the  honor  of  his  country,  and 
Hthe  justice  to  his  Majesty's  injured  and  insulted  subjects,  had  ho  permitted 
Hftn  act  of  such  needless  cruelty  to  pass  unpunished,  or  had  he  failed  to  visit, 
whenever  the  opportunity  arrived,  upon  the  inhabitants  of  the  neighboring 
American  frontier,  the  calamities  thus  inflicted  upon  those  of  our  own. 

•  The  ofiportunity  has  occurred,  and  a  full  measure  of  retaliation  has 
taken  placa,  such  as  it  is  hoped  will  teach  the  enemy  to  respect  in  future, 
the  laws  of  war,  and  recall  hira  to  a  sense  of  what  is  due  to  himself  as  well 

^_as  to  us. 

^p  In  the  further  prosecution  of  the  contest  to  which  so  extraordinary  a 
character  has  been  given,  His  Excellency  must  be  guided  by  the  course  of 
conduct  which  the  enemy  shall  hereafter  pursue.  Lamenting,  as  his  Ex- 
cellency does,  the  necessity  imposed  upon  him  of  retaliating  upon  the  sub- 
jects of  America  the  miseries  inflicted  on  the  inhabitants  of  Newark,  it  is 
not  his  intention  to  pursue  further  a  system  of  warfare  so  revolting  to  his 
own  feelings,  and  so  little  congenial  to  the  British  character,  unless  the 
future  measures  of  the  enemy  should  compel  him  again  to  resort  to  it. 

»To  those  possessions  of  the  enemy  along  the  whfile  line  of  frontier,  which 
have  hitherto  remained  undisturbed,  and  which  are  now  within  his  Ex- 
cellency's reach,  and  at  the  mercy  of  the  troops  under  his  command,  his 
Excellency  has  determined  to  extend  the  same  forbearance,  and  the  same 
freedom  from  rapine  and  plunder,  which  they  have  hitherto  experienced; 
and  from  this  determination  the  future  conduct  of  the  American  Govern- 
ment shall  alone  induce  his  Excellency  to  depart. 

■  The  inhabitants  of  these  Provinces  will  in  the  mean  time  l)e  prepared  to 

resist,  with  firmness  and  with  courage,  whatever  attempts  the  resentment 
of  the  enemy,  arising  from  their  disgrace  and  their  merited  sufferings,  may 
lead  them  to  make,  well  assured  that  they  will  be  powerfully  assisted  at 
all  points  by  the  troops  under  His  Excellency's  command,  and  that  prompt 
and  signal  vengeance  will  be  taken  for  every  fresh  departure  by  the  Enemy, 
from  that  system  of  Warfare,  which  ought  alone  to  subsist  between  enligh-

Innd.  Dnwini^n  of  Wales,  Town  of  Berwick-upon-Tweed,  Isles  of  Jersey, 
Guernsey,  Alderney,  Sark,    and    Man,    and   also  in    all  and    every  of    His 
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Majesty's  Foreign  Possessions,  Colonies,  or  Plantations,  which  he  or  she 
hold,  possess,  or  exercise  during  the  Pleasure  of  the  Crown  at  the  time  of  the

Offices,  or 
Charges,  proceed  in  the  Performance  and  Execution  of  all  Duties  belong- 
ing to  their  respertive  Offices,  whilst  they  shall  hold  the  same  respectively 
during  Our  pleasure;  And  We  do  hereby  require  and  command  all  Our  Sub- 
jects to  be  aiding,  helping,  and  assisting  at  the  Commandment  of  the  said 
Officers,  and  Ministers,  in  the  Performance  and  Execution  of  their  respec- 
tive Offices  and  Places,  as  they  and  every  of  them  tender  Our  utmost  Dis- 
pleasure, and  will  answer  the  contrary  at  their  Peril.

fvince  of  Quebec  in   North    America,   and   to  make  further  provisions  for

"That  it  shuU  and  may  be  lawful  for  His  Majesty,  His  Heirs  or  Successors,

"and  in  the  same  manner,  and  on  the  same  terms  and  conditions  and  liable

of  Land  might  under  the  thirty-ninth  section  of  the  said  in  part  recited 
Act,  still  be  demanded  by  the  Incumlwnt  duly  instituted  or  Rector  of  any 
Parish,  to  obviate  which  a  IJill  enacted,  "An  Act  relative  to  the  right  of 
"Tythes  within  this  Province,"  was  passed  by  the  Legislative  Council  and

Provinces,  containing  any  provisions  which  shall  in  any*  manner  relate  to 
or  affect  the  payment,  recovery  or  enjoyment  of  any  of  the  accustomed  dues 
or  rights  thf-rein  before  mentioned,  or  shall  in  any  manner  relate  to  the 
granting,  imposing  or  recovering  any  other  dues,  stipends  or  emoluments 
whatever,  to  be  paid  to  or  for  the  use  of  any  Minister.  Priest,  Ecclesiastic' 
or  Teacher,  according  to  any  Religious  form  or  mode  of  worship  in  respect 
of  his  said  office  of  functions,  every  stich  act  or  acts  shall,  previous  to  any 
declaration  or  signification  of  the  King's  Assent  thereto,  be  laid  beforw  both 
Houses  of  Parliament  in  Great  Britain,  and  that  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for 
His  Majesty.  His  Heirs  and  Siurcessors,  to  sienifv  his  or  their  assent  to  any

Whereas  by  an  Act  made  in  the  Sixth  Year  of  the  Reign  of  Her  late 
Majesty  Queen  Atfnr,  intituled  An  Act  for  the  Security  of  Her  Majesty's 
Person  and  Government,  and  of  the  .Succession  to  the  Crown  of  Great  Britain 
in  the  Protestant  Line;  it  is  enacted,  that  no  Office,  Place,  or  Employment, 
Civil  or  Military,  within  the  Kingdoms  of  Great  Britain  or  Ireland,  Dominion 
of  Wales,  Town  of  Berwick  upon  Tweed,  Isles  of  Jersey,  Guernsey,  Alderney, 
and  Sark.  or  any  of  Hi*  Majesty's  Plantations,  should  become  void  by  reason

We,  most  seriously  and  ri'ligiously  considering  that  it  is  an  indispen- 
.<!able  duty  on  Us  to  be  careful,  above  all  other  things,  to  preserve  and  advance 
the  hononr  and  service  of  Almii;hty  God,  and  to  discourage  and  suppress  all 
Vice,  Profaneness,  Debauchery;  and  Immorality,  which  are  so  highly  dis- 
pleasing to  God,  so  great  a  reproach  to  Our  Religion  and  Government,  and 
(by  means  of  the  fre(|uent  ill  examples  of  the  practices  thereof)  have  so  fatal 
a  tendency  to  the  corruption  of  many  of  Our  loving  subjects,  otherwisi- 
religionsly  and  virtuously  disposed,  and  which  (if  not  timely  remedied)  ni;i\ 
jusliy  draw  down  the  Divine  vengeanrp  nn  T^s  and  Our  Kingdom:  We  also 
humbly  acknowledging  that  We  cannot  expe<-t  the  blessing  and  Goodness  of 
Almighty  God  (b.v  whom  Kings  reign  and  on  Which  We  entirely  rely)  to 
make  Onr  reign  happy  and  prosperous  to  Ourself  and  Our  People,  without  a 
religious  observance  of  God's  holy  laws;  to  the  intent  therefore,  that  Relig- 
ion.

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Proclamation,  and  do  hereby  declare  Our  Royal  purpose  and  resolution  to 
discountenance  and  punish  all  manner  of  Vice,  Profaueuess,  and  Tniniorality 
in  till  persons  of  whatsoever  de(?ree  or  quality  within  this  (Jur  Itt'ahu,  ;>nd 
purticularly  in  such  us  are  employed  near  Our  Royal  Pers^Jii;  and  thut  for 
the  encouragement  of  Religion  and  Morality,  We  will,  upon  all  occasions 
distinguish  persons  of  Piety  and  Virtue  by  marks  of  Our  Royal  favour;  and 
We  do  expect  and  require,  that  all  persons  of  honour  or  in  place  of  authority 
will  give  good  example,  by  their  own  Virtue  and  Piety,  and  to  their  utmost 
contribute  to  the  discountenancing  persons  of  di.s,solute  and  debauched  lives, 
that  they,  being  reduced  by  that  means  In  shame  and  contempt  for  their 
loose  and  evil  actions  and  behaviour,  may  be  hereby  also  enforced  the  sooner 
to  reform  their  ill  habits  and  practices,  and  that  the  visible  displeasure  of 
good  men  towards  them  may  (as  far  as  it  is  possible)  supply  what  the  laws 
(prnbably)  cannot  itHogether  prevent:  and  We  do  hereby  strictly  enjoin  and 
prohibit  all  Our  loving  subjects,  of  what  degree  or  quality  soever,  from 
playing  on  the  Lord's  Day  at  dice,  cards,  or  any  other  game  whatsoever, 
either  in  public  or  private  houses,  or  other  place  or  places  whatsoever;  and 
We  do  hereby  require  and  command  them,  and  every  of  them,  decently  and 
reverently  to  attend  the  worship  of  God,  on  every  Lord's  Day,  nn  pain  of 
Our  highest  displeasure,  and  of  being  proceeded  against  with  the  utmost 
rigour  that  may  be  liy  law;  and  fur  the  more  etl'eitual  reforming  all  such 
persons  who,  by  reason  of  their  dissolute  lives  and  conversations  are  a  scandal 
to  Our  Kingdina,  Our  further  pleasure  is,  and  We  «lo  horeby  strictly  charge 
and  command  all  Our  Judges.  Mayors,  Sheriffs,  .Justices  of  the  Peace,  and  all 
other  Our  Officers  and  Ministers,  both  Ecclesiastical  and  Civil,  and  all  other 
Our  subjects  whom  it  may  concern,  to  be  very  vigilant  and  strict  in  the 
discovery  and  the  effectual  prosecution  and  punishment  of  all  persons  who 
shall  be  guilty  of  excessive  drinking,  blasphemy,  i)rofane  swearing  and  curs- 
ing, lewdness,  profanation  of  the  Lord's  Day,  nr  other  dissolute,  immoral, 
or  disorderly  practices;  and  that  they  take  care  also  etfectually  to  suppress 
all  public  gaming  houses  and  places,  and  other  lewd  and  disorderly  houses, 
and  to  put  in  execution  the  Statute  made  in  the  twenty-ninth  year  of  the 
reign  of  the  late  King  Charles  the  Second,  intituled  "An  Act  for  the  better 
observation  "of  the  Lord's  Day,  commonly  called  Sunday;"  and  also  bo 
much  of  an  Act  of  Parliament  made  in  the  ninth  year  of  the  reign  of  the 
late  King  William  the  Third,  intituled  "An  Act  for  the  more  effectual  sup- 
pressing 'of  blasphemy  and  profaneness,"  as  is  now  in  force,  and  all  other 
laws  now  in  force  for  the  punishing  and  suppressing  any  of  the  vices  afore- 
said; and  also  to  suppress  and  prevent  all  gaming  whatsoever  in  public  or 
private  houses  on  the  Lord's  Day;  and  likewise  that  they  take  effectual  care 
to  prevent  all  persons  keeping  taverns,  chocolate-houses,  coffee-houses,  or 
other  public  houses  whatsoever,  from  selling  wine,  chocolate,  coffee,  ale. 
beer,  or  other  liquors,  or  receiving  «ir  permitting  guests  to  be  or  remain  in 
such  their  houses,  in  the  time  of  Divine  Service  on  the  Lord's  Day.  or  they 
will  answer  it  to  Almighty  God,  and  upon  pain  of  Our  highest  displeasiire : 
And  for  the  more  effectual  proceeding  herein,  We  do  hereby  direct  and 
command  all  Our  Judges  of  Assize  and  Justices  of  the  Peace,  to  give  strict 
chiir>;es  at  their  respective  assizes  and  sessions  for  the  due  prosecution  and 
pimishment  of  all  persons,  that  shall  presume  to  offend  in  any  of  the  kinds 
afiiresaid,  and  also  of  all  persons  that,  contrary  to  fheir  duty,  shall  be  remiss 
or  negligent  in  putting  the  said  laws  in  executioti,  and  that  they  do,  at  their 
respective  ;i«sizes  and  quarter  sessions  of  the  peace,  cause  this  Our  Royal 
Proclamation  to  be  publicly  read  in  open  Court,  immediately  before  the 
charge  is  given :  and  We  do  hereby  further  charge  and  command  every 
Minister  in  his  respective  parish  church  or  chapel  to  read  or  cause  to  be  read 
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this  Our  Proolamatipn,  at  least  four  times  in  every  year,  immediately  after 
Divine  Service,  and  to  incite  and  stir  up  their  respective  auditories  to  the 
prsiftire  of  Piety  and  Virtue,  and  the  avoiding  of  all  Immorality  and  Pm- 
fanenes-^ :  And  to  the  end  that  all  Vice  and  Debauchery  may  be  prevented, 
and  Beliffiou  and  Virtue  practised  by  all  officers,  private  soldiers,  mariners, 
and  others  who  are  employed  in  Our  service  by  sea  and  land;  We  do  hereby 
striftly  charge  and  command  all  Our  Commanders  and  Officers,  whatsoever, 
that  the\'  do  take  care  to  avoid  all  Profaneuess,  Debauchery,  and  other  Im- 
moralities, and  that  by  their  own  good  and  virtuous  lives  and  conversations, 
they  do  set  good  examples  to  all  such  as  are  under  their  care  and  authority,

We  did  establish,  and  authorize 
to  be  imposed  on  all  persons  navigating  the  said  Canal  with  any  boats,  vessels, 
barges  or  rafts,  certain  rates  and  dues  therein  mentioned,  to  be  exacted, 
levied  and  collected,  to  and  for  o\ir  use,  during  our  pleasure.  And  whereaa 
We  have  thought  fit  to  alter  the  rates  and  dues  thereby  established,  and  to 
authorize  the  rates  and  dues  hereinafter  mentioned  to  be  levied  in  their 
stead.  Now  Know  Ye,  that  of  our  certain  knowledge,  mere  motion  and 
special  grace.

His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant-Governor  has  pleasure  in  announcing 
to  the  Militia  of  Upper  Canada,  that,  in  ronseouence  of  the  present  d's- 
turbed  .state  of  the  Lower  Province,  several  retrimenta  havp  ffnllontlv  ex- 
pressed their  readiness  to  co-operate,  in  case  of  necessitv,  with  Her  Maiestv's 
troops,  in  protecting  their  fellow-subierta  in  Lower  Cannda.  in  the  main- 
tenance of  the  revered  laws  and  institutions  of  the  British  Empire. 
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WLile  this  spirit,  so  honourable  to  Upper  Canada,  and  bo  fully  in 
accordance  with  the  character  of  its  inhabitants,  has  been  manifested  in 
varidus  portions  of  the  province,  his  Excellency  has  with  regret  rrreived 
information  from  various  quarters,  that,  in  certain  portions  of  the  Home 
and  London  districts,  a  number  of  individuals  have  been  seen  assembled, 
as  if  for  the  purpose  of  drilling,  some  of  them  bearing  arms,  althuugh  not 
called  upon  by  public  authority,  nor  acting  under  the  orders  of  any  officer 
apjiointed  by  the  Crown. 

Whatever  may  be  the  motive  of  such  assemblages,  the  Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor is  of  opinion,  that  they  are  calculated  to  excite  alarm  in  the  minds 
of  all  peaceable  inhabitants,  and  that,  being  contrary  to  law  they  are 
inconsistent  with  that  duty  and  allegiance  which  it  is  the  pride  of  all  faith- 
ful subjects  to  cherish. 

The  Lieutenant-Governf>r  has  therefore  determined  to  call  upon  all 
persons  in  public  authority,  as  well  as  upon  all  classes  of  Her  Majesty'* 
subjects  in  Upjiei-  Canada,  to  unite  together  in  maintaining  the  high  char- 
acter which  this  province  now  holds  in  the  esteem  and  affection  of  the 
mother  c'ountry,  by  discountenancing — such  illegal  meetings,  and  by  doing  all 
in  their  power  to  discover  and  make  known  those  who  promote  and  take 
part  in  them. 

With  this  object  in  view,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  directs  that  the 
colonels  of  Militia  throughout  the  province  shall,  upon  receiving  this  order, 
call  out  their  respective  regiments,  and  actjuaint  them  of  the  above  circum- 
stances ;  as  also  that  his  Excellency's  offer  to  Sir  John  Colbome  of  Her 
Majesty's  troops  who  were  in  this  province,  has  been  accepted  ■  that  as  soon 
as  the  navigation  closes,  their  return  may  be  deemed  impracticable;  tL.it 
even  if  it  were  not  so,  his  Excellency  on  no  account  whatever  would  consent 
to  deprive  the  Lower  Province,  during  this  winter,  of  their  a.ssist- 
ance :  that  Her  Majesty's  stores,  arms  and  ammunition  have  been  intrusted 
by  his  Excellency  to  the  civil  authorities;  and  that  the  period  has  con- 
sequently arrived  for  his  Exrellency  to  call  upon  the  Militia  of  Upper  Can- 
ada to  do  justice  to  the  honourable  confidence  whifh,  under  circumstances 
so  flattering  to  their  character,  has  been  publicly  reposed  in  their  valour 
and  in  their  loyalty. 

Upon  the  Militia  of  Upper  Canada,  as  the  constitutional  force  of  the 
country,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  relies  with  confidence  for  aiding  the  civil 
powers,  firmly  to  maintain  the  laws,  and  to  protect  all  classes  of  The 
Queen's  subjects  in  the  full  enjoyment  of  their  rights  and  liberties;  and 
his  Excellency  is  fully  assured  that,  if  necessity  should  arise,  the  inhab- 
itants of  Upper  Canada  will  not  fail  to  place  on  record  an  honourable 
example  nf  a  pcnplf  who,  appreciating  the  blcs'^ings  of  peace  and  freedom, 
will  allow  nn  political  differences  of  opinimi  to  prevent  them,  when  duly 
called  upon,  uniting  to  8upj>ort  their  religion,  the  Crown  and  the  Laws. 

His  Excellency  therefore  directs  the  colonels  of  militia  throughout  the 
province,  immediately  to  make  such  arrangements  as  may  appear  to  them 
most  judicious,  for  enabling  their  respective  corps  to  act  with  promptne** 
and  effect,  should  any  emergency  render  their  services  nece?sary.  And  in 
case  the  rivil  authorities  should  find  orcasion  to  suppress  an  illegal  meet- 
ing, his  Excellency  especially  refers  to  the  9fh  section  of  the  Militia  Act, 
passed  in  the  48th  year  of  the  reign  of  his  late  Majesty  George  the  Thin!, 
relying  that  the  officers  commanding  regiments  will,  with  alarrity,  fi^mn<^i.'i 
and  discretion,  exercise  the  powers  therein  given  them,  of  suppressing  with 
the  force  of  their  respective  regiments  any  attempts  that  may  he  made  to 
oppofte  the  civil  magistrates,  or  to  disturb  the  peace  of  the  country. 


Tht  Lieutenant-Governor  is  prond  to  believe,  that  Upper  Canada  is 
the  only  portiiin  of  the  British  Empire  divested  of  military  support,  and  he 
feela  confident  that  the  mother  country,  as  well  as  the  continent  of  Amoriea, 
respect  the  steady  peaceful  conduct  which  at  present  so  peculiarly  disting- 
uishes the  inhabitants  of  the  Upper  Province  of  the  Cauadas.

Whereas,  by  Five  several  Commissions  under  the  Great  Seal  of  Our 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  We  have  constituted  and

,  April,  1838. 

t  Downing  Street,  21st  April,  1838. 

My  Lord, 

1  have  the  Honour  herewith  to  transmit  to  your  Lordship  the  Instruc- 
tions under  Her  Majesty's  Signet  Manual  accompanying  your  Lordship's 
Commission  as  Governor  of  Lower  and  Upper  Canada ;  you  will  perceive 
that  they  recognize  certain  Instructions  addressed  to  the  late  Earl  Dalhousie, 
which  appear  to  have  been  transcribed  with  little  Variation  from  the  Con- 
,  quest  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  till  Lord  Dalhousie's  Appointment,  and  to 
Ehave  been  referred  to  during  the  whole  of  that  Period  as  the  Hule  for  the 
Guidance  of  all  subsequent  Governors.  Those  Instructions,  however,  have 
in  many  respects  become  obsolete  and  inapplicable  to  the  present  Condition 
of  the  Canadian  Provinces,  and  in  some  respects  are  at  variance  with  the 
Law;  in  referring  your  Lordship  to  them  Her  Majesty  has  consequently  in- 
structed you  to  observe  them  only  so  far  as  they  are  exempt  from  Objections 
of  this  Nature. 

The  more  obvious  and  as  it  would  seem  the  more  convenient  Course  be- 
ing that  of  a  complete  Revision  of  the  Instructions,  in  order  to  adapt  them 
to  the  existing  Law  and  Condition  of  the  CanaHas.  I  should  have 
thoupht  it  my  Duty  to  complete  such  a  Revision  before  your 
Lordsliip's  Assumption  of  the  Government,  had  it  not  appeared  that 
no  such  Change  could  be  made  at  the  present  moment  without 
prejudicing  some  of  the  more  important  Qupstions  which  await 
your  Lordship's  Investigation,  and  the  future  Decision  of  the  Queen 
and  of  Parliament.  It  appears  to  me,  therefore,  in  the  Choice  of 
Difficulties,  that  the  least  inconvenient  Cnurse  would  be  that  of  adhering 
to  the  Practice  observed  ever  since  Lord  Dalhousie's  Appointment,  by  re- 
ferring you  to  the  standing  Instructions  under  which  he  acted,  so  far  as  the 
liaw  or  the  actual  Stnte  of  the  Crtnadas  may  admit  of  the  Observance  and 
Execution  of  them.  Your  Lord.ship  will  find  that  this  Qualification  will  in 
may  respects  prevent  your  adopting  those  standine  Instructions  as  the  Guide' 
of  your  official  Conduct.  I  would  especially  notice  Three  Topics  to  which 
this  Remark  applies:  First,  the  old  standing  Instructions  are  at  variance 
with  the  Rules  which  have  been  followed  for  the  last  Six  Tears  respecting 
the  Alienation  of  the  unsettled  Lands  of  the  Crown ;  those  Rules  as  laid 
down  by  the  Earl  of  Ripon  must  be  considered  as  in  full  Force;  Secondly, 
the  old  standing  Instructions  suppose  the  Existence  of  the  Constitution  of 
1791.  and  therefore  are  to  that  Extent  inapplicable  to  the  present  State  of 
fhp   Law   in    the  Lower  Province;   Thirdly,    the  old    standing   Instruetiongi 
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having  been  framed  before  the  passing  of  the  Law  for  the  Belief  of  the  Roman 
Catholics  from  the  Disabilities  under  which  they  formerly  laboured  in  this 
Country  are  in  many  Particulars  conceived  in  a  Spirit  opposed  to  the  Prin- 
ciples of  Religious  Toleration  as  now  understood  and  practised. 

It  is  almost  superfluous  to  observe  that  to  this  Extent  they  must  be  re- 
garded as  obsolete. 

Subject  to  these  and  to  some  less  considerable  Excieptions  of  the  same 
Kind,  the  old  .standing  Instructions  will  he  found  by  your  Lordship  to  be 
a  valuable  Guide  upon  various  Topics  of  general  and  permanent  Policy,  to 
which  jour  Attention  will  be  called  in  the  Administration  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  Canadian  Provinces.

to  suffer  their  misguided  fellow  Subjects  to  return  as  speedily  and  entirely 
as  may  be  to  the  peaceful  and  confident  enjoyment  of  those  blessings,  which 
by  their  folly  and  misconduct 'they  had  endeavoured  to  destroy.

Major  General  Commanding  Her  Majesty's  Forces 
therein,  &c.,  &c.,  &c. 

Whereas  information  has  this  day  been  received,  that  on  the  Thirtieth 
day  of  May,  instant,  the  British  Steam-boat  Sir  Robert  Peel,  while  lyinp 
peaceably  at  an  American  Island,  was  treacherously  attacked  by  a  body  of 
armed  ruffian.?  from  the  Amerinan  Shore,  set  fire  to  and  burned;  the  passen- 
gers, amongst  whom  were  defenceless  females,  wantonly  and  brutally  in- 
sulted; and  a  large  amount  of  money  and  other  property  on  board  the  aaid 
Boat  was  either  plundered  or  destroyed:  And  Whereas,  the  said  robbery 
and  outrage  cannot  fail  to  excite  feelings  of  the  utmost  indignation  in  the 
minds  of  Her  Majesty's  Subjects,  who  may  be  induced  thereby  to  resort 
to  acts  of  retaliation  for  the  redress  of  injury,  without  properly  considering, 
that  it  belongs  to  the  Government  of  Her  Majesty  to  claim  that  redress, 
and  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States  to  see  that  it  be  promptly  ren- 
dered. 

The  Steam-boat  Sir  Robert  Peel,  with  thei  persons  and  property  on 
board,  lay  at  a  wharf  on  the  shore  of  a  friendly  Power,  in  the  confidence  of 
that  security  which  every  civilized  Nation  extends  over  the  Subjects  and 
Property  of  Foreigners,  within  its  territory,  in  times  of  peace,  and  free 
commercial   intercourse. 

The  Government  of  the  United  States,  it  may  be  confidently  expected, 
will  vindicate  the  national  honour:  and  feel  deeply  the  insult  which  this  act 
of  savage  and  cowardly  violence,  committed  in  the  dead  of  night,  has  in- 
flicted upon  their  Nation.  They  will  not  and  cannot,  with  any  regard  to 
National  character,  delay  to  bring  the  criminals  to  punishment,  or  to  render 
to  the  injured  Subjects  of  Her  Maje-sty,  redress — though  it  be  too  late,  in 
this  instance,  to  offer  them  protection. 

The  demeanour  and  conduct  of  the  population  of  this  Province  has  been 
that  of  a  people  resting  securely  upon  the  sanctity  of  Law,  and  the  regular 
exercise  of  the  power  of  the  Great  Empire  of  which  they  form  a  part;  and 
accordingly,  even  during  rebellion,  and  foreign  invasion,  this  Country  has 
not  been  disgraced  by  any  scenes  of  individual  violence  or  revenge,  'on  the 
part  of  its  loyal  inhabitants.  The  charactor  which  has  thus  been  gained  to 
this  Province,  has  commanded  the  admiration  of  the  British  people — demon- 
strated the  proud  superiority  of  British  Institutions — and  is  too  valuable 
to  he  sacrificed  in  its  smallest  part,  for  the  sudden  gratification  of  indignant 
feellnga,  however  justly  they  may  Taave  \iee-n  aioAiwd. 


J  I  therefore  express  to  Her  Majesty's  faithful   and  loyal  Subjects,  my 

entire  confidence  in  their  dignified  forbearance,  and  that  the  British  Flag, 
which  has  been' so  nobly  defended  by  them,  will  not  now  bestaiuod  by  having 
outrage  or  insult  offered  to  the  persons  or  property  of  Foreigners  within  its 

^-territory,   and  under  ita  protection. 

^p  It  need  not  be  said  to  men  who  understand  the  character  and  institu- 

tions of  England— that  injury  offered  to  one  Subject,  is  felt  by  all — and 
that  the  mutual  ties  of  duty  and  affection,  which  bind  a  free  and  loyal 
people  and  their  Sovereign  together,  give  the  strength  of  the  whole  Empire 
to   an   injured    individual.      This    consideration   is   all  that   is  necessary   to 

I  restrain  a  loyal  community  within  becoming  bounds,  and  to  insure  their 
leaving  to  their  Government  that  claim  for  redress  which  this  unprovoked 
outrage  imperatively  demands. 
Until  the  American  Government  shall  have  taken  such  measures  as 
will  ensure  the  lives  and  property  of  British  Subjects  within  the  territory 
of  the  United  States  from  spoliation  and  violence,  the  utmost  guard  and 
caution  is  reguired  on  the  part  of  Masters  of  Steam-boats,  and  other  vessels, 
in  entering  American  harbours;  as  it  is  but  too  plain,  that  at  present  the 
Subjects  of  Her  Majesty  may  be  sometimes  placed  in  the  power  of  a  lawless 
banditti,  when  they  imagine  themselves  within  the  protection  and  authority 
!■  of  a  friendly  Government.

■  the  Sir  lioheH  Peel,  belonging  to  certain  Subjects  of  HER  MAJESTY,  in 
the  Province  of  Upper  Canada,  then  moored  at  the  said  Island,  to  which  she 
had  resorted  in  the  peaceable  prosecution  of  her  accustomed  voyage,  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  in  fuel;  and  having  with  violence  driven  the  passengers 
and  crew  of  the  said  Steam-boat  upon  the  said  Island,  deliberately  plun- 
dered, burnt  and  destroyed  the  said  Steam-boat;  And  Whereas,  many  of 
the  said  passengers  were  females,  and  were  thus  assailed  with  a  total  dis- 
regard of  their  sex  and  their  condition  at  that  hour  of  the  night,  thereby 
greatly  aggravating  the  outrage;  And  Whereas,  the  due  protection  of  Her 
Majesty's  Subjects,   and  the  demands  of  Justice,  imperatvv<il'^  T^.QjaLV^'s,  Mo-^i^. 
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the  perpetrators  of  suoli  a  crime  should  not  escape  unpunished ;  AxD 
Whereas,  with  that  object  I  am  desirous  of  co-operating  with,  and  givinp 
every  facility  to  the  Authorities  of  the  United  States:  Now  Know  all  Mex 
by  these  Presents,  that  I  do  hereby  promise  the  sum  of  ONE  THOUSAND 
POUNDS,  to  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  identify,  and  bring  to  convic- 
tion, before  any  competent  tribunal,  any  person  actually  engaged  in,  nr 
directly  aiding  and  alietting  the  perpetration  of  this  last-mentioned  outrage. 

To  allay  the  alarm  which  has  again  unhappily  disturbed  the  peace  of 
the  Frontier  of  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada,  I  hereby  proclaim  to  the 
Subjects  of  Her  Majesty  residing  therein,  my  determination  to  secure 
their  present  and  permanent  protection,  by  the  employment  of  every 
means  at  the  disposal  of  Her  Majesty's  Government — for  which  purpose  a 
sufficient  Military  Force  will  be  immediately  concentrated  on  evich  points 
as  shall  best  protect  the  frontier  line  from  all  aggression  on  the  peaceable 
inhabitants  of  these  Provinces  :  I  shall  also  lose  no  time  in  appealing  to 
the  Government  of  the  United  Slates,  to  vindicate  its  own  honour,  by 
avenging  the  insult  which  has  been  offered  to  their  authority  by  a  band  of 
lawless  pirates,  and  repairing  the  wrongs  which  have  been  inflicted  on  Her 
Majesty's  Subjects. 

Pending  such  appeal,  T  earnestly  exhort  all  Her  Majesty's  Subjects, 
notwithstanding  the  aggravated  provoc-ation  they  have  received,  carefully 
to  abstain  from  any  act  of  retaliation  which  may  expose  them  to  the  impu- 
tation of  a  disregard  of  their  fiwn  honour,  by  a  violation  of  the  international 
rights  of  adjoining  Powers.

And 
Whereas  information  has  been  received  by  me,  that  certain  evil-dis- 
posed persons,  connected  with  the  Brigands  who  have  of  late  molested  and 
disturbed'  the  peace  of  the  American  and  British  frontiers,  have  crossed  the 
Niagara  River,  and  that  they  lurk  and  secret  themselves  in  parts  of  the 
District  of  Niagara,  with  the  knowledge  and  connivance  of  some  of  the  dis- 
affected resident  inhabitants.  And  Wheheas  it  is  necessary  for  the  peace 
and  security  of  the  District  of  Niagara,  that  the  ingress  and  egress  of  idle 
and  evil-minded  persons  should  be  restrained  and  prevented,  and  that  the 
perpetrators  of  the  above  outrage,  and  their  abettors,  should  be  brought  to 
condign  punishment.  I  Do  Therefore  strictly  order  and  command  all  OflS- 
cers,  Magistrates,  and  others  whom  it  may  concern,  that  no  person  be  per- 
mitted to  land  upon  or  leave  the  shore,  on  the  British  side  of  the  Niagara 
River,  coming  from  or  going  to  the  United  States  Territory,  unless  he  shall 
give  a  full  and  reasonable  accoiint  of  himself,  and  shew  that  he  is  coming 
or  going  in  the  prosecution  of  his  lawful  affuirs  and  business,  which  person 
ahall  be  furnished  with  a  passport,  to  secure  him  from  further  hindrance  or 
molestation.

WiiKREAS  the  lM)dy  of  armed  Rebels,  under  the  command  of  one  James 
Morreau,  who,  on  the  morninp  of  the  21at  of  this  present  month,  attacked 
a  small  advanced  post  of  the  Queen's  Lancers,  by  whom  they  were  most 
gallantly  resisted,  have  already  fled  from  the  Militia  Forces  sent  in  pursuit 
of  them,  and  are  seeking  to  escape  the  consequences  of  disturbing  the  peace 
and  tranquility  of  this  Province,  and  of  their  infatuated  and  futile  attempts 

I  to  subvert  our  Institutions.  And  Whekfas  these  parties  have  held  out  ex- 
pectations of  aid  and  reinforcements  from  the  inhabitants  of  the  United 
States — not  reflecting  that  there  are  thousands  of  British-born  Subjects, 
who,  though  Emigrants  to  that  country,  preserve  their  attachment  to  their 
native  land  and    to  their    Sovereign,  and  who  are  ready,   should  occasion 

I  require  them,  to  rush  forward  to  support  the  Government,  and  put  down 
any  insurrection  here.    And  Whereas  some  of  these  insurgents  have  already 
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aeal  displayed  in  their  pursuit  by  the  loyal  inhabitants  of  the  country — their 
escape  is  rendered  almost  impossible.  And  WnERE.ts  there  is  reason  to  fear 
xhut  some  persons,  through  ignoranre,  and  others  from  disaffection  may 
harbour,  conceal  or  assist,  these  fug'itives  in  their  endeavours  to  escape  from 
justice;  Now  I  do  hereby  offer  a  Reward  of  Five  Hundred  Pounds^,  to  any 
person  or  persons  who  shall  apprehend  the  said  James  Mnrreau,  and  cause 
him  to  be  brought  to  justice — and  a  Free  Pardon  will  be  given  to  any  nf 
his  f(dlowers,  not  being  ringleaders,  nor  having  committed  any  murder, 
who  shall  arrest  and  deliver  up  the  said  James  Mnrreau.  And  I  Do  caution 
all  persons  not  to  harbour,  conceal  or  in  any  manner  to  assist,  these  Rebela 
and  fugitives,  since  by  so  doing,  they  will  commit  a  high  crime,  involving 
consequences  of  the  most  severe  and  penal  character.  And  I  Do  further 
express  my  warmest  thanks  and  acknowledgments  to  Her  Majesty's  loyal 
and  faithful  Subjects,  who.*»e  exertions  against  these  criminals  have  rendered 
their  efforts  vain,  and  have  compelled  them  to  flight  and  dispersion— hereby 
assuring  them  that  I  am  using  every  power  at  my  command  for  their  safe- 
guard and  protection,  and  for  the  bringing  to  immediate  justice  the  invad- 
ers of  their  Country.

(2  July,  1838.) 


\Vherea.s  atrocious  outrages  and  aggressions  have  receatly  been  made 
by  brigands  from  the  State  of  Michigan  upon  persons  and  property  on  the 
river  St.  Clair  within  this  Province;  and  whereas  further  and  other  attacks 
are  apprehended  from  similar  horde.s  of  brigands  at  various  points  on  this 
frontier;  and  whereas  it  is  necessary  for  the  peace  and  security  of  the  West- 
ern District,  and  of  the  Province  generally,  that  the  ingress  and  egress  of 
suspicious-looking  persons  should  b«  restrained  and  prevented,  and  that  the 
perpetrators  of  the  above  outrages,  and  their  abettors,  should  be  broiight 

lio  condign  punishment. 

Now,  tliercfore,  we  do  liereby  order  all   ferrymen,   peace  officers,    and 

'al.so  all  good  subjects  of  Her  Majesty,  and  all  others  whom  it  may  concern, 
to  see  that  no  person  be  permitted  to  laud  upon  nr  leave  the  shore  on  the 
British  .side  of  the  Detroit  liiver,  or  the  St.  Charles  River,  or  the  waters 
of  the  Western  District,  coming  from  or  going  to  the  United  States  terri- 
tory, unless  he  shall  give  a  full,  satisfactory,  and  reasonable  account  of 
himself,  and  show  that  he  is  coming  or  going  in  the  prosecution  of  his 
lawful  affairs  and  bu.siness.  which  pers^on  shall  be  furnished  with  a  passport, 
if  demanded,  to  secure  him  from  further  hindrance  or  molestation,  auch 
passport  to  be  signed  liy  a  magistrate,  militia  commissioned  officer,  or  a 
peace  officer. 

And  we  do  further  order  and  require  all  peace  oflScers,  and  the  good 
and  loyal  subjects  of  Her  Majesty,  on  all  parts  of  the  coast  of  the  Western 
district,  to  seize  and  bring  to  the  towns  of  Sandwich  or  Amheretburg  all 
boats,  scows,  canoes,  and  other  craft  found  therein,  (except  ferry-boats 
regularly  and  lawfully  established,)  so  that  the  same  may  be  secured,  col- 
lected, and  placed  under  military  or  militia  guards,  (the  intercour.se  between 
the  United  States  and  this  Province  being  now  entirely  limited  to  the  regu-

lar  ferries,)  and  no  person  is  either  to  pass  or  re-pass  without  undergoing 
a   strict  examinatinn. 

And  we  do  furtht'r  order  that  this  proclamation  shall  continue  in  force 
from  this  day,  and  until  the  pleasure,  of  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  be  known  thereon.

have  laid  hcforc  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  your  letter 
)f  the  3rd  instant,  and  the  Proclamation  of  the  Magistrates  of  the  Western 
district  which  accompanied  it. 

His  Excellency  has  heen  pleased  to  express  his  deep  sense  of  the  zeal 
and  activity  of  yourself  and  fellow-justices  in  your  efforts  to  defend  that 
portion  of  the  Province  from  hostile  incursions,  and  to  apprehend  such 
persons  as  have  invaded  the  country,  and  committed  acts  of  violence  and 
aggression   therein. 

I  am  fiirtlipr  directed  to  inform  you.  that  measures  are  now  in  progress 
for  bringing:  to  summary  Justice  such  of  the.se  parlies  as  have  been  taken, 
and  also  for  asoertainins-  how  those  of  them  who  have  fled  to  the  Fnitcd 
States  may  be  claimed,  and  brought  back  here  to  answer  for  (heir  crimes. 

These  measures,  added  to  the  precautionary  and  defensive  arrange- 
ments already  adopted  by  the  empiloyroent  of  an  armed  steamer  in  addition 
to  the  Thames,  and  of  two  or  three  gun-bnuts.  on  Lake  Erie,  render  it  un- 
necessary, in  the  opinion  of  His  Excelloncy,  to  carry  into  operation  the 
Proclamation  of  the  Magistrates,  excepting  so  far  as  taking  every  means  to 
prevent  the  escape  of  any  of  these  mnrauilers  who  are  still  in  the  country. 
or  of  apnreliendinfr  such  individuals  who  may  be  reasonably  susnected  of 
designs  dangerous  to  the  public  peace.  These  matters  are  entirely  in  the 
discretion  of  the  justices,  in  the  exercise  of  which  His  Excellency  desircR 
to  express  the  fullest   confidence  in   those   gentlemen. 

Should  circumstances  unhappily  render  a  check  upon  the  intercourse 
with  the  United  States  more  pressingly  neces.sary.  His  Excellency  will,  in 
the  exercise  of  the  authority  entrusted  to  him,  take  the  oroner  measure  for 
effecting  it.  as  this  is  a  matter  clearly  beyond  the  authority  of  the  local 
Ma«^istrates,  and  resting  only  in  the  hands  of  the  Executive  Government 
of  the  Province.

To  all  to  whom  these  Presents  shall  come, —  Greeting: 

Whereas  the  Barn  and  Stable,  together  with  the  Cellar  under  the 
Barn,  filled  with  Grain,  Hay,  Implements  of  Husbandry,  Lumber,  Shingles, 
and  various  other  articles,  belonging  to  Charles  Prior,  of  the  Town  of  God- 
erich,  in  the  County  of  Huron,  in  our  said  Province,  Esquire,  were  con- 
sumed by  fire,  and  utterly  destroyed,  on  the  night  of  Friday,  the  Fourteenth 
day  of  September,  now  last  past ;  and  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  fire 
did  not  happen  accidentally,  but  was  the  work  of  an  incendiary.  Now 
Know  Ye,  that  a  reward  of  Two  Hundred  Pounds  will  be  paid  to  any  person 
or  persona  giving  such  information  as  will  lead  to  the  discovery  and  con- 
viction of  the  perpetrator  or  perpetrators  of  the  above  crime;  and  a  Free 
Pardon  will  also  be  granted  to  any  accomplice  therein,  not  being  the  actual 
Incendiary,   or  immediate  Procurer,  so   giving  such   information. 

In  Testimony  Whereof,  We  have  caused  these  our  Letter"  to  be  made 
Patent,  and  the  Great  Seal  of  our  said  Province  to  be  hereunto  affixed. — 
Witness  our  trusty  and  well  beloved  Sir  George  Arthur,  K.C.H.,  Lieutenant

A  Proclamation. 


(9  Oct.,  1838.) 


By  His  Excellency  the  Right  Honourable  John  George,  Eahl  of  Ditkham, 
Viscount  Lambton,  &c.,  &c..  Knight  Grand  Cross  of  the  Most  Honour- 
able Military  Order  of  the  Bath,  one  of  Her  Majesty's  Most  Honourable 
Privy  Council,  and  Governor  General,  Vice  Admiral,  and  Captain 
General  of  all  Her  Majesty's  Provinces  within,  and  adjacent  to,  the 
Continent  of  North  America,  Ac,  Ac,  Ac.,  &c. 

In  conformity  with  one  of  its  provisions,  I  have  this  day  proclaimed 
|e  Act  1  &  2  Victoria,  chap.  112,  entitled  "An  Act  for  indemnifying  those 
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who  have  issued  or  acted  under  certain  Parts  of  a  certain  Ordinance,  made 
under  colour  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  present  Session  of  Parliament,  intituled 
'An  Act  to  make  temporary  Provision  for  the  Government  of  Lower  Can- 
ada.'" 

I  have  also  to  notify  the  disallowance  of  Her  Majesty  of  the  Ordinance 
2d  Victoria,  chap.  1,  entitled.  "An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  Security  of 
the  Province  of  Lower  Canada." 

I  cannot  perform  these  official  duties  without  at  the  same  time  inform- 
inq-  you,  the  people  of  British  America,  of  the  course  which  the  measures 
of  the  Imperial  Government  and  Legislature  make  it  incumbent  on  me  to 
pursue.  The  mystery  which  has  heretofore  too  often,  during  the  progress 
of  the  moat  important  affairs,  concealed  from  the  people  of  these  colonies,. 
the  intentions,  the  motives,  and  the  very  actions  of  their  rulers,  appears  to" 
me  to  have  been  one  of  the  main  causes  of  the  numerous  errors  of  the  Gov- 
ernment, and  the  general  dissatisfaction  of  the  people.  Undesirable  at  any 
time,  such  concealment  on  the  part  of  one  entrusted  with  the  supreme 
authority  in  the  present  crisis  of  your  affairs,  would  be  most  culpable  and 
pernicious.  With  a  people  from  whom  I  have  had  so  many  and  such  grati- 
fying proofs  of  warm  and  confiding  attachment,  I  can  have  no  reserve.  And 
my  implicit  reliance  ou  your  loyalty  and  good  sense  will  justify  me  in 
making  you  acquainted  with  what  it  most  imports  you  to  know. 

It  is  the  more  necessary  for  me  thus  to  act,  because,  when  I  first  entered 
upon  this  Government,  I  explained  to  you,  in  a  Proclamation  issued  imme- 
diately on  my  arrival  on  these  shores,  the  nature  of  the  powers  vested  in 
me,  and  the  principles  on  which  it  was  my  intention  to  exercise  them.  Now, 
therefore,  that  I  am  about  to  return  to  England,  I  feel  it  to  b-e  my  bounden 
duty  to  state  to  you,  as  fully  and  as  frankly,  the  reasons  %vbich  have  induced 
me  to  lay  down  powers  rendered  inadequate  to  the  carrj'ing  into  effect  those 
or  any  other  principles  of  government. 

I  did  not  accept    the    Government  of    British  North  America,  without 
duly  considering  the  nature  of  the  task  which  I. imposed  on  myself,  or  the 
sufficiency  of  my  means  for  performing  it.    When  Parliament  concentrated 
all  legislative  and  executive  power  in  Lower  Canada  in  the  same  hands,  it 
established  an  authority,  which,  in  the  strictest  sense  of  the  word,  was  des- 
potic.    This  authority   Her   Majesty   was   graciously  pleased  to  delegate   to  , 
me.     I  did  not  shrink  from  assuming  the  awful  responsibility  of  power  thus 
freed  from  constittitional  restraints,  in  the  hope,  that  by  exercising  it  with  , 
justice,  with  mildness,  and  with  vigour,  I  might  secure  the  happiness  of  all" 
classes  of  the  people,  and  facilitate  the  speedy  and  permanent  restoration  of 
their  liberties.     But  I  never  was  weak  enough  to  imagine  that  the  forms  by 
which  men's  rights  are  wisely  guarded  iu  that  country  where  freedom  has 
been  longest  enjoyed,  best  understood,  and  most  prudently  exercised,  could 
be  scrupulously  observed  in  a  society  almost  entirely  disorganized  bv  mis-  ' 
rule  and  dissension.     I  conceived  it  to  be  one  of  the  chief  advantages  of  my 
position,  that  I  was  enabled  to  pursue  the  great  ends  of  substantial  justice 
and  sound  policy,  free  and  unfettered.     Nor  did  I  ever  dream  of  applying 
the  theory  or  the  practice  of  the  British  Constitution  to  a  country  whose 
constitution  was  suspended :  where  all  representative  government  was  anni- 
hilated, and  the  people  deprived  of  all  control  over  their  own  affairs;  where 
the  ordinary  guarantees  of  personal  rights  had  been  in  abeyance  during  a 
long  subjection  to  Martial  Law,  and  a  continued  suspension  of  the  Habeas  , 
Corpus;  where  there  neither  did  exist,  nor  had  for  a  long  time  existed,  any 
confidence  in  the  impartial  administration  of  justice  in  any  political  case. 

To  encourage  and  stimulate  me  in  my  arduous  task,  I  had  great  and 
worthy  objects   in  view.     My  aim  was  to  elevate  the  Province   of  Lower 
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Canada  to  a  thoroughly  British  character,  to  link  its  people  to  the  sove- 
reignty of  Britain,  by  making  them  all  participators  in  those  high  priri- 
It'gps,  c-on<iucivo  at  once  to  freedom  tiiid  order,  which  have  long  l)epn  flie 
glory  of  Englishmen.  I  hoped  to  confer  on  an  united  people,  a  more 
extensive  enjoyment  of  free  and  responsible  government,  and  to  merge  the 
petty  jealousies  of  a  small  community,  and  the  odious  animosities  of  origin, 
in  the  higher  feelings  of  a  nobler  and  more  comprehensive  nationality. 

To  give  efferl  to  these  purposes  it  was  necessary  that  my  powers  of  gov- 
ernment should  be  as  strong  iis  they  were  extensive,  that  I  should  be  known 
tr>  have  the  means  of  acting  as  well  as  judging  for  myself,  without  a  per- 
petual control  by  distant  authorities.  It  were  well  indeed  if  such  were  the 
ordinary  tenure  of  government  in  colonies,  and  that  your  local  administra- 
tion should  always  enjoj-  so  much  of  the  confidence  of  those  with  whom 
rests  the  ultimate  decision  of  your  affairs,  that  it  might  ever  rely  on  being 
allowed  to  carry  out  its  policy  to  completion,  and  on  being  supported  in 
giving  effect  to  its  promises  an<l  its  commands,  lint  in  the  present  posture 
of  your  affairs,  it  was  necessary  that  the  most  unusual  confidence  should 
accompany  the  delegation  of  a  most  unusual  authority;  and  that  in  addition 
to  such  great  legal  powers,  the  Government  here  should  possess  all  the  moral 
force  that  could  be  derived  from  the  assurance  that  its  acts  would  be  final, 
and  its  engagements  religiously  observed.  It  is  not  by  stinted  powers,  or 
dubious  authority,  that  the  present  danger  can  be  averted,  or  the  foundation 
laid  of  a  better  order  of  things. 

I  had  reason  to  believe  that  I  was  armed  with  all  the  pdwer  which  I 
thought  requisite  by  the  commissions  and  instructions  under  the  Hoyal 
Sign  Manual,  with  wkif^h  I  was  charged  as  Governor  General  and  High 
Commissioner,  by  the  authority  vested  in  me  and  my  Council  by  the  Act  of 
the  Imperial  Legislature,  and  by  the  general  approbation  of  my  appoint- 
ment, which  all  parties  were  pleased  to  express.  I  also  trusted  that  I  should 
enjoy,  throughout  the  course  of  my  administration,  all  the  strength  which 
the  cordial  and  steadfast  support  of  the  authorities  at  home  can  alone  give 
to  their  distant  officers;  and  that  even  party  feeling  would  refrain  from 
molesting  me  whilst  occupied  in  maintaining  the  integrity  of  the  British 
Empire. 

In  tnese  just  expectations  I  have  been  painfully  disappointed.  From 
the  very  commencement  of  my  task,  the  minutest  details  of  my  administra- 
tion have  been  exposed  to  incessant  criticism,  in  a  spirit  which  has  envinced 
an  entire  ignorance  of  the  state  of  this  country,  and  of  the  only  mode  in 
which  the  supremacy  of  the  British  Crown  can  here  be  upheld  and  exercised. 
Those  who  have  in  the  British  Legislature  systematically  depreciated  my 
powers,  and  the  Ministers  of  the  Crown,  by  their  tacit  acquiescence  therein, 
have  produced  the  effect  of  making  it  too  clear  that  my  authority  is  inade- 
quate fur  the  emergency  important  which  was  brought  under  the  notice  of 
the  authorities  at  home,  has  been  annulled;  and  the  entire  policy,  of  which 
that  act  was  a  small  though  essential  part,  has  thus  been  defeated. 

The  disposal  of  the  political  prisoners  was  from  the  first  a  matter  foreign 
to  my  niis.sion.  With  a  view  to  the  more  easy  attainment  of  the  great  objects 
contemplated,  that  question  ought  to  have  been  settled  before  my  arrival. 
But  as  it  was  essential  to  my  plans  for  the  future  tranquility  and  improve- 
ment of  the  colony,  that  I  should  commence  by  allaying  prosecution,  and  to 
provide  for  the  present  security  of  the  province  by  removing  the  most  dan- 
gerous disturbers  of  its  peace.  For  these  ends  the  ordinary  tribunals,  aa  a 
recent  trial  has  clearly  shown,  afforded  me  no  means.  Judicial  proceedings 
would  only  have  agitated  the  public  mind  afresh;  would  have  put   in  evi- 
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deuce  the  sympathy  of  a  large  portion  of  the  people  for  rebeUion;  and  would 
have  given  to  the  disaffected  generally  a  fresh  assurance  of  immunity  from 
political  guilt.  An  ar<|uitt:«l  in  the  b\ci^  of  the  clearest  evidence,  which  I 
am  justified  in  having  anticipateil  as  inevitable,  woiild  havt*  set  the  immedi- 
ate leaders  of  the  insurrection  at  liberty,  absolved  from  crime,  and  exalted 
in  the  eyes  of  their  deluded  countrymen,  as  the  innocent  victims  of  an  un- 
just imi)risonment,  and  a  vindictive  charge.  I  looked  upon  the.se  as  mis- 
chiefs which  I  was  1;ound  tn  avert  by  the  utmost  exercise  of  the  powers 
entrusted  to  me.  I  could  not,  without  trial  and  conviction,  take  any  mea- 
sures of  a  purely  penal  character;  but  1  thought  my.self  justified  in  availing 
myself  of  an  ackjiowledgment  of  guilt,  and  adopting  measures  of  precaution 
against  a  small  number  of  the  most  culpable  or  most  dangerous  of  the  ac- 
cused.    To  all  the  rest  1  extended  a  complete  amnesty. 

Whether  a  better  mode  of  acting  could  have  been  devised  for  the  emer- 
gency, IS  now  immaterial.  This  is  the  one  that  has  been  adopted;  lue  dis- 
cussion which  it  at  first  excited  had  passed  away;  and  tliose  who  were  once 
most  inclined  to  ctuidemn  its  leniency  had  acquiesced  in,  or  submitted  to 
it.  The  good  effects  which  must  necessarily  have  resulted  from  any  settle- 
ment of  this  difficult  question,  had  already  begun  to  show  themselves.  Of 
these  the  principal  were,  the  general  approval  of  my  policy  by  the  people  of 
the  United  fcitates,  and  the  consequent  cessation  of  American  sympathy  with 
any  attempt  to  disturb  the  Canadas.  This  result  has  been  the  most  gratify- 
ing to  me,  iiuistnuch  as  it  has  gone  tar  towards  a  complete  restoralicm  of 
that  good-will  between  you  and  a  great  and  kindred  nation  which  I  have 
taken  every  means  in  my  power  to  cultivate,  and  which  1  earnestly  intreat 
you  lo  cherish,  as  essential  to  your  peace  and  prosperity. 

It  is  also  very  satisfactory  to  me  to  find  that  the  rectitude  of  my  policy 
has  hardly  been  disputed  at  home,  and  that  the  disallowance  of  the  Ordi- 
nance proceeds  from  no  doubt  of  its  substantial  merits,  but  from  the  import- 
ance which  has  been  attached  to  a  supposed  technical  error  in  the  assump- 
tion of  a  power,  which,  if  I  had  it  not,  I  ought  to  have  had. 

The  particular  defect  in  the  Ordinance  which  has  been  made  the  ground 
of  its  disallowance  was  occasioned,   not  by  my  mistaking  the  extent  of  my 
powers,  I  ut  by  my  reliance  on  the  readiness  of   Parliament  to  supplj   their 
iusutticieucy   in  case  of  need.      For  the   purpose   of  relieving   the   prisoners 
from  all  apprehensions  of  being  treated  as  ordinary  convicts,  and  the  loyal 
inhabitants  tyi  the  province  from  the  dread  of  their  immediate  return,  words 
were  inserted  in  the  Ordinance  respecting  the  disposal  of  them  in  Bermuda, 
which  were  kiiowa  to  be  iuoperative.     I  was  perfectly  aware  that  my  powers 
extended  to  hnidiuw  the  prisoners  on  the  shores  of  Bermuda,  but  no  further. 
I   knew  that  thej-  could  not  be  forcibly  detained  in   that  island  without  co- 
operation of  the   Inipeiial  Legislature.     That  co-operation   I   had  a  right  to 
^  expect,  because  the  course  1  was  pursuing  was  pointed  out  in  numerous  acta 
Bof  the  Imperial  and  Provincial  Legislatures,  as  I  shall  have  occasion  here- 
^  after  most  fully  tn  prove'.     I  also  did  believe  that,  even  if  I  had  not  the  pre- 
cedents of  these  Acts  of  Parliament,  a  Government  and  a  Legislature  aiixjous 
for  the  peace  of  this  unhappy  country,  and  for  the  integrity  of  the  British 
'       Empire,   would   not   sacrifice  to  a   pettj'  technicality  the  vast  benefits  which 
B  my  entire  policy  promised,  and  had  already  in  a  great  measure  secured.     1 
^  trusted  they  would  take  care  that  a  great  and  Ijeneficent  purpose  should  not 
be  frustrated  by  any  error,  if  error  there  was,  which  they  could  rectify,  or 
the  want  of  any  power  which  they  could  supply;  finally,  that  if  they  found 
the  Ordinance  inoperative,  they  would  give  it  effect;  if   illegal,  that  they 
^Lwould  make  it  law. 
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This  small  aid  has  not  heen  extended  to  me,  even  for  this  great  object; 
and  the  usefulness  of  my  delegated  pow.er  expires  with  the  loss  of  that  sup- 
port from  the  supreme  authority  which  could  alone  sustain  it.  The  measure 
now  annulled  was  but  part  of  a  large  system  of  measures  which  I  promised 
when  I  proclaimed  the  amnesty.  When  I  sought  to  obliterate  the  traces  of 
recent  discord,  I  pledged  myself  to  remove  its  causes — to  prevent  the  revival 
of  a  contest  between  hostile  races — to  raise  the  defective  institutions  of 
Lower  Canada  to  the  level  of  British  civilization  and  freedom;  to  remove 
all  impediments  to  the  course  of  British  enterprise  in  this  province,  and 
promote  colonization  and  improvement  in  the  others,  and  to  consolidate  these 
general  benehts  on  the  strong  and  permanent  basis  of  a  free,  respon-sible. 
and  comprehensive  Government. 

Such  large  promises  could  not  have  been  ventured  without  a  perfect 
reliance  on  the  unhesitating  aid  of  the  supreme  authorities.  Of  what  avail 
are  the  purposes  and  promises  of  a  delegated  power,  whose  acta  are  not 
respected  by  the  authority  from  which  it  proceeds?  With  what  confidence 
can  I  invite  co-operation,  or  impose  forbearance,  whilst  I  touch  ancient  laws 
and  habits,  as  well  as  deep-rooted  ahuses,  with  the  weakened  hands  that 
hav^  ineffectually  essayed  but  a  little  more  than  the  ordinary  vigour  of  the 
police  of  troubled  times? 

How  am  I  to  provide  against  the  immediate  effects  of  the  disallow 
of  the  Ordinance?     That  (>r(Hnance   was  intimately   connected   with   > 
measures  which  remain  in  unrestricted  operation.     It  was  coupled  with  ller 
Majesty's  proclamation  of  amnesty:  and  as  I  judged  it  becoming,  that  the 
extraordinary  Legislature  of  Lower  Canada  should  take  upon  itself  all  mea- 
sures of  rigorous  precaution,  and  leave  to  Her  Maje-sty  the  congenial  ottire 
of  using  her  Royal  prerogative  for  the  sole  purpose  of  pardon  and  mercy, 
the  proclamation  contained  an  entire  amnesty,  qualified  only  by  the  excep- 
tions specified  in  the  Ordinance.     The  Ordinance  has  been  disallowed,  and 
the  proclamation  is  confirmed.     Her  Majesty  having  been  advised  to  refuse 
her  assent  to  the  exceptions,  the  amnesty  exists  without  qualification.      No 
impediment  therefore  exists  to  the  return  of  the  persons  who  had  made  the 
most  distinct  admission  of  guilt,  or  who  had  been  excluded  by  me  from  the 
Province  on  account  of  the  danger  to  which  its  tranquility  would  be  exposed 
by  their  presence;  and  none  can  now  be  enacted,  without  the  adoption 
measures  alike  repugnant  to  my  sense  of  j\istice  and  of  policy.     I  caunc 
recall  the  irrevocable  pledge  of  Her  Majesty's  mercy.     I  cannot  attempt 
evade  the  disallowance  of  the  Ordinance,  by  re-enacting  it  under  the  disguisfl 
of  an  alteration  of  the  scene  of  banishment,  or  of  the  penalties  of  unauthot 
ized  return.     1  cannot,  by  a  needless  suspension  of  the  Habeas  Corpus,  pi 
the  personal   liberty  of  every  man  at   the  mercy  of  the  Government,    anJ 
declare  a  whole  province  in  immediate  danger  of  rebellion,  merely  in  orde^ 
to  exercise  the  influence  of  a  vague  terror  over  a  few  individuals. 

In  these  conflicting  and  painful  circumstances,  it  is  far  better  that  1 
should  at  once  and  distinctly  announce  my  intention  of  desisting  from  the 
vain  attempt  to  carry  my  policy  and  system  of  administration  into  effect  with 
such  inadequate  and  restricted  means.  If  the  peace  of  Lower  Canada  is  to  be 
again  menaced,  it  is  necessary  that  its  Government  should  be  able  to  reckon 
on  a  more  cordial  and  vigoious  support  at  home  than  has  been  acfordrd  to  me 
No  good  that  may  not  be  expected  from  any  other  Government  in  Lower 
Canada,  can  be  obtained  by  my  cnutinuiug  to  wield  extraordinary  legal 
powers  of  which  the  moral  force  and  consideration  is  gone. 

You  will  easily  believe  that,  after  all  the  exertions  which  I  have  made, 
it  is  with  feelings  of  deep  disappointment  that  I  find  myself  thus  suddenly 
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deprived  of  the  poAver  of  conferring  pfreat  benefit  on  that  province  to  which 
I  have  referred;  of  reforminfr  the  administration  system  there,  and  eradi- 
cating the  manifold  abuses  which  had  been  enpeudered  by  the  negligence 
and  corruption  of  former  times,  and  so  lamentably  fostered  by  civil  dissen- 
sions, I  cannot  but  regret  being  obliged  to  renounce  the  still  more  glorious 
hope  of  employing  unusual  legislative  powers  in  the  endowment  of  that  pro- 
vince with  those  free  munieipal  inatitutions,  which  are  the  only  basis  of 
local  improvemeut  and  repicseut alive  liberty,  of  establishing  a  system  of 
general  education,  of  revising  the  defective  laws  which  regulate  real  pro- 
perty and  commerce,  and  of  introducing  a  pure  and  competent  administra- 
tion of  justice.  Above  all,  I  grieve  to  be  thus  forced  to  abandon  the  realiza- 
tion of  such  large  and  solid  schemes  of  colonization  and  internal  improve- 
ment, as  would  connect  the  distant  portions  of  these  extensive  colonies,  and 
lay  open  the  unwrought  treasures  of  the  wilderness  to  the  wants  of  British 
industry  and  the  energy  of  British  enterprise. 

For  these  objects  I  have  laboured  much,  and  have  received  the  most 
active,  zealous,  and  efiScient  co-operation  from  the  able  and  enlightened 
per.sons  who  are  associated  with  me  in  this  great  undertaking.  Our  exer- 
tions, however,  will  not.  cannot  be  thrown  away.  The  information  which 
we  have  acquired,  although  not  as  yet  fit  for  the  purposes  of  immediate 
legislation,  will  fontril:ute  to  the  creation  of  juster  views  as  to  the  resources, 
the  wants,  and  the  interests  of  these  colonies,  than  ever  yet  prevailed  in  the 
mother  country.  To  complete  and  render  available  thope  matlerials  for 
future  legislation,  is  an  important  part  of  the  duties  which,  as  High  Com- 
missioner, I  have  yet  to  discharge,  and  to  which  I  shall  devote  the  most 
anxious   attention. 

I  shall  also  be  prepared,  at"  the  proper  period,  to  suggest  the  constitu- 
tion of  a  form  of  government  fur  Her  Majesty's  dominions  on  this  continent, 
which  may  restore  to  the  pteoplc  of  Lower  Canada  all  the  advantages  of  a 
representative  system,  unaccompanied  by  the  evils  that  have  hitherto  pro- 
ceeded from  the  unnatural  conflicts  of  parties;  which  may  safely  supply  any 
deficiencies  existing  in  the  (invernraents  of  the  other  colonies;  and  which 
may  produce  throughout  British  America  a  state  of  contented  allegiance, 
founded,  as  colonial  allegiance  ever  must  be,  on  a  sense  of  obligation  to  the 
parent  state. 

I  fervently  hope  that  my  usefulness  to  you  will  not  cease  with  my 
official  coniiexictn.  When  I  shall  have  laid  at  Her  Majesty's  feet  the  various 
high  and  important  commissions  with  which  Her  Eoyal  favour  invested  me, 
I  shall  still  be  enabled  as  a  Peer  of  Parliament  to  render  you  efficient  and 
confitaat  service  in  that  place  where  the  decisions  that  affect  your  welfare 
are  in  reality  made.  It  must  be,  I  humbly  trust,  for  the  advantage  of  these 
provinces,  if  I  can  carry  into  the  Imperial  Parliament  a  knowledge,  derived 
from  persoiial  inspection  and  experience,  of  those  interests  upon  which  some 
persons  there  are  too  apt  to  legislate  in  ignorance  or  indifference,  and  can 
aid  in  laying  the  foundation  of  a  system  of  general  government,  which, 
while  it  strengthens  your  permanent  connexion  with  Great  Britain,  shall 
save  you  from  the  evils  to  which  you  are  now  subjected  by  every  change  in 
the  fluctuating  policy  of  distant  and  successive  administrations.

WuERKAS   in  cases  arising  out  of  the  late   unhappy  revolt,  and   in   the 
cour.se  of  the  administration  of  justice  against  persons  implicated  therein, 
it   ha.s  been  our  anxious  desire  to  extend  our  Royal   mercy  and  forgiveness 
to   our   deluded  and   misguided     Subjects,   to  the   utmost     limits  compatible 
with  the  public  peace,  and   the  security  of  our  loyal  and  faithful  people: 
And  Whereas,  in  furtherance  of  our  desire  to  extend  our  Royal  clemency 
as  above  declared,  we  have  heretofore  granted  our  pardon  to  numerous  of- 
fenders who  have  been  convicted,  and  have  also  forlorno  to  prosecute  others 
who   had  rendered  themselves,   by   their   misconduct,   liable  to   punishment;       , 
and  we  being  resolved  still  further  to  extend  our  Royal   clemency,   and  to^H 
make  a  final  declaration  of  our  will  and  pleasure  with  respect  to  all  such  of^^l 
our  Subjects  as  are,  or  have  been  in  any  way  implicated  in  the  said  revolt, 
we  have  this  day  issued  our  several  Royal  Proclamations,  in  pursuance  of 
an  Act  of  our  Provincial  Parliament  of  our  said  Province  of  Upper  Canada, 
passed  in  the  first  year  of  our  Reign,  entitled,  "An  Act  for  tlie  more  speedy 
"attainder  of  persons  indicted   for  High  Treason,  who  have  tied  from   this 
"Province,  or  who  remain  concealed  therein  to  escape  from  justice" — call- 
ing upon  and  retiuiring  such  of  oiir  Subjects  as  have  been  indicted  for  the 
crime  of  High  Treason,  and  who  have  withdrawn  themselves  from  the  Pro 
vince,  for  the  causes  in  the  .said  Act  mentioned,  to  surrender  themselves  to 
justice,  that  their  several  cases   may   undergo   legal  investigation  and   fini 
adjudication. 

And  we  do  now  make  known  and  declare  to  all  our  Subjects  who  ha 
not  been  indicted  for  any  Treason,  Misprision  of  Treason,  or  Treasonable 
offence,  or  who  are  not  now  in  custody,  charged,  or  liable  to  be  charged 
with  Treason,  invasion,  or  hostile  incursion  into  this  Province,  or  who  being 
charged  with  cither  of  the  said  offences,  have  made  their  escape  from  any 
of  our  Gaols,  or  other  places  of  confinement,  that  tliey  may  retiirn  to  their 
homes,  and  that  no  prosecution  for  or  on  account  of  any  offence  bv  them 
done  or  committed,  and  in  any  way  relating  to,  or  connected  with  the  said 
revolt,  shall  l)e  iusfituted  or  continued,  but  tliat  all  such  pro-secutions  shall 
terminate  and  be  for  ever  void,  hereby  freely  offering  to  all  those  of  our 
Sul>ject8  who  may  have  been  implicated  in  the  said  revolt,  (excepting  as 
aforesaid)  our  gracious  amnesty,  pardon  and  forbearance,  for  and  on  account 
of  such  offences,  (excepting  as  aforesaid^  and  our  Royal  assurance,  that. 
relying  on  their  future  loyalty  and  good  conduct,  they  shall  be  received 
under  our  proteotion.  absolved  and  released  from  all  punishment  or  prosecu- 
tion, as  herein  above  declared.

vided, "That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  the  said  Act,  in  case  any  ind«ct- 
"ment  shall  be  found  by  a  Grand  Jury,  at  and  before  any  Court  of  com- 
"petent  jurisdiction  in  our  said  Province,  against  any  person  or  persons,  for 
"High  Treason,  Misprision  of  Treason,  or  Treasonable  practices,  and  when 
"the  Sheriff  shall  make  return  to  any  Warrant  or  Capias  Flint  may  issue 
"thereupon,  that  such  persons,  or  any  of  them,  is  or  are  not  to  be  found  in 
"his  District,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  our  Governor  of  our  said  Pro- 
"vince,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  our  Executive  Council,  immediately  upon 
"the  making  of  such  return,  to  issue  a  Proclamation,  to  be  published  not

To  all  to  whom  these  Presents  shall  come, — Greeting : 

Wheheas  by  an  Act  passed  by  our  Provincial  Parliament,  of  our  Pro- 
vince of  Upper  Canada,  on  the  Sixth  day  of  March,  in  the  Pirst  j'ear  of  our 
Reign,  entitled,  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  more  speedy  attainder  of  p<>r- 
"sons  indicted  for  High  Treason,  who  have  fled  from  this  Province,  or 
"remain  concealed  therein,  to  escape  from  Justice,"  it  is  enacted  and  pro- 
vided, "That  from  And  after  the  passing  of  the  said  Act,  in  case  any  ladict- 
"menl  shall  be  found  by  a  Grand  Jury,  at  and  before  any  Court  of  com- 
"petent  jurisdictinn  in  our  said  Province,  or  -against  any  person  or  persons  for 
"High  Treason,  Misprision  of  Treason,  or  Treasonable  Practices,  and  when 
"the  Sheriff  shall  make  return  to  any  Warrant  or  Capias  that  may  issue 
"thereupon,  that  such  persons  or  any  of  them  is  or  are  not  to  be  found 
"in  his  District,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  our  Governor  of  our  said 
"Province,  bj'  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  our  Executive  Council. 
"immediately  upon  the  making  of  such  return,  to  issue  a  Proclamation,  to 
"be  published  not  less  than  six  weeks  in  the  Upper  Canada  Gazette,  calling 
"upon  and  requiring  the  person  or  persons  against  whom  any  such  indict- 
"nient  or  indictments  shall  have  been  found,  to  surrender  himself  or  thcni- 
"selves  to  the  custody  of  the  Sheriff  of  the  District  within  which  the  Court 
"before  whom  such  indictment  or  indictments  were  found  was  held,  by  a 
"day  to  be  within  the  said  Proclamation  named,  such  day  not  to  be  less 
"than  three  calendar  months  from  the  first  publication  of  such  Proclama- 
"tion  in  the  said  Gazette;  and  if  such  person  or  persons  should  not,  by  the 
"day  in  such  Proclamation  named,  surrender  themselves  to  the  custody  of

livery, begun  and  holden  at  the  Town  of  Niagara,  in  the  District  of  Niagara, 
of  our  said  Province  of  Upper  Canada,  Indirtmentx  were  found  by  a  Grand 
Jury  of  the  said  District  of  Niagara,  against  Alonzo  Merrivian,  late  of  the 
Township  of  Pelham,  in  the  Di>trir-t  of  Niatrara  aforesaid.  Merchant:  Aaron 
Winchester,  late  of  the  said  Township  of  Pelham.  Yeoman;  David  Jcnnin<)s, 
late  of  the  said  Township  of  Pelham,  Lalvourer;  Chester  Jxlht, 
late  of  the  Township  of  Pelham,  Labourer,  and  Thomas  Lambert,  late 
of  the  Township  of  Gainsborough,  in  the  District  of  Niagara  aforesaid. 
Labourer,  for  the  crime  of  Hifjh  Treason,  committed  against  us,  in  our  said 
Province,  by  them  and  each  of  them,  the  said  Court  having  competent  jur'g- 
dictitm  in  that  behalf:  Axn  Whereas,  our  Warrants,  in  due  form  of  Law. 
were  issued  V>v  our  Justices  of  our  said  Court  of  Oyer  and  Terminer,  and 
Gaol  Delivery,  commanding  our  Sheriff  of  the  District  of  Niagara  afore- 
said, in  our  said  Province,  to  take  the  bodies  of  them,  the  said  Alonzo  Merri- 
man,  Aaron  Winchester,  David  Jennings,  Chester  Jillet,  and  Thomas  Lam- 
bert, and  each  of  them,  and  bring  them  and  each  of  them,  before  our  said 
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Justices,  to  answer  respectively  to  tLe  said  ludictmeuts,  so  found  against 
them  and  each  of  them  :  And  Wiieheas  our  said  Sheriff  hath  returned  to  our 
said  Justices,  hy  whom  the  Warrants  aforesaid  were  in  manner  aforesaid 
issued,  that  the  said  Alonzo  Merriman,  Aaron  Winchester,  David  Jennings, 
Chester  lillet,  and  Thomas  Lamliert,  were  not,  nor  was  any  or  either  of  them 
to  be  found  within  his  said  District ;  and  that  he  could  not,  as  by  the  said 
Warrants  he  was  commanded,  have  the  bodies  of  them,  the  said  Alonzo  Mer- 
riman, Aaron  Winchester,  David  Jennings,  Chester  Jillet,  and  Thomas 
Lambert,  or  any  or  either  of  them,  to  answer  to  the  said  Indictments  as 
aforesaid,  found  apaiust  them,  and  each  of  them,  in  manner  and  form 
Ji foresaid:  Now  Know  Ye,  the  said  Alonzo  Merrivian.  Aaron  Winchester , 
David  Jennings,  Chester  Jillet,  and  Thomas  Lambert,  that  by  and  with 
the  advice  of  our  Executive  Council,  of  our  said  Province  of  Upper  Canada, 
and  in  pursuance  of  the  said  Act  of  our  Parliament,  of  our  said  Province, 
We  Do  Issue  this,  our  Royal  Proclamation,  and  Do  Hereby  Call  upon  and 
re<iuire  you,  the  said  Alonzo  Merriman,  Aaron  Winchester,  David  Jennings,

Phoclamation. 

(6  Nov.,  1838.) 

By  His  Excellency  Sir  George  Arthur,  K.C.H.,  Lieutenant  Governor  ol 
the  Province  of  Upper  Canada,  Major  General  Commanding  Her 
Majesty's  Forces  therein,  Ac,  &c.,  &c. 

Loyal  Inhabitants  of  Upper  Canada! 

Upon  my  arriv.il  among  you.  early  in  (he  present  year,  bearing  with 
me  Her  Majesty's  Commission  to  administer  this  Government,  I  found  you 
just  recovering  from  the  excitement  that  had  naturally  been  produced  by 
the  then  recent  attempts  of  some  infatuated  and  desperate  individuals,  both 
within  and  without  the  Province,  to  involve  your  Country  in  the  horrors 
of  a  Civil  War;  and  to  subvert  those  long-cherished  Institutions,  which 
your  conduct  has  proved  that  you  prize  as  the  first  of  blessings — and  are 
ever  ready  to  maintain,  at  the  hazard  of  your  lives. 

The  alacrity  with  which  you  came  forward  in  defence  of  those  Institu- 
tions,  and  the  valour  with  which — unaided  by  any  Military  force — yoti 
overcame  the  united  efforts  of  Treason,  and  of  lawless  aggression,  have,  in- 
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deed,  nol>ly  won  for  you  the  approbation  of  your  Gracious  Sovereign,  .-ind 
the  admiration  of  jour  fello-ir-Subjects  in  every  part  of  the  wide-exteiide<l 
British  Empire. 

In  that  admiration,  even  when  far  distant  from  you,  I  participated  most 
warmly;  and  it  was  a  source  of  high  gratification  to  me  to  he  selected  as  Her 
Alajesty's  IJepresentativc  among  a  people  who  had  thus  eminently  distin- 
guished themselves. 

It  is  not  my  purpose  to  enter  here  into  a  revieM'  of  the  circumstances 
which,  before  my  arrival,  liad  disturbed  your  peace,  and  compelled  you  to 
defend,  in  arms,  your  dearest  rights.  It  is  necessui-y,  however,  that  I  should 
briefly  advert  to  subsequent  occurrences;  in  order  to  show  you  how  unceasing 
my  desire  has  been,  whilst  extending  to  the  criminal  authors  of  the  past  die- 
turbauees  the  utmost  lenity  that  prudence  would  permit,  to  trauquilize  youf  J 
feelings,  and  to  provide  for  your  security. 

The  insurrectionary   movements  in  this    Province    having    been   com- 
pletely quelled  by  your  activity  and  energy,  the  object  of  firdt  importance 
that  presented  itself  to  my  consideration,   on  assuming  the  charge  of  the 
Government,  was  the  treatment  to  be  pursued  towards  those  who,  either  oai 
their  own  confession,  or  after  the  most  impartial  trials,  had  been  couvictedj 
of  the  Highest  Offence  of  which  man.  as  a  member  of  society,  con  be  guilty  :J 
and  in  accordance -both  with  the  liumane  views  of  Her  Majesty's  Governnient| 
and  with  my  own   desire  of  tempering  Justice  with  Mercy,    I   suffered    the^ 
extreme  penalty  of  the  Law  to  be  inflicted  only  on  Two  of  the  most  promin- 
ent and  guilty  members  of  the  late  rebellion,   trusting  that   such   an  awful 
example  might  be  sufficient  to  impress  on  the  crime  of  Treason  its  proper 
stamp:  and  that  a  graduated  scale  of    punishment,  adapted    as    nearly    n«, 
possible  to  the  circumstances  of  the  several  cases,  might  safely  be  resorted] 
to  in  other  instances.  I 

Tie  petitions  for  mercy:  the  assnrancea  of  contrition;  the  proTOise.s  oil 
ameudmont,  aiul  the  professions  of  revived  feelings  of  loyalty  which  poured] 
in  upon  me,  from  or  on  behalf  of  those  who  had  yielded  to  false  icprescnta-j 
tions,  and  had  thus  incurred  the  forfeiture  of  their  lives,  warrant  me  in  con-l 
eluding  that  this  manifestation  of  mercy,  on  the  part  of  the  Kxecutive,  wo<ildi 
have  been  attended  with  all  the  salutary  effects  anlicip>ated  frOm  it,  had  uoti 
the  same  unjustifiable  intcrlcrcncc,  by  a  portion  of  the  inhabitants  of  aj 
m^ighbouriug  Country,  in  your  affairs,  which  had  so  culpably  cimtributed  to] 
the  former  disturbances,  partially  re-kindled  tlie  flame  that  was  about  to] 
expire,  and  engendered  a  delusive  expectation  that,  by  means  of  co-oprra-J 
tion  from  without,  a  more  successfxil  effort  might  be  made  by  the  Iraitojroutl 
and  disloyal,  to  shake  off  their  allegiance  to  their  Sovereign.  I 

In  pursuance  of  their  nefarious  designs,  a  fresh   invasion  of  your  isoUl 
was  attempted  by  a  few  worthless  Refugees   in  conjunction  with  a   lawless 
banditti,   whose  immediate  object   was  the  plunder  and   devastation  of  the 
Province,  whilst  their  ulterior  hope  was  to  rend  for  ever  the  tie  which  binds  i 
it  to  the  Parent  .State. 

Thus  called  on  again  to  arm  in  defence  of  everything  dear  to  you,  your 
success  in  repelling  this  second  act  of  aggression  was  not  less  signal  than  it 
had  been  in  yom-  quick  suppression  of  the  previous  insurrection  :    nor  were 
your   gallantry,  your  loyalty  and    your    humanity,  less  conspicuously  dia-J 
played,  than  they  had  already  been  on  that  memorable  occasion.  ■ 

In  the  disposal  of  the  prisoners  taken  at  this  period,  circumstances  pre- 
sented  themselves  whir-h   rendered   it   my   duty  to   persevere   in    the  lenient 
course   which  Her   Majesty's    advisers   had    l>efore  prescribed :    and    on   aiv] 
occasion  calling  as  loudly  for  some  example  of  rigour,  as  any  that  has  pro- 
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bably  ever  occurred  in  the  annals  of  mankind,  capital  punishment  was  in- 
flicted in  One  Solitary  Instance  only. 

It  might  reasonably  have  been  expected,  after  the  repeated  failure  of 
the  attempts  of  the  confederates  to  effect  their  re\'olutionary  objects — after 
the  continued  clemency  of  the  Executive —  and  after  your  praiseworthy  for- 
bearance from  acts  of  vengeance  or  retaliation,  that  not  only  all  thoujfht  of 
further  hostility  against  you  would  have  been  abandoned  in  hopeless  despair, 
but  that  a  better  tone  of  feeling  would  have  succeeded. 

The  comparative  state  of  tranquility,  which  followed  the  last  abortive 
attempt  at  invasion,  did  in  fact  encourage  me  to  hope  that  peace,  with  gen- 
eral harmony  and  good  feeling,  would  soon  be  restored  to  the  Province.  To 
my  deep  disappointment,  however,  I  have  learnt  from  various  sources,  more 
or  less  authentic,  that,  regardless  of  the  friendly  relations  subsisting  between 
Her  Majesty's  Government  and  that  of  the  United  States,  and  stimulated  by 
the  worst  passions  and  motives,  a  number  of  American  Citizens,  along  our 
frontier,  have  formed  a  secret  combination  for  another  invasion  of  these 
Provinces,  and  that  preparations  on  an  extensive  scale,  for  carrying  this 
unprincipled  enterprize  into  execution  arc,  at  this  moment,  in  active  pro- 
gress. 

It  is  further  stated,  that  the  members  of  this  unholy  union  communicate 
by  certain  mystic  signs — that  they  are  possessed  of  considerable  resources — 
that  they  have  amongst  them  some  individuals  of  inEuence;  and  arc  one 
and  all  bound  by  an  unlawful  oath  to  plunder  you  of  your  property — to 
destroy  your  Institutions — and  to  sever  your  connexion  with  the  Mother 
Country. 

Though  large  allowances  are  to  le  made  for  exaggerated  or  interested 
statements;  and  though  it  is  known  that  the  traitorous  within,  and  their 
partizans  without,  are  mutually  deceiving  each  other,  and  are  falsely  using 
the  names  of  individuals  of  station  and  respectability,  in  order  to  give  some 
colouring  to  their  wicked  conspiracy — yet  I  deem  it  proper  to  promulgate, 
that  such  information  has  reached  me,  as  calls  for  the  adoption  of  precau- 
tionary measures,  for  averting,  if  possible,  an  impending  mischief,  or  for 
promptly  defeating  it,  should  it  actually  occur. 

l{elying  on  the  amity  and  good  faith  of  the  American  Government,  I 
have  made  to  it,  through  the  medium  of  Her  Majesty's  Minister  at  Washing- 
ton, such  representations  as  will,  I  trust,  ensure  its  immediate  and  decisive 
interference,  in  suppressing  these  outrageous  proceedings  of  its  border 
citizens. 

I  have  likewise  written  1o  the  Officers  of  the  United  States  Army,  com- 
manding on  the  frontier,  whose  honourable  profession,  and  personal  charac- 
ters, claim  our  confidence,  urging  them  vigorously  to  .second  the  efforts  of 
their  (jovemment,  by  the  employment  of  every  means  that  may  be  at  their 
disposal. 

It  is  but  reasonable,  also,  when  the  base  design  of  unprovoked  aggres- 
sion shall  become  more  generally  known  throughout  the  Union,  that  I  should 
look  with  full  confidence  to  the  great  body  of  its  respectable  citizens,  to 
rescue  their  country  from  the  lasting  discredit  that  would  be  entailed  on  it 
by  the  actual  commission  uf  the  hostile  acts  contemplated  by  a  licentious 
portion  of  its  population,  and  the  proceedings  incident  to  which  tend  so 
fatally  to  interrupt  that  good  understanding  between  the  inhabitants  of  the 
two  Countries,  whirh  their  mulual  interests,  cemented  by  the  endearing  bond 
(»f  a  Common  Origin,  should  lead  them  strictly  to  maintain. 

But,  after  oil,  it  is  less  to  the  interposition  of  Others  than  to  Ourselves  — 
supported  as  we  are  by  a  ju.st  cause,  and  protected,  as  we  may  still  confi- 
dently hope  to  be,  by  a  righteous  Providence — that  we  must  look  for  snfeiv 
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With  this  vie-w  I  have  directed,  in  addition  to  the  Regular  Force  al- 
ready in  the  Province,  that  several  Regiments  of  your  gallant  Militia  shall 
be  again  embodied;  and  that  their  services  shall  be  engaged  for  a  continuous 
period  of  eighteen  months.  I  have  further  authorized  the  assembling,  for 
a  shorter  period,  of  other  Corps  of  Militia  in  various  places:  and  it  is  with 
much  satisfaction  that  I  am  enabled  to  add,  that  many  of  these  brave  men 
have  already  promptly  enrolled  themselves. 

On  the  Magistracy,  and  other  intlueutiijl  classes,  I  implicitly  depend  for 
that  important  aid  which  it  is  so  much  in  their  power,  and  which  they  have 
always  shewn  themselves  so  ready  to  afford.  I  exhort  them  to  direct  their  < 
attention  to  the  channels  through  which  information  respecting  the  designal 
of  our  enemies  may  be  derived;  to  guard  against  delusive  statements;  and 
to  act  with  calmness,  judgment  and  decision,  in  the  preservation  of  the 
public  peace.  I  call  also  upon  those  who  have  so  recently  experienced  the 
lenity  of  the  Executive,  to  evince  their  gratitude  for  the  large  measure  of 
mercy  extended  to  them,  and  to  prove  the  sincerity  of  their  professions  of 
repentance  for  their  former  errors. 

Nor  can  T  let  pass  this  opportunity  of  earnestly  cautioning  you.  against 
the  hasty  adoption  of  opinion  injurious  to  your  confidence  in  the  sincere 
intentions  of  the  (lovernment  on  the  all-important  subject  of  Religious  In- 
struction. While  I  am  most  anxious  to  secure  to  you,  and  your  children, 
this  inestimable  blessing,  it  is  not  my  wish  to  see  a  dominant  Church  estab- 
lished over  you,  or  the  members  of  one  religious  community  either  rendered 
subject  to  the  spiritual  jurisdiction,  or  called  upon  to  contribute  to  the  tem- 
poral support  of  another.  And  I  trust  that  any  misapprehension  on  this 
subject  will  be  removed  when  I  declare  to  you  my  conviction,  that  no  such 
result  can  or  will  flow  from  any  measure  of  Church  apprripriation  which  has 
been  hitherto  made,  and  still  less  from  the  course  of  policy  which  ii  is  my 
intention  to  recommend  in  this  matter. 

Apparent  as  it  may  be  to  every  one,  that  our  security  will  chieflj'  depend 
'on  the  preservation  of  perfect  harmony  and  concord  among  ourselves,  I 
cannot  refrain,  on  an  occasion  like  the  present,  from  offering  a  few  observa- 
tions nn  this  all-iraportant  subject.  In  every  community,  differences,  re- 
sulting from  oppo.sition  of  interests — diversity  of  taste — and  conscientious 
scruples  in  matters  of  religion,  will  necessarily  exist:  and  these  when  re- 
strained within  those  bounds  which  the  principles  of  Christianity  enjoin, 
may  exist  in  times  of  peace  and  tranquillity,  without  much  prejudice  to  the 
general  interests  of  society.  It  is  even  possible  that  they  may,  in  some  in- 
stances, tmul  indirectly  to  Promote  them.  But  when  the  plunder  of  oar 
propertj'.  and  the  total  overthrow  of  our  venerable  C^insfitution,  have  be- 
come the  "latest  dream  at  night,  and  the  earliest  vision  of  the  morning," 
with  a  few  desperate  Traitors,  leagued  with  a  numerous  Banditti  on  our 
Frontier,  it  is  the  part  of  prudence,  no  less  than  of  duty,  to  lay  aside  all 
differences  on  minor  matters,  and  to  unite  hand  and  heart  in  the  defence  of 
everi'+hing  that  is  dear  to  us.  T  do,  therefore,  most  earnestly  and  most 
affectionately  advise  and  recommend  you,  to  bury  as  much  as  possible  those 
recollections  of  past  events,  which  may  tend  to  keep  alive  angry  feelings 
towards  those  of  your  fellow-Subiects,  who,  having  once  strayed  from  the 
path  of  duty,  may  now  be  sincerely  desirous  of  returning  to  it — to  avoid  all 
irritating  discussion.s — and  to  drown  all  differences  in  a  common  regard  for 
the  public  safety.  Let  the  only  contest  between  us  henceforth  be,  who  shall 
shew  himself  the  liest  man,  and  the  most  loyal  Subject.
